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MESSAGE. 


Genlkmen  of  the  Senate^ 

and  House  of  BqnreseiUatwes: 

In  obedieoce  to  the  constitutioQ  and  laws  of  the  state,  you  are 
again  assembled  to  exercise  the  hi^h  functions  of  legislation,  for 
the  benefit  of  your  common  constituents.  The  year  which  has 
elapsed  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  has  been 
marked  by  blessings  from  the  great  Giver  of  all  good,  which  can* 
not  fail  to  awaken  in  our  bosoms  the  liveliest  gratitude,  and  call 
forth,  in  behalf  of  the  whole  commonwealth,  humble  and  sincere 
acknowledgements  of  the  continued  favor  and  beneficence  of 
Divine  Providence.  The  earth  has  yielded  its  ^  accustomed 
fruits,  the  labor  of  the  agriculturist  has  been  rewarded  with  plen- 
ty, and  usual  health  has  been  the  lot  of  every  portion  ol  the 
State. 

The  peaceful  rdations  of  the  Union  with  all  foreign  powers^ 
remain  undisturbed.  If  any  exception  existed,  to  the  prospect 
of  contuiued  peace,  it  was  to  be  found  in  the  arrest  of  a  foreign- 
er, under  the  laws  of  a  neighboring  state.  This  cause,  however 
inadequate  in  itself  to  produce  any  serious  efibct,  seemed,  never* 
theless,  for  a  while,  to  threaten  a  rupture  with  Great  Britain. 
Happily,  however,  for  both  countries,  all  irritation  arrising  from 
that  event  has  been  removed,  by  the  quiet  and  peaceful  operation 
of  law. 

It  is  in  times  of  profound  tranquility,  when  the  people  are  un-» 
disturbed  by  the  tumults  of  war,  that  the  duties  of  enlightened 
patriotism  invite  us  to  the  grateful  task  of  giving  dq>th  and  per- 
manency to  our  free  institutions.  It  is  only  at  such  periods,  that 
a  commonwealth  can  hope  to  deliberate  calmly  and  successfully 
upon  systems  of  polity,  calculated  to  stimulate  industry,  by  giv- 
'mg  it  legal  assunmce  that  it  shall  be  protected  m  the  enjoyment 
mtts  acGuisitions;  to  strengthen  ^neral  morality,  by  laws  which 
shall  tend  to  suppress  vice  and  crime  in  all  their  forms — to  give 
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energy  and  independence  of  diaracter  to  all  claiMes,  W  measures 
iivfaich  will  promote,  as  far  as  practicable,  equality  of  condition, 
and  thus  establish  rational  libe;*ty  for  ourselves,  and  give  hope  of 
its  continuance  for  a^es-to  come* 

Of  measures  which  contribute  to  these  ends,  education,  com- 
prehending moral  as  well  as  intellectual  instruction,  is  of  the  first 
importance.  Under  a  Constitution  like  ours,  which  imparts  to 
every  citizen  the  same  civil  rights,  education  must  ever  remain 
a  subject  of  vital  interest,  in  reference  to  the  ceneral  welfare  of 
the  state.  If  we  are  to  trust  the  lessons  of  history,  we  ase 
brought  to  the  conclusicm  that  Government  is,  and  mways  has 
been  the  most  efficient  of  all  the  causes,  which  operate  in  form- 
hg  the  character  and  shaping  the  destinies  of  nations*  Where 
the  right  of  sufTrace  is  so  unrestricted  as  with  us,  govenwient  is 
necessarily  the  offspring  of  all  the  people,  and  will  reflect  the 
moral  and  intellectual  Teatures  of  its  parent,  with  unvarying 
fidelity* 

If  ^  speculations  of  the  most  profound  thinkers  had  left  us 
in  doubt  upon  this  interesting  subject,  the  familiar  history  of  the 
last  century  alone,  has  furnished  numerous  and  melancholy 
proofs,  that  no  people,  to  whom  moral  and  intellectual  culture 
have  been  denied,  are  capable  of  achieving  or  enjoying  the  bles- 
sings of  rational  liberty,  founded  upon  any  system  which  tole- 
rates popular  agenc]^)  in  the  conduct  of  public  aflairs*    So  pro- 
foundly impressed  with  this  great  truth,  were  the  framers  of  our 
constitution,  that  they  did  not  leave  it  to  the  judgments  of  the 
Jbture  to  decide*    They  did  not  allow  the  subject  of  education 
to  remain  in  that  class,  which  mi^ht  be  in  after  times  adopted  or 
rejected  upon  the  doubtful  test  of  expediency*    They  incorpora- 
ted it  into  the  constitution* '  In  the  3d  section  of  the  8th  article 
of  the  constitution  it  is  expressly  declared,  that  **religion,  moral- 
ity and  knowledge,  bebg  essentially  necessary  to  good  govern- 
ment and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  ofinr- 
struclion  shall  forever  be  encouraged  by  legislative  provision^  not 
inconsistent  with  the  rights  of  conscience*^'    in  the  schools,  ih^ 
encouragement  of  which  is  thus  enjoined  as  a  proper  subject *of 
le^ative  provision,  it  is  apparent  that  the  makers  of  the  Con- 
stitution intended  to  combine  moral  with  intellectual  in^ructioa* 
ilfi  experience  and  observation  of  man's  nature  have  shewn  that 
ttiafely  intellectual  improvement  is  but  a  small  advance  in  the 
accompKshoient  of  a  proper  civiltzation*    Without  morals,  civBi- 
flation  ottty  displays  energy,  and  that  the  more  fearful  in  its  pow^ 
era  and  purposes,  as  it  wants  the  restramiuff  and  softening  mflu* 
ences  w»{ch  alone  give  it  a  direction  to  objects  of  utility  or  be^ 
«evolence« 
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The  )»bject  tfi  Ti^w,  "When  oar  present  syatem  of  comniatt 
schools  t?cm  e$lftbliftii6d  by  law,  tvos  doubtless  the  same  embra- 
ced by  thie  pr&vtsions  m  the  Constitution.  As  the  habits  and 
opinions  of  our  population  touching  the  subject  were  exceeding 
ly  ^tverse^  the  ^^*slem  worked  its  way  to  favor  in  the  public 
mind,  tinder  auspices  by  no  means  favorable.  Hitherto,  hawev^ 
er,  it  has  met  with  little  opposition  in  any^qoarler,  and  may  be 
<^n8tdered  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  policy  of  the  State. 
Whilst  therefore  it  would  be  both  unwise  and  impracticable,  to 
aCtennrpt  any  radical  change,  it  is  obvious  that  experience  wiH^ 
from  time  to  time,  suggest  improvements.  The  law  formerly 
provided  a  supeffntendent,  with  powers  of  general  supervisioii 
of  the  schools  throughout  the  State-.  This  officer  has  been  dis^ 
pcnsed  with,  and  his  dtities  transfert^d  to  the  Secretaiy  of  Statt* 
The  time  of  this  officer  and  his  attention,  it  is  obvious,  will  getv> 
-erally  be  mainly  employed  in  the  proper  duties  of  Secretary  of 
State.  I  submit  to  the  legislature  whether  it  is  not  proper,  eve* 
in  a- pecuniary  view,  to  devolve  the  duties  of  general  Superin- 
tendent of  Oommon  Schools  upon  (me,  whose  exclusive  business 
it  shall  be  to  discharge  them.  This  officer  should  be  at  liberty 
to  visit  the  schools  at  different  points  in  the  State,  to  collect  and 
report  to  each  successive  legislature  ample  and  accurate  statilh 
tical  facts,  by  which  the  system  can  be  thoroughly  understood, 
and  vigorously  enforced.  The  reports  from  the  County  Audi- 
tors, requh-ed  by  the  present  law,  in  some  instances  are  not  made 
at  all;  and  in  those  instances  where  there  has  been  an  effort  to 
comply  with  the  law,  the  information  given,  generally  embraces 
only  a  smsdi  portion  of  those  facts,  which  it  is  most  necessary 
shoidd  be  known  to  the  superitttendant  as  well  as  to  the  legisla- 
ture. I  earnestly  recommend  legislative  provision,  by  which 
this  branch  of  the  ^stem  may  be  more  satis&ctorily  administer- 
ed in  future. 

The  Public  Works,  in  which  the  interest  and  true  glory  of  the 
State  are  deeply  involved,  have  been  prosecuted  with  as  much 
rapidity  as  could  have  been  anticipated,  from  a  view  of  their 
owdition  at  the  opening  of  the  year.  The  faith  of  the  State - 
having  been  pledged  to  the  completion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
canal,  within  a  given  time,  and  the  work  being  one  of  great  im- 
portance to  a  neighboring  Slate,  with  virhom  a  compact  existed 
on  thiat  subject,  th^  legislature,  very  properly,  authorized  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  to  loan  money  for  that  object 
without  restriction  as  to  the  interest  on  such  loans.  At  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  law  of  the  last  session  authorizing  loans, 
the  debts  then  due  to  contractors  on  all  the  Pukiiic  Works  were 
estimated  at  about  five  hundred  and  eighty  one  thousand  dollars. 
This  debt,  with  a  very  small  abatement  in  amount,  had  all  ac- 
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crued  porior  to  the  meeting  of  the  laflt  Ii^islature,  and  should 
have  beeo  paid  within  the  last  year.  The  Commissioners  of  the 
Canal  Fund  being  limited  to  loans  at  six  per  cent.,  and  such  be- 
ing then  impossime  to  be  obtained,  the  debt  was  suffered  to  ac- 
Crpe^  and  had  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  resources  pf  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year.  To  discharge  this  debt,  the  Coounissioners 
were  also  empowered,  by  the  act  of  the  last  session,  to  borrow 
money  without  restrietien  as  to  ^e  rate  of  interest  on  the  loan. 
The  balance  of  the  loans  authorized  by  law  were  expressly  limi- 
ted to  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num. 

The  whole  amount  of  loMs  of  all  classes  authorized  for  the 
past  year,  was  two  millions  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
amount  loaned  up  to  this  time,  is  stated  at  about  one  million 
^ight  hundred  thousand  dollars.  These  loans,  owing  to  the  pe- 
culiar condition  of  the  money  markets  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
Jiave  been  chiejHy  erf  a  temporary  character;  but  in  no  instance 
have  they  been  obtauied  at  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  six  per 
cent.,  although  the  act  of  the  lost  session  would  have  authorized 
the  loan  of  over  one  million  at  a  higher  rate. 
.  It  will  be  perceived,  for  the  reasons  already  assigned,  that  the 
debts  due  on  the  public  works,  for  labor  done  during  1840, 
amounting,  on  accurate  ascertainment,  to  about  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  the  Wa- 
bash and  Erie  Ganal^  on  which  five  hundred  and  eighty,  two  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  have  been  paid  during 
the  current  year,  making,  together,  over  one  million  of  dollars, 
was  of  a  peculiar  character,  and  such,  as  in  good  faith,  the  State 
was  bound  to  see  promptly  obtained  and  disbursed.  The  great 
declension  in  the  priee  of  State  stocks,  even  those  of  the  most 
noquestionaUe  character,  for  the  last  year,  is  well  known  to  all, 
and  presented  to  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners  difficulties  of 
the  most  formidabie  character.  Permanent  loans  of  large  sums, 
at  any  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  could  not  be  had,  either  in 
Europe  or  the  Atlantic  cities  of  the  United  States. 

Actuated  by  a  laudable  zeal  to  preserve  unsullied  the  good 
faith  of  the  State,  hitherto  so  proudly  mamtained  through  every 
vicisitude,  the  Fund  Commissioners,  as  the  best  that  coidd  be  ob- 
-  tained,  negotiated  a  loan  of  about  one  million  of  dollars,  early 
in  the  last  spring,  from  two  of  the  banks  of  Ohio.  By  the  terms 
of  this  loan,  the  notes  of  the  banks  making  it,  were  received  al 
par,  and  the  interest  is  to  be  paid  at  the  State  treasury,  semi-an- 
nually, in  current  money  of  the  State,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  year. 

The  interest  on  the  public  debt,  during  the  year,  has  been 
punctually  paid;  and  the  various  public  works  of  the  State  have 
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been  provided  with  ftrnds  to  carry  Aem  forward  as  rapidly  at 
could  be  desired*  The  Muskingum  Improvement  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  is  now  navigated  by  steamboats,  the  entire  distance 
nrom  Zanesville  to  the  Ohio,  at  Marietta.  The  balance  due  for 
labor  done  on  this  work,  is  estimated  at  eighty  thousand  dcrfburs. 

The  Hocking  Canal  is  finished  to  a  point  withm  ten  miles  of 
its  termination,  and  about  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  are  sup- 
posed to  be  due  for  labor  already  done  oq  that  Tine.  The  cost 
of  its  entire  completion  is  estimated  at  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  debt  due  to  contractors  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal, 
for  labor  during  the  present  year,  is  estimated  at  about  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  Assuming  the  estimates  sent  to  the  legislature 
by  the  Board  of  PuUic  Works,  during  the  last  session,  as  a  safe 
guide,  it  may  be  considered  as  probaole,  that  this  work  can  be 
completed  by  a  further  expenditure  of  about  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

The  amount  now  due  for  labor  on  the  Miami  Extension,  is  e»* 
timated  at  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  according  to  the 
estimates  furnished  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  an  additional  sum  of  about 
nine  hundred  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to  complete  that 
work. 

From  these  data,  not  professing  to  be  minutdy  exact,  but 
which,  I  doubt  not,  are  a  near  approximation  to  truth,  it  W"l  ap- 
pear that  the  debt  owing  at  this  time,  for  labor  done,  vrith  the 
estimate  for  the  work  not  yet  finished,  and  a  part  o^  ^hich  is 
not  under  contract,  will  together  amount  to  about  $1,355,000. 
Of  the  Miami  Canal  and  Extension,  (being  ox^  hundred  and 
ninety  one  miles,  including  a  navigable  feed<5r,)  there  remdn 
eighty  eight  miles  to  complete  the  navigation  from  Cincinnati, 
on  the  Ohio,  to  the  Maumee  Bay.  Wher  thi^  work  shall  be  fin- 
ished, there  will  be  seven  hundred  and  pfnety  three  miles  of  canal 
owned  entirely  by  the  State,  and  including  one  hundred  and 
twenty  one  miles  of  canals,  constructed  by  companieg,  in  which 
the  State  has  an  interest,  there  will  be  nine  hundred  and  fourte« 
miles  of  navigable  canal  witto  the  limits  of  Ohio.  These  en- 
during evidences  erf  enterprise  and  wealth,  traverse  the  State  in 
goch  directions,  as  to  draw  to  them  the  productions  of  the  richest 
agricultural  and  mineral  regions  of  the  State,  and  biing  markets 
to  the  door  of  the  farmer  and  mechanic,  for  the  products  of  their 
labor. 

The  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  from  these  canals  during 
the  present  year,  is  |484,758  18.  When  the  route  through  the 
valleys  of  the  Miami  and  Maumee  shall  present  an  unbroken 
communication  from  the  Maumee  Bay  to  Cincinnati,  and  the 
Muskingum  and  blocking  Canals,  now  quite  fini^d,  idiall  be  m 
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.£jdl  operation^  it  is  obvioua  that,  at  the  present  rate  of  icihf  the 
receipts  into  the  treasury  will  enable  the  Legislature  greatly  to 
.diminish  the  taxes.    The  amount  (as  I  have  shewn)  neoessarv 
.to  the  completion  of  all  contemplated  works,  now  unfinished,  will 
add  comparatively  little  to  our  existing  debt;  and  that  sum  ie 
^necessary  to  enable  us  to  use  those  works  on  which  large  ex- 
4)enditures  have  been  made;  expenditures  which  must  be  quite 
^unproductive  until  the  works  to  which  they  were  applied  shall 
be  completed.    In  the  existing  state  of  the  money  market,  the 
derangements  of  the  currency,  and  consequent  embarrassment 
d  trade,  it  is  not  probable  that  loans  to  any  extent  can  be. made 
.during  the  present  year  by  sales  of  stock,  on  fair  terms,  either 
^  the  Atlantic  or  European  markets.    Should  any  iavorable 
change  be  effected  by  the  action  of  Congress  upon  the  cur- 
rency, duriac;  the  present  session  of  that  body,  its  influence 
would  undoubtedly  be  felt  in  an  increased  facility  given  to  eve- 
.ry  department  of  business,  and  in  :that  case,  a  sale  of  stock  on 
terms  more  advantageous  to  the  interest  of  the  State,  might  be 
expected.    In  the  present  condition  of  the  national  councils,  any 
measures  in  that  quarter,  tending  towards  relief  from  the  evils 
that  have  so  long  operated  with  malignant  ener^  upon  the  cur- 
rency, are  scarcely  to  be  hoped  for,  and  certainly  not  to  be  at 
all  relied  upon  as  a  basis  of  our  legislation.    Should  the  sound 
.banks  of  this  State,  whose  charters  will  expire  in  1843,  be  rechar- 
,tered,or  their  capital  be  transferred  to  any  new  scheme  of  bank- 
,ing  whkh  the  Ledslature  may  enact  at  this  session,  there  is 
^ood  reason  to  believe  that  loans  might  be  obtained  from  that 
source,  the  iuterest  on  which  would  be  payable  in  our  own  State; 
and  thus  we  niight  be  enabled,  from  our  own  capital,  to  carry 
on  to  final  compleiion  our  own  public  works.    Otlier  means  there 
are,  undoubtedly,  by  which  the  sums  necessary  for  carrying  for- 
,ward  our  public  works  might  be  raised,  which  the  wisdom  of  the 
Legislature  may  devise,  but  the  foregoing  has  occurred  to  me  as 
most  safe  and  practicable,  upon  the  supposition  that  some  gener- 
al scheme  of  banking  shall  be  adopted  at  this  time* 

In  contemplating  the  future  operations  of  the  State,  in  the 
management  of  her  public  debt,  we  should  not  forget  the  late  act 
of  Congress  making  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
the  public  lands  amonff  the  States.  The  amount  to  be  received 
.by  Ohio  under  this  bill,  must  of  course  depend  upon  the  quantity 
oi  public  lands  which  shall  be  annually  sold.  The  best  conjec- 
ture upon  the  subject,  would  probably  give  at  least  $300,000  to 
Ohio,  annually,  for  the  next  four  or  five  years,  and  when  the 
large  amount  of  new  lands  held  by  individuals  shall  have  been 
sold,  the  dividends  to  the  States,  may  be  expected  to  increase^ 
with  the  increasing  sales  of  the  proper  public  domain.    Under  the 
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oet  of  CoQgrws,  tbe  first  didtribolion  kr  to  be  made  on  the  fiist 
day  of  June  next.  I  regret  to  ol^erve  a  desire  matkifested  in 
▼anoos  ways  to  effect  a  repeal  of  this  most  salutary  law;  one 
.that  has  so  often  been  passed  by  both  branches  of  Congress,  and 
after  having  been  arrested  by  executive  power,  was  fortunate  at 
length,  in  gaining  the  approval  of  the  present  Chief  Magistrate 
of  tbe  Union.  Should  this  law  remain,  and  the  State  be  able  to 
i^oraplete  its  public  works  during  the  next  year,  it  cannot  be 
doubted  that  the  dividend  coming  to  Ohio,  and  the  proceeds  of 
the  canals  would,  in  1843,  fully  pay  the  in  tereston  the  entire 
publb  debt  of  the  State.  This  would  enable  the  next  legislature 
to  reduce  the  taxes  now  pressing  heavily  on  the  people.  All 
taxation  for  canal  purposes  would  be  unnecessary.  When  the 
imbiic  works  of  the  State  shall  have  been  fully  and  fairly  operar 
ting  for  a  few  vears,  «nd  the  receipt  of  tolls  should  be  such  as  to 
enable  us,  without  increasing  the  taxes,  to  withdraw  from  the 
|>ayment  of  interest  on  the  public  debt,  our  dividend  arising  from 
the  sales  of  public  lands,  in  part  or  in  whole,  then  it  would  be- 
come not  less  the  policy  than  the  duty  of  the  State,  to  devote 
the  whole  of  that  fund  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of 
the  public  debt.  Thus  posterity,  for  whom  it  has  been  some- 
times imagined  our  internal  improvements  were  forgii^  chains, 
would  find  themselves,  by  the  wisdom  and  energy  oi  their  fath- 
ers, the  inheritors  of  an  estate  free  from  incumbrance,  yielding  , 
an  ample  revenue  for  all  public  purposes,  with  neailv  a  thousand 
miles  of  navigable  canals,  traversing  the  State  in  all  directions, 
faeariD^  to  their  destined  markets  all  the  products  of  their  labor, 
and  brindng  to  them  in  return  the  necessaries,  comforts,  and  if 
they  wbn  them,  the  luxuries  of  the  civilized  world. 

The  operations  of  the  Penitentiary  for  the  last  year,  have 
been  conducted  in  a  manner  creditable  to  the  Warden  and  to 
the  State*  Whilst  a  wholesome  discipline  has  secured  a  strict 
obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  prison,  with  a  single  flagrant  ex- 
ception, every  pr^ticaWe  mode  of  reform  has  been  exerted. — 
if  there  be  any  exception  to  this,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact, 
that  the  convicts  are  not  regularly  supplied  with  religious^n- 
«truction,  in  the  usual  modes  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath.  As, 
however,  this  subject  is  to  some  extent  within  the  control  of  the 
Directors  of  the  renitentiary,  their  experience  and  observation 
will  best  determine  the  practicability  as  well  as  utility  of  such 
a  measure  under  the  present  system.  Very  substantial  and 
lasting  improvements  have  been  made  in  machinery  and  work- 
jdiops,  during  the  past  year,  which  account  for  the  fact  that  the 
net  proceeds  of  the  institution  are  less  for  this,  than  the  prece- 
ding year.  After,  defraying  all  expenses,  the  balance  paid  into 
the  treasury  the  present  year,  is  |^23,700.    Other  facts  connect- 
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ed  with  the  history  of  the  Penitentiary,  present  an  encouragng 
view  of  the  progress  of  morals  in  this  State.  The  amount  oif 
crime  which  has  been  ascertained  by  judicial  decision,  and  visit* 
ed  with  punishment  in  the  Penitentiary,  has  been  greatly  dimin- 
ished within  the  last  three  years.  In  the  year  1839,  the  number 
of  convicts  sent  from  all  parts  of  the  State  to  the  Peniten- 
tiary, was  172;  in  1840,  137;  in  1841,  121,  shewing,  notwithr 
standing  our  population  has  been  constantly  and  rapidly  increa»- 
ing  since  1839,  a  decrease  of  crkne  m  three  years  of  atlout  thirty 
percent. 

The  law  requires  the  costs  of  prosecution  and  transportation 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury,  on  delivery  of  the  convict. 
It  also  requires  the  Prosecuting  Attorneys  of  the  several  coun- 
ties to  collect,  if  practicable,  tlie  costs  so  paid,  and  pay  them 
into  the  State  treasury.  I  have  reason  to  believe,  tnat  ^reat 
negligence  has  been  indulged  by  the  officers  of  the  counties  in 
collecting  and  paying  over  costs,  in  such  cases.  The  Prosecu- 
ting Attorneys  are  officers  for  their  respective  counties,  and 
may  be  expected  to  be  less  vigilant  in  their  attention  to  the  pe- 
oiniary  interests  of  the  State,  than  those  of  their  own  i>articu- 
iar  counties.  The  same  remarks  are  applicable  to  Sheriffii  and 
Clerks  of  Courts.  I  submit,  therefore,  to  the  L^islature,  wheth- 
er legislation  is  not  required  on  this  subject.  Ifthe  Clerks  were 
to  send  annually  to  the  Treasurer,  or  Auditor  of  State,  an  offi- 
cial statement  of  the  amount  collected  in  such  cases,  or  the  pro- 
gress (if  any)  made  in  collection  of  costs  due  to  the  State  treas- 
ury, it  might  awaken  and  secure  a  de^ee  of  attention  and 
fidelity  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  the  business,  which  at 
present  cannot  be  expected. 

The  institutions  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  for  the  Blind,  and 
the  Lunatic  Asylum,  have  all,  during  the  past  year,  given  addi- 
tional proofs  of  the  wise  philanthropy  which  dictated  their  es- 
tablishment. Their  existence,  in  a  condition  so  flourishing,  in 
a  country  so  new  as  ours,  is  itself  a  cheering  evidence  of  tliat 
high  civilization  which,  through  benevolence,  conquers  selfish- 
ness, and  by  the  combined  powers  of  science  and  art.  triumphs 
over  the  most  fearful  calamities.  Reports  from  the  proper 
officers  of  these  institutions  will  be  laid  before  you.  I  most 
earnestly  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  legislature  the 

Eropriety  of  erecting  additional  buildings  connected  vrith  the 
lUnatic  Asylum. 

By  a  former  act  of  the  legislature,  a  geological  survey  of  the 
State  was  commenced.  The  result  was  the  collection  of  a  var 
riety  of  soils  and  minerals  from  various  districts  in  the  State, 
which  for  some  years  had  remained  without  being  classified^ 
stored  in  a  room  provided  for  that  purpose.    At  the  last  session 
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a  small  appropriatioii  was  made,  to  be  applied,  mder  my  direc- 
tion, to  pay  the  expenses  of  labding  and  arranging  these  speci- 
mens for  preservation  here,  and  for  distribution  to  the  literary 
institutions  of  the  State.  Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the  law,  I  procured 
the. services  of  Dr.  Mather,  who  has  neariy  completed  the  ar- 
rangement. The  specimens  designed  for  the  literary  instito^ 
tions  of  the  State,  are  now  ready  for  distribution.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  whole  will  be  completed  by  the  first  of  January 
next.  The  specimens  intended  to  remain  permanently  at  the 
Capitol  are  cased  and  labeled,  and,  together  with  the  apparatus 
belonging  to  the  State,  are  now  in  a  room  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, on  the  public  grounds  in  this  city.  In  connection  with 
this  subject,  I  cannot  forbear  to  press  upon  your  attention  the 
propriety  of  continuing,  on  a  limited  and  economical  scale,  the 
geological  survey  of  the  State,  especially  in  reference  to  the  ag- 
ricultural interest  involved  in  the  subject.  The  most  productive 
lands  in  the  State  are  well  known  to  be  declining  in  fertility 
each  successive  year.  The  means  of  reviving  the  productive 
powers  of  such  soils  must  either  be  learned  by  the  farmer  b^ 
experience,  which  we  know  in  some  countries  has  failed,  or  it 
must  be  made  known  by  that  science  which  teaches  the  nature 
and  quality  of  soils,  and  which  is  itself  but  the  embodied  and  suc- 
cessful experiments  of  those  who  have  turned  their  minds  par- 
ticulariy  to  the  subject.  The  agricultural  must,  for  ages,  con- 
tinue to  be,  in  this  State,  the  predominating  interest.  It  is  the 
source  from  whence  is  derived  the  subsistence,  in  a  great  degree, 
of  every  people,  and  especially  of  ours.  It  is  a  matter  of  sur- 
prise, when  viewed  in  this  light,  that  no  legislative  aid  has  been 
extended  to  furnish  facts  and  scientific  truths,  and  give  intelli- 
gence to  the  great  body  of  the  farmers  of  our  country,  so  neces- 
sary to  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  labors.  Scattered, 
as  our  farming  population  is,  over  the  whole  State,  the  experi- 
ments by  which  improved  modes  of  farming  are  known  to  a  few 
onlV)  cannot  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  all,  unless  they 
shEul  be  embodied  by  some  one  whose  duty  it  shall  be  made  by 
law.  If,  by  the  labors  of  a  Geologist,  so  appointed,  one  bushel 
of  wheat  more  than  is  now  produced  should  be  raised  on  each 
acre  of  ground  in  the  State,  occupied  in  the  growth  of  that  grain, 
it  would  pay  the  salary  of  such  an  officer,  twice  told,  for  many 
years  to  come. 

In  a  communication  which  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  last  session,  I  then  urged  upon  that  body  the 
imperious  necessity  for  action  on  the  subject  of  the  bank  charters 
which  will  expire  in  January,  1843.  That  session,  however, 
passed,  and  no  definite  action  was  had  on  this,  the  most  difficult. 
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and  most  importaat  question  of  State  policy  which  will  occupy 
vour  attention.  The  final  settlement  of  the  question  can  be  de- 
layed no  longer.  This  great  duty  is  devolved  upon  the  present 
General  Assembly,  with  a  daily  increasing  necessity  for  its 
prompt  and  permanent  adjiietment. 

The  long  continued  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the 
banks  of  some  of  the  Middle  States,  by  those  also  of  the  South- 
em,  Western,  and  South-western  States,  has  brought  with  it  all 
the  evils  of  imnatural  and  fluctuating  rates  of  exchange,  usury  to 
a  most  enormous  extent,  embarrassment  in  every  branch  of  busi- 
ness, with  a  great  increase  of  risk  attending  all  commercial  ope- 
rations. This  state  of  things,  if  not  remedi^  soon,  will  make  our 
eurrenoy,  which  should  be  a  fixed  measure  of  the  price  of  prop- 
erty, itself  a  mere  vendible  commodity,  more  variable  in  value 
than  most  other  common  articles  of  traffic.  It  may  be  well 
questioned  whether  this  most  unhappy  state  of  things  admits  of 
any  permanent  remedy,  without  important  changes  m  our  exist- 
ing commercial  relations  with  foreign  countries.  This  is  a  ques- 
tion  over  which  State  Legislation  has  no  control;  the  National 
Legislature  alone  is  competent  to  decide  it.  Whilst  the  work 
flhops  of  England  and  France,  filled  with  laborers  whose  daily 
toil  brings  tham  only  a  mere  subsistence,  pour  into  our  markets 
every  variety  of  manufacture,  by  the  laws  of  their  respective 
countries,  the  precious  metals,  or  cotton  (with  a  few  trifling  ex- 
ceptions) are  the  only  equivalents  they  will  receive  from  Us  in 
return. 

Except  mider  duties  so  onerous,  as  amount  to  prohibition,  ^ 
bread  stuffs,  and  other  productions  of  much  the  lai^est  portion 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  can  find  no  market  in  the 
ports  ot  France  or  England.  It  is  obvious  that,  under  a  system 
so  iniquitous  and  unjust  towards  us,  in  the  fluctuations  of  com- 
merce, balances  agarnst  us  must  occur,  and  these  must  in  such 
case  be  liquidated  by  an  exportation  of  the  precious  metals. 
This  drain,  which  no  human  sagacity  can  always  foresee,  must 
have  the  effect  to  disturb  prices,  even  were  our  money  purely 
metalic;  should  it  be  of  the  mixed  kind,  composed  of  coin,  and 

J)nper,  convertible  into  coin  on  demand,  then  whenever  the  un- 
ieivorable  balance  was  of  sufficient  amount,  a  suspension  of  spe- 
cie payments  would  seem  to  be  inevitable.  As  the  laws  now 
are,  the  revenues  to  the  government  of  the  Union,  must  be  raised 
by  duties  on  foreign  goods.  It  is  within  the  power  of  Congress, 
by  a  proper  discrimination,  in  levying  duties  necessary  for  the 
ordinary  expense  of  government,  so  to  discriminate  as  to  restrict 
foreign  importations  within  narrow  limits,  or  compel  those  with 
whom  we  traffic,  to  open  their  markets  to  the  strain  grower,  as 
well  as  the  cotton  planter,  on  terms  of  perfect  reciprocity. 
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Whether  Congress  will  exert  thigpowervwb^  it  shall  be  parent 
as  it  soon  must  be,  to  reconsider  the  sul^ect,  isa  questioii  which 
cannot  now  be  considered  as  settled  with  that  certainty  which 
is  necessary  to.  form  a  safe  basis  of  State  legialatkuw  The  ex- 
isting state  of  things^  and  not  tiie  prosf^eot  of  future  national 
legialation,  should  he  the  basis  of  any  policy  it  may  please  the 
Legislatutre  to  adopt,  toucfaiiw  the  subject  of  our  currency* 
However  divided  the  people  of  this  State  may  be  in  their  opin^ 
ums^  as  to  the  form  in  which  this  question  shall  be  settled,  there 
cannot  be  a  doubt  but  Uiey  are  all  united  in  the  desire  that  it 
should  be  finally  adjusted  by  the  preaeitt  Legislature^  The  ex« 
piration  of  the  chart^s  of  twenty  lour,  out  of  thirty  seven,  banka 
of  this  State,  in  January^  1B48,  demands  thisy  not  merely  aa  % 
measure  of  sound  policy,  but  one  of  absolute  necessity. 

The  interests  and  business  of  the  people  demand  that  the 
capital  of  those  banks,  wboae  ebartecs  expire  in  1843,  if  at  all 
consistent  with  other  leading  coosideraliooA,  should  be  letaiiied 
in  that  business*  in  some  form^  to  be  prescribed  at  this  tim«.  A 
large  portion  of  this  capital  is  held  by  owners  in  other  states^ 
Shoida  the  capital  of  those  banks  be  withdrawn  from  its^acci»» 
tomed  usea»  the  portion  of  it  owned  abroad  be  taken  home^  nmA 
no  means  of  similar  invesiment  provided,  result&  must  follow^ 
more  disastrous  to  the  state,  tlmn  tmyj  even  in  the  wierat  timesy 
which  it  has  hitherto  encountered.. 

In  a  commmication  to  a  preecdingtiecislatorey  my  own  con- 
victions ami  viewaon  this  subject  were. udly  presented.  Flan 
for  the  permanent  reform  of  ourimnking  sy^itein,  were  then  sug^ 
gested  by  me^  Time^  and  more  mature  refleetkm,liave  eonfirm*- 
ed  my  opinions,  as  then  formed,  it  is  troei,  that  in  the  detafl 
which  ia  incident  to  all  such  laws,  various  provisions,  not  there 
pointed  out,  would  be  required;  but  the  great  and  leading  pro- 
visions for  the  security  of  the  bill  holder,  and  to  prevent  sudden 
contractions  or  expansions,  as  there  sketched,  still  occur  to  me 
as  indispensable  to  any  system,  especially  when  left  to  operate 
without  the  influence  of  any  nationd  legislation  on  the  subject 
of  currency.  I  refer  the  legislature,  therefore,  to  the  opinions 
and  reflections  contained  in  the  communication,  embracing  this 
subject,  made  hy  me  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  for  any  sug- 
ges'ions  which  it  might  be  my  duty  to  submit  at  this  time. 

The  great  evils  attending  a  suspension  of  specie  payments,  by 
a  large  portion  of  the  banking  institutions,  call  loudly  for  the  ap- 
plication of  every  practicable  remedy.  Stringent  measures,  calcu- 
lated to  compel  a  resumption  by  the  banks  of  our  ovm  State, 
whilst  those  of  several  of  the  Atlantic^and  all  of  the  western  and 
southwestern  States,  remain  in  a  state  of  suspension,  although 
they  might  accomplish  much  good,  would  undoubtedly  be  at- 
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tended  with  many  evil  results  too  obvious,  to  any  one  conversant 
with  the  subject,  to  need  enumeration.  The  legal  questions 
arising  out  of  laws,  operating  upon  charters  previously  granted, 
tend  Sso  to  embarrass  this  species  of  legislation.  How  far  the 
Legislature  can  go,  in  enforcing  regulations  upon  private  corpo- 
rations, where  provision  has  not  been  made  in  the  charter  of 
such  corporations,  for  subsequent  legislative  control,  is  a  ques- 
tion which  touches  the  iundamental  doctrines  of  the  social  com^ 
pact,  and  is  obviously  one,  which,  in  the  end,  can  only  be  decid- 
ed by  the  judicial  courts  of  the  country.  Any  law  which  the 
Legislature  might  deem  it  [>roper  to  adopt,  with  a  view  to  accel- 
erate the  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks,  should  most 
carefully  avoid  any  infraction  of  charters  heretofore  granted,  as 
in  that  event,  it  would  not  be  enforced  by  the  courts  of  the 
State. 

Wisely  and  happfly  for  us,  the  constitution  has  given  to  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people  ample  dominion  over  the  laws  of  the 
limd,  bounded  oniy  by  the  restrictions  contained  in  the  constitu- 
tion. The  executive  power  is,  with  us,  as  comj^etely  disjoined 
from  the  l^islative  as  is  that  of  the  judicial.  Our  experience, 
for  the  last  few  years,  has  accumulatc^l  various  and  melancholy 
evidence  of  the  evils  of  a  different  system.  Our  gratitude 
should  be  unbounded  to  those,  who,  m  formin^^  our  Constitution, 
limited  executive  power  to  proper  executive  duties. 

I  unite  with  the  whde  people  of  the  State,  in  the  fervrait 
prayer,  that  the  Great  Lawgiver  of  the  universe  may  so  conduct 
your  deliberations,  that  they  may  confer  permanent  blessings 
open  the  State,  and  justly  entitle  yourselves  to  the  applause  and 
mratitude  of  our  common  country.

The  balance  in  the  treasury,  it  will  be  seen,  is  sixty  three  thpusanj 
five  hundred  fifty  two  dollars  seventy  seven  cents 'seven  mills.  The 
returns  of  the  grand  levy  for  1841,  wtiich  will  constitute  the  revenue 
of  1842,  show  an  increase  of  state  tax  of  rising  twenty  seven  thou- 
sand dollars.  If  the  appropriations  of  the  current  year  be  kept  with- 
in the  same  limits  as  those  of  the  year  just  closed,  a  reduction  may 
safely  be  made  of  one  half,  or  three  fourths  of  a  mill,  in  the  rate  of 
taxation  for  the  year  1842.  This  reduction  will  be  important,  from 
the  fact  that  the  canal  laws,  which  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  tax  to  meet,  in  conjunction  with  the  tolls,  the  interest 
on  the  public  debt,  will  probably  require  an  addition  to  the  per  cent- 
age  for  canal  purposes,  of  one  fourth,  if  not  one  half  a  mill.  The  taxes 
are  now  extremely  burdensome  upon  our  people, — and  as  the  increas- 
ing character  of  our  public  debt  will  assuredly  require  an  advance, 
in  order  to  meet  the  interest,  you  will  undoubtedly  feel  mor6  strongly, 
perhaps,  than  myself,  the  justice  and  importance  of  retrenching  in 
some  other  branch  of  the  public  service.  This,  by  an  economical  sys- 
tem of  appropriations,  can  be  done  m  the  state  revenue,  and  I  respect- 
folly  recommend  the  matter  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  during  the  year,  from  the  Ohio 
Penitentiary,  exceeds  the  amount  ])aid  out  for  prosecution  and  trans- 
portation of  convicts,  t6.124  19.  Though  not  strictly  within  my 
province,  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  you  the  propriety  of  some 
amendment  in  the  laws  relative  to  the  collection  of  costs  in  state  cases. 
Id  many  cases  this  is  entirely  omitted,  where  there  is  notiifficulty  in 
the  collection,  for  the  reason  that  the  state  becomes  the  paymaster 
upon  conviction ;  and  in  others,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe,  that 
large  amounts  are  collected,  and  either  lie  in  the  hands  of  the  clerks, 
or  are  distributed  to  the  officers,  who  thus  receive  double  fees.  Even 
if  no  more  rigorous  measures  for  the  collection  of  costs  are  deemed 
advisable,  it  would  be  well,  at  least,  to  require  the  clerks  of  courts  to 
report  to  the  auditor  of  state  semi-annualty,  the  amount  of  such  costs 
collected,  and,  upon  his  drafts,  pay  the  same  to  the  state  treasury. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session,  authorized  the  auditor  of 
state  to  purchase  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  the  building  erected  upon 
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the  public  square,  but  limited  him  to  the  payment  of  ftfly  dollars. 
The  amount  was  manifestly  too  small,  and  the  county  commissioners, 
as  was  anticipated,  refused  to  receire  it.  The  state  having  use  for 
the  rooms,  [contracted  with  the  commissioners  to  rent  them  until  the 
adjournment  of  the  present  General  Assembly,  for  the  sum  of  filly 
dollars,  with  the  right  to  purchase  them  at  that  time  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.  This  I  consider  al  reasonable  amount.  Two  of  the 
rooms  are  now  occupied  by  the  geological  specimens,  at  a  saving  io 
rent  of  $60,  per  annum;  and  the  remaining  two,  if  the  purchase  is 
completed,  will  enable  us  lo  dispense  with  a  paper  warehouse,  for  which 
we  now  pay  an  annual  rent  of  $75.  To  complete  this  purchase  will 
require  an  additional  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  a  paragraph  in  my  last  report, 
page  15,  recommending  a  modification  in  the  school  law  of  1838, 
changing  the  time  of  reporting  the  enumeration  to  this  ofiioe,  from 
the  5th  of  December  to  the  15th  of  November.  It  is  believed  this 
change  will  work  no  injury  to  the  system,  while  it  will  greatly  facil- 
itate the  business  of  this  department. 

School  Fund  Defalcations. 

The  defalcations  in  the  school  funds  have  been  prosecuted  dunng 
the  year,  wifh  as  much  vigor  as  the  several  cases  would  admit.  In 
Perry  county,  a  portion  of  the  defalcation  of  Henry  Filler  is  in  judg- 
ment; and  the  remainder  remits  upon  the  decision  of  a  case  reserved  to 
the  court  in  bank.  In  Guernsey  county  the  defalcation  of  H.  Robb  is 
still  in  suit.  The  county,  at  the  last  term  of  the  supreme  court,  recov- 
ered a  judgment  upon  the  bond  on  which  the  heaviest  defalcation 
rests.  In  Darke  county  a  judgment  has  been  recovered  upon  the  bond 
of  H.  D.  Williams  for  the  whole  of  bis  defalcation;  but  the  roooey, 
which  is  well  secured,  has  not  been  made.  In  Shelby  county  no  de- 
cision has  yet  been  had.  In  Rocking  county  a  judgment  has  been,  ob« 
tained  against  AmosG.  Brighi^s  securities, ((or  his  defalcation)  who  are 
abundantly  able  to  pay  the  same. 

Several  defalcations,  in  addition  to  those  reported,  have  been  dis- 
covered during  the  past  year,  which,  with  the  interest,  have  beeQ 
promptly  paid,  when  proviso  to  exist.  As  these  have  all  appeared  to 
be  the  resultoferror,  or  omission  on  the  part  of  the  county  auditors,  and 
not  designed  on  the  part  of  the  treasurers,  it  is  deemed  unjust  to  hold 
them  up  10  the  public,  aod  submit  them  to  that  censure  which  always 
follows  defalcation  in  the  public  funds. 

Taxes  on  Banks. 

The  decision  in  the  case  of  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  for 
taxes  on  dividends,  has  settled  the  cases  in  which  the  state  claimed 
against  other  institutions,  in  some  favorably,  in  others  adverse  to  our 
claims.  In  the  case  of  the  Canton  Bank  a  judgment  has  been  obtain- 
ed (or  about  thirty  five  hundred  dollars,  which  has  been  appealed  by 
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the  bank  to  the  supreme  court.  In  the  case  of  the  Lancaster  bank, 
the  decision  quoted  is  in  favor  of  the  state  claim,  and  Ihe  matter  is 
open  with  the  t)ank  for  an  adjustment  of  the  amount  due;  with  the  as* 
suraoce  that  when  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  no  difficulties 
shall  exist  to  its  payment.  The  bank  of  Marietta  is  probably  released 
by  the  decision  of  the  court;  and  the  others  are  reserved  for  further 
investigation. 

The  Granville  Alexandrian  Society  has  continued  djiiring  the  year  to 
report  its  dividends,  the  taxes  upon  which  still  remain  undrawn.  A 
quo  y>arranto  having  been  filed  against  the  institution,  and  the  matter 
reserved  for  argument  before  the  court  in  bank,  this  winter,  a  decision 
will  probably  be  had  at  an  early  day,  which  will  settle  the  whole 
qaestion;  until  that  tinte  no  further  action  will  be  had  by  this  depart- 
ment, except  under  your  instructions. 

The  very  considerable  amounts  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  pay, 
as  well  as  the  obligations  contracted  for  legal  advice  and  servioes, 
daring  the  two  past  years,  has  suggested  to  my  mind  the  propriety  of 
the  appointment  by  the  General  Assembly,  of  an  attorney,  with  a  stated 
oompensation,  to  whom  all  questions  on  the  part  of  the  public  officers^ 
might  be  referred;*  and  by  whom  the  rights  of  the  state  should  be 
prosecuted  or  defended,  as  necessity  might  require.  The  amounts 
paid  for  the  collecHon  of  defalcations  alone,  within  the  two  last  years» 
far  exceed  the  compensation  that  would  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
services  of  such  an  officer.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  the 
coooectioD  of  the  state  with  corporations  and  individuals,  in  the  prose- 
cution of  public  works,  the  complex  character  of  her  funds,  and  the 
niuhiplicity  of  the  collectors  of  the  revenues,  will  continue  to  require 
the  most  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  state  departments,  and  a 
frequent  resort  to  the  courts  of  justice.  This  suggestion  is,  therefore^ 
respectfully  submitted  to  your  consideration. 

Tliree  Per  CenL  Fund. 

No  paymenis  of  this  fund  have  been  received  from  the^oeral  gov- 
ernment within  the  past  year.  In  answer  to  inquiries  i'rom  this  of- 
ftoe,  the  commiseiooef  of  the  general  land  office,  under  date  of  No- 
vember 13th,  aayiH<^

'*The  separation  oftfie  sales  at  Cincinnati,  ofthe  lands  lying  in  Ohio, 
from  those  in  Indiana  is  still  in  train  of  statement;  but  being,  as  you 
were  informed  on  the  24th  of  February  last,  a  work  of  long  time,  and 
great  labor,  it  progresses  slowly,  but  as  fast  as  circumstances  will  ad- 
mit.'' 

Cottatmi  SuUnies. 

This  work  has  been  finally  completed,  with  the  eicception  of  a  few 
copfaw  yet  in  the  hands  of  the  bihder;  and  those  appropriated  to  the 
various  state,  county  and  township  ofiioers  have  been  distributed  to 
the  several  counties. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  the  appropriation  for  paper 
bas  been  overdrawn  one  thousand  sixty  dollars  thirty  nine  centa. 
There  is  yet  unpaid,  upon  the  account  ofprioting,  nine  hundred  ninety 
Seven  dollars  eighty  seven  cents,  for  which  an  appropriation  is  requi* 
TuL  The  appropriation  for  binding  will  have  an  excess  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  can  be  transferred  to  one  o(  these  purposes.

The  paper  account  was  considerably  increased  in  consequence  of 
the  laws  of  the  last  session  being  added,  by  direction  of  the  general 
assembly,  to  the  volume,  which  was  then  passing  through  the  press. 

As  much  has  been  said  through  the  public  papers,  and  upon  the 
authority  of  a  state  officer,  in  relation  to  the  contract  for  this  addi- 
tional amount  of  paper,  and  the  loss  which  is  said  to  have  accrued  to 
the  state  by  that  contract,  I  earnestly  invite,  for  myself,  the  most  rigid 
investigation,  not  Only  into  this,  but  all  my  other  official  acts.  Con- 
scious that  I  have  had  no  motive  for  defrauding  the  state,  I  am  equal- 
ly certain  that  in  all  my  official  acts  I  have  labored  to  guard  and 
protect  her  interests,  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability,  even  at  the  hazard  of 
being  charged  with  undue  official  severity.  1  claim  no  infallibility  of 
judgmenf,  but  so  firmly  do  I  feel  my  integrity  of  purpose,  that  I  chal- 
lenge, for  my  official  conduct,  the  most  rigid  scrutiny. 

SurplMi  Revenue. 

The  re-apportionment  of  surplus  revenue,  under  the  enumeration  of 
1830,  has  given  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  embarrassment  and  confusion 
not  only  in  the  fund  itself^  but  in  the  state  comnaon  school  fund,  of 
which  the  5  per  cent,  interest  fbrihs  a  part.    There  is  yet  due  from 
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sereral  of  the  couDti^,  that  lost  under  that  apportionment,  about  thir- 
ty thousand  dollars,  which  amount  is  doe  to  other  oouoties  that  were 
the  earners  by  the  same  rule.  Strong  doubts  hare  existed  in  my  own 
roina  whether  tbe  law  confers  upon  the  auditor  of  state  the  power  to 
collect  these  defalcations  by  legal  proceedings, — and  under  the  influ- 
ence of^these  doubts,  I  have  been  unwilling  to  involve  the  state  or  the 
counties,  in  litigation,  and  tbe  costs  which  must  necessarily  follow. 
I  respectfully  request  an  examination  intc^^this  matter,  and  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued. 

An  explanation  is  abo  required  of  the  account  of  this  fund,  as  it 
appears  in  this  report.  That  account  shows  a  balance  in  the  treasu- 
ry of  twenty  one  thousand  eight  hundred  sixty  six  dollars  and  two 
cents.  There  is,  however,  in  the  treasury  receipt  of  the  fund  com- 
missioners of  Summit  county,  for  bondsr  received  from  Portage,  Medi- 
na and  Stark  counties,  and  upon  which  that  county  is  receiving  and

These  receipts  are  remaining  in  the  treasury,  for  the  reason  that 
they  do  not  cover  the  whole  amount  due  the  county  of  Summit  by 
$4,674  52,  which  balance  we  have  no  funds  to  meet.  The  books  can- 
not be  squared  until  the  defaulting  counties  have  paid  up.  By  the 
transfer  of  these  funds  from  one  class  of  counties  to  another,  a  con- 
siderable loss  in  interest  will  accrue  to  the  state  common  school  fund; 
but  this,  I  am  at  present  inclined  to  think,  the  other  receipts  of  that 
(tmd  will  cover,  without  trenching  upon  the  general  rev^ue. 

Postage, 

Anoong  tho  evils  arising  from  the  disordered  Bad  depreciated  con- 
ditioo  of  the  currency,  is  the  loss  which  tbe  state  is  compelled  to  sus- 
tain in  the  payment  of  the  postage  of  the  public  departments.  The 
bills  issued  on  the  first  of  October,  for  the  postage  of  the  governor, 
aaditor,  secretary,  fund  commissioners,  and  adjutant  and  quartermas- 
ter goBerals  remained  unredeemed  up  to  the  28ih  of  November.  The 
post  master,  acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  department,  demanded 
of  the  state  treasurer  the  constitutional  currency,  while  that  officer 
had  nothing  in  which  to  respond,  save  the  paper  of  our  suspended 
banks.  Upon '  consultation  among  the  several  officers,  it  was  deemed 
expedient  to  authorize  the  treasurer  to  procure  the  amount  of  specie 
necessary  to  meet  these  bills,  at  such  rate  of  discount  upon  paper  as 
be  could  best  negotiate.  The  amount  of  these  bills  is  about  three 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  loss  will  not  probably  be  less  than  six  per 
oeot.     The  sUm,  it  is  true,  is  small,  but  the  precedent  is  established, 
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and  the  continuanoe  of  the  practice  must  increase  the  sacrifice.  The 
departments  have  no  alternative,  save  that  of  submitting,  in  the  ulti- 
mate resort,  to  a  total  interdiction  of  their  correspondence. 

It  is  the  first  occurrence  of  the  kind  since  the  suspension  of  1837, 
and  whether  attributable  to  the  progressive  decline  in  value  of  our 
bank  promises,  or  to  other  causes,  certainly  presents  a  worse  state  of 
things  than  existed  even  under  the  much  proscribed  reign  of  the  spe- 
cie circular  and  sub-treasury.

To  meet  this  deficiency,  in  part,  the  commissioners  under  the  pro- 
viso of  the  6lh  section  of  the  "act  to  regulate  the  receipt  and  disburse- 
ment of  the  canal  fund,^'  have  iipplied  the  school  funds,  received  with- 
in the  year,  amounting  to  $39,987  61  6.  This  application,  however, 
can  only  be  considered  in  the  light  of  a  loan,  as  these  funds  also  bear 
interest,  payable  at  the  treasury.  It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
the  foregoing  compulation  does  not  embrace  the  amount  of  interest 
due  from  the  canal  fund,  for  this  class  of  funds,  as  well  as  a  portion  of 
the  yearly  appropriations  to  the  sinking  fund,  already  applied  to  the 
payment  of  interest,  or  the^  principal  of  the  debt. 

In  view  of  this  deficiency,  an  increase  of  one  fourth  of  a  mill  was 
made  to  the  ratio  of  taxation,  for  canal  purposes,  for  the  year  1841. 
This  increase,  however,  even  if  the  defalcations  in  collections  be 
not  greater  than  usual,  will  not  give  an  addition  of  more  than  forty 
thousand  dollars  to  the  fund;  so  that, even  in  view  of  the  probable  in- 
crease of  tolls  on  the  works,  both  old  and  new,  a  further  addition  of 
one  fourth  or  one  half  a  mill  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the 
interest  for  the  future.  I  have,  heretofore,  recommended  a  reduction 
for  state  purposes;  which,  if  authorized  by  law,  will  justify  the  addi- 
tion, without  increasing  the  present  rate,  which  is  five  mills  on  the 
dollar. 

I  feel  confident  that  when  all  the  facts  that  bear  Upon  this  indebted- 
ness, and  present  condition  of  the  state,  shall  be  laid  before  your  hon* 
orable  body,  you  will  need  no  suggestion,  other  than  they  wilt  prompt, 
of  the  propriety  of  restraining  the  increase  of  that  indebtedness  with- 
in'the  strictest  possible  bounds.  In  my  last  communication  I  took  oe- 
casion  to  express  fully  the  views  which  this  matter  suggested  to  my 
own  mind;  and,  upon  a  careful  review,  I  can  find  nothing  to  change 
or  retract.  While  I  disclaim  now,  as  I, then  did,  any  desire  to  tres- 
pass upon  the  province,  or  censure  the  conduct  of  others,  I  cann6t  fbr- 
bear  an  allusion  to  the  remarks  then  submitted  upon  the  various  "«a?- 
pedients^  growing  out  of  state  indebtedness,  as  having  been  fully  sus- 
tained by  the  events  of  the  past  year.  Whether  the  resort,  on  the 
part  of  our  stale,  to  these  ''expedients''  will  prove  as  serious  to  our 
finances  and  credit, and  the  burdens  of  our  people,  as  a  similar  course 
on  the  part  of  several  of  our  sister  states,  must  be  left  for  time  to  de- 
velope.  If,  however,  it  do  not  result  to  our  prejudice,  we  shall  have 
reversed,  in  our  experience,  all  the  laws  that  govern  cause  and  effect 
1  repeat  my  own  and  foi^er  expressed  conviction,  that  the  faith  of 
the  state,  where  it  has  been  legally  and  honestly  pledged,  should  be 
preserved  inviolate;  but  to  do  this  in  the  future,  it  behooves  the  sove- 
reign authority,  at  an  immediate  day,  to  set  ripid  bounds  to  the  debt, 
which,  under  the  pledge  of  that  faith,  is  so  rapidly  accumulating. 
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I  regret  the  necessity  which  exists  of  reporting  to  you  again,  defal* 
cations  in  the  collections  of  canal  tolls.     They  are  as  follows:

It  is,  perhaps,  due  to  the  collectors,  as  well  as  to  myself,  that  all  the 
(acts  in  the  case  should  accompany  this  report. 

Mr.  Buckley,  forwards  a  check  of  Leander  Ransom,  for  $1000, 
which  reduces  his  defalcation  this  amount;  and  states  that  on  the  5th 
of  November,  he  sent  his  clerk  to  Wooster  to  deposit  the  balance  of 
$3,985  49, — and  that  on  the  way  he  was  attacked  and  robbed  of  this 
amount.  Very  unfavorable  reports  as  to  the  character  o(  this  ''rob- 
bery" have  reached  me,  but  my  time  has  been  so  thoroughly  occupied 
with  other  matters,  that  I  have  not  been  enabled  to  investigate  them. 
Mr.  Buckley,  states  that  he  is  using  every  exertion  to  recover  the 
money,  and  bring  the  robbers  to  punishment. 

Mr.  Christian  was  a  defaulter  at  the  close  of  the  last  year,  though 
his  defalcation  was  afterwards  fully  paid  up.  He  suffered  himself^ 
this  year,  to  fall  in  arrears  for  the  month  of  September.  I  visited 
Newark  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  proceedings  against  him;  he 
advised  me  that  his  defalcation  arose  from  a  practice  into  which  he 
had  run,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law,  of  receipting  for  the  tolls 
of  a  heavy  forwarding  house,  without  receiving  the  money,  but  upon 
an  assurance  that  the  gross  amount  should  be  paid  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  which  guarantees  the  house  failed  to  meet.  The 
amount  due,  together  with  my  expenses,  was  paid  at  that  time,  and 
upon  a  pledge  that  the  practice  should  be  broken  up,  and  the  law  duly 
observed,  legal  proceeidinss  were  stayed.  Notwithstanding  this 
pledge,  he  was  again  in  default  at  the  close  of  the  year;  but  from  what 
cause  I  am  not  officially  advised.^ 

Mr.  Baker  is  a  defaulter  from  the  failure  of  the  revived  bank  of 
Circleville,  in  which  he  persisted  in  depositing,  notwithstanding  the 
refusal  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  the  certificates  or  funds  of  that  in* 
stitution.  There  is  upon  deposit,  to  his  credit,  in  the  treasury,  $875, 
which  reduces  the  defalcation  to  $2,930  9'J,  for  which  he  states  he 
has  ample  security,  though  he  is  not  able  to  raise  the  money. 

In  the  case  of  John  S.  Johnson,  late  <:ol lector  at  Massil Ion,  a  judg- 
ment has  been  recovered  for  the  defalcation  and  interest,  amounting 
to  about  ten  thousand  dollars.  It  has,  however,  been  found  necessary 
to  file  a  bill  in  chancery,  in  order  to  reach  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant and  his  securities,  which  has  been  done,  and  the  matter  is  yet 
undecided. 

Upon  this  subject  I  cannot  forbear  the  remark,  that  no  preventive 
or  remedy  of  these  defalcations  has  been  found  equal  to  the  73d  i 

^Since  the  above  wi^s  written,  the  amount  due  has  been  paM. 
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tioQ  of  tbe  act  of  February,  1830,  (see  Sd  Chase*  page  1652)  which 
WAS  repealed  in  the  late  revision  of  the  canal  law.  It  is  true,  the 
power  vested  in  the  auditor  is  somewhat  arbitrary  in  its  character; 
yet  during  ten  years  in  which  that  provision  was  in  force,  it  was  but 
once  resorted  to,  and  then  without  the  slightest  injustice  to  the  col- 
lector upoa  whom  it 'was  exercised.  The  process  of  indictment,  in 
tbe  present  law,  is  found  difficult  in  its  execution, — and  like  the  civil 
process,  is  both  tardy  in  reaching  the  delinquent,  and  easily  to  be 
avoidc;d.  The  increasing  propensity  to  use  the  public  revenues,  re- 
quires that  the  most  prompt  and  elective  measures  should  be  placed 
at  tbe  disposal  of  the  state  departments.  So  far  as  punishments  are 
concerned,  they  are  sufficiently  severe, — yet  the  means  of  securing 
the  state  and  collecting  the  money,  are  so  tardy,  that  the  interest  fund 
is  in  continual  danger  of  embarrassment.  This  matter  deserves,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  will  receive,  your  prompt  consideration. 

Turnpike  Companies* 

The  provision  of  the  act  of  last  session,  which  imposed  upon  this 
department  examinations  into  the  condition  of  turnpike  companies  in 
certain  cases,  has  been  observed  as  far  as  the  means  within  my  power 
would  admit. 

\As  no  appropriation  was  made  for  the  payment  of  an  agent  to  make 
personal  investigations,  I  adopted  a  series  of  inierrogatories  which 
were  propounded  to  the  several  companies,  and  to  which  answers^ 
under  oath,  were  returned,  which  are  all  presented  to  you  in  an  ap- 
pendix to  this  report. 

In  the  case  of  the  Circleville  and  Washington  company,  the  pria* 
cipal  obstacle  which  existed  to  the  issue  of  drains,  the  issue  and  cir- 
culation, by  the  company,  of  unauthorized  paper,  was  promptly  re- 
moved by  the  directory,  and  that  company  is  now  receiving  the  state 
payments  upon  its  regular  reports* 

In  the  case  of  the  Goshen  and  Wilmington  company,  the  answers 
to  the  interrogatories  as  well  as  the  numerous  complaints  of  stock- 
holders, and  others  upon  the  line  of  the  road,  seemed  to  demand  a 
further  investigation, — whereupon  I  drew  upon  my  contingent  fund 
ibr  the  expense,  and  appointed  Ueman  A,  Moore,  Esq.,  agent  for  this 
purpose.  My  instructions  to  him,  and  his  report,  with  all  the  docu- 
ments and  correspondence,  will  be  found,  at  length,  in  the  appendix. 
From  the  facts  there  presented,  the  wrong  done,  not  only  to  the 
state,  but  to  private  stockholders,  the  violation,  not  only  of  the  laws 
relating  to  turnpike  companies,  but  those  prohibiting  the  circulation 
of  unauthorized  paper,  the  extensive  peculations  in  the  funds  and 
the  system  of  plunder,  ^hich  seems  to  have  been  fully  organized  and 
prosecuted,  as  well  against  the  state  as  other  stockholders,  determin- 
ed me  to  withhold  further  payments  on  the  part  of  the  state  until  the 
matter  could  be  submitted  to  your  investigation  and  decision.  1  there- 
fore invite  your  attention  to  the  case,  and  ask  your  instruction  as  the 
oourse  to  be  pursued  in  the  premises. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Jeffbrson,  South  Charleston  and  Xenia  companyt 
the  same  causes  as  in  the  last  case,  decided  my  mind  in  favor  of  a  per- 
sonal investigation.  Mr.  Moore  was  despatched  for  that  purpose,  in 
August,  and  reported  to  me  that  the  company  was  not  prepared  to  re- 
ceive him,-^but  that  the  president  stated  he  would  adv^  the  agent  of 
the  time  when  the  company  would  be  preptl'red  to  proceecT in  the  in- 
vestigation.  Nothing  more  was  heard  of  the  mratter  until  the  13th  of 
November,  when  a  letter  was  received  at  this  department,  from  the 
president,  stating  that  he  had  addressed  a  notification  to  Mr.  Moore 
about  the  last  of  September.  No  such  tetter  was  ever  received  by  Mr. 
M.,  nor  could  any  trace  of  it  be  found.  Thus  the  matter  stands  at 
present;  nothing  can  well  be  done  until  spring,  when,  unless  other- 
wise directed,  it  would  seem  tome  proper  the  examination  should 
still  be  had. 

The  replies  to  these  interrogatories  on  the  part  of  the  companies, 
though  presenting  no  cases  of  flagrant  abuses,  sufficiently  indicate  the 
necessity  of  a  strict  examination  into  their  condition,  and  a  constant 
watchflilness  on  the  part  of  the  state.  It  is  now  useless  to  regret  the 
policy  which  connected  the  state  with  corporations  In  the  prosecution 
of  these  public  works.  Her  faith  has  been  pledged, — her  funds  env- 
barked, — and  the  only  useful  consideration  now,  is  the  best  means  in 
which  her  interests  can  be  protected,  and  the  purposes  of  her  enact- 
ments faithfully  carried  out.  The  duties  already  devolved  upon  this 
department  prevent  that  constant  and  vigilant  scrutiny  which  is  in- 
dispensable to  this  end.  The  auditor  is  bound  to  receive  the  sixty 
day  reports,  without  any  verification;  and  cannot  know,  without  con-* 
stantly  traversing  the  state,  or  the  employment  of  an  agettt  at  a  heavy 
etpense,  which  is  not  required  or  justified  by  the  law,  the  condition  of 
the  companies,  or  the  legality  or  illegality  of  their  proceedings. 

The  law  is  also  defective  in  many  other  important  particulars. 
Prom  its  peculiar  phraseology,  and  the  constructions  which  are  put 
upon  it,  the  state  has  not  the  power  to  cease  her  contributions  with 
the  paymentof  the  subscriptions  made  by  her  authorities  to  the  stock. 
Take,  for  instance,  the  Hamilton,  Newcomb,  Somerville  and  Raton, 
and  the  Dbyton  and  Springfield  roads.  In  both  these  cases,  af^er  the 
completion  of  the  roads,  the  collection  of  all  the  stock  from  individu- 
als that  could  be  realized,  and  the  payment  by  the  state,  according 
to  law,  of  a  corresponding  amount*  the  two  companies  were  in  debt 
some  eighteen  thousand  dollars.  These  debts,  ki  one  case  voluntarily 
by  the  directors,  and  in  the  other  by  legal  pTt)ceedings,  have  been 
paid  from  the  tolls  received  upon  the  roads;  and  thus,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  law  fer  the'collectioBS  of  these  tolls,  and  the  appro- 
priation  of  them  to  the  interest  fund,  they  have  been  paid  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  and  the  state  been  made  to  pay  from  nine  to  ten 
thousand  dollars  more  than  the  amount  of  subscription  to  the  road. 
I  am  advised  the  same  has  been  the  case  on  the  Dajrton,  Cevtreville 
and  Lfcbanon  road,  but  what  amount  has  thus  been  expended  I  have 
no  means  of  ascertaining. 

During  the  summer  1  was  served  with  a  subpoena  in  chancery  from 
the  superior  court  of  Cincinnati,  in  common  wkh  the  Batavia  Turn- 
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yft«  |Bd  Miami  Bridge  oompany,  mt  the  ttlt  of  Henry  L.  West.  TlM 
plaintiff  alleged  his  judgmeBl  at  law  agatnat  the  company,  with  th* 
feium  of  aD  exeodtion  indorsed  <*no  goods  and  chattels;^  whereupon 
he  prayed anjnjunction  against  the  oefnpiMiy,aiid  the  state,  in  the  re^ 
eeipt  of  tolls,  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  by  the  oourt  to  coHeel 
4Im  tolls  and  pay  his  claims. 

I  retained  counsel  and  answered  Uie  bMl,  in  which  I  raised  the  queth 
lioAe,  first,  of  the  liability  of  the  state  to  pay  further  than  thesalM 
KriplioB  of  the  governor,  and  second,  the  power  of  the  eourt  to  intet^ 
lere,  in  any  form,  with  the  revenues  arising  from  expenditures  ef 
poblie  money,  which  were  by  law  appropriate  aud  speoifioally  pledjg* 
ed  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  money  borcewed  to  make  the 
inprovennent.  I  am  not  advised  of  the  full  decieion  of  the  coqk  upon 
these  points,-— the  decree,  however,  granied  the  injunction,  ae  agaiatfl 
the  company,  and  appointed  a  receiver  to  collect  the  tolls,  reserving 
tUtt  rights  of  the  state  to  her  equitable  proportion,  after  paying  the 
■ecessary  and  permanent  repanrs  on  the  road.  If  this  decision  be  snSk 
laioed,  the  state  will  find  full  protection  in  the  courts; — if  not,  it  it 
almost  impossible  to  anticipate  the  amount  of  her  liabilities  in  relatiev 
to  these  works.  Take,  for  example,  the  Zanesville  and  Maysville 
road,  the  subscription  to  which,  it  is  estimated,  will  fall  short  of  its 
completion  from  seventy  five  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This 
debt,  if  the  company  can  extend  its  credit  to  that  point,  will  rest  upon 
the  road;  and  if  the  tolls  can  be  taken  to  reimburse  it,  the  state  will  be 
compelled  to  bear  one  half, — an  indebtedness  which  the  law  has  not 
contracted  on  her  behalf,  and  which  the  framers  of  that  law  never  in- 
tended should  be  imposed  upon  the  state  finances. 

The  act  of  February  8,  1826,  to  *^amend  the  act  entitled,  an  act  for 
the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,^  (see.  3,  Chase,  p.  1634,)  au*^ 
thorizes  the  sale  under  execution  of  the  right  to  take  toll  upon  the 
road.  Under  this  law,  the  right  of  the  Milford  and  Chillicothe  turn- 
pike to  take  toll  at  three  gates  for  sixty  years,  was  sold  to  pay  a  judg- 
iY>ent  of  about  eight  thousand  aollars, — the  county  commissioners  of 
JUws  county  becoming  the  purchasers. 

At  the  October  term  of  the  court,  a  motion  wa9«nade  by^  the  compa- 
ny to  set  the  sale  aside.  On  the  part  of  the  state,  I  retained  Allen  Q. 
Thurman,  Esq.,  as  counsel,  and  directed  him  to  assist  in  setting  aside 
the  sale,  and  to  prosecute  such  further  proceedinga<««8  to  htm  should 
saeoi  necessary  and  proper  to  secure  the  rights  of  the  state  in  fte  re- 
ceipt of  tolls.  Upon  a  hearing  by  the  court,  the  sale  was  set  aside,  as 
also  the  levy  under  the  exeeutien.  The  case,  I  am  advised,  is  to  go 
up  to  the  supreme  court*  "Whether  the  claimants,  upon  a  failure  there, 
WB)  resort  to  a  proceeding  in  chancery,!  am  not  advised.  'Their 
elaims  are  just  and  should  be  paid, — but  to  my  mind  the  proposition 
10  clear,  that  the  rights  of  the  state  should  not  be  compromised,  nor* 
her  property  in  these  roads  subjected  to  sale.  It  is  equally  clear,  that 
if  the  directors  of  these  companies  have  involved  themselves  in  debt^ 
SLDd  incurred  obligations  beyond  their  ability  to  pay,  they  should  hoi 
possess  the  power  to  invobr^  1^  stiate  beyond  the  subscription  of  her 
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Mithoritiea  to  the  stock.    I  trust  a  veytsioD  of  the  laws  relatiDg  to  the 
•ubject  will  receive  your  early  attention. 

A  dividend  was  declared  during  the  summer,  by  the  Cmcinnati,  Co- 
lumbus and  Wooster  turnpike  company,  the  staters  proportion  of  which 
amounted  to  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  four  dollars.  I 
drew  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  according  to  law,  for  the 
amount,  when  the  draf^  was  returned  protested  for  nonpayment  in 
bankable  funds,  I  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Outcalt,  the  secretary 
and  treasurer*  who  still  declined  the  payment  of  the  draft  in  any  thing 
Kttt  exceedingly  depreciated  currency,  alleging,  as  the  reason,  that 
the  company  had  received  such  for  tolls  on  the  road.  I  know  nothing 
of  the  facts  in  this  particular  case,  but  I  have  no  reason  to  suppose 
this  company  an  exception  to  the  practice,  which  I  am  assured  has 
prevailed  in  that  section  of  the  state,  of  not  only  disposing  of  the  ape- 
cie,  but  the  bankable  funds  received  at  the  gates,  at  s  premium,  aod 
paying  the  laborers  and  stockholders  in  depreciated  paper  thus  re- 
ceived. The  treasurer  of  state,  as  I  think  very  justly,  refused  to  re* 
eeive  the  funds  tendered,  and  I  have  commenced  suit  for  the  divideadt 
18  well  as  the  penalty  provided  by  law.

Have  the  subscriptions,  on  the  part  of  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions to  tbe  stock  of  your  company,  as  reported  by  you,  been  all  paid 
in  money?  If  not,  how  has  it  been  paid,  designating  the  manner  aikl 
amount  of  such  payment? 

2nd.  Were  subscriptions  of  stock  made  to  your  company  under  the 
pledge,  assurance  or  understanding,  that  the  stockholders  should  re- 
ceive contracts  in  the  construction  of  the  road,  upon  advantageous  * 
terms? 

3d.  Have  any  contracts  been  let  to  stockholders,  and  if  so,  have 
they  had  any  advantage  of  other  bidders,  eilbef  in  the  mode  of  bid- 
ding, or  in  the  price  allowed  for  the  work? 

4tb,  Has  work  been  received  from  the  hands  of  such  stockholders,  r 
as  contractprs,  in  an  unfinished  state,  or  in  a  state  of  execution  infe- 
rior to  that  required  of  other  contractors? 

6tb.  Have  any  subscriptions  of  stock  been  received  ujpon  conditions 
of  making  any  deviation  from  the  direct  and  formerly  established 
'route  of  the  road?-^and  if  so,  how  far  has  the  distance  been  extended, 
and  the  expense  of  construction  enBanced  by  such  deviation. 
*  6th.  Has  your  company  applied  any  of  the  moneys  arising  from  tolls 
to  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  actual  and  permanent  repairs  on 
such  part  of  the  road  as  was  in  use,  and  under  actual  iolU  at  the  time, 
and  from  which  such  revenues  were  nsoeived?  If  so,  state  the

First :  No  subscriptions  have  been  made  to  the  capital  slock  of  tht8 
*  company,  other  than  in  money,  except  two  bridges,  to  wit:  one  over 
the  Scioto,  at  Chiliicothe,and  one  over  the  Hockhocking  river  at  Lan- 
caster,  both  of  which  were  received  at  prices  lower  than  the  company 
could  of  built  them.  The  bridge  over  the  Scioto,  costs  the  oompcuiy 
twelve  thousand  doltars,  that  at  Lancaster,  three  thousand  four  hund- 
red dollars,  and  are  both  permanent  and  substantial  structures. 

Second:  The  amount  of  subscriptions  paid  by  individuals  and  cor- 
porations, which  have  been  reported  to  the  auditor  of  state,  have  been 
|Mid'in  money,  as  stated  under  the  oaih  of  the  several  treasurers*  on 
the  line  of  said  road,  excepting  the  two  bridges  aforesaid. 

Third:  No  subscriptions  have  been  made  to  the  stock  of  this  com* 
pany  under  any  pledge,  or  assurance,  that  stockholders  should  receive 
contracts  upon  advantageous  terms.  No  contracts  oo  the  road  has 
been  let,  except  under  the  advice  of  the  superintendent  engineer. 

Fourth:  There  have  been  contracts  let  to  stockholders,  but  not  to 
ibe  disadvantage  of  other  responsible  bidders,  either  in  the  mode  of 
bidding,  or  the  prices  allowed  for  the  worL,  so  far  as  our  knowledge 
extends, 

PifUi.  There  has  been  no  work  received  from  the  hands  of  such 
stockholder  contractors,  or  from  any  other  contractor,  in  an  unfinished 
er  tofertor  state  of  execution*  without  retaining  sufficient  per  centage 
to  insure  the  completion  of  said  coatractB. 
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8ixth:  We  are  not  aware  ef  any  Aobscriptions  having  been  made, 
OD  condition  of  making  any  deviation  from  the  correct  and  established 
route  of  the  road. 

Seventh:  No  money  arising  from  tolls  have  as  yet  been  reported 
to  this  office;  toll  gates  have  been  recently  erected,  and  only  upon  ten 
miles  of  the  road. 

Eighth:  The  company  have  not  issued  any  notes  in  the  similitude 
of  money,  or  any  other  paper.  It  is  believed  in  several  in8tance% 
county  and  town  certificates  of  indebtedness  have  been  received  in 
pttyment  of  stock,  and  paid  to  contractors,  who  were  always  anxious 
to  receive  the  same,  and  the  undersigned  have  never  learned  that  any 
of  the  contractors  have  experienced  the  loss  of  a  single  dollar,  on  the 
funds  so  paid  to  them.  On  the  contrary,  these  certificates  have  been 
generally  more  acceptable  to  the  public  than  the  ordinary  currency 
of  Ohio  banks.  The  amount  so  received  has  been  reported  to  the 
state. 

Ninth:  The  company  have  made  no  loans  whatsoever,  and  con* 
sequently,  could  not  report  such  to  the  state. 

Tenth :  The  indebtedness  of  the  company  does  not  exceed,  at  pres- 
eoty  the  amount  now  due  from  the  state.

Dear  8iRt — Yours  of  the  Slst  May,  propounding  certain  interrogar- 
tories,  is  received,  and  the  undersigned,  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Hamilton,  Rossville,  Darrtown,  Oxford,  and  Fairhaven  turnpike  com- 
pany, answer  the  questions  proposed  to  us  as  follows: 

First:  The  payments  made  by  individuals  on  stock,  have  gener 
ally  been  made,  in  money,  to  the  treasurer.   In  a  few  cases,  the  treas* 
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orer  took  the  notes  of  individuals  with  whom  he  had  dealings,  or  that  * 
were  secured  to  his  satisfaction,  and  charged  himself  with  the  sum, 
thus  paid  by  note,  as  cash  in  his  hands;  the  whole  sum  received  by 
the  treasurer  in  this  wajr,  did  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  and  no 
arrangements  of  this  kind  has  been  mnde,  as  the  undersigned  i)elieve, 
since  1839.  In  some  cases  payment  has  been  made  by  the  stock- 
holders to  the  contractors,  and  the  order  of  the  contractor  on  the 
treasurer  has  been  received  and  credit  given  to  the  stockholder  for 
the  amount  as  a  payment  on  his  stock,  and  a  corresponding  charge 
made  against  the  contractors.  The  undersigned  have  no  means  of 
ascertaining  the  amount  thus  paid,  Imt  in  every  case  where  payment 
of  stock  has  been  made  through  a  contractor,  or  by  a  charge' against 
trim,  the  company  was  indebted  to  the  contractor,  and  the  treasurer 
was  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  stock  as  cash,  and  the  contrac* 
Xmt  was  at  tho  same  time  charged  as  paid  in  cash  on  his  contract. 

Second:  No  subscription  of  stock  was  made  under  any  pledge,  as* 
soranoe  or  understanding,  that  the  stockholders  should  receive  con^ 
tracts  upon  aiy  terms,  or  that  they  should  receive  or  have  any  advan- 
tage or  privilege  in  any  way  over  any  other  stockholder  or  bidder. 

Third:  Contracts  have  been  let  to  stockholders  upon  the  same 
conditions  and  terms  that  they  were  let  toother  bidders;  that  is,  when 
they  were  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  In  no  case  has  a  stock* 
bolder  had  any  advantage  over  other  bidders  iaany  wjiy  whatever. 

Fourth:  No  contract  or  work  has  been  received  from  any  stock- 
holder who  was  a  contractor,  or  interested  in  any  contract  in  an  un- 
inished  state,  or  in  a  state  inferior  to  that  required  of  other  contrac- 
tors. 

Fifth:  No  deviation  has  been  made  in  the  road  since  its  location 
in  1838,  previous  to  the  subscription  of  stock  by  the  state;  and  no 
subscription  of  stock  has  been  received  upon  condition  of  deviating 
from  the  established  route  of  the  road.  In  one  instance  a  deviatio(i 
from  the  direct  ono  was  made  to  prevent  the  road  from  passing  diago* 
nally  through  a  farm  and  two  orchards,  upon  condition  that  the  oWner 
of  the  farm  would  subscribe  twenty  shares  of  stock.

lolls.  No  dividend  has  been  made  by  the  compapy.  The  money 
jraceived  by  the  treasurer  for  tolls  has  been  regularly  entered  on  hie 
books,  and  remains  to  be  accounted  for  by  him  according  to  the  order 
of  the  board.  No  order  has  b0pn  made  in  relation  t9  the  money  re- 
ceived for  toljs. 
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Seventh:  Our  cornpany  has  not  issued  or  paid  out  any  notes  or 
other  paper  in  the  similitude  of  money  not  authorized  by  law;  nor  has 
auch  paper  been  received  from  any  corporation  or  association  in  pay* 
ment  of  stock  or  <ftherwise. 

Eighth:  The^ company  has  made  no  loans  1o  the  oredit  of,  or  as  a 
charge  upon,  subseriptioos  in  any  way.

DsAft  Sir: — fn  obedieace  to  the  request  contained  in  yours  of  the 
90th  qIl,  I  submit  the  following  answers  to  the  interrogation  therein 
eontained.  '    " 
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To  your  first  question. 

Nothing  but  money  has  been  received  in  payment  of  stock,  or  the 
receipts  of  contractors,  which  have  been  charged  lo  them  as  naoney, 
and  so  settled  in  their  account  with  the  company. 

Second :  No  subscription  was  ever  received  under  any  understand- 
ing that  advantage  was  tobe  given  by  the  company  therefor,  to  ooa« 
tractors  or  any  one  else. 

Third :  Contracts  hav^  been  let  to  stockholders,  but  in  oo  instance 
has  any  contract  been  let  except  at  fair  public  lettings,  the  lowest  bid> 
der  invariably  become  the  contractor;  no  advantage  has  l^n  extend- 
ed  to  stockholders  over  other  persons  in  letting  contracts  or  in  subse- 
quent transactions  therein. 

Fourth '-  No  distinction  has  ever  been  nrade  in  the  receipt  of  work 
from  stockholders  and  others  not  stockholders:  the  company  has,  ia 
some  instances,  changed  the  original  contract,  but  not  with  a  view  to 
advantage  contractors,  and  in  no  instance  has  an  advantage  been  de- 
rived to  any  contractor  by  any  change  or  alteration  from  the  original 
etipulation  of  contracts,  as  this  affiant  believes. 

Fifth:  This  question  has  been  answered  more  than  once  to  your 
department,  and  1  have  not  the  means  of  giving  as  specific  an  answer 
to  it  as'may  be  found  in  former  answers.  I  can  state  that  slight  al- 
terations were  made  at  the  first  location  of  the  road  from  the  originally 
adopted  route,  but  in  no  instance  has  such  a  change  of  route  been  pro- 
ductive of  greater  cost  in  construction,  always  cheapening  the  ex- 
pense; and  stock  has  been  received  in  two  or  three  instances  in  con- 
sideration of  such  change  of  route,  but  in  every  instance  the  change 
was  esteemed  proper  and  to  the  interest  of  the  company. 

Sixth:  Our  road  has  not  been  taking  toll  six  nMmths  yet,  and  there- 
fore I  cannot  speak  as  to  the  dividends,  none  having  been  declared. 

Seventh:  Our  company  have  issued  no  paper  in  the  similitude  of 
kank  paper  or  money,  in  violation  of  law;  printed  orders  have  beea 
iesued  by  the  president  drawn  upoo  the  treasurer,  and  |>aid  on  presen- 
tation when  there  were  funds  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  company. 
A  copy  of  these  orders  is  enclosed  herein  for  your  inspection.  We 
have  had  no  connection  with  any  other  corporation  or  association  of 
individuals  who  have  isjued  notes  or  money,  as  currency,  nor  author- 
ized our  treasurer  to  receive  unauthorized  paper,  nor  any  thing  but 
gold  and  silver  in  payment  of  stock.  What  may  have  been  his  dis- 
cretion in  the  matter  I  cannot  speak,  but  can  say  that  he  has  fairly 
accounted  at  each  annual  settlement,  and  shuwn  himself  faithful  and 
honest  in  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  company. 
We  had  not  supposed  it  necessary  to  ascertain  from  him  a  description 
of  the  various  kinds  of  funds  received  from  time  to  time.  When  pay- 
ments have  been  reported  by  the  treasurer,  the  same  has  been  re- 
ported to  your  department  asking  a  corresponding  payment  from  the 
state.  Nothing  has  bi'en  esteemed  a  payment  that  was  not  available 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  and  subject  to  draft;  if  he  has  reported 
payment  when  none  was  made,  he  has  honored  the  draAs  to  the  amount 
reported,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  suppjse  him  guilty  of  such  a  thing 
at  any  time. 
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Eighth :     I  believe  our  oompany  Dever  borrowed  a  dollar. 

Ninth:  I  cannot  say,  certainly,  what  is  the  present  indebtedness 
of  our  company,  but  fix  it  at  between  $23,000  and  $27,000;  it  would 
be  difficult  to  arrive  at  precision  in  the  sum.  The  indebtedness  has 
been  created  by  construction  and  repairs.  The  road  has  been  a  long 
time  in  construction,  owing  to  the  disappointment  in  collections  as  well 
from  the  state  as  individuals;  and  a  part  that  was  finished  several 
years  ago  required  much  repairing  to  fit  it  for  toll.  The  road  has  cost 
something  more  than  the  original  eatimate,  being  chiefly  contracted 
for,  and  Ubored  upon,  when  labor  and  provisions  were  at  the  maxi- 
mum value.  The  means  to  pay  this  indebtedness  consists  in  unpaid 
•lock  of  individuals  and  of  the  state— the  precise  of  which  you  will 
.find  by  reference  to  my  last  report  to  you,  amounting  to  some  $16,000 
or  $18,000.  After  that  sum  shall  have  been  collected  and  appropria- 
ted in  extinguishing  the  company^s  debt,  the  deficit  will  be  supplied 
from  tolls  if  consistent  with  existing  laws,  or  as  far  as  consistent 
therewith.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  which  I  have  aimed  to  make 
fall  and  complete  answers  to  all  your  questions,  I  will  add,  that  the 
entire  road,  as  contracted  for,  has  been  under  toll  sinoe  April,  1841, 
and  is  now  under  toll;  the  first  six  months  has  not  elapsed  and  the 
Mnount  of  dividends  cannot  be  slated.  An  extension  of  the  westerly 
end  of  said  road  into  the  city  of  Cinciniiaii  is  in  contemplation — the 
rmite  has  been  lately  run  and  found  practicable,  being  only  a  distance 
of  about /our  miles  of  pike.  This  extension  will  be  highly  advan* 
tageous  to  the  company,  being  the  only  means  by  which  all  thetravel 
that  enters  the  city  from  the  east,  can  avoid  the  anticipated  difficulties 
to  be  occasioned  by  the  railroad  which  runs  parallel  with  the  present 
road  into  the  city,  a  distance  of  more  than  ten  miles,  crossing  it  fre- 
quently. The  charter  of  our  company  authorizes  a  construction  of 
roed  into  the  city,  and  vury  little  doubt  is  entertained  but  stock  abun- 
dantly adequate  to  the  construction  of  the  additional  length  of  the  road 
can  be  obtained  in  the  city,  and  along  the  route.  If  this  new  road, 
into  thecity,  be  constructed,  it  will  receive  all  the  travel  from  the 
Wooster  pike,  the  Batavia  pike  and  the  Ohio  pike,  making  the  gate 
that  shall  be  placed  thereon  the  most  productive  and  profitable  of  any 
open  the  route.

First:  Subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  have  all 
been  paid  in  money  so  far  as  collected, except  one  share  subscribed  by 
Elisha  Cazotte,  which  was  retained  out  of  damages  allowed  him  for 
land  taken  for  the  road,  and  eight  shares  subscribed  by  the  collector, 
which  was  paid  by  him  in  services. 

Second :  We  are  not  aware  of  any  contracts  having  been  given  to 
stockholders,  nor  have  any  such  assurances  been  given  to  bidders  for 
contracts.  AH  contracts  have  been  given  to  the  lowest  and  best  bid- 
ders, and  with  no  other  understanding  than  that  contained  in  their 
cootraets.

of  .which  subscriptions  become  binding  on  the  parties  making  them, 
and  others  of  them  not,  but  no  subscription  of  a  contingent  nature 
was  reported  to  the  governor.  No  part  of  the  tolls  received  on  the 
road,  completed  and  under  toll,  has  been  applied  to  any  purpose  other 
than  to  erect  toll  houses,  gates,  and  making  repairs  on  that  part  of 
the  road  under  actual  toll,  since  the  report  made  to  F.  Cleveland,  Esq., 
and  the  answers  of  the  president  above  referred  to.  What  had  been 
done  with  the  tolls  prior  to  that  report,  is  explained  in  the  said  ans- 
wers of  the  president,  to  which  reference  is  here  again  made  as  part 
of  this  answer;  reference  is  also  made  on  this  question  to  the  report 
of  tho  former  president  and  secretary  of  this  company,  to  the  auditor 
of  state,  dated  19th  June,  1840. 

Sixth:    This  company  has  not  paid  out  any  notes  or  other  paper 
'  in  the  similitude  of  money,  or  received  any  such  from  any  associa- 
tion of  individuals  or  corporation,  in  payment  of  stock,  but  actual 
cash  payments  or  orders,  received  as  already  stated. 

Seventh:  No  loans  have  been  made  byjthis  coropany,on  the  credit, 
or,  as  a  charge  upon  individuals  or  corporate  subscriptions,  and 
consequently,  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been  reported  as  payments  of 
stocks  requiring  a  corresponding  payment  on  the  part  of  the  state. 

Eighth :  The  present  indebteidness  of  the  company,  as  near  as  can 
be  ascertained  by  the  undersigned,  is  $8,526  83;  to  the  original  con* 
tractors  there  is,  probably,  two  thousand  dollars  due  for  extra  work, 
for  building  bridges,  &:c.,  which  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  ac- 
count, (the  undersigned  not  knowing  the  exact  amount)  created  for 
construction  and  superintending  of  the  work  alone.  The  present  means 
of  payment  is  $9,967  78  in  drafts  on  the  treasurer  of  state,  drawn  by 
the  auditor  of  state;  and  the  anticipated  means  of  the  company  is 
$8,292  99,  due  by  individual  stockholders;  $9,605  77,  due  by  state.

Snu — ^Your  letter  of  the  6th,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  my  re- 
port as  president  of  the  Steubenville,  Cadiz  and  Cambridge  M'Adam- 
ised  Road  Company,  of  Ist  inst.,  and  requesting  me  to  transmit  yout 
Qoder  oath  of  myself  and  secretary,  answers  to  certain  interrogato- 
ries, is  duly  received.  Those  interrogatories  shall  be  answered  with 
cheerfulness,  under  the  full  conviction  that,  in  nuinaging  the  concerns 
0f  said  company,  the  board  of  directors  have  carried  into  effect,  in 
good  faith,  the  various  laws  udder  which  they  acted,  together  with  the 
intention  of  the  legislature  in. enacting  those  laws. 

First:  Payments  by  individuals,  (we  have  no  corporations,  as 
stockholders)  have  been  made  in  three  ways,  first  money;  second  ia 
promissary  QOte|8,  payable  at  different  times  from  sixty  days  to  six 
moDths;  third,  in  labor  performed  on  said  road.  The  .proportions  I 
have  no  means  of  ascertaining  with  certainty,  but  to  the  best  of  my 
belief,  the  money  and  promissory  notes  have  amounted  to  about  two 
thirds  of  the  stock  paid  in,  the  labor  to  about  the  other  third. 

Second:  No  subscription  of  stock  has  been  made  to  this  company, 
under  the  pledge,  assurance,  or  understanding,  that  the  stockholders 
should  receive  contracts  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  upon  advan- 
tageous terms,  or  upon  any  terms. 

Third :  A  large  number  of  contracts  have  been  given  to  stockhold- 
ers, under  the  circumstances,  and  in  the  mode  prescribed  as  follows: 
In  the  early  stages  of  the  work,  whilst  confined  to  within  a  few  miles 
of  Steubenville,  the  stock  was  collected  in  money.  The  engineer  laid 
off"  the  road  into  sections  of,  generally,  half  a  mile,  making  his  esti- 
mate of  what  the  gradinc  and  bridging  ought,  in  his  opinion,  to  cost 
the  company.    When  a  few  miles,  say  4  or  5,  were  thus  laid  off*  and 
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estimated,  a  public  sale  was  advertised,  and  tbegrtdiiif  and  bndging 
was  struck  off  to  the  lowest  aad  best  bidders,  li  making  his  esti- 
mates, the  engineer  (being  the  same  genileman  who  was  assigned  to 
us  by  the  board  of  public  works,)  took  into  view  the  price  of  labor,  of 
horse  feed,  of  provisions,  and  of  every  thing  needed  by  the  hands, 
the  effect  of  which  was,  that  the  contracts  were  sold  at  prices  not  va- 
rying much  from  his  estimates;  in  some  instances,  being  above  them, 
but  in  more,  somewhat  below.  As  the  work  progressed  westerly,  it 
was  found  impracticable,  from  the  scarcity  of  money,  to  collect  the 
stock  subscriptions  in  money,  to  an  amount  sufficient  for  active  opera- 
tions; and  a  plan  was  hit  upon  for  the  performance  of  the  work, 
which  has  had  the  effect  anticipated,  and  has  done  no  injustice  what- 
ever to  the  company  or  the  state;  the  engineer  laid  off,  and  estima- 
ted the  cost  of  the  sections  as  above  described;  and  it  was  then  left 
optional  to  the  largest  stockholder  in  the  vicinity  of  a  section,  to  take 
the  contract,  and  collect  from  other  stockholders  in  his  neighborhood, 
(in  work,  provisions,  or  in  money,)  such  amount  of  stock  as,  together 
with  his  own,  would  cover  at  least  half  the  amount  of  the  estimate; 
and  when  the  aection  should  be  finished,  he  was  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  state,  subscriptions  corresponding  to  the  amount  so  worked 
in  and  paid,  the  balance  which  should  be  found  due.  Upon  these  con- 
ditions, about  sixteen  miles  of  the  road  have  been  graded,  and  eleven 
miles  more  are  now  under  contract,  and  in  progress  of  completion. — 
If,  on  the  one  hand,  this  nnxie  of  contracting,  carries  with  it  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  competUrom  of  bidders  at  a  public  sale,  this  disadvan- 
tage is  believed  Ito  be  fully  balanced  by  the  facility  thus  acquired  by 
the  company,  in  the  collection  of  the  stock;  for  those  collections, 
when  made  in  money,  the  company  has  had  to  pay,  for  a  large  pro- 
portion, as  high  as  five  per  cent.;  and  this  in,  and  near,  the  town  of 
Hieubenville,  where  a  very  large  amount  of  the  stock  is  hoklen.  It  ih 
but  fair  to  presume,  therefore,  that  collections  throughout  the  coun- 
,  try,  where  stockholders  reside  at  more  or  less  distances  apart,  aad 
whose  stock  severally,  is  generally  small  in  amount,  could  not  be 
made  on  any  thing  like  such  advantageous  terms*  It  may  be  as  welt 
to  repeat,  that  no  subscription  of  stock  has  been  received  by  the  conv 
pany,  with  the  assurance  or  understanding  either  express  or  implied, 
that  the  person  or  persons,  so  subscribmg,  should  receive  a  contract 
or  contracts  upon  any  terms  whatever.  The  stockholders  to  whom 
contracts  were  given,  subscribed  with  the  purpose  and  intention  of 
paying  in  money,  but  found  it  out  of  the.r  power,  on  account  of  the 
scarcity  of  nioney  n6t  anticipated  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  to  make 
payment  in  that  way.     Hence  the  necessity,  on  their  part,  of  making 

Esyment  in  work,  and  of  the  board  in  receiving  it  in  that  way.  The 
oard  do  not  presume  that  this  mode  of  performing  the  work  will  be 
deemed  objectionable  by  the  state  authorities,  nor  that  it  is  repugnant 
to  the  provisions  of  any  statute.  In  point  of  economy,  it  is  believed 
to  be  as  advantageous  lo  the  state  as  the  mode  previously  pursued,  if 
not  more  so.  And  it  has  this  further  consideration  to  recommend  it, 
that  the  company  were  enabled  to  go  on  briskly  with  the  work,  and 
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tho6  keep  the  engineer  and  his  assi8tant9  in  full  employro^t;  whilst 
by  the  other  mode,  the  work  would  have  lingered  until  the  return  of 
«ach  times  ae  woukl  enable  the  stockholders  to  pay  in  money,  without 
being  able,  in  the  mean  time,  to  lessen  the  costs  of  engineering  and 
superintendance. 

Fourth:  In  reply  to  this  query,  I  have  the  pleasure  tosiate  that 
the  work  has  been  performed  by  the  stockholders  in  a  manner  equal, 
and  in  some  cases  superior,  to  that  done  by  the  contractors.  The 
stockholders,  when  contractors,  have  beep  held  to  their  contracts  quite 
as  ngidly  as  though  they  were  strangers  to  the  board. 

Fifth:  In  reply  to  the  5lh  query,  I  am  not  awar«  of  any  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  having  been  received  upon  condition  of  making  any  de- 
viation from  the  direct  and  formerly  established  route  of  the  road 

Upon  this  point,  i  take  the  liberty  of  referring  you  to' my  oonmiuni- 
cation  of  Nov.  21,  1839,  to  Francis  Cleveland,  Esq.,  agent  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  which  contains  the  following  facts  and  expla- 
nations, in  relation  to  it.  There  have  been  some  slight  changes  made 
in  the  line  of  road  as  certified  with  the  view  of  locating  upon  the  most  . 
suitable  ground;  the  line  of  the  present  state  road  has  generally  been 
followed;  and  1  am  not  aware  that  any  change  has  been  made  to  se- 
cure subscriptions,  or  to  accoimnodate  individual  stockholders  in  any 
lAanner  prejudical  to  the  interests  of  the  state  or  the  company.  In 
one  case  only,  has  the  company  been  denied  the  right  of  way,  and  the 
laws  been  resorted  to,  by  the  owner  of  the  soil.  In  this  case,  after 
considerable  litigation,  and  the  prospect  of  much  more,  together  with 
several  months  delay  in  the  construction  of  the  road,  a  compromise, 
beneficial,  as  it  is  believed  to  all  parties,  was  effected,  which  comprom* 
ise  was  attended  by  a  stock  subscription  of  six  shares  by  the  0Wner. 
Independent  however  of  this  subscription,  a  majority  of  the  directors 
•considered  the  route  finally  chosen,  the  best  one.  In  reference  to  the 
right  of  way,  it  may  be  as  well  to  state  that,  in  three  cases,  occur- 
tng  since  the  date  of  thai  document,  has  the  right  of  way  been  refused, 
but  in  each  case,  has  been  settled  either  by  compromise,  as  author- 
ized by  the  act  of  incorporation,  or  by  the  intervention  of  freeholders 
in  the  mode  pointed  out  by  law. 

Sixth :     The  6th  interrogatory  is  inapplicable  to  this  company;  the"

This  com- 
pany has  been  very  careful  to  keep  itself,  substantially,  within  the  re- 
quirements of  its  act  of  incorporation  and  the  laws  of  the  state,  and 
believes  it  has  done  so.  If  it  has  in  any  case  erred,  it  has  not  been 
with  improper  or  dishonest  intent.

First  question.  Have  any  subscriptions  been  made  to  the  stocf^oC 
your  company  in  any  thing  other  than  money* 

Second  question.  Have  the  subscriptions  on  the  part  of  individuala 
and  corporations  to  the  stock  of  your  company,  as  reported  by  you, 
been  all  paid  in  money  f 

Answer.  During  the  last  season,  while  the  company  held  the  au- 
ditor of  staters  warrant  upon  the  treasury,  on  which  it  was  unable  to 
realize  the  money,  the  county  eommissioners  of  Pickaway  county 


Ktockholders,  in  which  cases  the  amount  of  stock  due  from  such  stock- 
holders, has  been  deducted  from  their  estimates,  and  the  balance  paid 
to  them  in  cash.  In  a  few  instances,  stockholders  have  brought  to 
the  treasury  of  the  company  orders  for  services  rendered,  and  from- 
contractors,  and  have  been  credited  on  'their  stock  for  the  amount. 
But  no  such  orders  have  been  received,  except  where  the  company 
was  actually  indebted  to  such  contractors,  or  for  such  services  for* 
labor  performed.  In  all  these  instances,  these  orders  were  required 
as  money,  and, as  between  all  the  parties  intere8ted,^performed  alllhe 
functions  of  money. 

Third  question.  Were  subscriptions  of  stock  made  by  your  com- 
pany under  the  pledge,  assurance  or  understanding,  that  the  stock- 
holders should  receive  contracts  on  advantageous  terms? 

Answer.     No  such  subscriptions  have  been  received. 

Fourth  question.  Have  any  contracts  been  let  to  stockholders; 
and  if  8<«,  have  they  had  any  advantage  of  other  bidders  either  in  the 
mode  of  bidding,  or  the  prices  allowed  for  work? 

Answer.  Contracts  have  been,  in  some  instances,  )e|  to  stockhold* 
ers,  but  in  no  instance  have  such  stockholders  had  any  advantage  over 
other  bidders,  either  iii  the  mode  of  bidding  or  to  the  pricea  allowed 
for  work. 
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Fttlh  question*  Has  work  beea  reoeived  from  the  hands  of  sach 
stockholders,  as  contractors,  in  an  unfinished  state,  or  in  a  state  ofex- 
ecution  inferior  to  that  required  of  other  contractors! 

Answer.    It  has  not. 

Sixth  question.  Have  any  subscriptions  of  stock  been  received 
upon  condition  of  makipg  any  deviation  from  the  direct  or  formerly 
established  route  of  the  road;  and  if  so,  how  far  has  the  distance  been 
extended,  and  the  expense  of  construction  enhanced  by  such  deviation  ? 

Answer.  Subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  nine  hundred  dollars  have 
lieen  received,  conditioned  upon  the  slight  changes,  easiwardly  from 
the  towii  of  Circleville,  from  the  line  as  surveyed  and  reported  to  the 
board  of  public  works.  These  deviations  increase  the  length  of  the 
line  about  fburteen  poles,  but  it  is  believed  will  not  add  to  the  cost  of 
construction.  They  were  induced,  to  avoid  damages  to  valuable  prop- 
erty near  town,  to  accommodate  the  road  to  permanent  interests  al- 
ready fixed,  and  to  secure  a  cheaper  and  better  crossing  of  a  large 
run.  One  other  deviation  from  the  line  so  surveyed  and  reported, 
has  been  made  at  the  crossing  of  Compton's  creek,  in  Fayette  count}', 
increasing  the  distance  seven  poles.  This  change  was  rendered  ne- 
cessary by  the  direct  hne  running  some  distance  near  and  parallel 
with  the  creek,  A  choice  of  lines  were  here  offered;  one  involving 
an  increase  of  four  poles  distance,  the  other  of  seven.  A  condiliooal 
subscription  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  the  stock  of  the  company  was 
received  in  favor  of  the  latter.  It  is  believed  this  change  will  not  en- 
hance the  cost  of  construction.  We  believe  no  other  changes  from 
the  line,  as  reported  to  the  board  of  public  works,  have  been  made. 

Seventh  question.  Has  your  company  applied  any  of  the  moneys 
arising  from  tolls  to  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  actual  and  perma- 
nent repairs  on  such  part  of  the  road  as  was  m  use,  and  under  actual 
toll  at  the  time,  and  from  which  such  revenues  were  received? 

Answer.  Our  company  have  received  no  tolls. 
'  Eighth  question.  Has  your  conmpany  issued  and  paid  out  any  notes 
or  other  paper,  in  the  similitude  or  money,  not  authorized  by  law,  or 
n^ceived  from  any  corporation  or  association  of  individuals  such  char- 
acter of  .paper  in  payment  of  stock  or  otherwise;  if  so,  has  the  same 
been  reported  to  the  state  as  payment  of  stock  requiring  a  correspond- 
ing payment  on  the  part  of  the  state? 

Answer.  Our  company  has  issued  its  treasury  notes  to  the  anK>unt 
of  eight  hundred  and  twenty  two  dollars;  but  none  of  these  notes  have 
been  reported  to  the  state  requiring  a  corresponding  payment  on  the

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Tenth  question.  What  is  the  present  lodebtediiess  of  ytat  Obtn- 
peny? 

Answer.  It  is  indebted  for  its  treasury  notes  issued,  eight  huodrad 
sod  twenty  two  dollars^  not  yet  due;  to  oontraotors  for  labor  per- 
formed sinee  last  estimate,  and  for  some  small  incidental  expenses  foir 
which  bills  have  not  yet  been  presealed.  ' 

Bleventh  question.  What  are  the  present  and  aatioipated  means 
of  payment! 

Answer.  Cash  in  treasury,  f  6,393  95.  Due  from  state  of  Ohib 
t«  per  report  of  May  t,  1841,  $15,224  t9.  Due  from  indifidual 
stockholders  for  instalments  called  for,  $14,000.  As  some  of  the 
stockholders  will  probably  pay  their  stock  in  advance  of  their  instal-

thtf  priee  allowed  for  the  work. 

Second.     Efae  work  been  received  from  the  hands  of  such  stock- 
holders, as  contractors,  in  an  unfinished  state,  or  in  a  state  of  execa- 
tioo  inferior  to  that  required  of  other  oontractorsf 
Answer.    No. 

Third.  Have  any  subscriptioDS  of  stock  been  received  upon  oondir 
tion  6(  making  any  deviation  from  the  direct  and  fonnerly  established 
route  of  the  road;  and  if  so,  how  far  has  the  distance  been  extended, 
and  the  expense  of  construction  enhanced  by  such  deviation? 

Answer.    Subscriptions  of  stock  have  been  made  upon  conditions 

of  chance  in  the  line,  directly  oast  of  Circleville,  to  the  amount  of  six 

hundred  dollars;  which  deviation,  in  connection  with  a  small  one, 

at  the  crossing  of  a  large  run,  some  four  miles  east  of  Cirdeville, 

to  avoid  a  heavy  expense  of  cutting  through  a  high  bluff  bank,  are  the 

only  deviations  made  east  of  Circleville,  so  far  as  the  road  has  been 

located;  these  two  deviations  increase,  or  ^^emtendV  the  distance  of  the 

line  about  14  poles;  this  increased  distance,  I  believe,  will  not  euhaaoci 

the  expense  of  const  ruction.  The  deviation  from  the  direct  line  at  the 

crossing  of  the  road,  four  miles  east  of  Circleville,  was  unavoidable^ 

I  been  made,  had  the  line  of  road  commenced  at  the 

Circleville,  reported  to  the  board  of  public  works,  as 

the  diagram  of  said  line  of  roa().

3  another  slight  deviation  from  the  direct  line  from  the 
iolland,  to  Washington,  at  the  crossing  of  Compton^^ 
creek;  this  was  necessary,  aa  the  direct  line  run  some  distance  near, 
aadlparallel  to,  the  creek,  and  came  in  contact  with  a  dwelling  boose 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  same.  •  Four  hundred  dollars  of  stock  was 
sub^ribed  lor  this  deviation,  which  I  cbnsider  much  the  cheapest  and 
best  crossing  that  could  be  obtained  without  much  greater  deviatioa. 
The  deviation  laat  named,  will  extend  the  distance  of  the  line,  7  poles. 
Ko  ^her  deviations  from  the  line  of  road,  reported  to  the  board  of 
pubUe  works,  have  been  made.

Sir: — H.  N.  Hedges,  8r.,  Esq.,  as  agent  of  the  Circleville  ami 
Washington  turnpike  company,  has  laid  ^fore  me  oil  the  papers  rel- 
ative to  the  suspension  of  drafts,  on  the  part  of  the  state,  on  the  31st 
of  Hay  last.  In  my  note  of  that  date,  1  withheld  the  state  draft,  under 
the  authority  vested  by  the  8th  section  of  the  act  of  March  29,  1841^ 
makieg  appropriations  for  the  public  works,  for  two  causes: — 6rst,  thQ 
making  of  alterations  from  the  route  of  the  road,  as  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works:— and,  second,  the  issuing,  by  the  company,  of 
unauthorized  paper.  Prom  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Hedges,  as  to  the  first  point,  I  presume,  they  would 
prove  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  for  the  deviation*) 
made.  Upon  the  second,  Mr.  H.  presents  nothing  to  show  that  the 
objection  has  either  been  removed  or  palliated. 

The  authority  conferred  by  the  act  before  recited,  is  to  make  full 
examinations,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  'Hhere  has  been  a  bona 
fide  and  full  compliance  with  the  lawsnoto  tn/orcf,  soas  to  entitle 
such  company  to  the  scrip,  &o.,^ — and  to  examine  on  oath  all  officers, 
dca,  "a//  matters  having  relation  to  the  claim  of  such  company  to  a 
loan  of  credit,  &c.^' 

The  power  to  issue  paper  ^'designed,  calculated,  and  intended  to 
circulate  as  money,"  is  not  granted  by  your  charter,  a  copy  of  which 
you  send  me;  but  on  the  other  hand,  is  expressly  forbidden  by  the 
laws  of  the  state  *'now  in  force,^ — and  to  continue  the  payments  of 
the  state,  while  such  violation  exists,  would  be  to  make  the  state  a 
party,  and  give  its  sanction  to  the  infraction  oC  its  own  enactments. 
This  is  an  act,  which, during  my  official  term, I  have  studiously  guard- 
ed against,  whenever  I  had  the  power  to  resist;  and  I  am  firm  in  the 
determination  not  to  compromit,  by  any  action  of  mine,  the  supre- 
macy of  the  laws,  or  do  any  official  act  which  may  be  pleaded  to 
jetCify  their  violation. 

For  these  reasons,  I  cannot  reoede  from  the  position  I  have  taken, 
until  your  company  shall  have  called  in  the  issue  already  made,  and 
filed  in  this  office,  such  pledge  as  shall  fbrm  a  sufficient  guarantee, 
that  the  further  issue  will  not  be  prosecuted.  I  scarcely  need  add, 
from  my  own  sentiments  In  relation  to  the  public  improvements,  that 
vpoii  the  removal  of  the  disabilities  now  oJciating,  it  will  afiTord  me 
great  pleasure  to  lomish  every  aid  in  my  power  to  the  prosecution 
and  completion  ofyour  work.

Deab  Sib: — ^It  was  understood  that  the  answer  to  your  interrogato- 
ries of  July  IQ,  ultimo,  would  be  delayed  antil  the  disbursement  of  the 
aooant  received  from  the  state  for  our  two  drafts.  Which,  being 
made,  we  now  proceed  to  answer  your  interrogatories;  for  conveni- 
ence in  answering,  we  have  numbered  your  questions,  1  to  9,  inclu- 
sive, and  to  prevent  doubt  as  to  the  question,  have  given  tbe  irst 
words  of  it.     » 

Isi:  Have  the  subscriptions  on  the  part  of  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions to  the  stock  of  your  company,  as  reported  by  you,  all  been  paid 
in  money;  if  not,  hpw  has  it  been  paid,  designating  the  manner  and 
amount  of  such  payment? 

We  take  it  for  granted,  that  the  term  ^^nuinMy^  means  the  comnion 
circulating  medium  of  the  state^nrrent  bank  notes— and  we  would 
mention  that  no  incorporation,  whatever,  is  a  stockholder  in  pax  com- 
pany; and  answer— 

.  That  all  individual  subscriptions,  so  far  as  we  know  or  believe,  have 
been  paid  in  money  or  its  equivalent,  with  the  following  exceptions, 
rb:  the  treasurer  of  our  county  has  taken  orders,  drawnon  himby 
owr  prea^nt  and  secretary,  in  favor  of  contractors  and  others  having 
TaM  claims  growing  out  of  the  road  making  objects  of  out  company, 
asoioney. 

On  the  8th  and  S5th  days  of  May,  1S40,  contracts  were  entered 
i«lo,  in  which  it  was  stipulated  that  one  half  the  amount  of  the  20  per 
mtaiaed  as  seonrity  for  the  perfermaate  of  tha  oentraots, 
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ttboaM  be  paid  in  tlia  capital  atock  of  tha  oompany*  at  par,  eight  hun- 
dred fiAy  dollara  and  eighty  ceot%  was  paid  in  this  manner — and  Oc* 
tober  S8th,  1840t  we  made  a  contract  (or  the  delivering  of  ^,656 
perches  of  stone,  of  26  cubic  feet  each,  for  repairs,  with  Messrs*  Jor- 
dan and  Stroble,  in  which  they  agreed  to  indorse  one  half  the  amount 
on  their  (Jordan  and  Struble^a)  l^nd  for  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  advanced  them  by  the  company,  of  even  date  with  the  con- 
tract; security  was  given  by  them  on  the  bond,  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars  was  allowed  as  interest  on  the  said  bond^-one  half  of 
the  estimates  they  have  received,  for  the  stone  delivered  have  regular* 
ly  been  indorsed  on  the  bond,  and  there  is  now  due  but  one  hundred 
dollarsof  the  interest,  and  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  one  del  tars  and 
eighty  eight  cents,  on  the  principal.  Stone  are  delivered  for  which 
they  will  soon  be  entitled  to  another  estimate,  which  will  re-duce  the 
amount  of  the  bond  to  about  five  hundred  dollars;  all  the  stone  are  to 
be  delivered  and  spread  on  the  road  by  the  Ist  March  next.  The 
amount  for  which  this  bond  was  given  was  received  from  stockholders 
by  Jordan  and  Struble,  and  the  bid  for  the  stone  was  at  public  letting, 
and  theirs  the  lowest  bid. 

Quetikm  2 — Were  subscriptions  of  stock  made  to  your  company, 
under  the  pledge,  assurance,^? 

Answer — In  no  case  within  our  knowledge. 

Qttes/tonS — Have  contracts  been  let  to  stockholders;  and,  ifso,^ic., 
dtct 

Answer — Stockholders  have  in  some  cases  taken  contracts,  but  only 
at  the  engineers^  estimate  as  to  prices^  and  at  public  biddings  or  let- 
lings,  and  they  have  had  no  advantage  over  other  contractors  in  the 
prioes  allowed,  or  in  the  mode  of  bidding,  other  than  at  the  letliog  of 
the  contracts  of  8th  and  26th  of  May,  before  referred  to;  if  a  atock- 
holder  had  ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  his  contract  in  stock,  be 
was  not  required  to  take  any  more  stock  in  payment. 

Question  4 — Has  work  been  received,  &c.,  6ic.t 

Answer — In  no  case,  whatever,  except  that  we  find  J.  G.  Stillweirs 
obligation  to  complete  section,  No.  6,  near  Oxford,  whenever  called 
upon;  we  presume  that  section  was  received  by  the  company  in  an  un- 
finished state. 

Question  6 — Have  any  subscriptions  of  stock  been  received  upon 
conditions,  dec,  ^ccT 

Answer — Two  routes  were  run  near  the  village  of  Colerain,  and  the 
company  agreed  to  locate  the  road  on  the  northern  route,  provided, 
twenty  two  shares  additional  stock  should  be  subscribed,  but  we  do 
not  believe  the  distance-  or  expense  was  increased.  The  company, 
also,  agreed  to  carry  the  road  through  the  village  of  Venice,  proTid- 
ed  fifty  shares  were  subscribed,  but  it  was  not  previously  located^  somI 
the  effect  was  to  inorease  the  main  trunk  of  the  road,  common  to  both 
branches,  to  Venice  about  three  fourths  of  a  mile,  instead  of  brmoch- 
ing  at  the  Colerain  and  Venice  brtdgOt  a  point  in  the  charter,  the  dis- 
unoe  was  increased  probably  on  both  branches,  but  the  ex( 
diminished.   The  only  other  change  we  know,  is  in  prospect,  the  i 
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paay  <4p^^  ^  ooottnict  the  road  on  a  line  calM  Boaty^  line,  on 
Janes  Beaty^a  farniy  near  where  the  road  crosses  Indian  creek,  which 
will  increase  the  distance,  as  to  expense,  not  known.  The  condition 
was  twenty  shares  stock  as  to  this  last  change,  the  road  is  net  yet  con- 
stmcted  at  that  place,  and  no  part  of  the  stock  yet  paid. 

Que^Lm  6 — Has  your  company  applied  any  of  the  ouMiey  arising 
from  tolls,  ^sa,  &c  ? 

Answer — In  answer  to  this  question,  we  give  you  a  copy  of  a  hy-law 
on  this  point,  viz:  article  1st,  of  a  by-law  prescribing  the  mode  and 
fixing  the  time  for  making  dividends,  &c.  ^*The  amount  received  for 
tolls,  at  the  several  toll  gates,  shall  be  exclusively  appropriated  to  the 
expenses  of  repairs*  collection  (of  tolls)  and  dividends  to  stock ho1derf»: ' 
provided,  that  the  same  can  bo  done  without  prejudice  to  the  interest8 
of  the  company  in  the  payment  of  debts  already  contracted.'^  This 
by-law,  passed  February  27,  1841.  Whenever  money  has  been  ap- 
plied, other  than  to  the  repairs  or  expenses  of  collections,  a  state  draft 
has  heen  in  hand  to  reimburse  the  toll  fund,  when  collected,  and  the 
amount  now  advanced  from  the  toll  fund  is  on  the  amount  due  from  the 
state.  In  making  dividends,  a  proper  fund  has  been  reserved  for  re* 
pairs,  and  the  balance  divided  equally,  one  half  to  the  state,  and  the 
other  half  to  such  individual  stockholders  as  have  paid  their  stock  in 
full. 

Qitestion  7— Has  your  company  issued  and  paid  out  any  notes  or 
other  paper,  dtc.,  ^cc. ! 

.^fisKwr— -Our  company  has  issued  and  paid  out  no  notes,  or  otbsr 
paper,  in  the  similitude  of  money,  other  than  Ihat  received  from  stock- 
holders and  tolls,  neither  have  our  company  received  from  incorpora- 
tions or  associations  of  individuals  any  notes  or  other  paper  in  tlK 
sirailitade  of  money,  not  authorized  by  law.    For  convenience  to  trav- 
eler%  and  to  enable  them  to  pay  through  at  one  gate,  we  have  issued 
oae  hundred  ninety  nine  dollars  and  seventy  two  cents,  in  pass  tickets, 
a  card  of  which,  shewing  the  form  at>d  denomination  is  inclosed.

work,  on  the  road,  materials  for  repairs,  &C.''  This  statement  we  be- 
lieve to  be  correct.  Since  then,  and  within  the  laat  year,  the  sum  of 
$95  50,  has  been  received  in  pay  men  t  from  a  stock  h^def  in  a  wagon, 
v'zc,  which  was  immediately  transferred  in  payment  for  repairs;  prom- 
issory notes,  amounting  to  less  than  $100,  have  also  be^i  taken  in 
payment  of  stock,  and  forth  wUh  passed  off  inpaynlent  to  ^*cQn  tractors,^ 
without  loss.

Third:  As  neiiher  df  us  were  in  the  board  of  directors  whilst  the 
road  was  being  constructed,  we  would  again  refer  to  Mr.  Cheeny^s  re- 
plies to  Mr.  Cleveland,  Sept.  26,  1839,  in  which  he  says,  ^^contracu 
have  been  given  to  directors  and  stockholders,  in  a  few  instances,  but 
for  no  other  reason  than  they  chanced  to  be  the  lowest  and  most  re- 
ttponsible  bidders.^  The  books  and  papersoorroborate  this  statement, 
and  we  believe  it  trac. 

Fourth:  We  do  not  think,  nor  believe,  that  **work  has  been  re- 
ceived, from  the  hands  of  such  stockholders  as  contractors,  in  an  un- 
iinished  state,  or  in  a  state  of  execution  inferior  to  that  required  of 
other  contractors.^ 

Fifth:  Nosubscriptionsof  stock  have  been  received  ^upon  condi- 
tions of  making  any  deviation  from  the  direct  and  formerly  established 
route.'' 

Sixth:  The  report  and  statement  which  I  herewith  hand  you, 
bhows  that  tolls  received  up  to  Ist  instant  amount  to  $16,906  66^  and 
the  repairs  to  $12,511  35;  to  which  add  salaries  of  gate  keepers, 
$1,293  3tt  making,  in  the  aggregate, $13,804  57,  and  leaving  balance 
m  favor  of  tolls  of  $3, 10 1  89.  This  balance  has  been  appropriated 
io  the  payment  of  neceissary  incidental  expenses,  and,  in  some  instan- 
ces, to  the  payment  ofjudgments  and  other  claims  against  us  in  favor 
of  contractors.  In  January  last,  at  a  meeting  of  our  board,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  that  it  would  be  an  act  of  injustice  to  our  credi- 
tors (some  of  whom  are  very  poor)  to  refuse  payment  to  them  when 
money  was  in  the  treasury,  whether  received  for  tolls  or  from  stock- 
holders, and  therefore  we  have  not  declared  a  dividend  at  any  time. 

Seventh;  Our  company  has  not  issued  any  notes  in  the  simili- 
tude of  money,  nor  paid  out  any  notes  save  such  as  were  considered 
good  and  current.  We  have  not  received,  from  any  source,  uncur- 
rent  notes,  or  illegal  issues  of  notes  knowing  it  to  be  such.  Our  toll 
gatherers  have  never  reported  to  us  the  kind  of  notes  they  received, 
but  from  the  fact  that  our  treasurer  pays  all  oul  witfumt  discount,  we 
presumed  it  was  all  good. 

Eighth:  Our  company  has  not,  as  we  believe,  ^'made  loans  to  the 
credit  of,  or  as  a  charge  upon,  individual  or  corporate  subscriptions, 
and  reported  the  Same  as  payment  of  stock.'^ 

Ninth:  The  accompanying  statement  will  show  the  indebtedness 
of  our  company,  the  purpose  for  which  created,  and  also  the  means  of 
payment.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th,  covering  answers  to  my  inter- 
rogatories, is  duly  received. 

To  your  reply  to  my  6th  question,  you  show  a  balance  of  toll  funds 
of  $3  10  1,  which  has  been  appropriated  to  purposes  not  authorized 
by  that  act  of  March,  1840,  and  consequently  there  has  not  been  a 
bona  fkie  compliance  with  the  laws  in  force  regulating  turnpike  com- 
panies, on  your  part;  and  therefore  I  am  forbidden,  underthe  act  of 
iaut  year,  to  issue  you  further  drafts,  until  that  difficulty  is  removed. 
The  State  of  Ohio  is  bound  for  her  subscriptions,  and  no  more.  This 
she  has  thus  far  paid  according  to  the  law — the  accruing  revenue 
she  has  by  law  set  apart  to  a  fund  which  is  pledged  to  the  paynrient 
of  interest  on  the  money  borrowed  to  make  her  payments;  and  it  has 
been  recently  decided  in  the  supreme  court  of  Hamilton  county,  thai 
this  fund  cannot  even  be  enjoined  for  the  payment  of  debts  due  the 
company,  or  appropriated  to  any  other  purpose  than  that  to  which  it 
\n  specifically  pledged.  According  to  your  own  statement,  you  have 
i»ow  expended  more  of  that  pledged  fund  than  you  claim  on  subscrip- 
tion, and  I  cannot  consent,  so  far  as  my  action  is  concerned,  that  the 
law  of  1C40  shall  be  set  aside,  or  that  payments  shall  be  made  to  any 
company  that  has  violated  its  provisions,  until  the  legislature  shall 
otherwise  direct.

Sir: — We  beg  leave  10  answer  the  interrogatories  propoundfld  by 
you.  To  the  first  question  we  would  answer: — no  subscription  has 
been  made  to  capital  stock  of  our  road,  by  any  corporation.  Sub- 
scription paid  by  individuals  have  been  generally  paid  in  monoy. 
Some  individual  stockholders  have  perfornied  labor  for  contractors,  or 
have  had  some  dealings  with  them,  that  have  brought  the  contractors 
in  their  debt,  and  have  taken  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for  the  amount. 
The  treasurer  has  taken  up  such  orders  m  some  instances,  by  giving 
the  persona  receipt  for  the  amount,  as  so  much  paid  on  his  stock. 
When  a  stockholder  has  been  a  contractor,  the  amount  of  his  stock 
due  has  sometimes  been  credited  on  his  estimate.  The  amount  paid 
in  the  manner  above  stated,  we  are  not  able  to  inform  you,  as  the 
treasurer  has  not  designated,  on  his  books,  the  manner  of  payment. 

The  next  question  we  would  answer  by  saying,  that  no  subscrip- 
tion has  been  made  to  the  stock  of  our  company,  under  the  pledge, 
assurance  or  understanding,  that  the  stockholders  should  reqeive  con- 
tracts in  the  construction  of  the  road. 

In  answer  to  the  next  question : — ^a  few  contracts  have  been  let  to 
stockholders,  but  they  ha?e  had  no  advantage  over  other  bidders, 
either  in  mode  of  bidding,  or  in  tho  prices  allowed  for  work. 

Answer  to  your  nfext  question: — No  work  has  been  received  from 
the  hand3  of  stockholders,  as  contractors,  in  an  unfinished  state,  or  in 
a  state  of  execution  inferior  to  that  of  oth^r  contractors,  to  our  knowl- 
edge. 

In  answer  to  your  next  inquiry: — no  deviation  from  the  direct  and 
formerly  established  line  of  the  road  has  been  made,  except  one,  a 
small  deviation,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineer  and  a  majority 
of  the  directors,  would  save  expense,  without  increasing  thedistaDce 
more  than  a  few  rods.  The  ground  being  better  calculatecll  for^  dura- 
ble road;  we  do  not  believe  there  was  any  gain  to  tho  company  by  tho 
change,  as  there  was  stock  offered  conditionally,  on  both  lines.  We 
cannot  ascertain,  at  this  time>  the  exact  number  ot  rods  the  distance 
was  increased  by  the  change* 

In  answer  to  your  next  query:—- our  company  have  not  erected  any 
gates,  and  of  course  have  not  received  any  toll. 

Next  question : — our  company  have  issued  a  small  amount  of  order  si 
on  the  treasurer,  and  perhaps  about  three  hundred  dollaia  were  paid 
lo  three  different  persons,  before  we  were  informed  of  the  payment 
•.lade  by  the  State.  Not  one  dollar,  to  our  knowledge,  has  been  rer* 
ceived  from  stockholders,  in  payment  of  stock.  We  have  received 
no  such  oaper  as  in  the  inquiry,  fron  any  corporation  or  associpti^a 
^f  individuals. 
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Next  qoesUon: — Our  company  has  not  made  any  loans  to  the  credit 
oft  or  as  a  charge  upon,  individual  or  corporate  subscriptions. 

We  would  answer  to  your  last  inquiry,  by  saying,  that  we  are  not 
able  testate  exactly  the  indebtedness  of  our  company;  wie  suppose 
fVom  eight  to  nine  thousand  dollars,  but  sonrie  contracts  have  been 
finished  for  wl;iich  the  last  payment  is  not  due  for  some  time.  When 
these  contracts  become  due, our  liabiliiied  will  be  increased  from  three 
to  four  thousand  dpi  la  rs  more^say  the  whole  will  not  exceed  $13,000. 
Estimates  will  be  given  in  this  month,  that  will  increase  thb  amount 
to  sixteen  or  seventeen  thousand;  our  means  to  meet  it  are  eight  thoa- 
sand  dollars  in  cash,  and  fifteen  thousand  due  from  individual  stock- 
holders, which  we  think  can  be  realized,  making  about  $23,000. 

We  have  endeavored  to  make  our  answers  as  correct  as  possible, 
although  they  may  not  be  quite  accuTate  in  every  particular.

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  J6ih  August,  extending  the  warrant  of  aa- 
ihority  previously  given  me,  to  examine  into  the  affairs  and  Oonditioii^

Dbab  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  by  the  last  mail,  and  proceed  to 
answer  the  inquiries  contained  therein.  I  am  unable  to  refer  to  the 
law  of  March  29, 1841^  as  the  same  has  not  been  received  in  our 
county,  80  Hir  as  I  have  learned. 

I  subjoin  the  answers  of  myself,  and  the  secretary  of  our  company, 
to  the  questions  propounded  by  you,  in  the  order  in  which  they  atand, 
hopiog  that  the  same  will  prove  sattsfuctory. 

The  amount  reported  to  the  auditor  of  state  by  the  president  of  our 
company,  has  not  all  been  paid  in  money;  but  the  greater  part  has 
beeo  paid  by  labor  done  on.  the  road,  and  by  work  done  by  stockhold- 
ers for  our  contractors,  which  was  deducted  jout  of  the  orderit  held  by 
said  contractors  against  us.  The  exact  amount  that  has  thus  been 
paid  by  work,  we  cannot  state,  as  our  treasurers  made  no  difference 
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in  their  entcias,  whether  the  stock  wa»paid  to  the  company  in  cash, 
or  in  labor  on  the  road  as  aforesaid. 

At  the  lettings  of  part  of  the  grading  and  metalins,  a  preference 
was  given  to  some  bidders  that  subscribed  stock,  provided  they  were 
equally  responsible. 

Contracts  have  been  let  to  stockholders,  but  we  are  not  apprised  that 
any  such  had  the  advantage  over  other  bidders  in  any  respect. 

We  are  not  aware  that  any  section  has  been  received  from  any  con- 
tractor, different  from  the  rule  adopted  for  all;  there  being  no  section 
yet  fully  received  off  the  hands  of  the  contractors.  There  has  been 
some  jobs  of  grade  received,  but  so  far  as  we  know,  (and  our  engineer 
positively  states)  that  all  such  have  been  received  by  the  same  rules. 

No  stock  has  been  received,  in  consequence  of  a  change  from  the 
location  of  the  road,  as  presented  to  the  b  ard  of  Public  Works,  so  far 
as  we  know. 

We  have  received  no  tolls  yet. 

About  twelve  months' ago,  this  company  being  unable  to  progress 
with  their  work,  in  consequence  of  a  failure  of  payment  on  the  part 
of  the  State,  and  also  on  account  of  not  being  able  to  make  collections 
from  individual  stockholders,  the  board  of  directors  of  our  company 
met  and  passed  a  resolution,  authorizing  the  president  to  issue  orders 
iq  $5  and  $10  amounts,  whenever  requested  by  the  contractors,  so 
that  they  could  divide  them  among  their  hands,  and  thus  givethani 
assurances  that  they  would  get  their  money  whenever  the  company 
should  be  able  to  collect  its  dues. — The  president  accordingly  issued 
$24,000  of  said  orders  in  redemption  of  old  orders,  and  on  estimates 
made  by  the  engineer;  $10,626  of  which  orders  have  been  redeemed 
and  destroyed  by  burning:  all  which  will  more  fully  appear  by  ref- 
erence to  our  report  made  to  the  last  Legislature  of  Ohio. — As  to  the 
reasons  for  issuing  the  same,  we  have  not,  to  our  knowledge,  received 
any  thing  in  payment  of  stock,  except  orders  drawn  by  the  president 
on  the  treasurer,  (which  were  issued  on  the  estimates  of  the  e^ineer) 
the  stockholders^  own  note,  when  saHsfactory  to  the  treasurer,  and 
the  balance  in  common  bank  paper. — We  have  received  on  our  clainns, 
against  the  State  of  Ohio,  almost  all  sorts  of  western  bank  paper,  it 
being  such,  as  we  were  informed,  the  State  had  procured  to  pay  oar 
orders  with.  '

DBAsSiRi^-Our  turnpike  road,  between  Goshen  and  Wilmington, 
is  almost  done,  but  some  of  our  contractors  are  poortr.en  aBd  cannot 
finish  their  jobs  without  some  small  assistance,  say  irom  $600  to 
$1000  dollars;  and  we  are  besides  some  in  debt,  and  those  we  owe, 
are,  some  of  them,  in  the  greatest  need,  that  men  can  be,  of  money  to 
save  their  personal  property  from  sale,  under  execution;  and  the 
stockholders  that  are  still  owing  us,  are  mostly  poor  and  unablo  to 
pay  cash  now;  and  winter  is  coming  on,  and  we  must,  if  possible,  get 
ffates  up  this  fall,  on  between  twenty  four  and  thirty  miles.  And,  to 
do  this,  and  pay  some  part  of  what  we  owe  to  those  in  the  most  need* 
we  do,  1  assure  you,  stand  in  the  greatest  possible  need  of  some  fur- 
ther aid  fronvtbe  state.  And  with  a  hope  that  such  explanation  of 
any  matters  of  difficulty  or  doubts,  on  your  mind,  as  to  the  doings  of 
our  board,  and  your  giving  us  the  drafts  on  the  state  can  be  made  so 
as  to  restore  confidence  l^ween  us.  Part  of  the  directors  of  the 
board,  and  many  of  the  stockholders  and  contractors,  have  requested 
me  to  go  and  see  you,  or  to  send  a  special  agent.  And  it  tieing  almost 
impossible  forme  to  oome,  I  have  appointed  our  friend  Benjamin  Bal- 
win,  Esq.,  our  special  agent  to  go  to  Columbus  to  see  you.  He  is  not 
a  director,  but  he  knows  all  about  our  road  and  doings  as  a  board  of  di- 
rectora^s  a  man  of  honor,  truth  and  veracity,!  do  think-.  And  I 
pray  you  hear  him  patiently,  in  our  behalf,  for  we  are  in  much  troub- 
le about  our  road,  and  every  thing  depends  on  the  aid  of  the  state  for 
a  short  time  longer,  and  without  it  the  company  are  ruined. 

We  donU  care  so  muoh  about  the  money,  any  time  very  soon, 
for  the  drafts  will  pay  our  debts  and  carry  on  the  work.  And  I  pray 
you,  take  into  consideration  the  consequences  of  delay  until  the  action 
of  the  Legislature.

Deab  Sib:-— Your  npte,  by  hand  of  Judge  Baldwin,  is  duly  re- 
ceived. 

I  have  examined  all  the  facts  in  the  case  of  your  company,  as  pre« 
sented  upon  your  own  replies  to  nrty  interrogatories,  and  the  report  of 
Mr.  Moore,  and  1  cannot  feel  myself  authorized,  under  the  law,  to 
issue  another  dra(\. 

It  is  in  proof  that  contracts  have  been  let  at  higher  prices  when 
stock  was  taken,  than  for  cash  bids,  and  this  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
bring  down  the  value  of  stock  to  ^^20  on  the  share,  while  the  State 
has  paid  the  fuU  a:nriount  in  cash; 

That  notes  have  been  taken  for  stock,  and  reported  as  qash,  some 
of  which  remained  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  investigation,  and  the 
State  money  has  been  drawn  upon  the  wliole  amount; 

That  the  State  drafts  have  been  given  to  collectors,  who,  instead  of 
paying  the  proceeds  into  the  treasury  of  the  company,  have  purchased 
up  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  at  a  discount,  and  returned  them  to 
the  treasurer  at  par; 

That  at  least  two  of  these  drafts  have  been  given  to  the  president, 
by  the  treasurer,  who  has  returned  for  them  the  notes  and  evidences 
of  de^t  of  the  company,  which  the  said  president  admits,  under  oath, 
he  purchased  at  a  heavy  discount; 

That  a  majority  of  the  board  have  been  contractors; 

That  the  contracts  of  these  directors  have  exceeded  the  estimates 
for  the  construction  of,  the  road,  nearly  eleven  thousand  dollars, 
while  the  contracts  of  others,  not  directors,  have  exceeded  these  esti- 
mates but  one  thousand  dollars; 

That  there  is  due  to  these  directors,  as  contractors,  but  $1,115  86, 
while  there  has  been  withheld  from  others,  not  directors,  $8,927  68. 

All  these  things  clearly  prove  that  thera  has  not  been  a  bona  fide 
compliance  with  the  laws  on  the  one  hand,  while  on  the  other  there 
have  been  extensive  frauds  committed  against  the  State,  as  well  as 
he  stockholders. 

For  these  reasons  lam  compelled^  to  decline  issuing  any  further 
drafts  to  the  company,  until  the  whole  facts  can  be  laid  before  the 
general  assembly,  which  will  be  done  at  the  commencement  of  the 
next  session.

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  the  14th  July,  appointmg  myself  as 
agent,  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and 
Columbus  Turnpike  Company,  was  Tcceived  on  tlie  same  date, 
whereupon  I  immediately  proceeded  to  Wilmington,  where  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  said  company  were  kept,, and  ther^  in- 
stituted as  thorough  an  investigation  of  the  same^  and  the  tranc- 
actions  of  the  company,  as  tba  limited  Xivae  I  was  enabled  to  de- 
vote to  the  subject,  and  the  general  character  <>f  said  books  and 
papers  would  admit;  and  I  herewith  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
submit  the  following  Report: 

Our  eflortsin  the  early  progress  of  the  investigation  convinced 
us  of  the  necessity  of  examining,  on  oath,  all  the  officers  and 
agents  df  the  company,  in  order  to  obtain  full  ahd  satisfactory 
information  of  all  the  important  transactions  of  the  company, 
and  the  preaent  situation  or  its  affairs. 

We  accordingly  examined, ori  oath,  Samuel  H.  Hale,  president 
of  the  board  of  directors,  A.  E.  Strickle,  secretary  and  former 
treasurer,  and  William  D.  Tong,  the  engineer,  whose  deposi- 
tions or  answers  (o  the  interrogatories  propounded  to  them  by  us 
touching  tbe  transactions  of  the  compaay,  together  with  such  in- 
terrogatories, are  herewith  submitted  and  marked  A,  B  and  C, 
respectively. 

We  also  addressed  a  note  to  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board,  calling  on  them  jointly  to  report  to  as,  at  as  early  an  hour 
as  practicable,  certain  facts  in  relation  to  the  estimates  and  actual 
c6st  of  construction  of  each  particular  section  of  said  road,  and 
in  relation  to  other  matters  connected  with  the  same,  requesting 
them  at  the  same  time  to  verify  such  report  by  ajidavit:  which 
note  and  report  are  herewith  submitted,  and  marked  D  and  E, 
respectively. 

Also,  we  addressed  one  other  note  to  the  engineer,  calling  on 
him  for  certain  facts  in  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  said  road 
has  been  confitructed,  generally;  requiring  him  also  to  verify  his 
report  as  to  such  facts  by  affidavit:  which  note  and  report  are 
herewith  submitted  and  marked  Fand  G  respectively. 

These  are  the  only  officers  and  agents  whom  we  have  exam- 
ined on  oath — owing  to  the  fact,  that  most  or  all  the  other  offi- 
cers and  agents  of  said  company  resided,  as  we  learned,  at  other 
and  various  points,  scattered  along  the  whole  line  of  the  road, 
embracing  a  distance  of  fifty  miles,  or  nearly.  The  attempt  to 
examine  these  would  necessarily  have  protracted  the  investiga- 
tion to  great  length,  and  added  greatly  to  the  expense  of  the  same; 
which  we  felt  great  reluctance  to  do  without  further  instructions 
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on  the  subject;  and  besides,  the  sudden  illness  of  our  family  at 
the  tinoc  we  closed  the  er^imination,  required  our  iainiediate 
presence  at  home — and  but  for  which  we  should  have  proceeded 
still  further  to  etamlne, oti*  oa'A,  some  few  of  the  contractors  and 
other  individuals  who  have  held  claims  against  the  comparty, 
touching  the  manner  in  which  those  clnims  have  been  cancelled 
or  p?»id,  and  whetl^erthe  tomf)any  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents 
have  been  employed  Or  engaged  in  discounting  or  purchas^ing 
such  claims  at  a  rate  of  discount  excelsding  the  rate  of  legal  in- 
terest. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  liowever,  from  the  array  of  facts  which 
we  are  about  to  lay  before  yo.u,  that  you  will  feel  it  to  be  )'our 
imperious  doty  to  withhold  a}!  further  appropriations  or  instal- 
ments to  the  saki  company  untir  the  meeting  of  the  aext  General 
Assembly,  when  it  is  presunned  you  will  eall  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  subject. 

jft  will  be  seen  that  a  most  extraordinary  and  important  state 
of  facts  are  disclosed  by  the  testimony  of  the  officers  and  s^gents 
of  the  company  themselves,  so  far  as  the  same  has  been  taken; 
and  such  a  state  of  facts  too,  as  reflects  very  little  credit  upon 
those  officers  and  agents  by  whom  the  operations  of  the  compa- 
ny have  been  directed  and  controled. 

We  were  instructed  to  examine^ 

"  Ist.  Whether  contracts  for  the  ctmHtuction  of  said  road^  have, 
w  all  cases^  been  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  P^^ 

In  answer  to  this  inquiry,  it  is  thought  proper  to  state  in  the 
outset,  the  fact,  which  has  been  ascertained^  to.  wit,  that  written 
contracts  have  been  entered  into  by  the  company  or  its  proper 
officers,  with  the  contractors,  for  clearing,  grubbing,  bridging,  gra- 
ding and  culverting  the  said  road,  to  only  a  limited  extent^  and 
that  no  written  conirac^,  whatever^  has  been  entered  into  with 
any  one  of  the  contractors  for  the  McAdamizing  said  road;  and 
for  the  alledged  reason,  that  contractors  preferred  to  work  undw* 
the  specifications  oi  the  board  and  their  own  bids,  as  will  be 
seen  by  a  reference  to  the  depositions  already  referred  to. 

AH  the  bids,  at  least  so  far  as  known  to  the  president,  secretary, 
and  engineer,  ns  they  stated,  were  placed  in  our  hands,  but  there 
was  nothing  generally  to  designate  which  of  tliem  had  been  ac- 
cepted, and  upon  which  contracts  or  jobs  had  been  awarded, 
except  the  written  contracts  entered  into  to  the  limite«l  extent 
already  mentioned— consequently  the  ageixt  had  to  rely  princi- 
pally upon  the  verbal  statements  of  officers  of  the  company  and 
board,  to  ascertain  these  faets;  nor  was  the  bid  itself,  when  so 
ascertained  to  be  that  which  was  accepted,  and  upon  which  the 
job  or  contract  was  awarded,  conclusive  evidence  of  the  terms  of 
the  contract  enstiog,  or  supposed  to  exists  between  tlMeompany 
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and  such  contractor,  and  for  the  reason  that  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract often  varied  materially  from,  thos^  of  the  bid  itself,  as  the 
agent  was  duly  advised  on  proper  inquiry. 

For  instance,  one  individuol  wodkl  submit  a  bid,  embracing 
propositions  in  some  cases,  for  some  six  or  eight  sections^  or 
more,  upon  which  contracts  would  be  awarded  for  no  more, 
perhaps,  than  some  two  or  three  sections;  and  yet  there  waa 
nothing,  generally,  in  or  upon  the  bid  or  paper  containing  these 
propositions  to  indicate  which  were  accepted  and  which  were 
not,  or  whether,  all  had  been  accepted  or  all  rejected.  And 
there  being  no  record  or  other  tangible  evidence  in  regard  to  the 
fate  or  disposition  made  of  the  several  bids,  other  than  the  bid 
itself,  of  course  nothing  further  could  be  ascertained  from  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  company  in  regard  to  them,  than  the 
simple  fact  that  such  propositions  or  bids  had  been  submitted  to 
the  company. 

Again;  by  the  terms  of  one  bid,  it  would  be  proposed  to 
McAdamize  certain  sections  for  a  certain  price,  including  sucb 
repairs  of  the  grade  as  might  be  nectsmry  to  put  the  same  in  a 
suitable  condition  to  receive  the  metal — while,  by  the  terms  of 
another  bid;  it  would  be  proposed  to  construct  the  same  sections 
for  a  less  sum  perhaps;  the  company  preparing  the  said  grade  for 
the  metal  at  its  own  expense*  This  made  it  utterly  impossible 
to  determine  which  was  in  fact  the  lowest  bid  of  the  two,  with- 
out a  knowledge  as  to  what  would  be  the  necessary  cost  of  such 
repairs;  nor  had  we  any  means  of  ascertaining  such  cost. 

The  specifications  of  the  board  for  letting  thq  McAdamizing^ 
required  all  the  bids  that  should  be  submitted  for  the  same,  to  in- 
clude the  necessary  repairs  of  the  grade,  except  in  cases  where 
the  excavations  and  embankments  had  been  greatly  injured; 
and  yet  we  find  the  directors  themselves,  or  some  of  them,  at 
least,  submitting  propositions  of  a  different  character;  the  very 
men  who  required  all  others  (o  include  in  their  bids  for  the 
McAdamiztng,  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  grade  upon  which  the 
stone  was  to  be  placed,  except  as  before  stated. 

In  all  suchf  and  indeed  in  most  cases,  we  couid  find  nothing  in 
a  proper  state  to  show  fully  or  generally  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions on  which  the  different  cx)ntractors  were  doing  their  respec- 
tive jobs.  The  books  and  papers  of  the  company  do  not  show 
such  facts,  nor  do  they  furnish  the  data  from  which  alone,  and 
without  other  and  additional  information  aiid  explanation,  these 
facts  can  be  ascertained.  At  all  events,  books  and  papers  show- 
ing these  facts  or  furnishing  such  data  were  not  placed  in  our 
hands,  nor  were  tbey  alledged  or  supposed  to  exist. 

Whether  any  director  or  other  contractor  has  been*  or  is  to  be, 
in  iacty  paid  (or  preparing  the  grade  for  the  metal,  in  addition  t^ 
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the  sura  which  he  was  entitled  to  receive  for  the  McAdamizing, 
we  were  unable  satbfactorily  to  determine,  and  for  reasons  that 
will  be  obvious  from  the  foregoing  statements.  Indeed  the  offi- 
cers themselves  appeared  to  be  ignorant  of  the  fact;  but  stated 
that  so  fur  as  they  kriew^  no  such  additional  allowance  either  had 
been  or  was  to  be  made. 

Under  these  singular  and  very,  extraordinary  eircumstances, 
our  only  course  seemed  to  be  to  ahandoaaltogether  that  part  of 
our  investigation  contemplated  by  the  first  inquiry  in  your  letter 
of  instructions,  or  to  apply  to  the  officers  of  the  company  or 
board  for  this  information  which  thei^  books  and  papers  did  net 
furnish.  We  accordingly  made  the  application  to  the  president 
of  the  board  of  directors,  who,  in  turn,  often  found  it  necessary 
to  apply  to  the  secretary,  and  he  to  the  engineer,  for  the  same  in- 
formation. This  made  it  a  very  tedious  process  to  get  at  the 
,  simple  state  of  facts,  and  consumed  so  great  an  amount  of  time* 
that  we  did  not  think  it  advisable,  without  further  instructious 
on  the  subject,  to  attempt  to  ascertain /v/Zy  the  extent  to  which 
contracts  may  have  been  let  to  others  than  the  lowest  responsi- 
ble bidders.  That  they  have  been  so  let  in  6on>e  cases,  we  shall 
presently  proceed  to  show. 

We  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
the  examination  of  these  bids,  concerning  which  nothing  definite 
could  be  ascertained  from  the  books  and  papers  of  the  company, 
further  than  has  already  been  stated,  believing,  as  we  did,  that 
it  would  be  better  to  require  the  officers  of  the  company  to  make 
out,  and  submit  to  your  department,  an  exhibit  or  statenient, 
showing  fully  and  in  every  particular  the  precise  terms  of  each 
and  every  bid  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  company  or  board 
of  directors  for  jobs  or  contracts  for  constructing  said  road;  also 
showing  the  precise  terms  of  each  and  every  contract  entered 
into  by  the  board  of  directors,.or  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  com- 
pany, or  of  the  board,  for  the  construction  of  said  road  or  any 
part  thereof;  and  also  showing  the  aggregate  cost  of  constructing 
each  particular  section  of  said  road,  upon  the  terms  of  each  bid 
or  proposition  for  constructing  the  same,  with  a  designation  of 
the  respective  bids  upon  which  contracts  were  finally  awarded. 

Such  exhibit  or  statement  would  furnish  the  necessary  data^ 
from  which  it  could  readily  be  made  to  appear  in  what  instan- 
ces contracts  have  been  let  to  others  than  the  lowest  bidders 
whose' responsibility  might  easily  be  ascertained  from  their  wor- 
thy and  intelligent  neighbors.  It  would  also  appear  from  such 
statement  or  exhibit,  whether  any  director  or  other  contractor 
has  beeriy  or  is  to  be,  allowed  or  paid  for  fitting  the  grade  for  the 
reception  of  the  metal,  in  violation  of  the  conditions  upon  which 
contracts  were  authorized  to  be  let  or  entered  into. 
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Before  giving  the  result  of  our  examination  of  these  bids^  (so 
far  as  such  examination  has  been  had.)  we  deem  it  important  to 
state,  that  the  bids  \v\  ich  were  submitted  for  the  clearing,  grub- 
bing, bridging,  grading  and  culvertmg  said  rond,  do  not  show  what 
willbe  the  aggregate  cost  upon  the  terms  of  the  bid,  for  construct- 
ing each  section  or  any  section,  nor  do  they  furnish  the  data 
from  which  the  same  may  be  ascertaii^ed* 

^uch  bids  specify  the  rate  per  rod,  simply,  at  which  the  ctear- 
ing,  grubbing  and  grading  will  be  done;  the  mie  per  yard  at 
which  embankments  and  excavations  will  be' made;  the  rdtejfer 
foot  at  which  bridges  wiH  be  built,  &c.,  without  showing  or  in 
any  way  indicating  the  amount  of  clearing  and  grubbing  to  be 
done,  or  that  of  bridging,  culverting,  embankment  or  excavation, 
&c,  all  of  which  items  of  labor  wfere  included  in  every  contract 
under  their  several  heads,  and  embraced  and  bid  for  separately 
ia  every  proposition  for  such  contract  or  jobs. 
-  Without  some  knowledge  as  to  the  probable  amount  of  each 
description  of  labor,  which  it  thus  appears  was  uniformly  and  in- 
variably embraced  in  a  single  contract  for  the  grsrding,  &c.,  it 
was  impossible,  as  will  he  seen,  to  arrivfe  generally  at  any  defi- 
nite and  satisfactory  information  as  to  which  were  in  fact  the 
lowest  bids.  We  could  obtain  no  such  knowledge,  and  of  course 
could  arrive  at  no  such  definite  and  satisfactory  information. 
We  th<3refore  abandoned  the  attempt  at  A  full  examination  of  all 
these  bids. 

We  had  indeed  snpposed  that  such  probable  ahiount  of  each 
description  of  labor  to  be  done  on  each  section,  was  in  fact,  th^ 
foundation  of  the  engineer's  own  estimates  of  the  probable  cost 
of  constructing  said  road ! 

We  discover,  in  comparing  the  several  bids  for  the  same  job  or 
contract,  that  almost  invariably,  any  one  bid  is  higher  in  its  terms 
on  tome  of  the  items  of  labor,  and  yet  lower  on  others^  than  is 
found  in  another -bid,  no  one  bid  being,  to  our  recollection,  as  far 
H9  we  examined  them,  either  higher  or  lower,  on  all  the  items  of 
labor,  than  was  found  in  any  other  bid  for  the  same  section.  Con- 
sequently, it  became  not  only  necessary,  but  absolutely  indispen- 
sible,  that  we  should  know  something  near  the  amount  of  each 
description  of  work  or  labor  to  be  erhbraced  in  each  bid  and  con- 
tract, under  the  several  separate  heads,  in  order  to  determine 
which  was,  on  the  whole,  the  lowest  bid  in  fact. 

If  these  several  descriptions  of  labor  wereall  equaj  respective- 
ly to  each  other,  in  their  several  amounts,  as  reckoned  by  the  cost 
of  construction,  there  would  have  been  no  difficulty  in  the  case — 
but  such  was  not  the  fact.  Por  instance,  on  some  sections  there 
would  be  very  little  clearing  or  grubbing  to  be  done,  and  on  oth- 
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ers,  perhaps,  none  at  all^and,  coosequently,  the  terms  of  the  bid, 
whether  high  or  low,  as  regards  these  items,  could  not  very  mate- 
rially aflect  the  aggregate  or  totalcost  of  suchseclion;  whereas, 
a  slight  increase  or  diminution  on  the  excavations  and  embank- 
mentS)  these  items  or  beads  embracing  the  4)rincipal  amount  o/ 
labor  on  such  fiectiooy  ^ould  v^ry  materially  ^ffect  such  aggre- 
gate cost. 

On  many,  and  probably  on  most  of  the  sections,  there  were 
neither  bridges  or  emb^knkments  to  be  constructed,  and  yet  the 
bids  for  such  sections,  as  well  as  for.pthers,  contained  propositions' 
for  constructing  bridges  and  raising  embankment^,  which  bijs  or 
propositions,  be  the  same  ever  so  high  or  low  on  these  items, 
coald  uot  possibly  eiTect  the  total  cost  of  such  section,  in  apy 
manner  whatever,  and  for  the  simple  reaspn,  that  t^here  was  no 
such  labor  to  be  perforn^ed  on  such  section,  and  of  course  such 
items  in  the  bidmu€t  properly  be  totally  disr^gandttd,  in  deter- 
mining which  one  waft  in  fact,  on  the  whole,  or  in  the  aggregate, 
the  lowest,  and  least  expensive  to  the  company. 

We  might  continue  the  illustration  further,  but  the  foregoing 
is  thought  sufficient  to  show  the  utter  impracticability  of  deter- 
mining in  any  general  and  satisfactory  manner  from  these  bids 
alone,  (the  only  data  furnished  us  on  the  subject)  which  were  in 
fact  the  lowest  bids  suibmitted  for  the  several  jobs  and  contracts* 

The  engineer,  h9wever,  presented  us  a  table  containing  the 
aggregate  cost  of  each  of  the  several  sections,  as  estimated  upon 
the  terms  of  a  limited  number  of  the  bids,  (as  stated  to  u^  and 
from  which  it  appeared  by  the  explanation  of  the  engineer,  that 
three  of  such  sections  had  been  let  to  others  than  the  several 
lowest  responsible  bidders,  to  wit,  section  No.  20,  at  $933 — low- 
eat  bid  $863 — excess  over  lowest  bid  $70.  Section  No.  21,  let 
at  $a6l — lowest  bid  $813— excess  over  lowest  bid  $48.  Sec- 
tion No.  33,  let  at  $  1  ^95 — lowest  bid  $  1 384— excess  over  lowest 
bid|21]. 

Ttee  reason  assigned  for  letting  these  sections  as  above,  was 
not,  we  think,  in  either  case,  that  the  lowest  bidder  was  irrespon- 
sible, but  that  such  bidder  was  thought  to  have  already  contracted 
for  as  many  sections,  without  the  above,  ^s  he  could  complete  in 
due  season. 

With  these  renuirks  we  pass  from  the  bids  for  the  grading^  iirc^ 
to  those  for  the  McAdamizing  said  road. 

It  appears  from  a  certain  bid,  found  among  others  submitted 
tons,  that  Meisrs.  John  and  Christopher  Kinsey,  on. the  22d  day 
of  October^  ltt88,  proposed  to  McAdamize  sections  No.  23  and 
24,#estof,  and  adjoining,  the  town  of  Wilmington,  on  the  fol- 
lowing  terms*  tp  wit:  section  No.  23,  for  the  sum  of  $  12  per  rod, 
and  section  N04  24,  fpr  the  sum  of  $  1 2  50  per  ro(j[. 
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It  however  appears,  from  the  deposition  of  Samuel  H.  Hale, 
the  President  of  said  Boiard  of  Directors,  that  these  two  sections 
were  awarded  to  Eli  Hale,  a  Director,  and  brother,  to  the  said 
Samuel  H.  Hale,  at  ^(15  90  per  rod,  and  that  the  said  Eli  Hale 
afterwards  transferred  the  contract  for  the  same,  to  the  said 
Samuel  H.  Hale,  by  whom  the  same  has  been  executed,  so  far 
as  progressed  with. 

It  appears  thai  each  section  was  intended  to  embrace  the  dis- 
tance of  one  mile,  or  as  nearly  ad  natural  circumsttinces  would 
render  convenient,  but  in  some  cases  exceeding  thid  a  little,  and 
in  others  falling  a  little  short  of  it.  Reckoning  the  distance, 
however,  at  one  mile,  or  330  rods  to  the  section,  would  give  a 
total  of  640  rods  for  these  two  sections,  which,  inultiphed  by 
$12  25,  (the  a\'eraj(e  price  per  rod  bid  by  the  Kinseys)  gives  a 
total  cost  of  $7,840  for  the  M cAdamigjng  these  two  sections^ 
while  the  same,  as  let  to  f!li  Hale,  and  executed  by  Samuel  H* 
Hale,  as  aforesaid,  will  cost  thfe  company  the  sum  of  $»0,176,  (as- 
will  be  seen  by  multiplying  the  said  640  rods  by  $15  90,  the  rate 
per  rod  at  which  the  same  was  let  to  Eli  Hale)  being  an  excess  over 
the  proposition  or  bid  siAmitted  by  the  Messrs*  Kinsey, of  $%ZS&. 

These  bids,  however,  and  the  letting  to  Eli  Hale,  were  based 
upon  the  specifications  of  the  board,  which  required  but  six 
perches  of  stone,  of  25  cubic  feet  each,  to  the  rod,  and  which, 
as  it  appears,  has  since  been  increased  to  7#  perches  to  the  rod, 
at  the  same  rate;  that  is  the  cost  of  M c  Adamizing  will  be  increas- 
ed in  the  same  proportion  as  the  quantity  of  metal.  The  quati* 
tity  of  metal  is  increased  by  adding  to  it  one  fourth  part  the 
quantity  required  in  the  first  instance,  and,  consequently,  the 
total  cost  per  rod  for  McAdamizing  will  be  found  by  adding  to 
the  bids,  as  originally  submitted,  a  sum  equal  to  one  fourth  part 
the  sum  there  specified,  and  which  will  increase  the  Messrs* 
Kinsey's  bid  to  the  sum  of  f  15  3M  per  rod,  and  that  of  Eli  or 
Samuel  H.  Hale  to  the  sum  of  19  87i  per  rod.  At  these  latter 
rates  the  cost  of  constructing  these  two  sections  would  be  ag  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  on  the  terms  of  Messrs*  Kinsey's  proposition, 
$9,800;  on  the  terms  of  Eli  or  Samuel  H.  Hale's  proposition, 
Jl2,7'iO;  showing  an  excess,  as  actually  let  to  Ell  or  Samuel  H. 
Hale,  over  the  Messrs,  Kinsey's  proposition,  of  $2,920. 

But  this  is  not  all.  It  appears  from  the  report  made  to  your 
agent,  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  already  refer- 
red to,  as  marked  E,  that  Eli  or  Samuel  H*  Ha\^  has  received 
orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the  company  for  woik  done  en  these 
two  sections  (Nos.  23  &  24)  to  the  amount  of  $14,000,  all  of 
which  has  been  paid,  except  about  $460.  The  work,  or  job^  is 
not  yet  completed,  or  the  contract  received  ofFofhiabands,  end 
yet  he  has  already  been  paid  $  1 ,260  more,  as  it  appears^  than  bis 
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contract  will  entitle  him  to  when  the  same  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  received  off  his  hands.  Alt  this  appears  from  ^e 
facts  elicited  by  the  said  Samuel  H.  Hale's  own  deposition  and 
affidavit,  and  those  of  the  secretary  and  engineer,  A.  E.  Strickle 
and  William  D.  Tong. 

It  is  supposed,  however,  that  the  am6unt  paid  Samuel  H.  Hale 
for  McAdamizing  Main  Street^  in  Wilmington,  has  been  included 
in  the  amount  as  above  stated,  as  having  been  paid  for  sections 
Nos.  23  and  24,  inasmuch  as  there  does  not  appear  to  be  anjr 
statement  whatever  as  to  the  amount  paid  for  Ale Adamizing  said 
Main  Street. 

If  this  supposition  be  correct,  it  will  show  that  Samuel  H.  Hale 
has  not,  in  fact,  been  paid  already  more  than  his  contract  will  enti- 
tle him  to  when  completed,  but,  in  fact,  some  f  300  less  than  said 
contract  will  entitle  him  to  when  the  same  shall  have  been  full/ 
completed  and  received  off  his  hands. 

In  relation  to  the  responsibility  of  the  said  Kinseys,  we  were 
told  by  the  said  Samuel  H.  Hale,  that  they  were  now  broken  up 
and  irresponsible.  Broken  up,  too,  by  the  means  of  the  contracts 
they  have  taken  on  said  road.  This,  however,  be  the  fact  as  it 
may,  cannot  now  be  pleaded  in  justification  of  the  act  refusing 
them  the  contract  for  sections  Nos.  33  and  34,  and  letting  the 
same  to  Eli  Hale  on  terms  extravagantly  high,  compared  with 
those  of  the  Messrs.  Kinsey's  bid,  and  for  the  best  and  strongest 
possible  reason,  to  wit:  the  fact,  that  the  said  Kinseys  were  con- 
sidered, by  the  board  of  directors  themselves,  as  good  and  respon- 
Mble  bidders. 

We  find  this  evidence  among  the  proceedings  of  the  board 
itself,  in  book  No.  I,  and  page  66,  where  it  will  be  found  that 
said  board  express  their  confidence  as  to  the  responsiMiiy  of  these 
men,  together  with  one  Samuel  January,  and  that  they  then  and 
there,  it  being  on  the  26th  day  of  July,  1639,  proceeded  to  con- 
tract with  them  for  the  McAdamizing  of  sections  Nos.  1  and  % 
east  of,  and  adjoining  the  town  of  Wilmington.  We  think  this  is 
conclusive  on  the  subject  of  the  Messrs.  Kinseys'  responsibility,  at 
or  about  the  time  their  bid  was  submitted  for  said  sections,  Nos. 
n  and  24;  at  all  events,  we  think  that  members  of  said  board 
should  be  the  very  last  to  raise  the  issue  as  to  their  responsitHlity, 
with  these  facts  spread  upon  the  record  of  their  proceedings. 

The  board  contracted  with  said  Kinseys,  and  Samuel  January^ 
io  McAdamize  sections  Nos  I  and  2,  adjoining  Wilmington  oe 
tbe  east,  as  follows,  to  wit;  section  No.  l,at  f  14  per  rod,  and 
section  No.  2,  at  f  16  50  per  rod,  being  an  average  of  $\b  25 
per  rod  for  these  two  sections,  and  for  7*  perches  of  stone  to  th« 
rod. 
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The  same  quantity  was  required  ia  the  aforesaid  letting  to  EU^ 
or  to  Samuel  H*  Hale,  after  the  same  had  been  increased  from 
six  to  7i  perches  to  th^  rod» 

While  the  average  price  for  the  said  two  sections  east  of,  and 
adjoining,  Wilmington,  is  but  $15  25  per  rod,  that  for  the  said 
two  sections  west  o^  and  adjoining,  Wilqfiington,  is  found  by.  ad- 
ding one  fourth  part  of  the  f  15  90  (this  being  the  original  letting 
at  six  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,)  to  itself,  to  be  $19  871  per 
rod, — and  making  an  excess  in  the  cost  of  McAdamizing  the  said 
two  sections  west  of,  and  adjoining,  Wilmington,  as  let  to  Eli,  or 
to  Samuel  H.  Hale,  over  the  cost  of  said  two  sections  east  of^ 
and  adjoining)  Wilmington,  as  the  same  were  let  to  the  said  Kin- 
seys  and  Samuel  January,  of  t4  564  per  rod,  and  a  total  excess 
on  the  whole  job  of  $2,920  dollars. 

Nor  was  it,  from  the  best  infornuition  we  could  obtain  from 
disinterested  citizens,  worth  any  more  to  McAdamize  the  said 
sections  west  of,  and  adjoining  Wilmington,  than  the  said  sections 
east  of,  and  adjoining,  said  town. — ^ladeed,  we  were  informed 
that,  of  the  two,  it  was  worth  the  more  to  McAdamhse  the  last 
mentioned  said  two  sections.  Consequently,  this  must  be  a  very 
extraordinary  case  of  partiality  in  favor  of  director  contractors. 
A  partiality  of,  at  least,! 2,920,  this  being  the  excess  paid  toEli, 
or  to  Samuel  H.  Hale,  both  of  whom  are  directors,  over  the 
amount  paid  to  the  Messrs*  Kinsey  and  Samuel  January,  no  one 
of  whom  is  a  director. 

We  are  unable  to  state  the  estimated  cost  of  McAdamizing  said 
two  sections  east  of  Wilmington,  as  the  said  officers  to  whom  we 
addressed  our  note,  calline  for  such  information,  appear  to  have 
neglected,  or  omitted,  to  furnish  us  with  such  estimates  in  these 
particular  instances* 

We  find  that  contracts,  amounting  in  the  aggregate,  as  esti- 
mated by  the  engineer,  to  some  $70,471,  have  been  let  to  di- 
rectors and  other  officers  of  the  company,  at  rates  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  the  estimates  for  the  same  by  the  engineer,  m  the 
sum  of  some  $21,386;  whereas  the  contracts  for  the  balance  of 
the  roatd,  amounting  to  a  much  greater  aggregate  sum,  as  estima- 
ted by  the  engineer,  have  been  let  at  rates  exceeding  bui  liule^  in 
the  aggregate,  the  estimates  for  the  same  by  the  engineer. 

If  the  lettings  were  duly  and  seasonably  made  known,  and 
pjoperly  conducted  at  the  time,  we  cannot  understand  why  or 
hm  it  to  should  have  happened  that  the  terms  of  the  bids  and 
propositions  which  were  submitted  for  the  sections  which  were 
afterwards  awarded  to  directors  and  other  officers  of  the  said 
company,  should  not  be  as  low,  in  some  instances  at  least,  com- 

Eared  with  the  estimates  of  the  engineer,  as  the  terms  of  the 
ids  and  propositions  whidi  were  submitted  for  the  secticms. 
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which  were  awarded  to  the  other  contractors;  and  still  less  are 
we  able  to  see  why  or  how  there  should  be  so  great  a  disparity 
and  inequnlity  in  the  tertns  of  such  bids  and  propositions;  and 
especially,  if  those  estimates  by  the  engineer  were  rpade  in  good 
faith,  and  made  comparatively  in  regard  to  the  different  sections, 
with  ordinary  skill  and  judgment 

Such,  however,  are  not  the  facts,  as  it  appears — for,  in  that 
case,  the  sections  which  were  let  to  directors  and  other  officers 
of  the  company,  could  not  have  been  let  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  for  each  or  for  any  one  of  such  sections — unless,  indeed, 
it  so  should  have  happened,  that  all  such  lowest  bidders  were 
irresponsible  men,  which  is  not  alledged — ^nor  can  such  reason- 
ably  besupposed  to  have  been  the  fact  in  relation  to  the  terms  of 
the  bids  and  propositions  which  were  submitted  for  these  sections 
which  were  let  to  directors  and  other  officers  of  the  company — 
while  such  is  not  the  fact,  or  alledged  to  have  been  the  fact,  in 
relation  to  the  terms  of  the  bids  and  propositions  which  were 
submitted  for  the  sections  which  were  afterwards  awarded  to 
other  contractors  or  bidders. 

Representations  were  made  to  us  by  respectable  citizens  of 
Wilmington,  that  many  of  the  lettings  had  been  urged  forward 
ia  too  great  haste,  not  giving  time  to  some  who  were  anxious  to 
take  jobs,  to  inform  themselves  sufficiently  as  to  the  terms  they 
could  safely  propose  or  bid;  and  especially,  that  such  was  be- 
lieved to  have  oeen  the  case  in  regard  to  the  lettings  of  the 
grading,  &c.  between  Wilmington  and  Washington. 

It  was  in  fact  alledged  that  many  had  been  designedly  induced, 
through  the  representations  of  the  engineer,  to  bid  much  higher 
for  jobs  of  grading,  &c.  between  Wilmington  and  Washington, 
than  the  bids  which  should  bf  submitted  by  the  friends  of  the 
engineer  and  secretary — and  by  which  means  tlie  latter  secured 
the  jobs  and  the  former  lost  them.  We  were  indeed  informed 
by  one  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  directors,  (who  has 
never  been  a  contractor  for  anv  job  on  said  road,  and  who  was 
a  member  of  the  said  board  at  the  time  of  the  lettings  referred  to,) 
that  he  arrived  in  town  (having  been  absent  fr6m  home  some 
days  or  weeks  previously)  on  the  very  day  of  such  lettings,  and 
before  the  same  were  executed,  and  on  learning  that  various  in- 
dividuals, for  the  foregoing  reasons,  were  anxious  to  get  a  short 
postponement  of  the  aforesaid  lettings — that  he  made  in  great 
GMiste  to  the  place  where  the  board  were  in  session,  when  he  sub* 
mitted  a  motion  to  that  effect,  and  used  all  elBfort  to  get  the  said 
lettings  deferred  or  postponed  to  another,  but  not  very  distant  day, 
and  stating  the  foregoing  as  his  reasons  for  such  postponement, 
which,  however,  failed,  being  voted  down  by  a  majority  of  the 
board,  who  were  themselves  contifactors. 
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We  made  no  aWcftnpt  to  examine  into  these  chargfs  nnd  alkgO' 
tions^  and  for  reasons  stated  in  the  commencement  of  our  report. 

It  will  be  seen,  however,  by  the  depositions  of  the  engineer 
and  of  ihe  secretary,  that  these  men  vrere  interested,  or  became 
so,  in  most,  or  much  the  greaier  number  and  amount  of  the  con- 
tracts, or  of  the  said  leliings  between  Wilmington  and  Wash* 
ing'on — and  many  of  which  contracts  were  mb-kt  at  grert  profits 
to  the  Jtrsi  or  original  contractors,  and  as  we  shall  more  fully 
explain  under  the  succeeding  head  of  jour  instructions. 

We  again  recur  to  the  deposition  of  the  President,  in  order  to 
notice  more  fully  the  peculiar  circumstances  and  qunlificauond 
with  which  he  expresses  his  knowledge  and  belief  as  to  contracts 
having  been  in  all  cases  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

Our  interrogatory  touching  the  subject,  and  the  president's 
answer  thereto,  are  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Question  No.  2,  hy  the  Jlgent. — ^**Have  contracts  for  construct- 
ing the  Goshen,  Wilnnington  and  Columbus  Turnpike  Road,  beea 
let,  in  all  cases,  to  the  lowest  good  and  responsible  bidder;  and 
if  not,  please  to  state  all  the  instances  in  which  they  have  not 
been  so  letf* 

AnsxDer  by  the  President  to  question  Ab.  2  by  ihe  Agent. — ^"It 
was  my  understanding  at  the  letting  of  work,  that  the  best  good 
and  responsible  bidders  would  be  preferred,  provided  theirbids 
were  not  unreasonably  high,  or  made  for  more  work  than  the 
bidder  could  well  attend  to;  and  I  think  they  were  so  let,  but  as 
president  and  director,  I  was  measurably  governed  in  letting  by 
the  calculation  of  the  several  items  of  work  added  up  and  com- 
pared by  the  engineer  and  others,  who  more  particularly  attend- 
ed to  that  on  the  days  of  letting.  There  nwy  have  been,  and 
probably  were  some  job«  let  to  dihers  thuii  the  lowest  i^idders, 
from  the  hresponsibility  of,  or  some  other  reasonable  objection  to 
a  lower  bidder.  I  am  at  this  time  unable  to  give  the  instances 
particularly,  nor  can  I  now  do  so  without  reference  to  the  bids^ 
and  again  calculating  and  comparing  them,  which  would  take  a 
tedious  time;  but  as  they  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  company, 
reference  can  be  had  to  them  by  the  agent." 

We  have  already  explained,  measurably,  the  character  and 
condition  of  the  bids  here  referred  to,  and  the  ntter  impractica- 
bility of  ascertaining  from  them  alone,  the  information  sought 
through  the  above  inquiry  or  interrogatory;  and  we  regard  the 
above  answer  by  the  president  to  such  interrogatory  as  evasive 
in  its  character,  ard  as  evincing  a  determination  not  to  meet  the 
question  directly,  and  answer  the  same  fully  and  fairly. 

He  tells  us  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  best  good  and 
responsible  bidders  would  be  preferred,  provided  their  bids  were 
not  unreasonably  high,  dec,  and  that  he  thinks  the  contracts 
have  been  so  let. 
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Here  seems  to  be,  or  to  have  been^  a  distinctioii  made  be« 
tween  good  and  responsible  bidders,  and  the  best  good  and  rea* 
p9nsible  bidders.  It  would  appear  in  fact,  that  it  was  the  under- 
standing  that  contracts  should  be  awarded  to  these  best  good  and 
tesponsible  bidders,  in:  case  their  bids  were  not  thought  unreason- 
ably, h^h,  in  prererence  to  good  and  responsible  bidders,  whose 
propositions  might  be  greatly  lower  in  fact;  and  that  the  presi- 
dent thinks  that  they  have  been  so  let.  The  president  further 
tells  us,  that  ^Hhere  may  have  been,  and  probably  were  some  jobd 
let  to  others  than  the  lowest  bidders,  from  the  irresponsibility  of^ 
or  some  other  reasonable  okjectUat  to  a  lower  bidder. '^'^ 

He  does  not  say  that  there  may  have  been,  or  probably  were 
some  jobs  let  to  others  than  the  lowest  goo^  and  responsible  bid« 
dersy  although,  as  we  have  shown,  it  would  appear  that  it  was 
the  understanding  that  contracts  should  be  awarded  to  the  best 
good  and  responi^le  indders,  in  case  their  bids  were  not  thought 
unreasonably  h^h,  in  preference  to  good  and  responsible  bidders^ 
wliose  prt>posttions  or  bids  might  be  greatly  lower  in  fact;  and 
that  the  president  thinks  they  have  been  so  Jet« 

By  what  standard  or  criterion  it  was  to  be  ascertained  or  de- 
termined which  of  the  good  and  responsible  bidders  were  in  fact 
the  best  good  and  responsible  bidders,  we  are  not  informed.  We 
might  conjeature  variously, — such  as  oneself,  blood  relation,  Xh% 
fact  whether  such  bidder  was  or  was  not  a  director  or  officer  of 
said  company,  dtc. 

Nor  are  we  informed  by  the  president  the  nature  or  character 
•f  tbe  ^samB  other  reasonable  (Ejections  to  a  lower  bidder^  than  that 
of  hta  goodness  aad  responsUnlity^  or  irresponsibility.  Such  inform* 
ation  is  deemed  very  important,  as  men  situated  and  interested 
as  were  these  directors,  who  became  themselves  contractors  to  a 
-  very  large  amount,  might  think  that  a  reasonable  objection 
which  every  other  one,  not  thus  situated  or  interested,  would  re- 
gard as  altogether  unreasonable  and  ewtraordinaty. 

In  eonchiston  of  this  subject,  as  to  the  manner  and  terms  oa 
which  contracts  have  been  let,  we  would  call  your  attention  to 
tbe  reasons  assigned  by  the  president,  in  his  deposition  and  an- 
swer to  cMir  1 6th  interrogatory  therein  contained,  for  letting  the 
McAdamizingW  sections  Nos.  23  and  24  at  the  time  and  on  the 
terms  the  same  are  showed  to  have  been  let*  Tbe  job  hero 
qK>ken  of  as  adjoining  Wilmington,  and  let  to  Eli  Hale^  consist* 
€«l  of  the  said  sections  Nos.  23  and  34,  and  which  were  let  as  we 
have  before  explained. 

The  president  states  that  he  nnd  some  other  directors  were  anx^* 
ieas  that  the  stoning  should  be  let,  on  tbe  day  assigned  for  lettmg 
contracts,  as  far  as  Wilmington.  Therefore^  it  does  not  appear 
from  hie  answer)  that  n  majoiity  even  of  tbe  board  were  anxious

that  these  sections  should  be  let  on  that  particular  day,  but  only 
that  the  president  and  some  other  directors  were  thus  anxioua. 

It  was  said  that  the  job  was  not  likely  to  be  let  on  said  day  of 
letting,  ^^for  want  of  such  bid  <zs  the  board  loere  willing  to  accept.^^ 
We  are  not  infonried  that  no  bids  were  made  or  tendered  for 
these  sections;  we  are  only  informed  that,  ^for  want  of  such  bid 
as  the  board  were  willing  to  accept,"  they  were  not  likely  to  be 
let  Nor  are  we  informed  as  to  what  were  the  objectiona  to  such 
bids  as  had  been  submitted  already.  We  are  not  told  that  they 
were  too  high,  or  that  the  bidders  were  considered  irresponsible. 
It  is  therefore  reasonable  to  conclude — in  fact,  we  can  reasonably 
come  at  no  other  conclusion^ — than  that  such  objections  did  not 
exist.  Had  they  existed,  such  facts  must,  in  all  probability,  hare 
been  stated  by  the  president.  The  plain  and  obvipus  reasons 
why  or  wherefore  the  board  were  not  willing  to  accept  any  such 
bid  as  had  been  offered,  not  being  given,  the  natural  and  inevita* 
ble  conclusion  is,  that  such  reasons  are  designedly  withheld  or 
concealed.  It  is  stated  that  the  bid  submitted  by  Eli  Hale  ^*was 
at  once  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  board.^  We  have  before 
shown  that  a  bid  had  been  submitted  for  this  job  by  the  Messrs* 
John  and  Christopher  Kinsey,  proposing  to  do  the  same  for  near* 
ly  $3,000  less  than  the  proposition  or  bid  of  E!i  Hale,  to  whom^ 
notwithstanding,  the  contract  was  at  once  awarded  by  a  majority 
of  the  board,  as  stated  by  the  president 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  report  submitted  to  us  by 
the  president  and  secretary,  that  in  addition  to  these  and  the  fore* 
going  facts,  section  No.  22  was  awarded  to  John  Kinsey,  in  adk 
dition  to  the  sections  Noe.  I  and  2,  east  of  Wiknington,  whicb^ 
as  before  shown,  were  awarded  to  John  Kinsey,  Christopher 
Kmsoy  and  Samuel  January,  jointly. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  said  report,  that  the  said  sec  No.  ^% 
adjoining  sec.  No.  23,  (one  of  the  sections  let  to  Bii  Hale,  and  by 
him  subsequently  transferred  to  the  president,)  was  let  at  a  rate 
which,  for  Ik  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  will  amount  to  t4,70O 
only,  for  the  whole  section;  whereas,  sectbn  No.  23  was  let  at  a 
rate  which,  for  7i  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  is  found  to  amount 
o  the  sum  of  no  less  than  $6,360,  being  an  excess  in  the  cost  of 
the  latter  over  that  of  the  former,  of  no  less  than  f  1,660.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  McAdamizing  these  two  sections  is 
precisely  equal,  as  estimated  by  the  engineer,  and  yet  the  president 
tells  us  that  the  latter,  at  this  extraordinary  rate,  of  excess,  wis 
awarded  ^'at  once"  to  Eli  Hale — ^*at  once  accepted  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  board." 

We  here  take  occasion  again  to  remark,  that  these  several 
lettings  to  the  Kioseys  must  be  regarded  as  conclusive  evidence 
that  they  were,  at  the  time  of  the  lettingSj  considered  good  and 
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responsible  bidders,  however  they  may  hare  become  Involved 
since;  and  as  proof  positive  that  sections  Nos.  23  and  24  were  not 
refused  to  thena  on  their  bid  on  the  grounds  that  they  were  not  in 
fact  considered  good  and  responsiBle  bidders;  for  c4herwise,  sec- 
tions Nos.  23  and  24  must  have  been  denied  or  refused  them,  on 
the  one  hand,  because  they  were  nqt  considered  good  and  respon- 
sible bidders,  and  the  other  sections,  No.  2S  and  Nos.  1  and  2,  east 
of  Wilmington,  awarded  to  them,  on  the  other  hand,  for  the  same 
reason;  and  which,  of  course,  will  not  be  claimed. 

With  the  irresistible  conclusion,  therefore,  from  the  foregoing 
facts  and  considerations,  that  contracts  have  not,  in  all  cases, 
been  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  we  passs  from  the  sub- 
ject of  the  lettings  to  the  second  inquiry  in  your  letter  of  instruc- 
tions, to  wit: — 

"Whether  stock  has  been  subscribed  on  condition  that  con- 
tracts should  be  let,  or  work  given  to  such  subscribers;  and  if 
such  subscribers,  or  any  others,  have  been  shown  any  partiality 
in  receiving  or  executing  work.'* 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  aforesaid  depositions,  that  it  was  the 
usual  course  pursued  in  letting  contracts,  to  require  the  con- 
tractor to  subscribe  a  certain  amount  of  stock,  to  be  paid  by  de- 
ducting such  amount  from  the  amount  of  the  contract 

It  will  also  be  seen,  that  the  president  and  secretary  think 
there  have  been  no  partialities  shown  to  such  subscribers,  or  any 
others. 

The  fiicts,  however,  as  stated  by  the  president  and  secretary, 
and  furnished  by  the  bids  themselves,  lead  us  to  a  very  different 
conclusion,  to  wit:  that  there  have  been  very  extraordinary  par^ 
tialities  shown  such  contractors. 

At  all  events,  we  think  they  furnish  the  clearest  evidence  that 
the  State,  and  other  subscribers  to  stock,  have  virtually  been  de* 
frauded  by  the  operation  to  a  large  amount. 

The  president  himself  admits  that  the  work  may  have  cost  a 
** little  higher"  in  consequence,  where  condiMonal  bids  may  havt 
been  submitted.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  what  is  here  meant 
by  a  conditional  bid.  We  suppose,  in  fact,  that  alt  the  bids  which 
were  submitted,  on  cohdition  that  a  certain  amount  of  stock 
should  be  taken,  were  conditional  bids,  whether  they  did  or  did 
not  state  the  sum  for  which  the  job  would  be  done  without  the 
stock.  '  We  find  a  great  difference  made  in  this  respect  by  those 
who  did  state  in  their  bids,  the  respective  prices  for  which  ihef 
ivould  construct  certain  sections,  both  with  stock,  and  without  it. 
And  we  infer,  too,  that  those  who  submitted  propositions  at  a 
certain  pi  ice,  with  stock,  but  no  propositions  without  stock,  did 
•o,  because  they  thought  it  unnecessary,  and  of  no  use  whatever, 
to  state  the  sum,  or  price,  for  which  they  would  do  the  work, 
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aad  take  their  pay  all  in  money,  and  without  any  stock;  and  for 
the  reason,  that  it  was  known  that  the  company,  or  hoard  of 
directors,  were  not  in  the  habit  of  letting  contracts  without  re- 
quiring the  contractor  to  ^^iake"  a  certain  amount  of  stocky 
which  was  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  con* 
tractor  for  his  job. — We  think,  therefore,  that  those  bids  which 
are  found  to  contain  propositions  for  doing  the  work,  taking  a 
certain  amount  of  stock  as  payment  in  part  for  the  same,  and 
also  propositions  for  doing  it,  taking  no  stock  in  payment,  a 
fair  criterion  by  which  to  test  those  bids  which  contain  no  pro- 
position of  the  latter  kind,  or  without  stock ;  and  that  we  are  not 
to  infer  from  the  fact  that  no  proposition  without  stock  was  sub- 
mitted at  the  same  time,  that  therefore  those  bidders  would  dp 
the  work  as  cheap,  and  take  a  large  part  of  their  pay  in  stock,  aa 
they  would  do  it,  and  take  uo  stock,  but  receive  the  money  for 
the  full  amount  of  their  contracts.  Certainly  the  directors  cannol 
object  to  these  bids,  as  showing  a  greater  difference  than  the 
generality,  for  this  would  be  admitting,  at  once,  that  th^re  had 
been  partiality  shown.  The  reasonable  presumption  is,  that  the 
rea]  difference  is  in  fact  greater,  generally,  than  in  the  bida 
which  contain  propositions  of  either  kind. 

y\fe  find,  among  others,  the  following  bid,  submitted  by  Benja- 
min Baldwin,  a  director,  to  wit: — 

^^I  will  McAdamize  section  No.  10,  at  f  12  per  rod,  and  take 
1^0  shares  of  stock;  or  at  $10  per  rod,  without  stock.'' 

On  which  bid  it  appears,  that  the  contract  was  awarded  to 
the  said  Benjamin  Baldwjin,  at  $12  00  per  rod,  he  agreeing  to 
lake  twenty  shares  of  stock. 

The  cost  of  this  section,  or  mile,  at  $12  per  rod,  will  be 
$3,840,  which,  at  $10,  the  price  without  stocky  would  have  been 
$3,-200,  that  is,  $640  less — in  other  words,  the  said  board  virtue 
ally  pay  thi^  contractor  the  sum  of  $640,  on  condition  that  he 
will  scbscribe  for  twenty  shares  of  stock.  The  said  shares  are 
$50  each — of  course  twenty  shares  arc  $1000,  from  which  stub- 
tract  the  said  $640,  and  it  will  leave  the  sum  of  $360;  this  beijog 
the  full  amount  which  the  said  Baldwin  pays,  in  reality,  for 
f  1000  of  stock.  This  sum,  too,  of  $360,  is  all  said  conn- 
pany  is  benefitted  by  the  said  subscription  of  $1000  of  stock — 
pecausc,  here  is  proof  positive,  that  $360  would  have  paid  for 
the  same  amount  of  work  which  has  been  performed  by  moans  of 
this  $1030  of  stock. 

We  think  nothing  further  need  be  stated,  to  prove  that  there 
have  been  very  great  and  extraordinary  partialities  shown  such 
subscribers  to  stock. 

It  will  be  seen,  at  a  glance,  that  the  State  has  been  defrauded, 
or  imposed  upon,  by  the  operation:  for  this  $1000  stock  tbua 
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subscribed  and  paid,  ts  reported  to  the  Auditor  of  State  as  so 
much  money  actually  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  company^ 
and  consequently  a  corresponding  sum  of  f  1,000  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  being  in  facft  $640  more  than  has  been 
actually  and  bona  fide  paid  to  the  company  in  labor  on  said 
road,  or  in  any  other  way  whatever.  Thus,  for  $360  of  indi- 
Tiduai  subscriptioDS  to  stock,  the  State  is  made  to  pay  $1000, 
being  nearly  three  to  one.  And  other,  subscribers  to  stock  are 
defrauded,  by  thus  swelling  the  aggregate  amount  of  stock,  with- 
out adding  proportionably  to  the  valuci  permanence,  and  dura- 
bility of  the  road. 

But  it  has,  no  doubt,  been  thought  a  capital  piece  of  financier* 
ing,  inasmuch  as  this  $1^000- of  sulscription,  t<^ether  with  the 
corresponding  sum  of  $1,000,  drawn  from  the  State  in  conse* 
qoence,  will  pay  more  than  one  half  the  cost  of  McAdamizing 
such  section. 

It  seems,  indeed,  that  with  a  little  more  practice,  the  ofHcers 
of  the  company  would  be  able  to  construct  the  road  without  any 
cost  whatever  to  them8elFe^  or  other  individual  subscribers  to 
slock;  nay,  that  they  would,  in  fact,  make  such  construction  a 
source  of  actual  revenue,  not  indeed  to  the  State,  but  to  them* 
selves. 

For  instance,  had  this  same  section,  No.  10,  been  let  at  $18 
per  rod,  instead  of  #12,  and  said  Baldwin  required  to  ^^take^^ 
68  shares  of  stock,  instead  of  20,  it  will  be  seen,  that  after  de** 
ducting  from  the  total  cost  of  said  section,  at  the  said  rate  of  $18 
per  rod,  the  amount  of  58  shares  of  stock,  that  the  corresponding 
amount  of  58  shares,  to  be  drawn  from  'the  State,  will  be  suf& 
cieot  iM>t  only  to  pay  off  the  contractors,  but  will  actually  leave 
a  balance  in  the  treasury,  of  $40. 

The  section  will  cost,  at  $18  p^r  rod,  for  320  rods,  the  sum  of 
4(5,760 — 58  shares  of  stock  wUI  be  #2,900 — this  sum  is  to  be  sub- 
tracted from  the  $5,760,  which  will  leave  #2,860,  still  due  the 
contractor: — there  will,  of  course,  be  drawn  from  the  State  the 
suns  of  $2,900,  which  will'  be  sufficient  to  pay  this  amount  still 
doe  the  contractor,  and  leave  a  balance  of  $40  in  the  treasury, 
as  stated. 

Will  it  be  sand,  that  in  this  case  the  contractor  would  pay,  in 
labor,  the  sum  of  $2,900,  which  is  now  invested  in  stock? 

Certainly  it  cannot,  with  any  justice;  for  it  will  be  seen,  that 
while  he  pays  so  large  an  amount  of  stock,  (as  it  is  said,)  he  yet 
mctuaily  receives  more  nrK>ney  in  addition  to  such  stock,  than  in 
the  case  which  actually  exists,  and  in  which  his  subscriptions  to 
^tock  ard  only  20  shares,  or  $14X)0.  He  would,  in  fact,  receive 
^300  only  less  in  cash  for  the  job,  than  his  proposition  to  do  it 
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without  taking  any  stock;  showing,  that  he  would  virtually  pay 
but  $300  in  labor,  for  f  2,900  subscription  to  stock;  and  show* 
ing,  that  the  State  would  be  required  to  pay,  in  this  single  in- 
stance, $2,600  more  than  the  company,  or  the  individual  sub- 
scribers to  stock. 

We  think  that  proceedings  of  this  nature  can  require  but  little 
explanation  from  us,  in  order  to  be  fully  comprehended,  and 
clearly  understood. 

It  has  ahready  been  stated,  that  John  and  Christopher  Kinsey 
proposed  to  McAdamize  sections  Nos.  23  and  24,  at  the  average 
price  of  $12,25  per  rod,  (putting  on  6  perches  of  stone  to  the 
rod,)  and  that  said  sections  were,  however,  awarded  to  £li,][orto 
Samuel  H.  Hale^  at  $15,90  per  rod,  (at  6  perches  of  stone  to  the 
rod). 

We  find,  on  examining^the  bids  of  the  Messrs.  Kinsey  and  Hale, 
that  the  former  proposed  to  take  but  15  shares  of  stock,  while 
the  latter  offered  to  take  40  shares.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  latter,  with  the  40  shares — and  from  the  foregoing  illustra- 
tion^ it  is  found  to  cost  the  company  (leaving  the  State  out  of 
consideration)  less,  to  pay  Samuel  H.  Hale  $15,90  per  rod,  he 
taking  40  shares  of  stock,  than  to  have  paid  the  Messrs.  Ejnsey 
•  12,25  per  rod,  they  taking  but  15  shares  of  stock. — That  is, 
there  would  remain  less  for  the  company  to  pay  to  Samuel  H. 
Hale,  for  McAdamizing  these  sections,  at  the  rate  theaame  were 
let,  after  deducting  from  the  total  amount  of  the  cost,  the  amount 
of  40  shares  of  stock,  and  a  like  amount  which  the  company 
would  receive  from  the  State,  than  what  is  found  would  remain 
to  be  paid  to  the  Ivlessrs.  Kinseys,  after  deducting  from  the  total 
cost,  at  the  rate  of  their  proposition,  their  15  shares  of  stock,  and 
a  like  sum  which  would  be  drawn  from  the  State-Whence,  upon 
these  grounds,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  said  board  of 
directors,  most  of  whom  became  contractors  to  a  large  amount, 
considered  Eli  or  Samuel  H.  Hale's  proposition  as  the  lowest, 
and  most  advantageous  to  the  company. 

We  have  before  stated,  that  sections  Nos.  1  and  %  east  of  and 
adjoining  Wilmington,  were  let  to  the  said  John  and  Christopher 
Kinsey,  together  with  one  Samuel  January. 

The  bid  submitted  for  each  section,  contains  two  distinct  pro- 
positions. They  propose  to  McAdamize  section  No.  1,  at  $14 
per  rod,  without  taking  any  stock;  or  at  $17  per  rod,  and  take 
SO  shares  of  stock. 

Reckoning  the  section  as  before,  at  a  distance  of  one  mile,  or 
320  rods,  would  give  a  total  cost  lor  McAdamizing  the  same,  as 
proposed  at  $14  per  rod,  without  stock,  of  $4,480,  while  it  will 
cost  $5,440,  as  let  according  to  the  terms  requiring  that  they 
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flhoald  take  30  shares  of  stock-^that  is,  the  cost  of  this  siogle 
section  is  enhanced  $9609  hy  the  requisition  to  take  30  shares  of 
stock. — In  other  words,  the  contractors  agree  to  take  $1,000  of 
their  pay  in  stock;  but  for  doing  so,  charge  $960  more  for  the 
job;  so  that  this  ^1,000  alledged  to  be  paid  in  labor,  is  in  reality 
but  $40 — $40  m  money  would  have  paid  for  all  the  labor 
which  has  been  done  for  this  $1,000  of  stock. 

In  this  case  the  cen tractor  pays  but  $40  for  30  shares  of  stock, 
while  the  State  pays  $1,000;  the  contractor  pajrs  $3  per  share, 
while  the  State  pays  $50  per  share.  At  this  rate,  for  $4,000, 
virtually  and  bona  fide  paid  in  labor  by  the  contractors,  the  com- 
pany would  draw  from  the  State  no  less  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  They  (the  board  of  directors,  or  rather  a  majority 
of  said  board,)  appear  not  to  have  regarded  the  rights  of  the  State, 
but  to  have  drawn  and  appropriated  her  funds,  with  the  freedom 
they  would  pluck  the  feathers  of  a  domestic  fowl. 

We  might  give  further  examples  of  the  extraordinary  increase 
of  coat,  in  thus  letting  jobs  on  condition  that  tbe  contractor  take 
a  certain  number  of  shares  of  stock;  but  it  is  thouffht  that  the 
foregoing  will  be  deemed  sufficient,  unless  we  could  give  all  the 
instances,  and  total  amount  of  stock  thus  subscribed,  and  which 
we  are  unable  to  do. 

We  could  not  determine,  from  the  bids,  or  other  papers  of  the 
company,  the  actual  and  total  amount  of  stock  thus  subscribed 
and  paid,  and  for  two  very  importaot  reasons,  to  wit:  first,  the 
number  of  shares,  which  some  of  the  contractors  were  thus  requi- 
red to  subscribe,  vary  from  the  number  of  shares  stated  in  their 
bids:  and  secondly,  some  of  the  bids  contain  no  proposition  or 
mention  of  taking  or  subscribing  for  stock,  on  which  bids,  how- 
ever, a  certain  number  of  shares  were  taken,  on  the  contract 
being  awarded  to  such  bidder:  all  of  which  facts  were  made 
known  to  us  by  the  aforesaid  officers,  on  proper  inquiry,  and  on 
examining  said  bids. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  President's  deposition,  that  the  books  of 
tbe  company,  as  there  stated,  show  there  to  have  been  stock 
eubscribed  in  this  manner  to  the  amount  of  $  1 7,350.  How  much 
may  have  been  thus  subscribed,  which  the  books  do  not  show, is 
not  there  stated — nor  is  it  stated  that  $17,350  covers  the  whole 
amount  of  such  subscriptions.  We  understood,  both  the  Pres- 
ident and  Secretary,  to  say  that  they  could  not  then  give  the 
precise  amount,  without  examinhfig  all  the  bids,  &c,  which  would 
iabject  the  agent  to  great  delay. 

if,  however,  $17,350  cover  tbe  total  amount  of  stock  thus  sub* 
scribed  and  paid,  and  its  average  value  be  the  same  as  that  of  the 
stock  in  the  case  last  mentioned,  to  wit,  $40  actual  value  for  $1,000 
of  audi  subscription  to  stock,  or  4  per  cent.,  then  it  will  bo  seen 
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Uiat  iht  total  valve  of  this  vrhole  amount  of  sobscnpttoas  as  m^ 
tually  paid  in  labour,  will  amount  to  the  aum  of  $690  only:  wbich, 
subtracted  from  the  said  sum  of  $17,350,  will  leave  $16,660 
which  the  State  is  thus  made  to  pay  on  hersubscriptions  to  stock* 
where  there  has,  in  fact^  been  nothing  paid  by  the  Company  or 
individual  nubscribers,  to  stock. 

But  whether  or  not  the  said  •  1 7,950  cover  the  total  anrKMint  of 
such  subscriptions  to  stock,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  bas  been 
great  partialities  shown  in  thus  letting  contracts  or  jobs. 

The  amount  or  proportion  of  slock  thus  subscribed  on  this  Sea. 
No.  ],  by  the  said  Kenaeys  &  Janaary,  as  will  be  seen,  is  eqaal 
to  about  20  per  cent,  or  one  fifth  the  compensation  for  McAd* 
amizing  said  section.  And  hence,  in  case  all  other  contractors 
have  been  reqtfired  to  subscribe  an  e^qual  or  a  corresponding  pro* 
portion  of  stook,  in  connection  with  their  contracts,  then  and  in 
that  case,  su^^.h  subscriptions  must  amount  to  the  total  aggregate 
sum  of  $4 1«866 — being  more  than  double  the  amount  as  stated  1)y 
the  Presklent  as  appearing  from  their  records  of  the  stock.  la 
which  case,if  stich  be  the  facts;dnd  the  average  value  paid  forall  thie 
stock  be  the  same  as  that  sabscribed  by  the  Kinseys,  the  StatA 
has  been  required  to  pay  more  than  $40,000  onhersubscripti«iiia 
to  stock,  where  there  has  been  virtually  nothing  paid  by  such  ia» 
dividual  subscribers  to  stock. 

And  if  such  be  not  the  fact,  as  to  the  amouat  of  stock  thus  sob- 
scribed,  then  there  most  have  been  great  partialities  shown  in  re* 
quiring  the  Kinseys  and  some  others  of  the  contractors,  to  take  a 
greater  proportion  of  their  compensation  or  pay  for  their  jobs  ia 
stock,  than  what  was  required  of  other  contractors. 

The  total  cost  of  the  saki  road  so  far  as  ]et»  is^  as  it  appean» 
and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  documents  herewith  submitted,  $309^ 
430,  without  including  contingent  exp6n8es-—20  per  cent, on  this 
amotint  is  $4M86, — the  proportional  amount  of  subscriptions  to 
stock  on  the  whole  road,  compared  with  the  amount  subsoribed 
by  the  said  Kinseys  k  January  on  Sec.  No.  1 — ^from  which  lat- 
ter sunr  deduct  4  per  cent,  of  the  same  (the  value  or  amount  pear 
cent,  bona  fide  paid  on  such  subscriptions,  at  the  rate  of  vatoa 

CiU  by  said  Kinseys  and  January,)  being  $l,675*'^nd  it  will 
ave.  the  sum  of  $Vo,21l  which  the  State  is  required  or  thas 
made  to  pay  on  subscriptions  to  stock ,  over  and  above  the  amount 
actually  and  bone  fide  paid  by  the  indivklual  sadecribers  to  stock* 
The  bids  so  far  as  we  examined  them,  appear  to  show  ao  uni* 
form  rule  as  to  the  proportion  of  stock  required  to  be  subscribed 
by  the  contractors—^  greater  proportion  being  subscribed  in 
some  cases  than  in  others. 

As  regards  the  amount  of  said  subscriptions  to  stock,  we  ua« 
deistood  the  Secretary  to  say  that  the  books  of  the  company  or 
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records  of  stock,  did  not,  in  all  cases,  show  a  distinction^  or  dis- 
criminate between  such  subscriptions  as  aforesaid,  and  other  indi- 
vidual subscriptions  to  stock.  VVe,  therefore,  naturally  infer  that 
the  anK>UDt  ot  stock  subscribed,  in  connection  with  ct>ntracts  as 
aforesaid,  must  exceed  the  amount  of  $17,950  as  stated  by  the 
President  in  his  deposition,  as  appearing  from  the  records  of  the 
Company,  although  the  amount  as  thus  appearing  be  correctly 
stated.  Whether,  however,  such  subscriptions  do  or  do  not  ma- 
terially exceed  the  said  sum,  $  1 7,250,  we  suppose  to  be  very  easy 
in  faci^  for  the  company  or  its  officers  to  show. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  very  extraordinary  diflference  in 
the  terms  of  letting  and  actual  cost  of  McAdamizing  the  several 
sections  of  said  road,  so  far  as  the  same  have  been  let  to  be  Mc- 
Adamized,  and  a  difibrence  so  great  in  the  cost  of  sections  ad- 
joinhig,  that  we  can  account  for  it  in  no  other  way  than  that  of 
fOTiiaWy  and  favorkism. 

As  instances  of  the  kind,  we  find  Section  No.  9  will  cost,  as  let, 
for  McAdamizing,  with  74  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  the  sum  of 
f  9,950 — and  that  Section  No.  10,  as  let,  to  be  McAdamized  with 
the  same  quantity  of  metal,  will  cost  $5,050 — being  nn  excess 
over  the  former  and  adjoining  section,  of  f  1,100.     Perhaps  the 
metal  for  Sec.  No.  10  had  to  be  drawn  a  distance  of  one  mile 
fortber  than  the  metal  for  No.  9, — hot,  if  so,  we  think  this  could 
not  be  worth  $1,100  more,  in  consequence.    But  we  find  Section 
No.  1 1,  adjoining  this  Section  No.  10,  on  the  opposite  side,  let  for 
the  same  sum  as  Sec.  No.  9;  to  wit,  $9,9^0.    Now  the  contrac* 
tor  for  Sec.  No.  10,  could  not,  we  suppose,  have  been  compelled 
to  haul  the  me^l  for  such  section,  a  farther  distance  than  either 
and  both  the  other  contractors  for  the  said  Sections  Nos.  9  and  1 1, 
on  either  side  of  his  said  section.      It  will  be  seen  that  the  dis- 
tance for  hauling  the  metal  for  Section  No.  10,  would  be  the  aver- 
age distance   precisely,  for  hauling  that  for  said  Sections  Nos.  9 
and  1 1,  provided  the  metal  for  all  three  said  sections,  was  hauled 
from  the  same  place  or  quarry,  and  from  either  direction  on  said 
road;  so  that  in  any  event,  it  could  not  l)je  worth,  from  such  con- 
sideratbns,  more  to  McAdamize  said  Section  No.  10,  than  the 
average  price  for  Sections  Nos.  9  and  1 1 — and  yet  the  average 
price  for  McAdamizing  these  latter  sections  is  $3,950  each, 
whereas  for  Sec.  No.  lO,  it  is  f  5,050,  as  stated— and  showing  an 
excess  in  the  cost  of  the  latter  over  that  of  either  of  the  two  for- 
mer, of  f  1,1 00,  as  stated. 

Section  No.  10,  as  it  appears,  and  as  before  stated,  was  let  to 
Benj.  Baldwin,  a  Director — whereas  Sections  Nos.  9  and  1 1  were 
let  to  C.  B*  Yale,  &  Co.,  who,  so  far  as  appears,  were  not  Di- 
rectors. 

Also,  ft  will  be  seen,  that  Sections  Nos.  IS  and  14,  as  let  to  con- 
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tractors  Tvho  were  not  Directors,  cost  said  company  the  i^gre* 
gate  sum  of  $7,050;  whereas  the  two  adjoining  sections  Nog*  15 
and  16,  as  let  to  Eli  Hate,  or  Eli  Hale  and  J.  Hadley,  both  of 
whom  are  or  were  Directors,  are  found  to  oost  said  company  the 
sum  of  $9,140,  being  an  excess  in  favor  of  the  two  latter  and  over 
the  cost  of  the  two  former,  of  1,190  doHars. 

We  shall  here  mention  one  other  instance  only,  to  wit.  Section 
2S,  as  let  to  John  Kinsey,  costs  the  Company  $4,800 — wb^eas 
the  adjoining  Sec.  No.  21,  on  the  one  side,  costs  $5,600  as  let  to 
William  Hadley,  (a  Director)  &  Co., — being  an  excess  in  the 
cost  of  the  latter  over  that  of  the  former,  of  $800;  and  Section 
No.  23,  on  the  opposite  side  of  Section  No.  22,  and  adjmning 
the  same,  is  found  to  cost  the  Company,  as  let  to  Eli  Hale,  and  by 
him  transferred  to  his  brother,  Samuel  H.  Hale,  President  of  said 
Company,  the  sum  of  $6,360— being  an  excess  over  the  cost  of 
said  Section  No.  22,  adjoining,  of  no  less  tnan  $1,560. 

That  the  cost  of  grading,  &c.,  said  road  should  vary  greatly 
on  different  sections,  is  quite  natural,  and  easily  accounted  for 
from  the  fact  that  on  some  sections  there  may  be  much  excava* 
tion,  embankment,  and  bridging  to  be  done,  while  on  others  there 
may  be  little  or  none  at  all.  But  the  McAdamiaung  is  different — * 
each  contractor  on  the  various  sections  is  reqiMred  to  put  on  the 
same  quantity  of  stone  or  metal  to  the  rod,  as  is  required  of  every 
other  contractor  for  McAdamizing.  We  can  indeed  readily  per- 
ceive, that  the  cost  of  McAdamizing  sections  widely  apart  may 
vary  considerably,  as  the  metal  may  be  much  more  conveniently 
had  or  procured  in  the  one  case  than  in  the  other.  This,  in- 
deed, appears  to  be  the  principal,  if  not  in  fact  the  only  grounds 
for  a  material  difference  m  thec/Ostof  McAdamiuing  different  sec* 
tions — but  which  reasons  it  is  supposed  and  believed,  cannot  justly 
operate  so  as  to  create  any  great  difference  in  the  cost  of  sec- 
tions adjoining  each  other — and  especially  so  great  a  difference  as 
i6  evidenced  by  the  letting  which  we  have  mentioned.  And  so 
far  from  being  probable  too,  that  the  metal  was  less  conveniently 
to  be  procured,  with  which  to  McAdamize  the  aforesaid  sectioas 
and  others,  let  to  Director  contractors,  the  reasonable  presump- 
tion is,  that  these  contractors,  who  constituted  a.  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  who  had  the  lettings  of  the  contracts, 
did  in  fact  let  to  each  other  those  sections  which  were  nearest  and 
the  most  conveniently  situated  in  regard  to  procuring  metal  for 
McAdamizing  the  same,  rather  than  that  they  let  to  each  other 
those  sections  most  remote  and  least  conveniently  situated  in  re- 
gard to  procuring  the  metal  for  McAdamizing  such  sections. — 
And  if  this  presumption  be  correct,  the  partiality  shown  Director 
entractors  is  even  greater  than  it  is  made  to  appear  from  the 
ost  alone  of  such  sections.     We  think  these  facts  furnish  the 
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very  strongest  evidence,— ;>mia  facia  evidence  at  least^of  very 
gross  partiality  in  favor  of  Director  contractors,  and  with  the  ap- 
parent improbability  that  any  rebutting  testimony  can  be  adduced 
to  remove  such  conclusion. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  estimates  of  the  Engineer,  that  so  far 
from  these  sections,  which  were  let  to  Directors  at  fiK>  great  an  ex- 
cess of  cost  over  the  said  sections  let  to  other  than  Director  con ; 
tractors,  as  aforesaid,  requiring  in  fact  more  labor  or  a  greater 
expense  to  McAdamize  tne  same,  the  reverse  is  true  in  fact — ^they 
are  estimated  (reckoning  71  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  and  pro- 
vided the  estimates  were  made  for  six  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod^ 
as  it  appears,)  to  cost  2,^83  dollars  kss — and  yet,  as  let  to  Direc- 
tors, these  five  sections  will  cost  the  Company  5,500  dollars  more 
than  the  said  five  sections  let  to  contractors  who  were  not  Direc- 
tors— thus  showing  a  partiality  in  these  five  sections  in  favor  of 
these  Director  contractors  over  the  other  said  constractors,  who 
were  not  Directors  or  other  officers  or  agents  of  said  Company, 
on  five  other  adjoining  sections,  of  no  less  than  7,783  dollars^  a3 
compared  with  the  estimates  of  the  Engineer. 

Sections  Nos.  22  and  ^3  are  estimated  by  the  Engineer  at  the 
same  or  equal  cost  for  McAdamizing — ^Section  No.  32,  however, 
was  let  to  anon-direclor  contractor,  and  Section  No.  23  to  a  Di- 
rector contractor.  The  latter,  too,  as  let  (reckoning  71  perches 
of  stone  to  the  rod,)  will  cost  1.560  dollars  more  than  the  former, 
and  reckoning  the  same  quantity  of  metal  to  the  rod  for  each 
section. 

Section  No.  19  was  let  to  Eli  Hale,  a  Director,  exceeding  the 
estimated  cost  for  the  samein  the  sum  of  1,987  dollars — whereas. 
Section  No.  1 1  was  let  to  C.B.Yale,  &  Co.,  (no  one  of  whom  is  a 
Director  so  far  as  appears,)  for  550  dollars  less  than  the  estimated 
cost  for  the  same,  as  estimated  by  the  Engineer — showing  a  par- 
tiality in  favor  of  this  Director  contractor,  on  this  single  section 
alone,  of  no  less  than  2,537  dollars. 

The  ten  sections  let  to  Director  contractors  to  be  McAdam- 
ized,to  wit,  Sections.Nos.  10,  15,  16, 17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  23,  and 
24,  including  Main  Street  in  Wilmington,  are  found  to  have  been 
let  at  rates  exceeding  in  the  aggregate, the  aggregate  of  estimates 
for  the  same  by  the  Engineer,  in  the  sum  of  14,140  dollars — 
ijvhile  ten  other  sections  let  to  non-director  contractors,  to  wit, 
Sections  Nos  0,  1,  6,  7,  9,  1 1,  12,  13,  14,  and  22,  are  found  to 
have  been  let  at  rates  making  the  aggregate  cost  of  the  same 
S,l  1 8  dollars  less  than  the  aggregate  of  estimates  for  the  same  by 
the  Engineer — and  consequently,  to  show  a  partiality  in  favor  of 
tbe  said  Director  contractors,  on  the  aforesaid  sections,  over  the 
non-director  contractors,  of  no  less  than  $16,258. 

Said  ten  Sections  let  to  Directors,  were  estimated  in  the  ag- 
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gregate,  (recl6ning  7*  perches  to  the  rod,  and  allowing  the  eati- 
mates  to  have  been  made  originHlly  for  6  only,)  at  2,502  dullart 
kss  than  the  estimated  aggregate  cost  of  the  said  ten  sections  let 
to  non-dircctor  contractors— that  of  the  former  being  39,000  dol- 
lars, while  that  of  the  latter  is  41,562  dollars — yet  the  latter  is 
found  to  cost,  as  let,  only  39,443  dollars,  while  the  former  costs 
as  let,  53,200  dollars. 

These  facts  (allowing  the  estimates  made  by  the  Engineer  to 
have  been  impartially  made,  and  with  no  view  to  favor  Directors 
or  other  contractors,  and  provided  said  Engineer  was  competent 
to  make  said  estimates,)  prove  most  conclusively,  that  these  Di- 
rector contractors  have,  in  all  probability,  been  paid  more  than 
14,000  dollars  more  for  their  work  or  jobs  than  the  same  were 
reasonably  worth,  while  the  other  said  contractors  by  the  same 
criterion  may  have  been  paid  more  than  $2,100  less  than  their's 
w^re  in  fact  fairly  and  reasonably  worth — or,  in  case  the  said  ten 
sections  let  to  Director  contractors,  have  not  been  let  unreason- 
ably high,  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  said  ten  sections  let  to 
non-director  contractors  have  been  let  for  more  than  $14,000  less 
than  the  same  were  in  fact  reasonably  worth — and  in  either  case^ 
equally  proves  the  extarordinary  partialities  shown  to  Director 
contractors  over  contractors  who  were  not  Directors,  officers,  or 
agents  of  said  Company. 

•  The  Mc Adamizingof  the  remaining  five  sections  between  Gosh- 
en and  Wilmington,  are  found  to  have  been  let  as  follows,  to  wit^ 
Sections  Nos.  3,  5,  and  8,  to  C  B.  Yale,  &  Co.,  at  rates  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  the  estimates  by  the  Engineer  for  the  same, 
2,810  dollars.  Section  No.  2,  let  to  John  Jones,  at  a  rate  exceed- 
ing the  estimate  by  the  Engineer  foi^  the  same,  in  the  sum  of  931 
dollars.  Section  No.  4,  let  to  C.  B.  Yale,  &  Co.,  and  by  them 
sub-let  to  E.  Jones,  at  a  rate  exceeding  the  estimates  by  the  En- 
gineer in  the  sum  of  1,168  dollars.  Thus,  the  aggregate  excess 
on  these  five  sections  over  the  estimates  by  the  Engineer  for  the 
same,  is  4,909  dollars. 

Three  other  sections,  in  addition  to  the  above  five,  are  the  only 
sections  of  those  which  have  not  been  let  to  Directors,  that  have 
been  let  at  a  rate  exceeding  the  respective  estimates  for  the  same 
by  the  Engineer.  These  said  3  sections  are,  and  have  been  let  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Sec.  No.  l,to  C.  B.  Yale,  &Co.,at  a  rate  exceed- 
ing the  estimate  for  the  same  by  the  Engineer,  in  the  sum  of  131 
dollar?, — Section  No.  6,  to  Wm.  Crossen,  at  a  rate  exceeding  the 
estimates  for  the  same  by  the  Engineer,  in  the  sum  of  1 3 1  dol- 
lars,— Sec.  No.  13,  at  a  rate  exceeding  the  estimates  for  the  same 
by  the  Engineer,  in  the  sum  of  625  dollars.  Aggregate  of  such 
excess  on  said  sections,  887  dollars. 
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Whether  any  Director  or  other  officer  of  the  Company  is,  or 
has  been,  in  fact,  interested  in  any  way  in  any  contract  for  any 
one  or  more  of  the  last  aforesaid  8  sectiont^  has  not  been  aacer- 
tained* 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  deposition  of  William  D, 
Tong,  the  EDgtneer  on  said  road»that  he  has  been  interested  in 
contracts  for  grading  five,  sections^  amounting  to  6,723  dollars; 
which  contracts  were  sub-let  toother  contractors  by  said  Engiai- 
eer,  or  John  FaHi»,  or  both,  at  a  neat  profit  to  them  of  900  doi* 
lars.  It  will  be  seen,  too,  that  some  of  the  Directors  have  sub-let 
contracts;  but  whether  at  a  profit  to  themselves  or  not,  we  nQ%de 
no  special  eQbrt  to  ascertain,  and  for  reasons  stated  in  the  com- 
mencement of  our  Report 

It  did  not  appear  from  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Company, 
that  either  the  President,  Secretary,  or  Engineer,  were  interested 
in  contracts  on  said  road,  nor  did  we  discover  or  ascertain  the 
Act  except  by  examining  these  ofiioers  on  oath* 

They  state  in  their  depositions  that  they  know  of  no  other,  or 
of  farther  interest  of  any  one,  or  of  each  other,  in  fact,  than  that 
of  each  one^s  individual  self,  aIon%.  The  President  knew  nothing 
of  the  Engineer's  interest,  or  that  of  the  Secretary — the  Secre- 
tary nothing  of  the  President's  interest,  or  that  of  the  Engineer— 
and  the  Engineer  nothing  of  the  President's  interest,  or  that  of 
the  Secretary,  except  from  vague  rumor.  The  fact,  therefore, 
that  these  officers  do  not  know  of  any  such,  or  further  interest  or 
sub-letting  by  Directors,  at  a  profit,  cannot  be  viewed  as  any  evi- 
dence vFhatever  (hat  such  interest  and  practice  of  ^ub^letting  may 
not  in  fact  now  exist  or  have  existed  heretofore*  Nor  would  we 
be  understood  to  claim  that  such  want  of  information  or  knowU 
edge  is  evidence  that  such  interest  or  practice  does  now  exist, 
or  has  existed  heretofore,  in  fact.  Our  object  is  clearly  to  show 
the  extent  of  oi»rinvestTgation,and  its  result,  and  also  the  matters 
and  tranractions  uninvestigated^  and  which  may  seem  to  require 
a  still  further  investigation  in  order  to  remove  all  doubts  and  un- 
certainty concerning  them,  and  render  tfie  same  satisfactory. 

The  total  or  aggregate  excess  over  the  estimates  by  theJBo- 
gineer,on  the  last  aforesaid  eight  sections  is,  as  will  be  seen,  d,796 
hilars,  which,  added  to  such  excess  on  the  ten  sections  as  shown 
to  have  been  let  to  Directors,  makes  a  grand  total  or  aggregate 
excess  of  1 9,936  dollars.  Whereas,  7  other  sections,  to  wit,  Nos. 
0,7,9,11, 19, 14,  and  2^,  have  been  let  at  rates  not  only  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  several  estimates  for  the  same  by  the  Engineer,  bot 
showing  an  aggregate  of  3,006  dollara  kss  than  the  aggregate  of 
estimates  for  the  same,  by  the  Engineer. 

We  copy  the  following  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  to 
wit:

**  Resolved,  Thatnoscction  be  let,  unless  the  same  shallbebidfor 
as  low  or  lower  than  the  estimates  of  the  Engmceron  such  sections.^^ 

We  ssupposed  that  this  resolution  applied  to  d11  the  sections  on 
said  road,  and  to  the  MeA^damizing  as  well  as  the  grading.  But 
on  discovering  that  most  of  the  letttngs  on  a  great  portion  of  the 
road  exceeded  the  estimates  of  the  Engineer  greatly,  we  pro- 
pounded ^  interrogatory  to  the  Engineer,  calling  on  him  for  an 
explanation  of  the  matter,  when,  to  our  surprise,  we  found  that 
the  above  resolution,  had  reference  to  the  clearing,  grading,. and 
bridging  alone,  and  to  that  portion  of  the  road  only  which  extends 
froi»  Goshen  to  Section  No.  9,  a  distance  of  course  of  about  8 
miles  only,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  deposition  of  the 
Engineer. 

No  reason  was  assigned  for  this  distinction,  to  our  recollection. 
Nor  does  it  appear  thntany  Mitisfaotory  reason  can  be  given  whj 
tbe  above  resolution  should  not  have  embraced  the  whole  extent 
of  the  road,  as  well  as  the  portion  already  stated. 

We  find,  however,  that  no  director  or  other  officer  of  the  conf»« 
pony  became  a  contractor  for  any  section  or  job  on  that  portion 
of  the  road  where  the  above  resolution  was  made  to  apply ; 
whereas,  directors  and  other  officers  of  the  company,  became  coH" 
tractors  for  the  grading^  4*^.,  alone^  or  were  interested  in  contracts 
for  the  same  on  that  po.*tton  of  the  road  where  the  terms  of  the 
letttngs  were  not  thus  confined  to  the  estimates  of  the  engineer  ta 
the  aggregate  annount  of  $36,6^7. 

We  cannot  give  the  total  excess  of  all  these  lettings  over  the 
estimates  of  the  engineer,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  particular 
sections  in  which  the  engineer  was  interested  are  not  given. 
Nor  are  all  the  sections,  as  it  appears,  in  which  A.  E.  Strickle, 
the  secretary,  was  mtei*ested,  given.  These  officers  oragents  of 
the  company  were  interested,  however,  in  contracts  on  that  por- 
tion of  the  road  east  of  Wilmington.  And  in  fact  it  will  be  seen 
that  their  interest  embraced  tbe  grading,  &c.,  of  thatr  entire  por* 
tion  of  the  road,  with  the  exception  of  a/eu?  sections  or  contractt 
^-'^-and  also  that  the  aggregate  cost  of  grading,  &c.,  said  portion 
of  said  road,  as  estimated  by  the  engineer,  was  $22,4 1 3;  whereaa^ 
the  same  is  found  to  have  cost  the  company  the  sum  of  f  38»49? — 
beidg  an  excess  of  $6,079  over  and  above  such  estimaeta  of  the 
engineer;  and  most  of  which  excess  is  paid  of  course  on  sec- 
tiooe  or  on  contracts  for  sections  in  which  the  said  engineer  and 
secretary  were  interested:  at  all  events,  the  excess  paid  on  these 
sections  in  which  they  were  thus  interested  could  not  fall  nrach, 
if  any,  shost  of  5,000  dollars. 

We  find  directors  alone  interested  in  contracts  for  grading^ 
kc.j  on  that  portion  of  the  road  between  Goshen  and  Wilmingt^my 
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(exclusive  or  their  interest  in  contracts  for  McAdamizingy)  to  the 
amount  of  $19,934 — ^the  estimated  cost  of  wh\ch^  grading^  Sfc.^  by 
the  engineer,  was  $  1 7,688,  showing  an  excess  in  the  cost  over  such 
estimates,  of  $2,246;  whereas,  the  balance  of  the  grading,  &c;, 
on  such  portions  of  the  road,  estimated  at  $30,570,  or  nearly 
double  that  let  to  said  directors,  exceeds  such  estimates  by  the 
engineer  in  the  sum  of  $1,770  only. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  estimated  cost  for  tho.  grading, 
Ac,  said  road  from  Goshen  to  Washington,  a  distance  of  some 
45  or  46  miles,  is  $70,671,  while  the  actual  cost  of  the  same  is 
$80,766,  showing  an  excess  over  the  estimates,  of  $10,095. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  directors,  the  secretary  and  engineer, 
have  been  contractors  for,  or  Interested  in,  contracts  for  the  gra- 
ding, &c.,  exclusive  of  their  contracts  for  McAdamizing,  to  the 
amount  of  about  $31,41 1  of  the  said  estimates,  and  that  the  ac- 
tual cost  of  the  same  to  the  company  exceeds  such  estimates  in 
the  aggregate  sum  of  about  $7,246,  or  perhaps  more;  wherea^ 
such  excess  on  the  balance  of  the  grading,  &c.,  being  about  $39.- 
^60,  is  only  about  $2,749,  and  perhaps  less,  and  showing  an  et« 
ress  in  favor  of  directors,  the  said  secretary  and  engineer,  over 
that  of  other  contractors  to  the  amount  of  about  $5,000,  and 
perhaps  more — and  the  ratio  of  the  actual  excess  over  the  es- 
timates of  the  engineer  paid  to  the  director-contractors,  secretary, 
and  engineer,  as  aforesaid,  exceeds  such  ratio  of  excess  paid  to 
contractors  for  the  balance  of  the  grading,  &c.,  about  $7,000,  and 
perhaps  a  little  more.  This  is  as  near  the  actual  difference,  how- 
ever, in  favor  of  directors,  the  said  secretary  and  engineer,  as  we 
are  able  to  arrive  with  the  data  before  u»— all  of  which  is  here- 
with submitted. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  actual  cost  of  grading,  &c.,  exceeds  the 
lettings  or  terms  of  contract  as  it  would  appear,  on  about  two- 
thirds  the  number  of  sections  between  Goshen  and  Wilmington, 
and  on  aH  the  sections  let  to  directors  except  section  No.  1 8,  and 
on  this  the  letting  exceeds  the  estimate  in  the  sum  of  $451.  How 
this  occurs  has  not  been  satisfactorily  explained  to  ns.  It  appear^ 
that  the  cost  of  no  section  east  of  Wilmington  (on  which  portion 
of  said  road  no  director  appears  to  be  interested  in  any  contract) 
exceeds  the  terms  or  actual  amount  of  the  lettings. 

We  have  before  stated » that  said  road  was  let  in  the  first  io^ 
stance  to  be  McAdamized  with  but  six  perches  of  stone,  of  29 
cubic  feet  each,  to  the  rod,  and  subsequently  increased  to  74 
perches  to  the  rod  at  the  same  rate  for  stone.  We  however  find 
from  the  plan  and  estimates  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the 
board  of  public  works,  (which  plan  and  estimates  we  have  obtaio- 
td  from  said  board,  since  proceeding  thus  far  with  our  report,)  that 
the  estimates  were  based  upon  a  calculation  of  9  perches  of  stone 
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to  the  rod»(or  what  is  equivalent  to  the  same,  9  inches  thick,  and 
the  road  to  be  18  feet  wide,)  instead  of  6  perches^  us  toe  were  led  te 
mferfrom  the  estimates  submitted  to  us  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

The  consequence  is,  that  the  excess  of  cost  over  the  estimates 
by  the  engineer  will  be  much  greater  than  in  case  such  estioiates 
had  been  made  (or  6  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  as  we  were  led 
to  believe^  and,  upon  which  belief  or  supposition  of  6  perches  to 
the  rod|  we  have  based  the  foregoing  calculations* 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  McAdamizing  of  said  road  from  Goshen 
to  Wilmington,  as  estimated  for  9  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod, 
was  $81,373;  whereas  the  same  will  cost,  at  the  rates  the 
McAdamizing  with  71  perches  has  been  let,  $141,383,  being  an 
excess  over  the  estimates  for  the  same  by  the  engineer,  of  $61,- 
010,  or  about  75  per  cent.,  and  being  an  average  cost  of  about 
$6,000  per  section  for  the  McAdamizing  alone,  and  upwards  of 
$8,000,  including  the  cost  for  grading,  &c. 

That  portion  of  the  road  which  has  been  let  to  director-con- 
tcactors  will  exceed  the  estimate  by  the  engineer  for  tlie  same, 
by  about  100  per  cent*,  and  perhaps  a  little  more,  the  estimates 
being  about  $32,000,  and  the  actual  cost  at  the  rate  of  letting 
for  H  perches  of  stone,  about  $04,000.  And  the  advantage  to 
director-contractors,  on  the  ten  sections  let  to  them  as  before  sta« 
ted,  over  the  non-directorcon(ractors  for  the  ten  other  sections 
let  to  them,  as  before  stated,  will  be  found  to  exceed  $24,000,  as 
compared  with  the  estimates  of  the  engineer. 

These  calculations  may  appear  not  to  be  very  accurate,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  aggregate  or  total  cost  of  constructing  said 
road  between  Goshen  and  Wilmington,  as  submitted  to  us,  is 
found  not  to  tally  exactly  with  the  total  of  estimates,  as  sub- 
mitted to  the  board  of  public  works;  the  former  is  found  to 
exceed  the  latter  sum  $3,000.  Such  total  of  estimates  for  the 
entire  construction  of  the  road,  (with  nine  inches  of  metal,) 
from  Gos»hen  to  Wilmington,  including  both  grade  and  stone,  as 
submitted  to  us,  is  $129,631,  which  subtracted  from  what  will  be 
the  total  cost  when  completed  in  conformity  to  the  plan  approved 
by  the  board  of  public  works,  will  give  at  the  rates  the  same  has 
been  let  for  71  perches  to  the  rod,  $65,026  cost  over  and  above 
the  estimates  for  the  same  by  the  engineer;  and  $67,909  cost 
over  and  above  such  estimates,  as  submitted  to  the  board  of  public 
works.  Such  total  cost,  at  the  rates  for  71  perches  of  stone  to  the 
rod,  will  be  $194,657,  without  contingencies. 

Whether  there  has  been  in  fact  any  partialities  shown  to  particu* 

■  lar  contraclors,  in  estimating  the  cost  of  the  several  sections  either 

tpo  high  or  too  low,  as  compared  with  each  other,  we  are  not 

!>repared  to  show,  further  than  as  appears  from  the  foregoing 
i&cts  and  considerations,  not  having  examined  the  road  or  anj 
portion  of  it  for  this  purpose* 
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W«  were  instructed  to  examine, 

** Thirdly.  The  manner  in  which  subscriplions  of  stock  have 
been  paid  by  individuals;  and  if  in  labor,  materials,  &c.,  whether 
any  extortion,  exorbitance  or  imposition  has  been  practised  upon 
or  submitted  to  by  the  company,  or  any  partialities  shown." 

It  will  be  seen,  in  answer  to  the  preceding  subject  of  enquiry, 
that  a  very  large  amotint  of  individual  subscription  to  stock  ha« 
been  paid,  or  is  alledged  to  have  been  paid,  in  labor,  by  requiring 
the  several  contractors  to  subscribe  a  large  amount  of  stock,  which 
was  to  be  paid  by  deducting  the  same  from  the  amount  of  the 
contract  or  estimates  of  labor  performed  on  such  job  or  jobs. 

It  will  also  be  seen  by  the  report  submitted  to  us  by  the  presi- 
dent and  secretarv.  that  it  is  there  stated,  that  the  principal  part 
of  indioidual  stock  has  been  paid  in  labor  performed  on  said  road. 

The  fact  too  that  some  contractors  have  been  required  to  take 
a  larger  proportion  of  stock  than  others,  and  to  pay  virtually  and 
in  realUy  higher  for  it,  proves  most  conclusively  that  there  have 
in  fact  l)een  great  partialities  shown  in  the  manner  in  which  stock 
has  been  subscribed  and  paid.  Such  fact  is  evident  from  the 
manner  in  which  stork  has  been  taken  or  subscribed  in  connec- 
tion with  letting  contracts  or  jobs,  nnd  which  we  have  before  ex- 
plained. It  is.  evident,  too,  that  in  this  way  the  company  have 
been  imposed  upon,  an4  especially  those  subscribers  who  may 
have  paid  their  subscriptions  in  actual  cash. 

The  transactions  of  the  company  or  board  show  most  conclu- 
sively, that  the  cost  of  constructing  the  road  has  been  sreatly  and 
enormously  increased  by  the  manner  in  which  stock  has '  beea 
generally  so bscribed  and  paid  by  individual  subscribers  to  stock. 

It  has  been  shown,  that  many  if  not  most  of  those  who  sub- 
scribed for  stock  in  connection  with  their  jobs,  have  been  paid 
nearly  as  much  for  such  jobs,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  stock 
subscribed,  and  thus  alledged  to  have  been  paid,  as  they  asked  for 
doing  such  jobs  without  taking  any  stock,  and,  consequently,  they 
have  in  reality  paid  but  a  tnfle,  comparatively,  for  such  stock, 
and  yet  their  stock  is  worth  as  much  to  them  as  the  stock  held  by 
those  who  have  paid  the  full  amount  in  money  is  to  such  stock- 
boldenu 

The  operation  is  virtually  and  in  fact  the  same  a*  dividing  a 
large  proportion  of  the  stock  held  and  paid  by  the  state  and  those 
who  hmve  paid  their  subscriptions  in  actual  money^  among  these 
other  stocknolders  who  have  not  so  paid  ihcir  subscriptions. 

We  were  told  that  the  labor  was  the  same  to  the  company,  or 
equivalent  to  money;  the  facts,  however,  show  that  the  laboi*, 
performed  hi  payment  of  sobscriptions  to  stork  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  jobs,  was  not  equivalent  to  an  amount  o(  money  equal 
to  that  indicated  by  the  jetmount  of  such  subscriptions,  but  ihat 
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i^uch  labor  wa?,  in  fact,  equal  to  a  small  proportion  only  of  mo- 
ney, compared  with  the  amount  of  such  subscriptions. 

It  appears  that  the  board  of  directors  have  oeen  in  the  habit 
(at  least  to  some  extent)  of  paying  the  debts  of  the  company,  or 
the  damages  done  to  property  by  the  construction  of  the  road,  by 
letting  the  individual  holding  mioh  claim  subscribe  a  certain 
amount  of  stock,  and  at  the  same  tin>e  giving  hion  a  receipt  in  full 
for  such  subscriptions. 

We  have  been  able  to  discover,  however,  from  the  books  of 
the  company,  but  a  single  instance  of  the  kind,  and  whether  the 
board  have  done  so  in  other  instance?,  or  not,  we  have  been  una* 
lile  to  determine.  The  fact,  that  such  evidence  is  furnished  by 
the  books  in  a  single  instance  only,  can  not,  when  we  consider 
the  manner  in  which  stock  accounts  have  been  kept,  be  consider- 
ed any  evidence  in  fact  that  this  is  the  only  instance  of  ibe  kiid. 

The  books  do  not  show  generally,  if  in  any  other  instance 
than  the  one  alluded  to,  what  k«nd  of  pay  or  payment  has  been 
taken  for  subscription  to  stock. 

The  case  alluded  to  is  that  of  Wm.  Adam?,  who  was  allowed 
to  subscribe  $100  of  stock,  which  was  receipted  as  paid,  in  con- 
sideration of  certain  damages  which  he  had  sustained  by  the  said 
road  passing  through,  or  over  his  land. 

We  do  not  see  why  the  company  or  board  of  directors  have 
not  an  equal  right  to  sell  off  siibscriptions  enough  to  stock,  and 
at  the  same  time  receipt  such  subscriptions  as  paid«  in  this  way, 
to  cancel  all  the  debts  and  claims  against  the  companv,  as  to  sell 
out  such  subscriptions  to  Mr.  Adams,  in  payment  of  damages 
which  he  had  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  road  passing  through 
his  land.  It  appears,  too,  that  this  $100  of  subscription  to  stock 
has  been  reported,  among  other  subscriptions*  to  the  Auditor  of 
State  as  so  much  money  actually  paid  into  the  treasurer  of  the 
company. 

We  do  not  see  why  the  board  of  directors  might  not  as  well, 
or  with  equal  authority,  have  paid  all  the  debts  of  the  company 
hi  this  way,  and  reported  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  State  as 
having  been  paid  in  actual  money  to  the  treasurer  of  the  compa- 
oy^  as  to  have  done  so  in  this  instance. 

It  will,  in  fact,  be  seen  by  the  depositions,  that  stock  has  been 
paid  (and  generally,  as  we  infer,)  oy  returning  to  the  company 
the  orders  and.claims  against  said  company.  It  will  also  be  seen 
from  said  depositions,  that  the  board  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
Hiking  the  notes  of  those  who  were  owing  subscriptions  to  stock* 
and  reporting  the  amount  of  such  notes,  at  least  so  far  as  con- 
sidered good  and  safe,  to  the  Auditor  of  State,a8  so  much  money 
actually  paid  into  the  treasurer  of  the  company. 
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la  this  way  it  will  be  ^etn  that  the  «l«to  htt  been  greatly  imr 
poaed  upon,  and  money  drawn  from  her  before,  in  fact,  4be  iodi* 
vidoal  an^iiptions  to  slock  had  been  paid. 

We  could  not  aacertaio  or  elicit,  in  any  way,  from  the  officers 
of  the  oempany,  the  oiknt  to  whkh  notes  for  instalment^}  may 
have  been  thus  taken  and  reported  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  hs 
anoney  actually  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  company* 

We,  therefore,  feel  warranted  in  the  eondusion,  tbaC  (bey 
have  been  to  taken  and  reported  to  a  very  considerable  extents 

Fourthly.    You  enquire, 
.  *^ Whether  the  work  has  been  executed  generally,  in  a  substan* 
tial  and  workmanlike  mannerr 

Your  agent  is  not  profftmoruJltf  a  rofid  maker,  but  from  our 
best  information,  knowledge  and  observation  on  the  subject,  and 
from  wbat  we  have  gem^  tod  been  able  to  ienrn  respecting  the 
conatruetion  of  the  road  in  questsoa,  we  feel  constrained  to  ^jr 
prees  the  tlecided  opinion,  th«t  the  Goshen,  Wilmington  aod 
Columbus  turnpike  has  not  been  executed,  generally,  in  a  ikor^ 
whhf  substantial  and  workofMrnKke  manner* 

It  appears  that  the  road  was  not  let,  in  the  first  place,  to  be 
constructed  either  in  conformity  to  the  plan  which  had  been  sub* 
mitled  to,  and  approved  by,  tbe  board  of  public  works,  or  in 
accordaoce  with  the  law  regulaihig  the  eanstructk)n  of  turnpike 
joads^ 

8ach  plan  lequired  nine  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod,  {or  wbat 
is  eqmvalent,  nine  inches  thickness,  amd  18  feet  wide,  oi  stone  or 
gravel,)  whereas  the  road  wai  let  to  be  eonstnicted  with  but  six 
perches,  or  six  inches  thickness  of  stone  and  gravel,  though  since 
increased  to  7i«  Such  law,  as  well  as  the  plan  of  construotiofv 
required  that  the  metal  should  be  put  on  to  the  road  1 8  feet  ia 
width;  whereas,  the  road  was  let,  or  ordered  by  the  boaid  of 
directors  to  be  stoned  and  graveled  1 6  feet  wide  only,  though 
since  extended  to  18  feet  The  plan  required  the  gravel  to  be 
screened,  whereas,  at  least  one  half  the  quantitv  used  has  been 
unscreet^  Nor  does  the  stone  appear  to  have  been  broken  as 
fioe  as  the  specifications  of  Ihe  board  of  directors  required* 

The  grading,  especially  of  that  portion  of  the  road  between 
Wiloiiagton  and  Washiagtoa,  over  which  we  passed,  appears  to 
have  been  executed  generally,  in  a  very  indiffirefU  and  Hnwork- 
manlike  manner.  So  fas  as  we  ftre  able  to  judge,  the  execution 
ef  the  work  does  not  generally,  and  scarcely  in  any  respect, 
cooform  strictly  to  the  plan  of  construction.  The  centre  and  top 
of  the  grade  is  not  as  high,  or  the  ditches  as  broad  and  deep,  nor 
do  the  culverts  and  the  drainings  of  the  ditches  appear  to  have 
been  executed  in  any  better  or  aoore  thorough  manner.  On  a  great, 
an4  perhaps  on  the  greater,  i>art  of  this  porikm  of.  the  roadi  the

grade,  or  top  of  the  road,  appears  to  have  been  raifed  bot  a  verr 
litde  above  the  ordinary  level  of  the  earth  or  ground  over  which 
the  road  passes.  We  cannot  bai  regard  the  eKpenditure  for  the 
grade  of  this  portion  of  the  roa<1,  as  extraordinarily  high,  compar- 
ed with  the  style  and  manner  fn  which  the  same  has  been  execii* 
ted. 

We  learn  also,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  grade  betwcea  Go- 
shen and  Wilmington  was  constructed  so  very  narrow  in  the 
Jlrsi  inskcnce^  that  it  would  not  receive  ft  covering  of  metal  1 8 
feet  wide,  and  that,  consequently,  the  grade  has  been,  and  is  now 
being,  widened,  by  throwing  up  more  earth  on  each  nde.  This, 
we  learn,  has  had  to  be  done  smce  McAdaminng  the  road  16  feet 
wide.  Although  no  road  maker,  yet  it  appears  to  us  that  the 
cost  and  expense  to  the  company  or  contractors  must  be  much 
greater,  than  in  case  the  grade  had  been  constructed  the  proper 
width  in  the  first  place,  and  not  only  so,  but  the  road  itself  be 
more  subject  to  injury  by  washing,  and  be  in  fact  less  permanent 
attd  subi^antial 

We  examined  as  to  the  quantity  or  thickness  of  metal^  on  some 
portions  of  the  road  in  the  vicinity  of  Wilmington,  and  found  the 
quantity  or  thickness  not  quite  eqtial,  as  we  thought,  to  the  quan* 
tity  required  by  the  terms  of  the  lettings;  we  were,  however, 
subseouentiy  informed,  that  such  portions  of  the  road  had  not  yet 
been  fully  completed,  or  received  off  the  hands  of  contractors. 

It  appears  that  the  stone  has  been  broken  on  the  road  where 
it  is  intended  to  remain,  instead  of  being  broken,  as  is  usoai,  by 
the  side  of  the  road,  and  aiterwards  placed  upon  the  grade. 

We  are  toM,  too,  that  this  is  considered  a  decided  improve*- 
roefit  by  the  engineer,  and  a  former  agent,  who  examined  the 
roail  on  behalf  of  the  state* 

We,  however,  are  induced  to  believe,  that  there  are  important 
objections  to  this  deviation  from  the  long  established  osage  on  the 
subject. 

And  first;  the  grade  must  necessarily  become  greatly  cot  up* 
«md  uneven,  by  wheeling  the  stone  over  the  grade  after  it  has 
been  prepared  to  receive  the  metal,  and  consequently  the  thick- 
ness of  the  metal  itself  wilt  not  be  uniform,  although  it  may  have 
such  appearance  when  first  put  on,  and  the  further  enect  of 
which  must  be  to  render  the  top  of  tJ^e  metal  and  road  uneven 
after  a  little  travel,  and  particularly  with  heavy  teams. 

Secondly;  it  gives  the  contractor,  who  might  feel  thus  disposed, 
an  opportunity  to  slight  his  woric,  and  to  h^ak  the  stone  much 
coarser  than  the  requirement,  and  without  an  equal  probability 
of  detection. 

It  is  said  that  the  metal  becomes  much  more  compact  and  firm 
by  this  mode.    Beit  would  it  be  equally  firm,  and  of  the  saipe  er 
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nearly  equal,  compactQOM  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  road? 
To  m  it  appeara  that  it  would  not,  but  necessarily  the  opposite, 
and  thai  the  d^dvautages  of  this  mode  of  breaking  the  stone  on 
the  grade,  where  it  is  intended  to  be  placed  or  to  remain,  more 
thao  ooupcerbalanoe  all  the  advantages  to  be  derived  to  the  road. 
The  only,  or,  in  fact,  principal  advantage  of  this  mode,  as  it  ap- 
pears to  us,  is  derived  to  the  contractor^  v^ho  thereby  saves  some 
labor,  perhaps,  of  moving  the  broken  stone. 

Not  finding  it  convenient,  or  supposing  it  would  be  expected 
of  ua  to  examine  personally^  the  entire  route  and  distance  of  the 
road,  we  submitted  a  few  interrogatories  to  the  engineer,  calling 
oo  him  for  certain  ikcts  in  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
work  has  been  generally  executed,  which  interrogatories,  and  the 
engineer's  answers  thereto,  have  already  been  referred  to,  as 
herewith  submitted,  and  marked  F  and  G,  respectively* 

Said  inteirogatories  were  made  to  conform  strictly  to  the  plan 
of  construction,  as  found  recorded  among  the  proceedings  of  the 
board  of  directors,  but  which  plan,  as  we  were  afterwards  infor- 
med, did  not  strictly  conform,  or  agree  with  the  plan  ^s  finally 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  board  of  public  works. 

The  variation,  however,  is  supposed  not  to  be  very  material 

From  these  interrogatories,  and  the  answers  of  the  engineer, 
it  wiU  be  seen  that  the  execution  of  the  work  does  not  conform 
vam  nearly  with  the  said  plan  of  construction. 

We  suppose  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  further  detail  on  this 
subject,  and  therefore  proceed  to  your  next,  and  fifth  enquiry, 
40  wit: 

*  Whether  the  company  have  issued  notes  or  paper  designed, 
calculated,  or  intended  to  circulate  as  money;  if  so,  the  amount 
of  such  issue;  the  amount  now  unredeemed;  and  whether  such 
notes  are  in  a  state  of  depreciation  as  a  circulating  medium?^ 

It  will  be  seen  by  said  depositions,  that  the  company,  or  board 
of  directors,  have  issued  certain  notes,  or,  as  they  technically  call 
them,  ^^ttted  orders.^^  They,  however,  do  not  seem  to  admit 
that  diese  issues  were  designed,  calculated,  or  intended  to  circa> 
late  as  monev.  That  they  have  so  circulated  as  money  is  not 
denied;  this  fact  is  proved  by  the  officers  themselves,  whether  in- 
tentionally or  not,  and  by  their  statements  in  relation  to  the  mat- 
ter, generally.  The  president  and  seicretary  both  speak  of  hav- 
ing taken  them,  and  the  secretary  at  least,  of  having  paid  then) 
ont  again.  We  saw  several  of  these  notes,  or  printed  orders,  and 
found  they  had  circulated  from  hand  to  hand  as  money,  in  that 
section  of  the  state,  until  they  became  so  creatly  depreciated  in 
value,  that  they  were  principally  sought  after,  and  bought  up  at 
extraordinary  rates  of  discount,  and  used  to  pay  instalments  as 
the  same  should  become  due,  on  individual  subscriptions  to  stock. 
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Such  at  least  appeared  to  be  the  facts  as  stated,  and  as  well 
known  to  every  individual  in  that  vicinity.  . 

The  style  of  these  issues  is  that  of  post  notes,  payable  twelve 
months  after  date — some  drawing  interest  and  others  not.  They 
are  inthe  similtude,  too,  of  bank  notes,  as  stated  by  the  president  in 
his  deposition,  whether  designed  to  circulate  as  tuch  or  not.  If, 
however,  they  were  not  designed,  calculated,  and  intended  to 
circulate  as  money,  why  were  the  style  and  wmilitude  of  money 
or  bank  paper  given  to  them?  The  very  face  of  these  ^H>rder^  as 
they  are  cautiously  styled,  carrys  instant  conviction  to  our  mind, 
and  we  believe  to  that  of  every  other  individual  who  may  have 
seen  them,  that  they  were  designed,  calculated,  and  intended  to 
circulate  as  money;  or  at  least,  mstead  of,  and  m  the  ptace  of 
money. 

We  do  not  intend  to  impeach  the  testimony  of  the  president, 
who  Siiys,  that  according  to  his  understanding,  these  ^yrinted  or- 
dersj^  were  not  designed,  calculated,  or  intended  to  circulate  al 
money,  but  we  cannot  avoid  thinking  and  belienng  most  posi- 
tively, and  without  the  shadow  of  a  doubt,  that  such  **printed  or- 
ders,** as  he  styles  them,  were  by  others,  if  not  by  the  president, 
thus  desii^ed  to  pass  as  a  circulating  medium,  and  to  supply,  in 
fact,  the  place  of  money. 

It  will  be  seen  that  $24,000,  of  such  paper  was  issued  by  the 
board,  of  which  there  still  remains  nnredeem^d  the  sum  of  ||19^ 
245. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  said  depositions,  that  these  issues  dl- 
"printed  orders"  are  greatly  depreciated  in  value,  having  been 
sold  at  a  depreciation  or  discount  of  30  per  cent.^  in  some  cases, 
as  stated  by  the  secretary,  and  offered  at  least  in  one  instance  to 
the  president  himself  at  a  discount  of  5^  per  cent.,  or  one  half  the 
face  or  nominal  value.  The  president  says,  that  the  note  or  "oi^ 
der"  which  was  offered  to  him  for  half  its  face,  was  intended, 
perhaps,  as  an  insult!  It  strikes  us  that  the  president  must  ht 
peculiarly  sensitive,  or  he  could  have  regarded  such  a  simple  of- 
fer alone  as  no  very  great  indignity  or  insult,  especially  as  ne  ap- 
pears to  have  known  them  repeatedly  offered  and  sold  at  25  per 
cent  discount;  and  the  secretary  at  as  high  a  rate  of  discount  as 
30  per  cent. 

We  should  think  that  the  contractors  and  workmen  had  fir 
greater  reason  to  feel  themselves  insulted  by  theirissue  in  the  first 
place,  since  they  were  compelled  to  take  them  at  their  full  face, 
as  it  would  seem,  or  get  nothing,  than  the  president  by  their  being 
offered  to  him  at  one  half  their  face,  or  nominal  value.  It  ap- 
pears to  us,  at  all  events,  to  be  a  very  novel  and  peculiar  mode  of 
insulting  a  gentleman.  Had  this  individual  been  particulariy 
anxious  to  insult  the  president,  and  m  this  vxiy^  too,  we  wonder 
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that  he  should  not  have  offered  him  this  printed  order  at  a  great 
deal  less  sum  than  one  half  its  face,  or  for  nothing;  but  as  he 
offered  it  at  only  a  liitle  greater  sacrifice  than  they  were  usually 
sold  at,  he  certainly  could  have  intended  to  give  the  president 
nothing  more  than  a  very  gentle  or  kind  insult,  as  it  appears  to 
us;  aiul  so,  indeed,  it  seems  the  president  understood  it.  for  hb 
does  not  tell  us  that  he  considered  it  so  base  and  outrageous  an 
iiiiult  that  he  refused  to  accept  it  on  the  terms  proposed.  We 
therefore  infer  that  he  did  take  it,  great  as  he  may  have  regarded 
the  insult*  The  president,  however,  does  not  say  that  he  believes 
it  was  intended  as  an  insult,  or  that  he  thinks,  supposes,  or  even 
guesses  that  it  was  intended  as  an  insult.  He  only  says,  **intend- 
ed,  perhaps,  as  an  insult." 

The  preamble  and  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  these 
issues,  strikes  us  as  evidently  having  been  drawn  up  with  the 
utmost  pt-ecaution:  designed,  calculated,  and  intended  to  convey 
the  impression  that  all  was  done  to  accommodate  the  contractors 
and  workmen,  and  to  hasten  th6  progress  of  the  road}  whereas, 
as  we  think,  we  shall  be  able  to  show  it  was  done  to  accommo- 
date director-coutractorsonly,  or  principally. 

The  following  is  the  preamble  and  resolution  reibrred  to,  to 
wit: 

** Whereas,  it  appears  to  this  Board,  that  many  of  (he  con- 
tractors of  our  road  have  progressed  as  far  as  their  means  will 
justify,  and  there  being  due  to  them  about  sixteen  thousand  dol- 
lars from  this  company,  and  we  holding  drafts  on  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  the  amount  of  rising  nineteen  thousand 
dollars,  which  is  at  this  time  unavailable, 

**  Therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  contractors, 
and  prosecuting  our  said  road  to  completion,  be  it 

"  Resolved,  by  this  Board,  that  the  President  of  this  company 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  if  required,  to  issue  drafts  on  the 
Treasurer,  in  small  sums,  for  all  claims  against  said  company, 
which  drafts  shall  be  made  payable  on  demand,  or  13  months 
after  date,  to  draw  interest  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  6  per  cenu 
per  annum;  and  that  all  persons  having  drafts,  may  have  the 
privilege  of  surrendering  them  to  the  treasurer  of  this  company, 
and  receive  small  drafts  therefor,  as  above  stated;  and  said 
treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  6  per  cent,  interest  per 
annum  on  all  drafts  thus  given  up."    Book  No.  1,  page  76. 

Dated  April  7,  1840. 

The  pretence  here  is,  that  all  this  is  done  to  accommodate 
contractors,  and  hasten  the  progress  of  the  road.  But  we  can 
see  no  great  accommodation  after  all,  unless  these  drafts  were  in- 
tended to  pass  from  band  to  hand,  as  iponey  or  a  circulating 
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medium:  certamly,  udese  this  was  the  object,  the  aecommoda* 
tion  to  contractors  consisted  alone  in  having  "  printed  orders^  or 
^'drafts^  on  pretty  pictures^  or  in  the  similitude  of  bank  paper, 
instead  of  having  them  in  the  plain  chirography  of  the  treasurer. 

Wonderfully  Rheral  spirit  of  "accommodation"  truly!  We 
also  find^  from  the  records  of  the  Board,  that  William  Hadley 
and  Eli  Hale,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  procure  suitabk 
blank  drafts,  as  contemplated  in  the  above  resolution,  and  that 
said  drafts  were  accordingly  procured,  at  an  expense  to  the  com- 
pany  of  no  less  than  300  dollars:  all  this  expense,  too,  for  drafts 
or  printed  orders,  in  the  similitude  of  bank  paper,  and  which 
Were  not  designed,  calculated  or  intended  to  circulate  as  money!! 
We  cannot  but  regard  it  as  very  extraordinary,  indeed,  that  thi« 
or  any  grave  and  dignified  board  of  directors,  should  be  wil- 
ling to  expend  three  hundred  dollars  to  furnish  contractors  with 
pretty  pictures  of  printed  orders,  to  keep  in  their  pockets  twelve 
months,  before  they  should  become  due;  and  yet,  as  avowed  io 
the  resolution  authorizing  these  issues,  all  is  done  for  the  purpose 
of  accommodating  contrdctors,  and  hastening  the  progress  ottbe 
road.  The  president,  to  be  sure,  states  in  his  deposition,  that 
they  or  the  treasurer  were  coritinually  being  called  on  for  small 
orders,  with  which  to  furnish  the  contractors  and  their  work- 
men, consumed  a  great  deal  of  time,  which  was  saved  by  means 
of  these  printed  orders — but  this  was  an  accommodation  to  the 
treasurer,  and  not  to  the  contractors,  and  of  course  is  not  the 
object  for  which  they  were  issued,  as  appears  by  said  resolution. 

The  other  object  for  which  these  notes  or  drafts  were  avow- 
edly issued,  was  that  of  prosecuting  said  road  lo  completion.— 
Now,  if  it  were  not  expected  that  these  drafts  or  printed  orders 
would  circulate  as  money,  and  in  fact  supply  the  place  of  mo- 
ney, how,  or  in  what  way,  could  it  have  been  supposed  that  they 
would  aid  the  company  in  prosecuting  the  said  road  to  comple- 
tion, any  more  than  in  case  they  had  been  in  tvriting,  on  plaio 
pieces  of  paper,  and  not  in  the  similitude  of  bank  paper,  or  mo- 
ney?   Oertamly  in  no  way  whatever. 

Another  reason  assigned  for  issuing  these  **  printed  orders''  is, 
that  the  company  held  drafts  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  for  rising  nineteen  thousand  dollars,  which  drafts  are  al- 
ledged  to  have  been  unavailable  at  the  time.  The  Board  could 
not  convert  these  drafts,  a^  it  would  thus  seem,  into  money,  or  a 
circulating  medium,  and  hence  the  necessity  as  alled^ed  in  fact 
for  issuing  these  printed  orders^  But  if  this  pnper  of  the  com- 
pany (or  more  properly  of  the  board  of  directors^  for  we  are 
mformed  that  the  company  disown  it  as  an  illegal  and  unauthori- 
zed act  of  the  Board.)  was  not  designed^  calculated  or  intended  to 
supply  the  place  of  the  money  expoctant  on  the  State  drafts. 
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then,  and  in  that  case,  what  had  the  Stale  drafts,  or  the  unavaila- 
bility of  these  drafts,  to  do  with  creating  the  necessity  for  issuing 
these  **  printed  orders,**  as  alled^ed  by  the  Board  themselves,  in 
the  resolution  authorizing  their  issue?  Certainly  nothing  at  all. 
We  therefore,  from  the  facta  furnished  by  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  authorizing  such  issues,  and  the  character  of  those  issues, 
can  arrive  at  no  ether  conclusion,  than  that  they  were  in  fact  de- 
signed, calculated  and  intended  to  circulate  as  money. 

We  are  also  led  to  another  conclusion  in  relation  to  these  is- 
mxesy  a  conclusion  which  is  forced  upon  us  by  these  and  other 
facts,  brought  to  light  by  the  investigation,  to  wit:  that  one  prin- 
cipal motive  or  object  of  these  issues  was,  to  enable  the  direct- 
ors,  who  were  contractors,  to  appropriate  to  their  own  use^  for  at 
least  one  year,  the  moneys  to  be  derived  from  the  said  State 
drafts.  At  the  time  of  these  issues,  the  Board,  by  their  own 
showing,  were  in  possession  of  State  drafts  to  a  greater  amount 
than  all  the  debts  due  by  said  company.  And  yet,  notes  are 
issued,  payable  12  months  after  date,  and  to  an  amount  of  8,000 
dollars  more  than  the  company  were  then  alledged  to  be  in  debt 
to  contractors.  If  we  admit,  as  stated,  that  the  iState  drafts 
were  not  available  at  that  time,  or  could  not  then  be  converted 
into  money,  is  it  possible  to  believe  that  these  directors  did  not 
expect  to  obtain  the  money  on  them  sooner  than  after  a  lapse  of 
twelve  months?  We  think  not.  And  besides,  we  learn  that  the 
money  was  obtained  on  said  drafts,  in  August  following.  And 
yet  the  fact  is  proved  that  such  funds,  or  any  portion  of  them, 
have  not  been  used  or  appropriated  in  redeeming  these  orders, 
or  paper  issues,  of  the  company,  which  clearly  shows  (hat  they 
were,  in  reality,  never  intended  to  be  so  redeemed,  or  that  the 
Board  have  not  acted  in  good  faith,  and  as  they  intended;  and, 
as  we  think,  clearly  proves  that  the  unavailability  of  the  said 
State  drafts,  did  not,  in  fact,  create  the  necessity  for  issuing  this 
Board-of-Director-scrip. 

Judging  from  the  foregoing  facts  and  considerations,  as  well  as 
the  condition  in  which  we  found  the  books  of  the  company,  that 
the  officers  of  the  company,  most  of  whom  were  contractors  and 
collectors,  had  been  in  the  habit  of  retaining  moneys  in  their 
hands  which  belonged  to  the  company,  and  appropriating  the 
'same  to  their  own  use,  while  in  fact  the  other  contractors,  who 
were  not  directors  or  collector.*,  were  suffering  for  the  money 
due  them  by  the  company,  we  called  on  the  president  and  secre- 
tary (the  latter  having  been  treasurer  for  the  company,  as  well  as 
secretary,  until  recently,)  for  a  statement,  showing  the  dates  on 
which  payments  had  been  made  to  the  several  contractors,  with 
the  several  amounts  of  such  payments,  the  kind  of  funds  paid, 
&c«,  all  of  which  said  officers  declined  to  give,  alledging  that  it 
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was  utterly  impossible  for  them  to  do  so  in  all  cases^  We  then 
verbally  requested  them  to  give  such  information,  so  far  as  the 
same  appeared  from  their  books,  of  was  within  their  knowledge. 
They  however  furnished  us  with  no  such  information,  and  for 
reasons  which  are  left  to  be  inferred* 

The  books  of  the  company  furnish  evidence  that  money  has 
been  loaned  or  lent  to  the  president  M  the  amount  of  $1,000,  at 
one  time;  and  there  are  other  entries,  which  furnish  very  strone 
presumptive  evidence  that  this  is  not  the  only  instance  in  which 
directors  have  been  thus  accommodated  from  the  funds  of  the 
company.  But  we  shall  speak  more  particularly  on  tha  subject 
of  the  finances  of  the  company,  under  another  head  of  your  m- 
structions* 

We  conclude  this  head  by  remarking,  that  it  seems  utterly 
impossible  to  account  for  the  issuing  of  these  orders  on  any  rea> 
sonable  or  probable  grounds  whatever,  other  than  that  they 
were  designed  to  pass  as  a  circulating  medium.  This,  however, 
is  not  admitted  by  the  president  or  secretary,  the  latter  remark- 
ing that  he  could  not  say,  and  did  not  know,  what  was  designed 
as  to  these  issues  circulating  as  money. 

Sixth.  **Whether  such  notes  have  heretofore  depreciated  in 
market,  and  while  so,  taken  up  by  stockholders  at  the  depreciated 
prices,  and  paid  to  tlie  company  at  par  in  payment  of  subscrip- 
tions to  stock  f 

That  these  notes  have  greatly  depreciated  in  market,  and 
whilst  so,  been  taken  up  by  the  stockholders  at  the  depreciated 
price,  and  paid  to  the  company  at  par  in  payment  of  subscrip- 
tions to  stock,  is  clearly  manifest  from  what  has  already  been 
made  to  appear,  and  the  depositions  of  the  president  and  secreta- 
ry touching  this  subject. 

The  president,  as  he  states,  has  known  these  issues  to  be 
bought  and  sold  at  a  discount  of  25  per  cent.^  and  offered  at  one 
half  their  face,  and  always  received  by  the  company  at  par  m 
payment  of  subscriptions  to  stock,  and  yet  he  tells  us  that  he  does 
not  know  that  they  have  been  purchased  with  the  view  to  appro- 
priate the  same  to  the  payment  of  stock.  Whether  or  not  he  knows 
with  what  view  or  motive  they  have  been  so  bought  up,  he  appears 
to  know  the  fact  perfectly  well  that  they  have  been  so  purchased 
and^o  applied.  It  does  not  appear  in  fact  that  one  dollar  of  thb 
paper  has  ever  been  redeemed  in  money  by  the  company  or 
board  of  directors,  consequently,  the  only  reasonable  inference 
is,  that  so  far  as  the  same  hos  in  fact  been  redeemed,  it  has  been 
priocipally,  if  not  exclusively,  received  in  payment  of  subscrip- 
tions to  stock.  So  great  a  depreciation  in  the  nominal  value  of 
these  issues  of  the  company,  must  fall  very  heavily  upon  those 
contractors  who  were  compelled  to  take  them  or  get  nothing. 
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It  is  c^kc  evident  that  this  paper  was  isitmed  upoo  the  credit  of 
the  state  drafts  which  the  company  held  at  the  time,  and  which 
drafts  were,  in  all  probability,  pledged^  or  considered  by  those 
who  took  this  paper,  ^ls- pledged  for  the  redemption  of  these 
Sprinted  orders.^ 

The  money  was  soon  after  obtained  on  these  state  drafts,  and 
ye.t  thrre  is  nothing  said  or  shown  as  to  what  use  was  made  of  it. 
It  is  certain,  however,  that  it  was  not  applied  to  the  payment  of 
this  rompany  acrip^  as  in  all  good  faith  it  should  have  been  appli- 
ed^ and  as  those  who  took  such  scrip  were,  in  all  probability,  be- 
fore assured  and  made  to  believe  would  be  done* 

Seventh.  You  inquire  '* Whether  the  company  have  received 
any  tolls  on  the  road,"  &c. 

It  appears  that  no  tolls  have  as  yet  been  received  on  any  por- 
tion of  said  road,  and  that  no  gates  for  the  purpose  have  as  yet 
bten  erected. 

Eighth.  We  are  instructed  "  To  examine  carefully  the  trans- 
actions of  the  company  in  relation  to  the  general  construction  of 
the  work;  and  particularly  the  management  of  its  pecuniary  af- 
fairs; ascertaining,  if  practicable,  the  amount  paid  for  services  of 
officers,  agents,  engineers,  superintendents,"  &c. 

We  have  been  able  to  ascertain  very  little  as  to  the  pecuniary 
transactions  of  the  company,  and  the  management  of  its  pecuni- 
ary afiairs.  We  greatly  regret  to  inform  you  that  we  found  this 
branch  of  your  instructions  the  most  difficult,  and  the  result  of 
our  efforts  to  obtain  such  information  the  least  satisfactory,  of  any 
part  or  portion  of  the  investigation. 

The  books  of  the  company,  so  far  as  regards  the  proceedings 
of  the  board  of  directors,  and  the  entry  in  another  book  of  the 
amount  of  jtock  held  or  subscribed  by  each  separate  or  indi- 
vidual stockholder,  together  with  the  transfers  of  stock,  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  same  may  take  place,  &c.,  have  b^en  kept  in  a 
very  neat  and  apparently  correct  manner,^  worthy  the  highest 
praise  and  commendation;  but  the  treasurer's  books,  and  those  in 
which  are  enti^red  the  receipts  of  individual  subscriptions  to 
stock,  the  moneys  received  on  state  drafts  and  from  collectors, 
and  the  moneys  paid  out  to  contractors,  are  found  in  the  utmost 
irregularity  and  confusion,  and  generally  without  the  usual  forma; 
so  much  so,  in  fact^  as  apparently  to  render  it  absolutely  impossi- 
ble for  any  one  bqt  the  secretary  (who  was  until  recently  both 
secretary  and  treasurer)  to  determine  the  situation  of  each  indi- 
vidual account.  Indeed,  we  found,  on  examining  the  secretary^ 
that  he  seemed  to  know  as  little  of  some  of  the  entries,  debits 
and  credits,  as  we  or  any  one  else. 

The  facts  evidently  are,  that  the  finances  of  the  company  have 
not  been  managed  in  any  usual  or  systematic  style  whatever;

but  that  each  collector  and  director,  into  whose  hands  the  moneys 
belonging  to  the  company  may  have  come,  has  been  allowed  to 
keep  his  own  account  of  Dr.  and  Cr.  with  the  company,  and  to 
account  to  the  company  for  the  moneys  that  may  have  come  into 
his  hands,  by  returning  to  the  treasurer,  not  such  moneys^  but  the 
orders,  drafts,  and  other  evidences  of  debt  against  the  company. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  depositions  of  the  president  and  secreta- 
ry,  herewith  submitted,  that  the  individuals  who  have  been  en- 
trusted with  the  negotiations  of  the  state  drafts,  have  not  been  re- 
quired to  pay  the  funds  obtained  on  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  company,  but  that  they  have  accounted  for  the  same /?rin- 
cipally  by  returning  to  said  treasurer  the  drafts  and  other  evi- 
dences of  debts  against  the  company. 

This  has  not  only  given  to  these  individuals  an  opportunity  to 
use  the  funds  of  the  company  for  their  own  private  purposes, 
while  the  other  contractors  may  in  fact  have  been  suffering  for 
the  money  due  them  by  the  company,  on  estimates  of  labor  per- 
formed, but  it  has  also  given  them  the  opportunity  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  distresses  of  other  contractors — distresses  caused 
by  their  retaining  in  their  own  hands  the  funds  of  the  company, 
and  thus  enabling  them  to  purchase  such  claims  at  a  discount, 
with  which  to  account  for  the  moneys  obtained  on  the  state 
drafts,  and  thus  making  it  a  source  of  revenue  or  profit  to  them- 
selves. It  has  also  given  these  director  contractors  an  opportuni- 
ty to  favor  their  own  particular  friends,  to  the  prejudice  of  others. 
Under  such  circumstances,  too,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the 
director  contractors  would  seize  the  earliest  opportunity  to  retain 
in  their  own  hands  enough  of  the  funds  thus  coming  into  their 
hands,  to  pay  themselves  fully  for  their  own  jobs,  although  not 
even  yet  finished.  We  were  informed  by  the  president  that  there 
was  one  instance  at  least  of  the  kind,  to  his  certain  knowledge, 
of  money  being  thus  retained,  or  retained  under  the  pretence  of 
having  performed  some  1,000  dollars  more  labor  than  had  been 
allowed  for  the  same  by  the  estimates  of  the  engineer. 

We  could  not  examine  all  these  director  contractors  and  di- 
rector collectors,  for  reasons  stated  in  the  commencement  of  our 
report;  and  consequently  are  not  prepared  to  show  the  extent  to 
which  these  transactions  may  have  been  carried.  It  will  be  seen 
by  the  depositions  of  the  president  and  secretary,  that  these  oflB. 
cers  of  the  company  appear  to  know  about  as  little  as  to  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  funds  of  the  company  which  have 
come  into  the  hands  of  these  director  contractors  and  director 
collectors,  and  also  as  to  the  state  of  their  accounts  with  the  com- 
pany, as  one  who  has  had  nothing  to  do  in  relation  to  the  transac- 
tions of  the  company. 
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It  bag  been  ascertained  that  a  majority  of  the  board  af  directors 
appoiDted  themselves  collectors  to  receive  instalments  on  indi- 
vidual subscription  to  stock,  and  thus  have  they,  as  it  appears^ 
had  the  entire  custody  and  control  of  all  the  funds,  or,  principal- 
Ij9  of  the  company.  It  will  be  seen,  as  stated  by  the  president^ 
thai  these  collectors  were  required  to  give  bond  and  security, 
and  to  pay  over,  every  60  days,  the  moneys  by  them  collected; 
and  which  they  have  either  neglected  or  reiused  to  do*  The 
president,  however,  slates,  as  will  be  seen,  that  ^^no  collector  has 
refused  to  pay  over  moneys  by  him  collected,  on  the  order  of 
the  board  of  directors." 

It  appears,  however,  by  the  testimony  of  the  secretary,  that 
no  such  director  or  collector  has  ever  been  called  upon  by  the 
board,  at  any  time,  to  pay  over  the  moneys  in  his  bands,  or  catt- 
ed upon  for  final  settlement  with  the  company.  There  seems« 
therefore,  to  be  no  doubt  whatever,  as  stated  by  the  president^ 
that  no  collector  has  refused  to  pay  over  moneys  by  him  collect- 
ed, on  the  order  of  the  board,  since  the  board  have  in  fact  never 
ordered  it. 

The  contractors,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  at 
least  the  non-director  contractors,  have  not  been  in  the  habit  or 
practice,  generally,  of  drawing  the  money  on  the  orders  or  drafts 
which  they  held  against  the  company,  out  of  the  treasury,  or 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  company. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  depositions  referred  to,  that  those  dt« 
rectors  to  whom  state  drafts  have  been  entrusted  for  negotiatiotty 
have,  in  no  instance,  been  called  upon  for  final  settlement,  and 
to  account  fully  to  the  company  for  the  same. 

It  appears  that  A.  E.  Strickle,  secretary,  and  A.  T.  Davn^ 
are  the  only  individuah  into  whose  hands  the  funds  of  the  com* 
pany,  or  any  portion  of  such  funds,  have  come,  who  have  been 
called  to  account  fully  for  such  funds,  or  to  a  final  settlemeni 
with  the  company. 

It  would  too  greatly  extend  the  length  of  our  report  were  we 
to  attempt  to  state  in  it  fully  and  minutely  all  the  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances which  have  been  brought  to  light  by  the  aforesaid 
depositions,  and  to  which  we  therefore  beg  leave  to  refer  you  for 
0Ome  further  information  from  the  secretary  as  to  the  character 
of  the  books  of  the  company^  &c.,  and  the  want  of  proper  date» 
and  data  as  to  the  tinr>e,  or  diflferent  times,  when  the  various  in- 
dividual  subscriptions  to  stock  have  been  paid  to  the  company* 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  books  of  the  company  do  not  show  the 
iikct  that  the  several  amounts  paid  on  individual  subscriptions  to 
stock,  and  which  were  reported  by  the  president  of  the  compa-* 
D.v  to  the  auditor  of  sttte  as  having  been  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  company  up  to,  or  before  a  certain  date  or  date^  bad  in 
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fact  been  80  paid;  the  entries  in  the  books  of  such  payments  be- 
ing for  nearly  or  quite  an  entire  year  without  the  proper  date«. 
We  mention  this  as  another  and  further  example  and  proof  of  the 
improper  manner  in  which  the  books  of  the  company  have  been 
kepi,  and  especially  so  far  as  relates  to  the  monetary  transac- 
tions of  the  company. 

The  book«,howcver,and  report  made  to  us  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  show  that  there  has  been  great  partiality  shown  direc- 
tor-contractors over  other  contractors,  in  the  mode  or  amount 
1)aid  to  these  different  classes  of  contractors  on  the  estimates  of 
abor  performed  on  their  respective  jobs. 

Director-contractors  have,  in  nearly  or  quite  every  instance, 
been  at  once  paid  the  full  amount  of  such  estimates,  whereas  10 
percent,  of  such  estimates,  on  other  jobs,  was  withheld  from  the 
contractors  as  a  pledge  or  guaranty  for  the  further  and  faithful 
prosecution  of  their  work  or  jobs. 

It  appears  that  there  is  now  due  contractors  for  labor  perform- 
ed on  said  road,  more  than  10,000  dollars,  of  which  sum  about 
^0,000  are  due  non-director  contractors,  whereas,  less  than 
^1,000  are  due  and  now  owing  director-contractors. 

The  $1,000  retained  by  one  of  the  director  contractors  in  his 
own  hanHs,  as  stated  by  the  President,  over  the  estimates  of  labor 
perfornned  on  his  contract,  as  estimated  by  the  Engineer,  wiH 
balance  the  sum  now  appearing  to  l>e  due  director  contractors — 
showing,  that  whil«  in  reality  the  latter  class  of  contractors  have 
been  paid  fully  for  all  the  labor  actually  perfornfied  on  their  jobs, 
there  is  still  due  other  contractors  the  sum  of  about  $9,006 for 
work  or  labor  actually  performed  on  their  contracts  or  jobs. 

The  President  and  Secretary  do  not  think  there  has  t>een  any 
partiality  shown  director  contractors  over  other  contractors,  as 
will  be  seen  from  their  depositions — but  these  and  the  foregoing 
facts,  force  upon  us  the  irresistable  conviction;  that  the  most  ex- 
traordinary partialities  have  been  shown  director  contractors. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  u^rwards  of  $80,000  have  been  paid 
to  directors,  the  Secretary  and  Engineer,  and  others  interested  io 
the  same  contracts  with  these  officers  for  work  or  labor  performed 
OB  aajd  road,  which,  together  with  the  sum  of  rising  $9,000,  paid 
to  these  individuals  and  a  few  others  as  officers  and  agents  of  said 
Company,  will  exceed  the  total  amount  of  all  the  moneys  paid  to 
the  Company  by  the  State  on  her  subscriptions  to  stock-^and 
bemg  equal  to  about  one  half  or  a  little  more,  of  all  the  expendi- 
tures in  the  construction  of  said  road  thus  far. 

The  precise  sum,  as  reported  to  us,  as  having  been  paid  to  the 
Officers,  Agents,  Engineers,  &c.,  for  their  services,  as  such,  is 
$9,^iv84^-And  the  amount  doe  and  unpaid,  $16^,50,  making  in 
all,  the  sum  of  $9,365  34. 
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Of  this  amount^  it  appears  that  $2,044,35  has  been  paid  to  A. 
R  Strickle,  Secretary,  and  $3,220  81  to  W.  D.  Tong,  the  En- 
gineer. 

For  further  particulafs  under  this  head  of  enquiry,  we  beg 
leave  to  refer  you  to  the  report  to  us  by  the  Presideot'  and  Sec- 
retary. 

We  have  before  stated,  and  here  repeat  the  fact,  (as  it  seems 
properly  to  come  under  this  head  of  your  instructions,)  that  the 
books  of  the  company  furnish  evidence  that  in  more  instances 
than  one,  funds  belonging  to  the  company  have  been  lent  to  Di- 
rectors or  so  borrowed. 

**  Ninth.  To  ascertain  the  number  of  such  Officers,  Agents, 
&c.,  at  this  time  receiving  pay;  their  stations,  duties,  and  respec- 
tive  salaries  ?" 

For  full  information  on  this  subject,  we  refer  you  to  the  afore- 
said report  submitted  to  us  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

"Tenth.  To  examine  and  report  the  amount  of  cash  paid  on 
subscriptions  other  than  that  paid  by  the  State  of  Ohio  V  ' 

We  soon  discovered,  from  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the 
company,  that  they  furnished  no  satisfactory  evidence  on  this  sub- 
ject whatever. 

We  therefore  called  on  the  Secretary,  A.  E.  Strickle,  who  has 
also  acted  as  Treasurer  for  the  said  company  during  most  of  its 
existence  thus  far,  to  furnish  us  with  such  information,  which  he 
declined  doing,  as  will  be  seen  from  his  deposition,  stating  that 
♦'he  could  not  tell  any  thing  ab^ut  the  proportion  that  has  been 
paid  in  cash,  but  that  he  thought  subscriptions  had  been  paid  in 
what  was  equivalent  to  cash  to  the  company."  As  we  have  be- 
fore stnted,  we  found  it  utterly  impossible  to  ascertain  from  the 
depositions  of  the  President  and  Secretary  that  there  had,  in  fact, 
been  any  definite  sum  paid  in  cash  or  money.  We  requested  the 
Secretary,  as  will  be  seen,  to  state  whether  he  could  say  with 
certainty  that  there  had  been  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  • 
a  greater  amount  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  company  in  ac- 
tual cash  or  money,  on  individual  subscriplions  to  stock. 

We  asked  him  to  state  the  amount  according  ia  his  best  knowl- 
edge, information  and  belief.  His  answers  to  these  interrogato- 
ries^  as  we  think,  amount,  virtually^  to  a  refusal  to  give  testimony 
in  the  case,  or  such  facts  as  are  within  his  knowledge.  Hmdep- 
oaitiofi,  however,  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  it  will  be  for  you  to 
determine  whether  or  not  our  conclusions  are  just. 

There  appears  to  us  to  have  been  almost  every  species  of  bar- 
ter practiced  in  the  payment  of  subscriptions  to  stock;  but  al- 
tboagh  the  fact  is  not  made  to  appear  from  said  depositions,  that 
a  considerable  sum  or  amounlof  individual  subscriptions  to  stock 
has  been  bone  fide  paid  into  the  treasury  in  actual  cash— yot, 
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from  information  derived  from  prominent  citizens  and  stockholders 
in  Wilmington,  we  entertain  no  doubt  whatever  that  such  \s  tlie  fact. 

But,  from  the  fact  of  the  refusal  to  give  any  information  what- 
ever, as  to  the  probable  amount  paid  in  DK>ney,  as  well  as  from 
the  condition  of  the  books,  and  the  large  amount  avowedly  paid 
in  labor,  we  arc  compelled  to  believe  that  a  very  small  amouot, 
comparalivdy,  has  been  pnid  in  actual  cash,  or  money.  Indeed 
it  is  stated  in  the  President's  and  Seccntary's  report  to  us,  already 
referred  to,  that  the  principal  amount  of  >  individual  subscriptions 
to  stock  has  been  paid  in  labor* 

We  are  informed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  that  they 
think  the  payments  made  were  equivalent  to  money.  We  here 
repeat,  that  it  is  shown  by  th^  propositions  submitted  for  jobs,  that 
the  payments  alledged  to  have  been  virtually  made,  by  deducting 
(he  amount  of  stock  from  the  amount  of  the  contracts  was  not 
equivalent  to  money — not  to  an  equal  amount  at  least;  they  may, 
and  probably  were,  in  most  cases,  equivalent  to  a  small  amdunt 
of  money,  for  instance,  as  heretofore  shown,  $1000  subscriptions 
equivalent  to  $40  in  money. 

The  reasons  of  the  President  and  Secretary  for  refusing  to  state 
the  facts  on  this  subject  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge,  informa- 
tion,  and  belief,  are  Mft  to  be  inferred. 

'  ^Bleventh.  Whether  the  Treasurer  of  the  company  or  any 
other  officer  or  agent  has  been  engaged»at  any  tkne,  in  discount- 
ing or  purchasing  at  more  than  legal  interest,  the  checks,  drafts, 
notes  or  other  paper  of  the  contrairtors,  those  of  their  workmen, 
or  any  other  persons,  designating  each  class  of  persons  above  al- 
k^  to  r 

We  did  •  Dot  examine  any  of  the  contractors  or  any  of  their 
workmen  touching,  the  subject  of  this  enquiry,  and  for  rensooa 
which  we  have  before  stated — nor  did  we  examine  any  other  of 
the  officers  or  agents  of  the  company,  than  the  President,  Sec- 
retary and  Engineer,  and  for  a  like  reason. 

The  following  is  the  President's  reply  to  our  interrogatory 
touehingthe  subject,  to  wit: 

*^  I  do  not  know  that  any  Treasurer  or  Officer  of  the  board  has 
been  engaged  in  purchasing  the  paper  of  this  company  at  more 
than  legal  interest,  particularly  as  Officers  of  the  company, — > 
But  aa.an  individual,  I  myself  have  taken  the  orders  for  storo 
goods  at  par,  generally,  aod  in  some  instances  have  paid  part  of 
the  amount  in  money;  but  when  I  paid  all  money  for  lhem«  have 
purchased  them  at  a  discount  of  more  than  6  per  cent.  I  done 
It  for  rnyself,  and  with  my  own  money,  and  not  as  Director  or 
Agent  of  the  conipany,  or  with  any  part  of  their  funds,  or  for 
their  use;  but  for  myself  only.  I  might  name  a  few  of  the  bold- 
ersi  but  suppose  it  unnecessary*'' 
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The  following  is  the  Secretarj's  answer  toaMke  Interrogatory^ 
to  wit: 

^  I  have  not^  at  any  time^  discounted  or  shaved  said  orders  at 
more  than  legal  interest;  but  I  have  taken  them  and  passed  tbem 
at  the  sum  or  sums  they  called  for." 

Our  inquiry  of  the  Secretary  is  whether  the  Treasurer  or  any 
other  Officer  or  Agent  of  the  company  has  been  engaged  in  pur- 
chasing, at  a  greater  discouat  than  6  per  coot.,  such  paper  of  the 
company. 

He  answers  the  hiquiry  by  simply  saying  that  Ae  has  not  been 
so  engaged,  and  without '  informing  us  whether  he  dbes  or  does 
not  know  of  others  having  done  so, or  having  been  so  employed. 

The  President  admits  that  he  himself  has  purchased  such  pa- 
per of  the  company  at  a  greater  discount  than  6  pir  cent.,  but  in- 
forms us  that  he  has  done  so,  not  as  a  Director  or  officer  of  the 
company,  but  as  a  private  individual. 

He  says,  ''I  do  not  know  that  any  Treasurer  or  Officer  of  the 
board  has  been  engaged  in  purchasing  the  paper  of  this  com- 
pany,  ai  more  than  legal  interest,  particularly  a#  offi(xr$  of  the 

1  he  inference  is,  that  he  may  have  known  others  than  the 
Treasurer  and  Officers  of  the  board  to  have  been  so  engaged — 
and  even  these  so  engaged,  in  fact,  though  not  particulmrly  at 
Officers  of  the  company. 

We  cannot  see  that  it  makes  any  very  material  difference  with 
the  contractors  or  workmen  whose  paper  is  thus  discounted  or 
purchased  by  the  President  or  others,  whether  they  have  done  so 
*^pctrtiadarly  as  Officers  of  the  company,^  or  not. 

**Twelfih.  To  further  investigate  any  other  matters  that  may 
ceme  under  your  notice  in  proceeding  with  the  above  points,  and 
which  you  may  conceive  to  bear  in  any  wise  upon  the  honest 
and  faithful  administration  of  the  business  of  the  corporation.'' 

Under  this  head  we  shall  notice  i»me  of  the  transactions  of 
the  eoinpany  or  board  of  directors,  which  have  not  already  been 
pwticolarly  stated  or  explained  in  answer  to  tho  preceding  point! 
of  your  instructions;  and,  also,  we  shall  quote  a  few  passages  or 
resolutions  from  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  directors,  to 
show  the  uniform  opposition^  on  the  part  of  those  directors  who 
wero  not  iaterested  as  contractors  in  any  job  on  said  road,  to  the 
poli^  and  measures  generally  adopted  and  pursued  by  those  di- 
reetors  who'  woii*  contractors,  and  who  constituted,  as  will  be 
•ieen,  a  majority  ot  the  board  up  to  the  Hth  day  of  Jinuary, 
]S4ltWhen.d«ree  other  directors  were  appointed  hy  the  governor 
^Ohio^  in  behalf  of  the  state,  to  wit,  Jacob  Haines,  BK  Gaskill, 
and  Daniel  McLean,  in  place  of  three  others  previously  appoint- 
•d  by  the  stockholders,  and  ^ince  which  time  the  directors  who 
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are  not  interested  in  any  way  as  contractors,  have  constituted  a 
majority  of  the  board. 

Consequently,  as  the  contractor-directors  constituted  a  majority 
of  the  said  board,  they  have  directed  and  controlled  the  entire 
operations  of  the  company,  not  only  in  the  letting  of  contracts, 
and  the  general  des^n  and  prosecution  of  the  work,  but  also  ia 
relation  to  all  the  financial  operations  or  noonetary  affairs  of  such 
company. 

We  found  that  the  finances  or  monetary  affairs  of  the  company 
had  been  so  managed,  that  such  directors,  or  some  of  them  at  least 
as  were  not  themselves  interested  in  contracts,  as  they  very  frankly 
stated  to  us,  were  then  and  ever  had  been  in  the  dark  as  to  the  par- 
ticular disposition  made  of  the  funds  of  th«  company ;  at  least  that 
they  had  never  been  able,  either  from  the  books  of  the  company 
or  otherwise,  to  obtain  such  full  and  satisfactory  information. 

We  find  in  Mr.  Cleveland'js  report  of  December  7ih,  1839,  to 
the  board  of  public  works,  (speaking  of  the  mode,  or  manner  in 
which  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus  Turnpike  Road 
has  been  executed  or  constructed,)  the  following,  to  wit: 

^The  chief  cause  of  complaint  exists  on  the  part. between 
Clarksville  and  Wilmington,  a  distance  of  9  miles,''  &c. 

It  win  be  seen  by  the  president's  deposiiion  that  the  part  oi 
8aid  road  here  spoken  of  has  been  mostly  let  to  diredor-oantract' 
ors — most  of  the  grading  and  ail  the  metalling  or  McAdaratzing, 
with  the  exception  of  a  single  section  or  mile::  the  latter  wjil  1^ 
seen  by  reference  to  the  report  made  to  us  by  the  president  and 
aecretary. 

We  also  find  the  following  passage  in  Mr.  Cleveland's  repoit, 
in  connection  with  the  above,  to  wit: 

'  ^^It  appears  that  none  of  the  jobs  on  this  part  of  the  line  are 
accepted,  and  assurances  were  given  that  none  would  be  until 
completed  according  to  the  original  plan.'' 

It  has  already  be^i  shown  that  no  part  of  the  said  road  h(»bem 
let  to  be  McAdamized  according  to  the  original  plan;  that  is  with  a 
covering  of  stone  and  screened  gravd^  9  inches  thick— or,  what 
is  equivalent,  9  perches  of  stone,  of  25  or  241  cubic  feet  each  to 
the  rod  (the  road  being  18  feetoiride.) 

And  further,  the  mere  matter  of  receiving  or  refilling  to  re- 
ceive these  and  other  jobs  off  of  the  hands  of  director-amtradorsj 
does  not  appear  tu  your  agent  to  afford  any  sufficient  guarantee 
or  assurance  that  such  jobs  will  be  faithfully  ei^cuttd;  and  for 
the  reason  which  we  have  before  stated,  namely,  the  fact  thai 
these  director-contractors  receive  pay  for  tim  full  amouni  of  la- 
bor performed  on  their  contraois  as  fiSist  (if  not  fibster)  as  the  same 
is  done  and  estimated  by  the  engineer,  who  is  employed  by  these 
directors,  and  liable  to  be  removed  at  their  pleasure,  and  espe- 
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'eially,  as  may  reasonably  be  presumed,  in  case  he  should  fail 
geDerally  to  estimate  their  labor  on  said  jobs  as  high  as  thejr 
mi^ht  do,  or  to  such  directors'  satisfaction. 

It,  thereipre,  appears  to  be  a  mere  matter  of  moonshine  ^ith 
.these  director-contrac tors,  whether  or  not  their  jobs  are  received 
off  their  hands  by  the  company*  as  completed  and  properly  exe- 
euted.  When  they  shall  have  done  the  work  to  their  ou^n  satis- 
faction  they  willt  as  it  appears,  then,  if  not  before,  have  received 
their  fuU  compensatioa  for  such  jobs  and  also  to  their  own  sati»- 
fiction. 

We  see  no  protection  to  the  company  really  from  all  this. 

These  director-contractors,  as  they  were  a  majority^  let  con- 
tracts to  themselves,  estimate  their  own  labor  by  the  engineer^ 
whom  they  may  appoint  or  remove  at  pleasure,  and  pay  them^ 
aelves;  and  then,  in  case  the  company  should  refuse  to  accept 
or  receive  their  jobs  as  con>pletecl,  or  find  that  these  director! 
have  been  paid  more  than  their  contracts  entitle  them  to,  itthea 
toros  out  that  there  is  no  written  contract  in  existence  for  McAd* 
amizing  any  part  or  inch  of  said  road. 

We  also  find  in  JVf  r.  Cleveland's  seport,  in  connection  with  this 
aabjact,  the  following;  to  wit: 

"The  two  directors  who  are  not  interested  in  jobs  form  aconi« 
mitiee,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  engineer,  examine  and  pMi 
upon  work  before  tinal  acceptance.  This  may  be  sufficient  td 
insure  a  proper  performance." 

As  to.ihe  suSiciency  of  this  measure  or  provision,  so  long  as  a 
majority  of  the  board*  are  largely  interested  in  jobs — so  long  at 
they  have  the  collection  and  custody  of  the  Ainds  of  the  compa* 
ny,  and  are  paid  fully  for  all  the  labor  performed  on  their  jobs^ 
as  the  same  shall  be  esHmatsd  by  a  man  of  their  own  appointmenif 
we  have  spoken  above. 

And  now,  a  woi^  or  two  ae  to  this  committee.  It  appears 
'  from  the  books  of  the  company,  and  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
board  of  directors^tbat  aii^  a  committee  was  in  existence  at  the 
time  of  Mr» Cleveland's  examination;  audit  also  appears  from  tha 
fame  tbat  tbe  resohition  appointing  said  committee  was  imme* 
diately  repealed  or  rescinded  after  Mr.  Cleveland's  rcpprt  had 
been  submitted  to  the  legislature,  or  to  the  board  of  publio 
works. 

In  book  No.  1,  page  71,  aad  under  date  of  January  13,  1840« 
being  less  than  one  month  after  Mr.  Cleveland's  report  was  sub* 
milted  to  the  legitdatare,  we  find  the  following  rtsolution,  to  witt 

'On  motion,  ^^ 

^Besoked^  That  the  resolution  passed  by  this  board  on  the 
18th  day  of  June  last,  appointing  Isaiuh  Morris  and  Daniel 
McLean  to  assist  tbe  engineer  to  receive  jobaoiF  of  the  bands  of 
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eontraetorS)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rttcinded,  and  tiiat  iht 
engineer  of  this  company  himself  be  authorized  to  receive  aM  jofai 
from  contractors." 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  board,  as  soon  as  tha  fact  of  the 
axistence  of  this  committee  was  made  known  to  the  legislature, 
rescinded  the  resolution  authorizing  the  appointment  of  such  eoia- 
mittee,  and  in  the  full  face  of  Mr.  Cleveland's  report,  by  whieh 
it  was  shown  that  this  committee,  a  majority  of  X¥hom  were  not 
interested  in  job«,  was  in  fact  the  only  guarantee  that  the  jobs 
let  to,  or  taken  by,  director-contractors  would  be  duly  perfonn^ 

The  engineer  alone  is  authorized  to  receive  all  contracts  off 
of  the  hands  of  contractors.  So  extraordinary  a  movemeat  as 
^is,  surrounded  by  tbd  important  facts  of  the  case,  can  reqaira 
little  or  no  comment  from  us. 

It  appears  that  the  above  resolution,  rescinding  the  tesolution 
appointing  Isaiah  Morris  and  Daniel  McLean  (dlrectDra  who  had 
BO  interest  in  any  job)'to  assist  the  engineer  in  receiving  jobs  off 
the  hands  of  contractors,  aad  authorizing  the  engineer  alone  Id 
receive  all  such  jobs,  remained  in  full  force  until  after  the  ap- 
pointment, by  the  governor,  of  three  directors  on  behalf  of  the 
state,  whi^n  the  following  resolution  on  the  subject  was  passed 
and  is  now  in  force,  to  wit: 

^^Hesolved,  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Goshen,  Wikning» 
ton  and  Columbus  Tompike  Company,  that  on  the  completioa 
of  any  section  or  pare  of  section,  the  same  shall  not  be  received 
from  the  contractor  or  person  oper^ing  as  contractor,  but  by  the 
ipprakation  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  upon  actual 
faispection  of  the  work  performed," 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  at  this  time  a  majority  of  tbs 
t»oard,  by  the  appointment  of  the  stale  disectors,  had  no  interest 
in  any  job  or  contract  on  sakl  road. 

.  We  copy  the  following  from  the  saiii^  book,  pages  63  and  64, 
ander  date  of  June  18,  1839,  to  wit: 

■  ^Isaiah  Morris  offered  for  adoption  the  folbwing  resolution,  to 
wit: 

^Resohoed^  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  (Joshen^  Wilnringtoa 
and  Columbus  Turnpike  Company,  that  18  feet  in  width  of  said 
road  shall  be  made  an  aftificial  roaid,  composed  of  stone  orgraveii 
well  compacted  together  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  a  firm,  even, 
•ad  substantial  road,  according  to  tbe  law  entitled  *an  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  regulation  of  Turnpike  Companies.' 

^^The  yeas  and  nays  bein^  called  for,  the  vote  stood  as  fbllowst 

«Yeas — Isaiah  Morris,  Daniel  McLean,  aad  Josephus  Reed, 
^/M  one  of  whom  was  a  contractor.) 

Nays — Samuel  H.  Hale ,  Eli  Hale,  Benj .  Baldwin,  John  Hadley, 
iad  Wnu  Hadley,"  (all  of  whom  were  interested  as  contractors*)

Fron  tbt  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  directoni,  who  were 
not  contractors  were,  at  the  commeiicement  of  the  road,  m  favor 
of  constructing  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  law  on  the 
•|}b}ext,  declaring  at  the  time,  as  we  were  informed,  the  expen- 
ditare  of  tbe  foods  of  the  state  and  company  in  the  construction 
of  any  other  than  such  road,  to  be  Mnaulhorized  and  illegal'^  but,' 
that  notwithstanding,  the  proposition  was  voted  down  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board  who  were  interested!  as  contractors — the  road 
ordered  to  be  constructed  16  feet  in  width  ahd  wUh  6  perches  of 
stone  to  the  rod* 

It  appears  that  no  other  order  or  resolution  on  the  euhject^ 
was  passed  by  the  board,  until  subsequent  to  tho  appointment  of 
the  said  directors  on  behalf  of  tbe  State,  when  the  following  reso- 
lotion  was  oflfered  by  the  president,  and  rejected,  to  wit: 

^  Eesolred,  by  the  board,  that  in  acoordimoe  with  tha  resola- 
tion  of  the  18th  June,  1839,  that  so  soon  asr  the  fpnds  of  the 
company  will  justify,  they  will  proceed  to  make  a  Turnpike  road, 
eighteen  feet  wide,  and  every  other  wny  in  acoordance  with  the 
law;  that  we  now  autborite  the  engineer^  or  agents,  to  cause 
the  contractors  to  make  said  road  eighteen  feet  wide,  and  in  ae* 
cordaace  with  the  laif  on  turnpike  roads — at  a  rate  per  perch^ 
for  stone,  not  exceeding  the  rate  paid  on  each  section  for  sto- 
ning the  same  at  6  perches  to  the  rod,  and  that  the  engineer 
include  tjhe  same  in  his  estimates. 

^  Whereupon,  the  yeas  and  nays  being  called  ffr,  the  vote 
Hood  aa  followt; 

*^Ybas: — Sanuiel  U«  Hale,  Daniel  McLean,  Eli  Hale,  und 
WUItam  Hadley. 

^ Nays: — Isaiah  Morris,  Jacob  Haines,  Ell  Gaskill,  Alexmder 
Wjlson,  and  Jeremiah  Hadley.^' 

The  reasons  assigned,  as  we  understood^  by  those  Toting  in  the 
negative,  were,  that  tbe  funds  of  the  company  did  not,  in  fact, 
now  justify  tbe  expense,  the  oompany  being  greatly  in  debt; 
whereas,  the  same  measure  was  justified,  and  in  fact  no  other, 
at  the  commencement  of  tto  road. 

We  howeyer  cmderstood,  that  there  was  great  dissa^factien ' 
OB  the  part  of  aome  of  the  board,  as  to  the  terms  on  which  coo* 
tracts  had  been  let,  abowinf  ,  as  wito  beKeifod,  great  partialiliefl 
to  some,  over  other  contactors — that  they  thought  many  of  the 
contracts  had  been  let  ereatly  too  high,  and  therefore  did  not  . 
wish  to  extend  them;  and  besides  all  this,  that  they  believed  the 
whole  proceedings  in  expending  the  moneys  of  the  State,  and 
individual  stockholders,  in  constructing  a  road  unauthorized,  and 
contrary  to  the  law  on  the  subject,  to  he  illegal^  and  that  they  did 
not  wish,  by  any  action  of  the  Board,  now  that  they  (those  who 
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were  not  interested  in  contracts,)  for  the  first  time  since  the 
commencement  of  the  work,  had  the  mojority,  to  legalize  any 
former  and  illegal  transactions  of  the  board,  thereby  compromit- 
ting  the  rights  and  interestii  of  the  State,  and  individual  stock- 
holders— that  they  believed  a  full  and  thorough  investigation  oC 
the  affairs  and  transactions  of  the  company  to  be  necessary,  ab* 
solutely  so,  m  order  to  enable  them  to  act  as  the  rights  and  in- 
terests of  all  concerned,  should  require. 

But  it  appears,  that  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  at 
which  meeting  a  majority  of  those  in  attendance  being  con- 
tractors, or  interested  in  jobs  on  said  road,  a  resolution  was  pass- 
ed, which  it  seems  I  failed  to  copy,  but  which  from  recollection, 
•*  requested  the  engineer  to  urge  the  contractors  to  the  speedy 
construction  of  a  lawful  road,  at  a  rate  for  stone  not  exceeding 
the  stipulations  of  existing  contracts  for  the  same  sections,  at  6 
*  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod/' 

This  is  the  only  authority  we  were  able  to  discover,  for  ex- 
tending the  contracts,  or  jobs,  as  they  were  originally  let — or 
from  16  feet  wide  to  18,  and  from  6  perches  of  stone  to  the  rod, 
to  74  perches. 

•  In  book  No.  1,  page  6^,  we  find  there  was  a  resolution  offered, 
to  the  effect  that  the  president  be  requested  to  advertise^  and  re- 
ceive proposals,  for  stoning  said  road  east  of  Wilmington,  and  to 
which  resolutioa  ^'  Isaiah  Morris  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment, to  wit: 

**  Provided,  that  no  director  shall  be  a  contnH^tor" — which 
was  bst,  the  vote  being  as  follows: 

«  ^' YsAsi^-Isaiah  Morris,  Daniel  McLean,  and  Josephus  Reed, 
(none  of  whom  were  interested  in  any  job  on  said  road.) 

**Nays:— Sam'l  H.  Hale,  Benj.  Baldwin,  John  Hadley,  Eli 
Hale,  and  William  Hadley,"  (all  of  whom  were  interested  in 
obs  on  said  road.) 

We  also  find  the  following,  among  other  proceedings  of  the 
the  Board,  to  wit: 

^^On  motion,  resolved,  that  James  Given  be  employed  to  pass 
our  road  from  Goshen  to  Wilmington,  and  give  his  views  what 
alterations,  if  any,  he  would  recommend,  in  order  to  make  our 
road  such  an  one  as  contemplated  by  law.'' 

On  page  71,  we  find  that  Mr.  Given  is  allowed  f  15  for  such 
services,  but  no  report  of  his,  whatever,  is  to  be  found  in  rela- 
tion to  this  subject,  among  the  proceedings  of  the  Board:  we 
therefore  infer,  that  from  some  cause  the  same  has  been  sup- 
pressed, or  refused  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board,  if 
any  such  report  was  in  fact  ever  submitted. 

It  is  stated  by  the  president,  in  his  deposition,  as  will  be  seen, 
that  the  stock  of  the  company  was  at  first  considered  at  nearly, 
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or  qaite^  par  rahie,  and  that  it  would  retain  this  value,  or  nearly, 
when  the  road  should  be  completed;  whereas,  it  is  found  to  have 
been  sold  as  low  as  ten  dollars  per  share,  already:  ^showing,  that 
the  State's  investment,  of  more  than  80,000  dollars,  is  probably 
worth  at  this  time,  less  than  20,000  dolla/s;  and  should  the  stock 
continue  to  depreciate  in  value  until  the  road  is  completed,  in  a 
like  ratio  with  such  depv-eciation  since  the  commencement  of  the 
work.  It  is  believed  that  the  total  value  of  all  the  State's  invest- 
menu  will  be  less  than  $10,000. 

It  is  believed,  that  as  the  road  has  been  constructed,  the  rev- 
enues to  be  derived  from  the  tolls  on  the  same,  will  scarcely  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  for  necessary  repairs. 

We  thus  present  you  with  the  transactions,  and  the  condition 
of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  under 
the  peculiar  and  very  extraordinary  condition  in  which  the  same 
were  found,  hoping  that  so  far  as  no  satisfactory  information  has 
been  obtained,  the  board,  and  especially  the  director-contractors, 
will  feel  themselves  properly  called  upon  to  come  forward,  and 
make  a  full  disclosure  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  board,  and  of 
all  the  other  officers  of  the  company,  that  such  responsibility,  and 
such  only,  may  attach  to  the  board  and  individuals,  as  justice 
and  equity  require. 

The  interests  of  the  State,  of  individual  stockholders,  and  of  all 
concerned,  seem  to  call  loudly  for  a  full  and  further  exposition 
than  we  have  been  able  to  give.

First  quesAm  by  H.  A.  Moore^  agent.  Are  you  president  of 
the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus  Turnpike  Company,  and 
have  you  been  president  of  said  company  since  the  first  election 
of  saiil  officers  of  such  coanpany  to  the  present  time. 

Answer  by  S.  H.  Haky  president     I  have  been  so  consideredt 

Second.  Have  contracts  for  constructing  the  Goshen,  Wil- 
mington, and  Cohimbus  Turnpike  Road  been  let  in  all  eases  to 
the  lowest  good  and  responsible  bidder;  anci  if  not,  please  to 
state  all  the  instances  in  which  they  have  not  been  so  let? 

Answer^  It  was  my  understanding,  at  the  letting  of  the  work,  that 
the  best  good  and  responsible  bidders  would  be  preferred,  provi- 
ded their  bids  were  not  unreasonably  high,  or  made  for  more 
work  than  the  bidder  could  well  attend  to,  and  I  think  they  were 
so  let;  but  as  president  and  director,  I  was  measurably  governed 
n  letting  by  the  calculation  of  the  several  items  of  wcJk,  added 
up  and  compared  by  the  engineer  and  others  who  more  par- 
ticularly attended  to  that  on  the  days  of  letting*  There  may 
have  bBen,  and  probably  were  some  jobs  let  to  others  than  the 
lowest  bidder,  from  the  irresponsibility  of,  or  some  other  reason- 
able objection  to,  a  lower  bidder*  I  am  at  this  time  unable  to 
Eive  the  instances  particularly,  nor  can  I  now  do  so  without  re- 
Tcnce  to  the  bids,  and  again  calculating  and  comparing  thero, 
which  would  take  a  tedious  time;  but  as  they  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  company,  reference  can  be  had  to  them  by  the 
agent. 

Third.  Have  you  now  on  file  in  the  office,  among  the  papers 
of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus  Turnpike  company, 
all  the  bids  which  have  been  received  for  contracts  for  construct- 
ing  said  road;  and  if  not,  what  disposition  has  been  made  of 
them,  and  for  what  object  or  purpose? 

Ansvoer.  I  think  they  are  in  the  office  of  the  company.  Par* 
haps  some  bids  that  were  altogether  too  high,  or  entirely  without 
form,  may  not  have  been  preserved  by  the  company;  but  no  rea 
sonable  bid  or  proposition,  worth  preserving,  has  been  either 
destroyed  or  secreted  by  the  board  of  directors,  or  any  one  else, 
to  my  knowledge  or  belief.

Fifih.  Has  the  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  of  faid 
company)  at  any  time,  become  contractors;  and  what  are  the 
names  of  such  directors  as  have  become  contractors  tor  worlc  or 
jobs  to  be  done  in  constructing  said  road? 

Jtnsujer.  There  |^ave  been  fourteen  directors  during  the  pro- 
gress of  our  road,  three  of  whom  were  at  one  time  contractors, 
te  wit:  Benjamin  Baldwin,  Eli  Hale,  Wm.  Hadley,  on  grading; 
aAerwards,  Henry  Harvey  became  a  contractor  for  stone,  done 
some  work  on  his  job,  and  was  left  out  as  director  at  the  election 
of  Jan.  1 840.  .  John  Hadley,  also,  while  director,  made  the  most*- 
favorable  bid  we  could  get  for  the  completion  of  one  abandoned 
job,  lea^ng  the  privilege  with  the  president,  or  any  other  mem^ 
ber  of  the  board  of  directors,  to  tet  the  same  on  better  terms 
for  the  company,  if  they  could.  Nol  being  able  to  do  so,  he 
was  notified,  and  has  gone  on  with  the  work,  and  resigned  the 
office  of  director  on  the  SOth  July,  1840b  B*  Baldwin  was  di- 
rector until  the  election  in  Jan.  I84K 

Sixth.  Have  directors  also  been  appointed  collectors  to  re- 
ceive instalments  due  and  to  become  due  from  individual  sub- 
scribers to  stock;  and  if  so,  by  whom  were  they  appointed,  and 
what  are  their  names;  also,  atate  whether  such  collectors  were 
authorized  to  pay  out  to  contractors  on  said  road  the  money  by 
them  so  collected^  and  whether  they  have,  in  all  instances,  ac- 
counted for  all  the  nK>neys  by  them  collected  as  aforesaid;  and 
if  oof,  who  is  or  are  delinquent,  and  to  what  amount  in  each  par- 
ticular instance? 

Anstoer*  By  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors,  passed  on 
the  13th  day  of  January,  1840,  any  or  all  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus  Turnpike  Com- 
pany that  chose  to  accept  of  the  appointment,  and  give  bond  to 
tbe  acceptance  or  satisfaction  of  the  president,  be  and  are  here- 
by appointed  collectors  for  said  company,  under  which  resolu- 
tion John  Hadley,  £ti  Hale,  Wm.  Hadley,  Alexander  Wilson, 
Josepbus  Reed,  and  Daniel  McLean,  directors,  executed  bond, 
and  were  appointed  collectors  for  said  company.  I  do  not  know 
that  they  were  authorized  to  pay  out  or  disburse  money  for  the 
company.  Their  bonds  require  them  faithfully  to  report  and  pay 
over  to  the  treasuier  all  moneys  by  them  collected  every  60 
day&  As  to  their  having  paid  over  all  moneys  by  them  collect- 
ed, I  know  of  no  defaulters  among  our  collectors. 

Seventh*  Are  all  the  officers  of  said  turnpike  company,  ex- 
cept tbe  board  of  directors,  appointed  by  a  majority  of  said 
board  of  directors? 
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Ansxjoer.    I  believe  they  are^  or  have  been. 

Eighth,  J>o  the  directors  who  are  or  have  been  contractors 
or  collectors,  now,  or  have  they  heretofore,  possessed  any  ad- 
vantage, by  means  of  advance  pay,  or  by  means  of  retaining 
moneys  in  their  hands  as  collectors,  over  other  contractors  who 
were  not  directors  or  collectorst 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  they  liave  possessed  or  taken  any 
advantage  over  other  contractors,  though  th^y  might,  perhaps, 
have  it  in  their  power  to  take  advantage  of  the  contiactors,  or 
the  company  either,  by  refusing  to  pay  over  moneys  on  the  order 
of  the  board,  but  not  to  any  extent  beyond  what  any  other  col- 
lector might  have  possessed  or  taken;  but  to  my  knovvlegde,  no 
collector  has  refused  to  pay  over  moneys  by  him  colkcted  on  the 
order  of  the  board  of  directors*  There  is,  perhaps,  some  small 
balance  in  the  hands  of  one  collector  which  has  not  been  liqui- 
dated or  called  for  to  my  knowledge. 

Ninth.  Has  not  the  cost  of  constructing  such  sections,  aa 
were  taken  by  directors,  been  greater  in  proportion  to  the  origin- 
al estimate  of  the  engineer,  than  the  cost  of  constructing^such  aa 
were  taken  by  contractors  who  were  not  directors? 

Anstoer.  I  am  not  able  to  say;  but  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  estimate  and  cost  of  each  particular  job  on  the  road,  as  made 
out  by  our  engineer. 

Tenth.  With  whom  did  'directors  contract,  and  to  whom 
were  they  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  con- 
tracts t 

Answer.    With  the  president  of  the  company. 

Eleventh.  Have  contracts  for  constructing  said  road  been  in- 
variably executed,  or  entered  into  with  the  parties  by  written 
instruments  of  agreement;  and  if  not,  please  state  why  they 
were  not? 

Answer.  Written  agreements  have  not  invariably  been  enter- 
ed into  with  contractors,  they  preferring  to  work  under  the  spe- 
cifications and  their  bids.  I  believe  we  so  far  have  found  no 
diflScolty  in  estimating  and  settling  with  our  contractors. 

Twelfth.  Have  directors,  in  all  cases,  been  required  to  enter 
into  written  agreements  for  the  faithful  performance  or  execution 
of  their  contracts;  and  if  not  in  all  cases,  have  they  in  any  case; 
and. if  so,  in  what  instance  or  instances? 

Answer.  I  think  they  have  not.  Hale  and  Baldwin,  two  of 
the  directors  who  were  contractors,  have  entered  into  written 
contracts  for  grading.  Written  contracts  have  not  been  entered 
into  for  stoning. 

Thirteenth.  If  contractors  were  not  required  to  enter  into 
written  agreements,  in  what  way  or  by  what  means  other  than 
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written  agreements^  did  they  obligate  or  bind  themselves  faith- 
fully to  peform  their  contracts? 

Ansuxr.  By  their  bids  and  specifications,  furnished  to  bidders 
at  the  letting  of  jobs,  reserving  the  right  to  keep  back  enoagh 
on  making  estimates,  to  secure  the  company  in  case  the  cootnict- 
or  should  abandon  his  job,  is  my  understanding. 

fhurteenih.  Was  any  one  or  more  contracts  for  work  to  be 
done  on  said  road,  received  as  completed,  off  the  hands  of  any 
one  or  more  directors,  by  a  majority  of  said  board  of  directors, 
while  the  majority  of  such  board  were  contractors;  and  if  so, 
io  what  instances? 

Amwer.  No  such  job  was  received,  neither  has  any  sueh  job 
jt}i  been  received  by  the  company  to  my  knowledge. 

Fifteenth.  Was  the  stoning  or  metaling  of  that  part  of  said 
road  which  lies  between  Clariksvilte  and  Wilmington  principally 
taken  by  directors? 
Answer*  It  was  principally  so  taken,  though  not  all* 
Sixiexnth.  Is  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  or  engineer 
of  satd  turnpike  company  at  this  time,  or  have  they,  or  either  of 
them,  heretofore  been  in  any  way  personally  interested,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  for  work  or  labor  to  be 
done  or  performed  on  said  road ;  and  if  so,  who,  in  what  manner, 
and  to  what  amount? 

Answer.    1  do  not  know  that  they  have,  further  than  this:  that 

job  taken  by  Eli  Hale,  adjoining  ihe  town  of  Wilmington,  on  the 

day  of  letting^  for  want  of  such  bid  as  the  board  were  willing  to 

accept,  was  not  likely  to  be  let  at  all.     The  president,  as  well 

as  gome  other  directors,  were  anxious  that  the  stoning  should  be 

let  to  Wilmington — called  out  some  several  times  for  bidders  for 

that  job.    Eli  Hale,  at  a  late  hour  of  the  day,  said,  if  the  president, 

or  Sonne  one  at  Wilmington,  would  put  some  hands  and  hire  some 

teamfl  on  it,  and  see  to  it  awhile,  he  would  make  one  tip  on  it,  to 

wfaicb  the  president  replied,  he  would  do  that  rather  than  the  job 

should  not  be  taken.    The  bid  was  made,  and  at  once  accepted 

by  a  majority  of  the  board,  and  the  president  complied  with  his 

promise,  procured  some  few  wagons  and  hands  and' put  them  on 

the  job,  and  attended  to  the  work,  hoping  to  derive  some  little 

advantage  by  paying  in  part  in  store  goods  and  debts  due  him,  for 

work  done  on  the  job,  if  no  other;  when,  perhaps  nearly  or  quite 

a  year  afterwards,  Eli  Hale,  preparing  to  go  east  with  a  drove  of 

cattle,  and  having  more  work  on  the  road,  &c.,  than  he  could 

well  attend  to,  he  offered  the  job  adjoining  Wilmington  to  the 

president,  at  the  bid,  better  or  worse,  provided  he  would  finish  it, 

to  be  approved  by  the  engineer  and  board  of  directors,  which  he 

then  agreed  to  do.     Aade  from  this,  and  a  small  repair  of  the 

grade  on  the  same  job,  for  receiving  the  stone,  and  one  culvert, 
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the  president  has  had  no  interest  or  possible  chance  to  gam  or 
lose  in  any  job  on  the  road,  to  his  knowledge. 

Seventeenth.  Has  the  President  or  any  other  director  of  said 
company,  acted  in  the  character  or  capacity  of  agent  for  any  con- 
tractor on  said  road,receiving  the  moneys  paid  on  sucth  contract, 
and  receipting  for  the  same  as  agents  or  in  his  own  name;  and  if 
so,  what  are  the  names  of  such  agent  and  contractor — and  state 
also,  whether  such  contractor  be  a  director:  also,  who  receives 
the  profits  of  atich  contract,  incurs  the  responsibility  forttie  exe- 
cution of  the  same,  and  whether  such  agent  apts  by  virtue  of  any 
power  of  attorney,  or  other  written  authority  t 

AnsuxT*  I  do  not  i(now  of  any  such  agency  whatever,  ex- 
cept myself  for  Eli  Hale,  on  the  job  adjoining  Wilmington,  as 
referred  to  in  answer  to  16th  question. 

Eighteenth.  Have  contracts  been  let  with  a  condition  that  the

Ansaer.  Bids  have  been  made  with  propositions  annexed  to 
take  stock,  some  of  which  were,  and  some  were  not  awarded; 
and  some  few  jobs  have,  perhaps,  cost  the  company  a  little  higher 
where  a  conditional  bid  was  taken,  provided  the  estimates  are 
made  to  cover  the  stock.  Stock,  however,  at  the  time  of  letting 
it,  was  thought  would  be,  say,  nearly  or  quite  at  par  when  the 
roiKi  was  done* 

Nineteenth.  What  amount  of  stock  has  been  suhacrihed  or 
taken  by  contractors  in  connection  with  their  contracts,  and  how 
have  such  subscriptions  been  paid  ? 

Annoer.  From  our  records  ol  stock,  thereappears  to  be  seven- 
teen, thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  stock  subscribed 
by  contractors;  and  I  think,  generally,  the  manner  of  payment 
has  been  by  crediting  the  company  on  the  orders  given  an  esti« 
mates  of  work  done  on  the  jobs.  This  stock  I  think  is  m  con- 
nection with  leitiogson  the  whole  road. 

Tweniieih.  Have  contractors  who  subscribed  for  stock  in  con- 
nection with  their  contracts,  or  any  other  contractors,  so  far  n% 
you  know  and  believe,  been  shown  any  partiality  in  receivmg  or 
executing  work  f 

Amwer.  I  do  not  know  that  any  partblity  has  been  shown 
towards  any  contractors  in  any  way  or  manner,  neither  can  I  be- 
lieve that  there  has  been,  though  complaints  have  been  made  in 
some  few  instances  of  the  Engineer,  upon  which  I  at  once  offered 
to  call  the  board  together  and  hear  the  proof,  which  the  com- 
plainants declined  to  offer. 

Ttoenty-forBL  Have  notes  been  taken  in  any  instance  from  hi- 
dividuals  stockholders  for  instalments  and  final  certificates  of  stock

Answer*  I  do  not  know  that  there  has  been  any  aucb  notes 
taken  and  such  certificates  given  and  so  reported,  and  a  like 
amount  drawn  from  the  State,  before  such  notes  were  paid  or  dis- 
posed of  to  contractors  or  to  those  to  whom  we  were  indebted^ 
at  their  own  risk  and  responsibility,  which  passed  as  payment  in 
iash  made  by  the  company  or  ia  the  hand  of  the  Treasurer  at 
his  own  ride  and  responsibility,  for  which  he  has  never  failed  to 
account,  when  caHed  on  for  settlement  by  the  company. 

Ttoenty'secondm  Do  you  know  that  notes  have  not  been  taken 
as  above  stated  in  question  No*  31,  in  any  instance,  and  final  cer- 
tificates of  stock  given  to  such  subscribers  on  taking  their  notes; 
the  stock  reported  paid,  mid  a  corresponding  amount  drawn  from 
the  State  ? 

Answar.  My  reports  to  the  Auditor  of  State  were  made  upon 
the  amount  furnishe^d  by  the  Collectors  and  Treasurer  of  tb^ 
eonapany ;  but  as  President,  I  was  not,  nor  could  I  always  be  pres- 
ent at  the  receipt  of  money  or  notes,  and  mufst  say  that  I  do  not 
know  that  notes  have  not  been  so  taken  and  reported,  as  my  re« 
ports  were  furnished  upon  the  aggregate  amounts  furnished  atf 
above. 

Twenty-third.  Have  final  certificates  of  stock  been  issued  to 
contractors  for  stock  subscribed  on  their  contracts,  before  sucb 
contraets  were  received  off  the  hands  of  such  contractors  as 
completed;  and  if  so,  in  what  instances,  and  to  what  amount  of 
stock? 

Answer.    They  have,  I  thinks  generally  paid  their  stock  with 
Ibeir  orders  issued  on  estimates,  about  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  labor  certified  to  be  done  on  the  job;  but,  in  some  few  cases» 
2  think  final  payment  of  stock  has  been  made  and  certificates  of 
stock  issued  before  the  job  was  received;  but  in  no  case  where  it 
was  not  fully  paid  to  the  company  before  the  certificate  of  stock 
vas  issued,  to  my  knowledge  or  recollection  at  this  time.    Our 
company  have  been  in  the  habit,  for  some  time  past,  of  permit- 
ting any  contractor  or  individual  to  whom  we  were  indebted  on 
orders  for  labor  done,  to  sign  a  receipton  theirorder  on  this  com--' 
pany  and  take  a  receipt  for  an  equal  amouat  ot  stock  due  &om 
any  one  or  more  stockholders  to  the  con^any,  and  arrange  thd 
amount  of  stock  paid  by  him,  with  the  stockholders,  by  takii^ 
money  or  work  on  his  job,  or  in  anyway  they  might  think  proper, 
w^hich  arrangement  answered  all  the  purposes  of  money  paid  into

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oar  treasury,  and  paid  out  to  the  individual  to  whom  we  were 

indebted. 

■    Twenty-fourtk.    Does  each  contractor  furnish  the  materials  for 

the  construction  of  his  job  or  jobs,  so  that  the   company  is  not 

in  any  instance  liable  former  charged  with,  any  materials  ? 

Annoer.  Each  contractor  furnishes  his  materials,  and  the 
oompany  does  not,  nor  has  not  to  my  knowledge,  furnished  noa* 
teriaisfor  any  job. 

Tweniy-ffitu  Has  any  Director  become  a  contractor  for  any 
job  or  work  on  said  load  since  the  29th  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1841? 

Answer.    Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Twent^sixtfu  What  is  the  amount  of  cash  paid  on  subscritH 
tions  for  stock,  other  than  that  paid  bj  the  State  of  Ohio  t 

Answer,  The  amount  paid  by  individual  stockholders,  as  ap» 
pears  by  our  book  up  to  the  date  of  my  last  report  to  the  Audi- 
tor«  was  $89,500  70  5.  This  is  the  aggregate  sum  presented  or  re- 
ported to  me  by  the  Treasurer.  As  to  what  part  was  paid  in  money 
or  bank  notes,  or  labor  performed  by  or  for  contractors,  I  am  al- 
U^ether  unable  to  discriminate;  no  distinction  having  been  made 
to  my  knowledge  by  the  collectors,  or  in  entries  on  our  books. — 
Neither  am  I  able  to  see  the  necessity  of*  such  entry,  as  either 
seems  to  me  to  be  equivalent  to  money  to  our  company. 

Tweniy-seventh.  Have  subscriptions  to  stock  b^en  paid  by  in* 
dividuals  in  money,  labor,  and  the  paper  issues  of  said  company; 
and  if  so,  state  the  amount  paid  in  money,  the  amount  paid  in  la- 
bor, and  the  amount  paid  in  the  paper  issues  of  said  company  t 

Answer.  The  amount  paid  on  subscriptions  for  stock,  other 
than  that  paid  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  up  to  the  time  of  my  last  re- 
port, as  made  up  by  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  appears  by* 
the  books  of  the  company,  was  eighty-nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  and  seventy-one  and  one  half  cents.  I  am  unable  to 
state  separately  the  amount  paid  in  money  and  the  amount  paid 
bylabor,on  the  jobs  of  contraotors,for  which  the  contractors  pakl 
the  Treasurer  by  a  credit  on  their  orders  on  the  treasury,  given 
them  for  work  done  as  per  estimate  of  the  Engineer,  on  which  the 
order  was  issued,  signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  board  of  EJirec- 
torsi  no  disdnction  having  been  marked  to  my  knowledge,  by  the 
Collectors  or  Treasurers;  neither  do  I  see  why  it  should  be  neces- 
sary, as  we  have  been  for  some  time  past  more  or  less  in  debt  on 
our  own  orders  out,  which  were  equivalent  to  cash  to  the  com- 
pany, and  in  such  were  a  part  of  the  above  sums  paid  by  stock* 
holders.  There  has  been  no  paper  issued  by  this  company  of 
any  kind,  except  orders  or  notes  on  the  Treasury, and  them  to 
eontractors  for  work  performed. 
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Twenty-efghtk.  Have  said  compaoy,  or  the  board  of  said  com- 
pany,  authorized  the  issue  of  notes  or  paper  designed,  calculatedf 
or  intended  to  circulate  as  money;  and  if  so,  sMe^the  amount  of 
such  issues,  the  amount  now  untedeemed,  and  whether  such  notes 
are  at  this  time  in  a  state  of  depreciation  as  a  circulating  medium  1 

Answer.  The  board  of  Directors  never  authorized  the  issue 
of  notes  or  paper  designed  or  intended  to  circulate  as  money,  to 
my  knowJedge  or  understanding;  neither  have  they,  so  far  as  I 
know,  changed  the  course  first  laid  down  with  regard  to  orders  to 
be  given  on  estimates  of  labor  performed  on  jobs  any  farther 
than  to  authorize  the  President  and  Secretary,  if  required,  to 
draw  small  printed  orders,  from  five  to  ten  dollars,  on  the  Treas- 
ary  in  favor  of  a  contractor,  instead  of  larger  ones*  This,  at  the 
time,  was  declared  to  be  done  solely  with  a  view  tp  accommodate 
contractors,  some  of  M^hom  were  poor  and  unable  to  pay  tbsir 
laborers,  and  at  the  same  time  holding  large  orders  on  this  com- 
pany which  we  were  not  able  to  pay;  and  the  work  hands  on  jobs, 
IB  a  number  of  cases,  required  the  contractor,  who  had  a  large 
order  on  us,  to  leave  it  with  the  Treasurer  iot  their  safety  until 
they  were  paid,  and  then  required  the  said  principal  contractor  to 
give  their  small  written  orders  to  the  treasurer;  and  he  was  con- 
tinually being oalled  on  to  accept  those  kind  of  orders  and  credit 
the  same  on  the  contractor's  large  order.  By  drawing  small  or- 
ders on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  contractors,  they  could  then  di- 
vide them  among  their  hands  and  save  this  continual  accepting 
small  orders  by  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  work  hands. 

So  far  from  intending  those  small  orders  to  circulate  as  money, 
they  are  not  permitted  to  go  out  of  the  office,  but  ordered  to  be 
^retained  so  fast  as  thev  can  be  redeemed  by  the  Treasurer, and  a 
standing  committee  of  the  board  to  count  and  record  the  number 
and  amount,  end  burn  them.  Twenty-four  thousand  dollars  of 
those  small  orders  were  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  at  request  ctf 
contractors,  as  above.  Eleven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  dollars  of  which  have  been  redeemed  and  burned  by  the  com- 
mittee at  the  request  of  the  Treasurer, and  credited  to  him  as 
such;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  contractors  and  laborers 
to  the  amount  of  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-five  dol- 
lars, with  the  exception  of  what  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea^rer 
and  collectors,  redeemed  since  our  last  burning.  These  orders 
are  not  at  par  with  money  (neither  are  orders  on  the  State  Treas- 
ury, so  far  as  I  know)  yet  we  would  be  glad  to  have  a  small 
amount  of  State  orders  to  redeem  the  balance  of  ours,  which  we 
iHTOold  be  glad  to  exchange  at  par. 

Twenty  nine.     What  amount,  or  rate  per  cent ,  of  such  dep^^ 
ciation  of  said  notes,  issues^  or  orders,  where  payment  for  the 
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same  is  required  in  vfhut  ig  commonljr  deaominated  curroncy, 
and  also,  where  pajment  is  required  in  mooey,  or  specie? 

Ansioer.  I  oannot  say,  exactly,  what  such  orders  could  be 
bought  for,  to  any  considerable  amount,  but  suppose  they  might 
be  for  ten,  or  perhaps  twelve,  per  cent  discount,  and  perhaps 
ten  to  fifteen,  in  specie,  from  prudent  business  men;  and  this 
depreciation  has  been  occasioned,  I  think,  by  want  of  punctuality 
in  payment,  on  the  part  of  stockholders,  and,  of  course,  on  ths 
part  of  the  eompany. 

Thirty.  What  is  the  highest  rate  per  cent  of  discount,  at 
which  you  have  known  such  issues,  or  orders,  to  be  sold  for,  or 
boiight  at,  in  any  instance? 

Anxuxr.  I  have  known  soipe  small  amounts  sold  for  from  20 
to  25  per  cent,  discount,  b^  men  who,  I  suppose,  were  in  much 
need  of  money;  and  one  nve  dollar  order  was  offered  to^me  for 
one  half  its  face,  intended,  perhaps,  as  an  insult  to  me;  but  this 
was  the  only  such  offer  I  have  ever  heard  made  by  any  man. 

Thirty  one.  What  was  the  style,  or  form,  of  such  paper  is- 
aoes,  or  orders ;  and  were  they  strvck  upon  plate,  and  in  the 
similitude  of  bank  notes? 

Answer.  The  style  of  such  orders,  or  issues,  read  as  follows: 
*<The  Treasurer  of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington,  and  Columbus 
Turnpike  Company,  will  pay Dollars  to  — or  bear- 
er, 13  months  after  date,  vnxh  six  per  cent,  interest  thereon,  per 
aimum/'  and  dated  at  Wilmington,  and  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary,  and  numbered.  I  don't  know  what  they  were 
struck  on,  but  they  are  in  the  similitude  of  bank  notes.  Some 
were,  and  some  were  not,  on  interest 

Thuiy  two.  Have  such  notes  or  issues,  heretofore,  while  in  a 
state  of  depreciation  in  market,  been  taken  up  by  stockholders, 
at  the  depreciated  prices,  and  paid  to  the  company  at  par,  in 
payment  of  subscription  to  stock? 

Anstoer.  To  my  recollection,  I  do  not  know  that  they  have 
been  bought  up,  at  a  discount,  by  stockholders,  to  pay  stock. 
Neither  do  I  know  that  any  stockholder  ever  paid  stock  with 
them,  any  other  way  than  at  par,  to  our  treasurer  or  collectors* 

Thirty  three.  Has  the  treasurer^  or  any  other  officer,  or  agent, 
ef  said  company,  been  engaged,  at  any  time,  in  discounting  or 
purchasing,  at  more  than  legal  interest,  the  checks,  drafts,  notes, 
or  other  paper  ol  the  centractori,  either  in  the  hands  of  such 
contractors,  those  of  their  workmen,  or  any  other  persons;  and 
tf^so,  designate  each  class  of  persons  above  alluded  to,  for  wbooo, 
from  whom,  or  with  whom  such  discounts,  or  purchases,  have, 
been  made? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  any  treasurer,  or  officer  of  the 
board,  has  been  engaged  in  purchasing  the  paper  of  this  compaay 
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at  more  than  legal  interest,  particularly  as  officers  of  the  compile 
ny.  But  as  an  individual,  I  myseif  have  taken  the  orders  for 
store  goods,  at  par,  generally,  and  in  some  instances,  have  paid 
part  of  the  amount  in  money;  but  where  I  paid  all  money  for 
them,  I  have  purchased  them  at  a  discount  of  more  than  6  per 
cent.  I  done  it  for  myself,  and  with  my  own  money,  and  not  as 
director  or  agent  of  the  company,  or  with  any  part  of  their  funds, 
er  for  their  use,  but  for  myself  only.  I  might  name  a  few  of  the 
holders,  bat  suppose  it  unnecessary. 

Thirty  four*  Has  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  engi- 
neer, or  any  other  officer  ot  agent  of  said  turnpike  company, 
been  engaged,  at  any  time,  in  purchasing  stock  held  by  individu- 
als, in  said  turnpike  company,  for  less  than  its  nominal  value; 
and  if  so,  who,  to  what  amount,  or  number  of  shares,  and  at  what 
rate  or  price  per  share?  •^ 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  as  to  others,  but  I,  on  my  own  iadividu- 
al  account,  have  bought,  say  60  or,70  shares,  eome  of  them  at 
125  dollars  to  the  share,'  and  some  at  SO  doUars  to  the  share,  and 
some  few  shares  as  low  as  10  dollars  to  the  share;  and  consid- 
erable at  a  rate  between  10  and  20  dollars  per  share,  averagings 
say  someihing  like  16  dollars  to  the  share. 

Thirty  five.  At  what  number  of  feet,  in  width,  was  the  said 
road  let  to  be  stoned,  in  the  first  instance,  to  contractors? 

Answer.  Sixteen  feet,  I  think,  with  an  expectation  on  my 
part,  that  the  stone  would  spread  to  1 8  feet,  or  nearlyi  but,  by 
order  of  the  board,  it  is  now  all  constructing  at  16  feet  wide,  and 
every  way  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  Ohio,  relative  to  turn- 
pike roads,  I  believe. 

Thirty  six.  Will  not  the  cost  of  making  said  roai  eighteen 
feet  wide,  and^  in  every  other  way  in  accordance  With  the  law 
regulating  the  construction  of  turnpike  roads,  be  considerably 
greater  than  it  would  have  been,  in  case  the  same  had  beta  kt^ 
or  contracted  to  be  so  constructed,  in  the  first  instance?-  And 
will  not  said  road  be  l^s  permanent  and  feinbstantial,  when  so 
completed)  than  in  eaise  it.  had  been  constructed^  in  the  first  in- 
stance, in  accordance  with  the  law  regidating  the  construction  bf 
turnpike  roads? 

Answer.    I  do  not  think  it  will  cost  more,  or  be  less  substantial. 

Thirty  seven.  How  fine  was  the  stone  for  McAdamizing^  to 
be  broken,  by  the  conditions  of  the  letting,  or  contracts;  and 
have  such  terms  or  conditions  been  fully  complied  tvith,  in  alt 
instances,  by  contractors;  and,  if  not  in  all  instances,  in  what  in- 
stance, or  instances,  have  they  been  so  complied  with? 

Answer.  The  specificatioria  of  the  lettings  for  stone,  required 
Ibe  first  layer  of  stotie  not  to  b^  larger  than  4  inches  equans, 
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by  2  inches  thick,  and  the  insterstices  to  be  filled  with  4  to  6  oi. 
stone,  or  good  gravel;  the  next  layer  of  stone  to  be  two  thirds 
the  size  of  the  first,  and  filled  in  the  same  manner;  the  next  layer 
to  be  one  half  lb.  stone,  and  then  finished  with  4  oz»  stone,  or 
screened  gravel,  the  whole  to  be  sound  and  hard  material.  I 
cannot  say  that  the  stone  on  all  the  road  are  broken  to  the  siae 
above  stated,  but  so  far  as  I  have  dug  and  examined,  they  are 
nearly  so,  and  will,  I  think,  be  required  to  be  made  so,  before 
they  will  be  finally  received  by  the  engineer,  and  board  of  di^ 
fectors. 

Thirty  eight.  Has  gravel  been  put  on  said  road,  in  place  or  in 
Keu  of  stone,  and  been  screened,  as  required  by  the  specifica- 
tiofla»  bids,  or  contracts t 

Ansioer.  From  what  I  have  seen  of  the  road,  and  what  I  am 
told  by  the  engineer  and  others,  it  has  not  all  been  screened — a 
part,  say  one  half  of  six  or  seven  miles  is  unscreened,  which  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  specifications,  and  not  received.  I 
am  told  that  the  balance  of  the  road  is  of  broken  stone,  and 
screened  gravel;  mostly  all  broke  stone.  I  think  one  half,  or 
nearly  so,  of  the  gravel  put  on  the  road,  is  unscreened. 

Thirty  nine.  Has  said  company  received  any  tolls  on  said 
roadt 

Jinswer.  No  tolls  have  been  received  by  said  company,  or 
gates  erected. 

Ftiriy..  Has  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  any  director, 
collector,  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  «aid  company,  or  any  indi- 
vidual acting  as  acent,  or  doing  business  for  said  company,  in  any 
way  or  manner,  derived  any  profits,  or  personal  interest  or  ad- 
vantage from  the  exchange  of  the  state  lunds^  or  drafts,  to  such 
funds  as  were  paid  to  eontrieictorB  or  other  individuals,  in  dis- 
cbarge of  the  debta  and  liabilities  of  said  company? 

Answer.  There  has  not,  to  my  knowledge,  except  some  tnter<- 
est  and  exchange  paid  to  \yilliam  Hadley,  a  director  and  agent 
of  the. board,  to  dispose  of  one  of  the  state  drafts  at  one  of  ths 
banks  of  Cincinnati,  which  he  reported  to  have  paid  for  borrow- 
ed nnmey,  I  think,  not  being  able  to  negotiate  the  draft,  but  left 
it  as  collateral  security,  perhaps;  the  money  having  been  borrow* 
ed  for  the  company. 

Forty  one.  Have  final  setdeiMnti  been  made  by  the  company 
with  any,  or  all  the  individuals  in  whose. hands  the  state  drafiSi 
have  been  placed  to  be  negotiated;  and  if  not  in  all  instances,  in 
what  instance  or  instance*  have  such  settlements  be6n  made,  and 
what  was  found  to  be  the  state  of  their  acconnts?  f 

AnfU)er.  Final  settlements  have  not  been  made  by  tba  com- 
pany with  any  of  the  individuals  into  whose  hands  such  drafts 
were  placed  for  negotiation,  but  from  the  books  of  the  treasurerr, 
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tbeir  accounts  are  dosed,  except  aa  referred  to  hj  the  secretary. 

Forty  two.  Were  the  men  who  negotiated  the  state  drafts  for 
other  iunds,  required,  in  all  cases,  to  pay  such  funds  as  were  re- 
ceived in  lieu  of,  or  in  payment  of  said  drafts,  in  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  turnpike  company;  or  were  they  allowed  to  account  for 
the  same,  by  paying  over  to  the  said  treasurer  the  ordcurs,  and 
other  evidences  of  debt,  against  said  company  ? 

Anstcer.  No  such  requisition  is  on  record;  neither  do  I  know 
what  kind  of  funds  they  received  for  the  drafts;  but  they  ac- 
counted principally  in  orders  and  claims  against  our  company, 
as  appears  by  our  books*

Question.  Are  you  secretary  of  the  Goshen,  Wilmington  and 
Cohimbus  Turnpike  Company? 

Answer.    Yes. 
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Questim*  Is  the  president,  secretary,  treaearer,  or  engineer 
of  said  turnpike  company  at  this  time,  or  hat^e  they,  •r  either  of 
them,  heretofore,  been  in  any  way  personally  interested,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  for  work  or  labor  to  be 
done  or  performed  on  said  roadt — and  if  so,  who,  in  what  maft- 
nei^  and  to  what  amount? 

Answer.  I  know  nothing  about  the  interest  of  the  president  na 
any  job  of  work,  only  so  far  as  I  derive  my  information  from  the 
statements  which  be  made  in  reply  to  this  question.  As  to  the 
engineer  or  treasurer  having  an  interest  in  any  contracts,  I  know 
nothing  only  from  hearsay.  As  to  the  secretary  having  been  in* 
terested  in  soitie  work  on  the  road,  I  know  that  it  is  true  that  he 
was  interested  in  the  contracts  of  Isaac  Strickle  for  some  work 
that  he  was  contractor  for  between  Wilmington  and  Washington* 
I  became  interested  in  tbe  same  some  time  lifter  the  worii  was 
awarded  to  him,  and  remain  so  interested  until  the  work  is 
finished.  I  was  interested  in  work  to  the  amount  of  about  $1 V 
000:  my  interest  was  one  hhU  of  whatever  wat  lost  or  made  on 
the  same. 

Quesiioru  Have  you  had  any  other  or  further  interest  than  at 
you  have  above  stated,  in  any  contract  or  job  en  said  roadt 

Jlnstver.  I  hava  dot  had  any  interest  in  any  work  on  said 
road  except  the  woiIl  awarded  to  Isaac  Strickle  as  above,  except 
a  culvert  that  I  was  directed  to  build  on  section  No.  3,  which  I 
hired  done,  and  got  therefor  the  sum  of  f  36. 

Qitestion.  Have  contractors,  who  subscribed  for  stock  in  con- 
nexion with  their  contracts,  or  any^ther  coatmctor8,ao  far  as 
you  know  and  believe,  been  shewn  any  partiality  in  receiviag  or 
executing  Workt 

Answer.  I  know  very  little  as  to  the  reception  of  contracts; 
but  I  do  not  think  that  there  has  been  any  partiality  shown  to 
contractors,  or  at  least  I  am  not  knowing  to  any  such. 

Question.  Have  notes  been  taken  in  any  intances  from  indi- 
vidual stockholders  for  instalments,  and  final  certificates  of  stock 
given  or  issued  to  such  stockholders,  the  stock  reported  paid,  and 
a  corresponding  amount  drawn  from  the  state  t — and  if  so,  to  what 
amount? 

Answer*  For  a  short  period  before  my  resignation 'as-  treasu- 
rer of  this  company,  I  was  directed  to  take  notes  of  stockholder* 
for  the  paynwttt  of  stock  subscribed  to  this  company.  I  accor- 
dingly done  so,  and  handed  over  to  my  successor  what  was  not 
paid:  I  repoited  to  the  president,  in  the  aggregate,  such^ums  as 
payment  of  stock — as  I  had  notes  which  I  considered  perfectly 
good  and  safe.  I  have  given  certificates  in  full  for  stock  wiien  I 
considered  the  note  of  stockholders  good;  but  certificates  thctf 
issued  were  not  issued  until  I  viras  satis&d  the  money  was  paid,  or

seeored  so  that  the  company  was  safe  in  giving  a  certificate;  and 
from  my  best  recollection,  this  has  occurred  only  in  a  few  in- 
staBces. 

Que^ion.  What  is  the  amount  of  cash  paid  on  subscriptions 
to  stock  other  than  that  paid  by  the  state  of  Ohio? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell  any  thing  about  the  proportion  that 
has  been  paid  in  ca^h^  but  so  far  as  I  know  the  payments  were 
made  m  that  which  was  equiTaleot  to  <ash  to  the  company. 

Question.  Have  subscriptions  of  stock  been  paid  by  individu- 
ah  in  money,  labor,  and  the  paper  Issues  of  the  company? — and 
if  so,  state  the  amount  paid  in  money,  the  amount  paid  in  labor, 
and  the  amount  paid  in  the  paper  issues  of  sahl  company? 

Antwerp  Subscriptions  have  been  paid  in^  bank  paper,  in  labor 
done  for  contractors,  and  in  orders  issued  by  the  company;  but 
how  much  in  either  of  the  above  kinds  of  pay,  I  cannot  tell,  as  no 
difference  or  distinction  was  made  by  any  treasurer.or  collector,  so 
far  as  I  know^  and  the  books  that  I  have  seen  of  the  company 
(and  I  believe  I  have  seen  all)  show  no  such  distinction. 

QuestioTi.  Can  you  state  with  certainty,  that  there  has  been 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  paid  in,^in  cash,  by  individuals  in 
payment  of  individual  subscriptions  to  stock? — and  if  to  a  greater 
amount  than  this,  please  state  to  what  amount,  according  to  yoilr 
best  knowledge,  information  and  belief. 

Anstoer,  I  cannct  with  certainty  state  what  sum  has  been 
paid  in  cash  while  I  was  treasurer,  nor  do  I  fe^  able  to  state 
what  kind  of  funds  othel*  treasuorers  or  collectors  have  received  in 
payment  of  stocks 

Question.  Did  the  nutjorily  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
coanpany  who  were  appointed  at  the  first  election  of  said  board, 
which  took  place  on  the  2nd  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1 837,  (all 
of  whom,  as  appears  from  year  books,  exeept  Nathan  Linton, 
continued  to  hold  the  office  of  director  until  January,  1840,)  be- 
come contractors  for  jobs  or  work  on  said  road  previous  to  said 
January,  1840,  and  while  they  continued  to  act  as  directors  for 
said  company  t — and  if  so,  state  the  names  of  all  such  directors  as 
become  contractors,  as  aforesaid. 

Answer.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  directors,  while  actins  as 
siieb,  were  interested  in  contracts  between  the  Snd  September, 
1887,  and  13th  January,  1840.  Their  names  are  as  follows: 
Benjamin  Baldwin,  £li  Hale,  Henry  Harvey,  Wm«  Hadley  and 
John  Hadley* 

Question.  Have  said  company,  or  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company,  authorhsed  the  issue  of  notes  or  paper  designed^ 
calculated,  or  intended  to  circulate  as  money? — and  if  so,  state 
the  amount  of  such  issues,  the  amount  now  unredeemed,  and 
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'Whether  sach  notes  are  at  this  time  ia  a  state  of  depreciatioa 
as  a  circulating  medium. 

Armoer.  On  the  7  th  day  of  April,  1840,  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  said  company  passed  a  resolution,  authorizing  the  president 
to  issue  orders  in  $5  and  $10  amounts,  whenever  requested  by 
the  contractors,  so  that  they  could  divide  them  among  their 
hands.  What  they  may  have  intended  or  designed  as  to  those 
orders  circulating  as  money,  I  cannot  say,  as  I  do  not  know. 
There  was,  according  to  said  resolution,  $24,000  orders,  issued 
in  redemption  of  large  orders  due  on  estimates  of  the  engineer 
subsequently  made.  I  have  been  present  when  $1 1,755  of  said 
orders  were  destroyed  that  had  been  taken  up  by  th^  treasureo. 
These  orders  are  at  this  time  below  par,  but  bow  much  I  cannot 
say  ouly  from  report,  i^  I  nearer  t>ought  or  sold  any  at  any  dis* 
count  above  six  percent.;  but  I  have  .heard  of  their  being  sold  at 
from  10  to  30  per  cent,  discount* 

Question.  Has  said  company,  in  any  instance,  reissued  such 
scrip,  paper  or  orders,  after  the  same  had  been  redeemed  by  their 
treasurer? 

Answer^    Not  to  my  recoUectioo. 

Quesliom  Has  the  president,  or  secretary^  or  any  other  officer 
or  agent  of  said  company,  in  any  instance,  paid  out  such  notes, 
orders  or  issues  a  second  tim^  or  after  the  same  had  been  le* 
deemed? 

Answer.  I  cannot  say  what  other  officers  have  done;  but  I 
have  no  recollection  of  reissuing  any  orders.of  said  company  that 
had  once  4)ecn  redeemed.  I  have,  as  a  private  individual,  re* 
ceived  turnpike  orders  for  debts  due  me,  and  paid  them  out  for 
debts  I  owed,  &c.«,  but  I  did  not  pay  out  or  trade  in  such  as  bad 
been  redeemed. 

Qjuestion.  Has  the  treasurer,  or  any  other  officer  or  agent  of 
said  company,  been  engaged  at  any  time  in  purchasing,  at  more 
than  legal  interest,  the  checks,  drafts,  notes,  or  other  paper,  of 
the  contractors,  either  in  the  hands  of  such  contractors,  those  of 
their  workmen,  or  any  other  persons?^ — and  if  so,  designate  each 
class  of  persons  above  alluded  to,  for  whom,  froqi  whom^  or  with 
whom,  such  discounts  or  purchases  have  been  made. 

Answer.  I  have  not  at  any  time  discounted  or  shaved  each  or- 
ders at  more  than  legal  interest;  but  I  have  taken  them  and 
passed  them  at  the  sum  or  sums  they  called  for. 

Question.  Has  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  engiDeers^ 
or  any  other  officer  of  agent  of  such  turnpike  company,  been  en- 
gaged at  any  time  in  purchasing  stock  held  by  individuals  in  said 
turnpike  company  for  less  than  it^  nominal  value? — and  if  sOf 
who,  to  what  amount  or  number  of  shares,  and  at  what  rate, 
price  or  prices  per  share? 

Answer.    I  have  known  some  stock  sold  at  f  10  per  Aare, 
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gome  at  $161,  some  at  f  30,  and  some  at  $95:  the  average  of 
ales  made,  that  I  have  heard  of,  I  suppose  would  be  about  $  1 5. 

Question.  Do  the  books  of  the  said  companj  show  the  state 
of  each  collector  and  treasurer's  account  with  raid  condpany;  and 
have  they  been  called  upon  for  final  settlement  with  the  com- 
pany in  all  instances,  and  if  not,  in  what  instances,  and  whent 

Answer.  1  cannot  say  that  they  do  show  the  exact  state  of 
each  treasurer's  and  collector's  account,  except  such  as  have 
been  settled  with:  nor  can  I  tell  until  the  receipt^  which  they 
have  given  stockholders  in  payment  of  stock  are  brought  in  to 
obtain  final  certificates.  A.  T.  Davis  and  A.  £•  Strickle,  treasu* 
rers,  have  settled,  and  no  other  treasurer  or  collector  has  been 
called  upon  by  the  board  for  settlement.  On  the  settlement 
made  with  A.  T.  Davis  on  the  7th  of  April,  1838,  there  was  a 
balance  found  in  his  hands  of  ^513,20  due  the  company,  which 
was  not  then  paid;  nor  do  I  know  that  it  is  yet  paid.  On  settle- 
ment made  with  A.  E.  Strickle,  treasurer,  on  the  30th  July%  1840, 
there  was  a  balance  found  dUe  to  said  treasurer  of  f  148  74 

Q^estiQn.  Do  the  books  of  said  company  show  the  amount  of 
money,  labor,  &c.,  paid  by  individuals  on  subscriptions  to  stock 
Dp  to  tfie  several  dates  of  the  president's  reports  to  the  auditor 
of  state  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Answer.  The  books  of  the  company  show  what  sums  have 
been  paid  by  individuals:  but  for  one  year,  or  more,  after  the 
organization  of  this  oompany,  the  treasurer,  or  collector's  books, 
do  not,  generally,  show  the  dates  when  stock  was  paid,  but  only 
show  the  amount  paid. 

Question.  Do  the  books  of  said  company,  and  the  entries  of 
payments  of  individual  subscriptions  to  stock,  show  the  necessary 
dates  and  data,  from  which  the  facts,  as  stated  in  my  last  inter- 
rogatory, can  be  ascertained! 

Answer.  So  for  as  I  know,  and  believe,  the  books  do  not 
show  such  dates  or  data,  and  for  the  reason  given  in  my  last  an- 
swer. 

Q8«9/f(m.  Has  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  any  direc* 
tor,  collector,  or  other  officer  or  agent  of  said  company,  or  any 
individual,  acting  as  agent,  or  doing  business  for  aaid  company^ 
in  any  way  or  manner,  derived  any  profit,  or  personal  interest 
or  advantage,  from  any  exchange  of  the  state  funds,  or  drafts  to 
such  funds,  as  were  paid  to  contractors,  or  other  hfidividoals,  in 
discharge  of  the  debts  and  iiabilitiea  of  said  company  t 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  that  any  officer,  agent,  or  other  indi- 
vidoal,  has  derived  any  profiits,  interest,  or  advantage,  from  any 
exchange  of  state  funds,  or  drafts  of  such  funds,  as  were  paid 
to  contractors  or  individuals. 

Questiinu    What  were  the  several  amounts  of  each  state  draft 
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recenred  by  mi  company,  and  on  what  terras  were  the  same 
negotiated  ibr  other,  or  such  funds  as  were  paid  to  contractors 
and  others,  and  with  what  bank  or  banks,  individual  or  individ- 
uals, were  the  same  negotiated? 

Ansaer.  The  amount  of  the  first  draft  received  from  the  state, 
was  ^3,250.  This  was  negotiated  by  Wnu  Hadley,  with  some 
of  the  Cincinnati  banks,  as  I  am  informed,  but  do  not  recoliect 
what  bank  or  banks.  I  do  not  know  the  terms  upon  which  this 
draft  was  negotiated*  The  second  was  for  tfie  sum  of  $4,703  89. 
The  third  for  the  sum  of  $4,334  bb.  The  fourth  for  the  sun  of 
•19,188  96.  The  sixth  for  the  sum  of  $0,971  33,  were  all  ne- 
gotiated with  the  Xenia  BanL  These  were  negotiated  at  par. 
The  seventh  draft,  of  ^1,3^3  56,  was  negotiated  with  C.  H. 
Vaughn,  at  par,  for  claims  held  against  fiie  company.  The 
eighth  draft,  for  the  sum  of  $1,185  70,  was  paid  to  Smith  Bow- 
en,  at  par,  for  claims  he  held  against  the  company.  The  ninth 
draft,  tor  the  sum  of  $3,147  36, was  paid  to  Samoel  H.  Hale,  at 
par,  for  claims  be  held  against  the  company.

Answer  by  William  D.  Tangj  engineer.  J  have  been  employed 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  as  the  engineer  pf  said  company  up 
to  the  present  time,  and  have  had  the  management  of  said  road 
as  engineer. 

Second,  h  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  or  engineer  of

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Anstoer*  I  have  been  informed  that  the  president  acted  as 
agent  for  Eli  Hale  on  sections  Nos.  23  and  24,  and  I  have  made 
my  estimates  generally  to  the  agent.  I  have  been  informed  that 
the  secretary  was  interested  in  the  jobs  of  Isaac  Strickle^  east  of 
Wilmmgion;  and  so  far  as  myself  is  concerned,  I  have  never, 
directly  nor  indirectly,  become  responsible  to  the  Goshen,  Wil- 
mington, and  Columbus  turnpike  road  company  for  the  perform- 
ance of  any  job  or  section,  as  contractor,  to  clear,  grade,  bridge, 
or  M'Adamize.

Answer.  Subsequent  to  the  letting  of  the  grade*  bridge,  and 
contracts,  &c.,  I  became  interested  in  sub-letting  the  woK  bid 
off  by  John  Pallis,  between  Wilmington  and  Washington.  I 
bad  no  agreement  with  him  what  amount  I  should  have  of  the 
profits;  but  he  paid  me  what  he  pleased.  1  received  four  hun- 
dred dollars,  out  of  which  a  debt  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, which  I  held  against  said  Fallis,  was  liquidated.  With  the 
exception  of  this  case,  I  have  no  interest  in  jobs  of  work.

I  hereby  proceed  to  answer  your  several  interrogatories,  in 
relation  to  the  construction  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  put:— 

First.  The  said  road  has  been  cleared,,  by  grubbing  and  chop- 
ping, from  60  to  75  feet  wide,  as  the  case  seemed  to  require* 

Second.  The  grade,  on  level  land,  when  completely  finished, 
will  be  from  36  <o  40  feet  wide,  forming  an  irregular  elipsis  be- 
tween the  back  ana  bottom  angle  of  the  ditches;  SO  feet  of  the 
centre  of  said  grade  rising  from  15  to  1 8  inches  in  Uie  centne* 
The  centre  of  the  grade,  when  settled,  is  generally  from  one  and 
a  half  to  three  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  ditches,  according  as 
the  good  of  the  road  seemed  to  require,  in  the  details  of  the  worjc. 

Third.  Cuts  are  from  33  to  40  feet,  and  some  even  wider, 
with  the  addition  of  1  to  1  and  a  half  foot  slope  to  the  Unks,  or 
room  left  for  the  purpose,  except  one  heavy  cuton  section  No.  8» 
which  proved  to  contain  a  largb  amount  of  rock  excavation.  lo 
this  instance,  the  road  and  ditches  are  not  so  wide  as  usual,  nor 
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IIm  baidu  80  flftt  Tfaif  digr^wion  has  been  pemittedt  in  conie* 
quence  of  the  hard  material  througa  which  the  road  passed^  be* 
iKless  subject  to  wath^  or  slide  dowa« 

Fourth.  The  embankments  are  generally  from  24  to  30  feet 
wide^  and  are  in  the  most  unfinished  state  of  any  part  of  the  grade 
and  bridge  contracts  on  said  road — the  said  embankments  having 
been  up  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  y^ars,  they  have  become 
considerably  contracted  by  settling,  washing,  and  travelling 
thereon.  The  contracts  are  all,  wim  the  exception  of  sections 
Nos.  4,  5,  21,  22,  and  23,  between  Goshen  and  Wilmington,  yet 
on  the  contractors'  hands;  and,  for  the  last  year  and  a  half,  there 
has  been  but  a  small  amount  of  labor  done  6n  the  grade* 

Fifth.    No  such  bridges  have  been  constructed  on  the  road. 

Sixth.  The  bridges  have  been  constructed  agreeaUy  to  the 
plan  submitted  to  the  board  of  public  works. 

Seventh.  The  end  of  the  box  culverts  are  generally  coursed 
and  hammer  dressed  masonry;  but  the  principal  len^  of  the 
trunks  of  the  culverts,  is  not  hammer  aressed,  but  laid  by  the 
line,  which  is  agreeable  to  the  terms  of  the  letting. 

Eighth.  The  specifications  were  the  profile  and  plans,  t(M;eth- 
«r  with  the  estimated  amount  of  items  which  would  probably  be 
necessary  to  complete  each  section,  which  was  publicly  exhibited 
on  the  day  of  letting;  upon  which  showing,  the  bidders  predicated 
their  bids.  As  to  conforming  to  the  plan  submitted  to  the  board 
of  public  works,  the  answer  to  the  foregoing  questions,  embraces 
the  answer  required  here.  By  setting  forth  the  condition  of  the 
road,  in  the  details  of  the  work,  some  variations  have  become 
necessary. 

Ninth.  The  terms  upon  which  the  McAdamizing  between 
Goshen  and  Wilmington  was  let^  required  the  bidders,  who  should 
become  contractors,  to  fill  a  figure  of  road  whose  dimensions 
should  contain  6  perches  of  compacted  metal,  each  perch  to  con* 
tain  25  cubic  feet*  And  when  the  contractors  had  prepared  a 
considerable  amount  of  material  for  McAdamizing,  and  were  rea- 
dy to  put  it  upon  the  road,  the  directors  ordered  the  aforesaid  6 
perches  to  be  put  on  to  the  width  of  16  feet,  by  virtue  of  which 
order,  the  contractors  proceeded  to  construct  said  road  of  16  feet, 
and  wero  thus  engaged  for  a  few  months.  The  board  then  or- 
dered one  fourth  more  metal  to  be  added  to  ^he  McAdamizing, 
and  extend  the  road  to  the  width  of  1 8  feet,  in  accordance  wiUi 
the  law. 

Tenth.  The  McAdamizing,  so  far  as  laid,  is  1 8  feet  wide^ 
with  the  exception  of  about  one  and  a  half  to  two  miles,  which 
has  not  yet  been  extended  from  1 6  to  1 8  feet  wide. 

Eleventh.    The  increased  amount  of  metal  added  to  the  con- 
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tracts,  hy  order  of  the  board,  is  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  as  tfao 
above  6  perches  were  bid  at. 

Twelfth.    I  do  not  know  that  partiality  bas  been  shown  to  any 
of  the  contractors.

Tidual  subscriptiona;  ana  the  alternative  is  equally  plain,  that  unless 
the  necessary  funds  be  procured  the  work  must  be  arrested.  There 
are  but  few  roads  in  the  United  States — certainly  none  in  Ohio-^that 
would  attract  more  travel  than  thTs,  or  be  pore  profitable  to  the 
atockhoidejs,  when  completed.  In'^point  of  grade,  structure  and 
finish,  it  is  equal  to  any,  aqd  has  generally  been  approved,  as  exhibit- 
ing one  of  tbe  best  spetimens  of  McAdamized  roadB  in  the  western 
country*  .  •  • 

No  dividends  of  tolls  have  yet  been  made,  as  but  few  gates  have 
been  only  recently  erected,  and  these  in  isolated  parts  of  the  road. 

Tbe  work  generally  has  pj^ogressed  as  rapidly  as  wae  consistent 
with  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  company,  and  the  durability  of 
its  structure.

That  part  \ying  west  of  Eaton,  (of  which,  thaj  which  ia  not 
provided  for^  is  a  part,)  will  be  Qearly  tudce  as  productive  of  rev- 
eiuie  as  any  other  portion  of  the  road,  of  equal  length,  -on  aecouQt 
of  the  acdission  of  travel,  by  way  of  the  Hai^ilton  and  Cincin- 
nati tncnpikes,  and  other  roads.  It^  woiild,  therefore,  be  clearly 
bad  policy,  for  all  interested,  to  omit  makiiq;  provision  for  its 
completion,  or  even  to  permit  any  delay,.which  may  be  avoided. 

The  undersigned  respectMly  suggest,  in  behalf  of  their  associ- 
ates and  themselves,  that  they  know  of  no  means,  other  than  the 
net  revenue  of  the  road,  whidi  can  be  brought  in  aid  of  this 
object  so  important  to  their  interoiife,  and  so  desirable  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  public.  When  the  remaining  11  n^es, 
which  are  not  under  toll,  shall  be  completed,  it  is  not  improbable 
that  the  nfet  income  of  this  road  wUl  be  at  least  $10,000  per 
year.  Could  the  company,  then,,4)^  peenitted" to. apply  the  tolls 
of  the  road  until  the  fir^t  of  August,  1844,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  whole  road  can  be  finished,  and  under  toll,  in  one  year 
from  this  time,  and  paid  for,  as  above  suggested,  by  the  tolls. 

A  law,  passed  March  21,  1840,  requires  dividends  to  be  regu- 
larly made,  on  ail  tolls  collected,  after  deducting  necessary  ex- 
penses for  repairs,  and  other  necessary  expense^  of  the  road, 
while  under  toll.  This  law  would  seem  to  preclude  the  applica- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  tolls  to  the  construction  of  the  road;  or 
even  to  ihe  payment  of  debts  already  due,  and  likely  to  remain 
impaid,  for  a  considerable  length  of  time,  unless  more  punctuality 
shall  be  observed  in  future,  both  by  individuals  and  the  state, 
than  has  been  heretofore.  In  conclusion,  on  this  part  of  the 
report,  it  is  respectfully  asked,  that  the  company  may  be  reliev- 
ed, by  law,  from  the  restrictions  they  must  now  encounter  to  the 
farther  prosecution  of  their  work. 

The  undersigned  consider  it  due  to  the  interests  they  repre- 
sent, to  state,  that  the  long  delay  of  payments  by  the  treasurer  of 
state,  on  the  treasury  warrants,  issued  by  the  auditor  of  state, 
on  account  of  the  state's  subscription  of  stock,  during  the  past 
season,  drove  this  company  to  tne  necessity  of  selling  a  large 
sum  of  said  warrants,  to  avoid  law  suits  by  contractors.  Sacri- 
fices were  made  in  this  way  (as  may  be  seen,  in  another  part  of 
this  report,}  to  the  amount  of  $1,267  08.  How  far  the  state 
may  feel  it  a  duty  to  make  up  this  loss  to  the  company,  will  be 
left  for  the  consideration  of  tnose  who  occupy  the  place  of  im- 
mediate guardians  of  the  interests  of  the  state;  but  it  may  not 
be  improper  to  suggest  that,  with  the  ririit  to  apply  a  portion  of 
the  accruing  revenue  to  the  payment  of  debts,  there  will  be  no 
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need  of  further  sacrilces;  and  that,  without  that  privilege,  th«j' 
confidently  apprehend  much  harrassing  difficnhy  trem  creditois, 
with  the  certainty  of  being  compelled  to  appropriate  the  tolk 
under  a  commission  from  our  courts,  as  has  alreadly  been  done,ii 
the  case  of  a  neighboring  company.  Such  coercion  would  roani- 
festlv  increase  the  cost  of  the' work,  without^  in  any  maiMWi, 
'  working  the  least  benefit  to  a»y  one.

The  undersigned,  Auditor  of  State,  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  Resolution  of  December  10th,  calling  for  the- 
amount  of  three  per  cent,  fund  received  f^om  the  United  Slatei;  the 
amount  disbursed  to  each  county;  and  the  time  when  the  same  was 
disbursed,  and  the  amount  of  said  money  now  remaining  on  hand; 
and,  in  obdAience  thereto,  submits  the  following  report: 

Prom  the  loose  and  informal  manner  in  which  the  early  books  and 
accounts  of  the  State  were  kept,  great  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  accurately  arriving  at  the  early  history  of  this  fund;  nor  has  it 
been  possible  to  fully  meet  the  inquiry  of  your  resolution,  by  desig- 
nating the  amount  paid^to  the  several  counties.  Prior  to  the  yeaf 
1914,  the  accounts  were  Kept  by  the  Treasurer 'solely,  and  between 
the  appropriations  of  the  General  Assembly  and  sundry  roads  to 
which  the  fund  was  granted.  Many  of  these  roads  traversi  ^veral 
counties,  and  neither  the  books  or  vouchers  show  the.  counties  in 
which  the  money  was  expended. 

As  the  best  means  of  showing  the  appropriation  and  payment  of 
this  fund,  I  herewith  present  you  two  atatements,  marked  A.  and  B. 
The  first  embraces  the  payments  in  each  yMir,  on  the  eeveval  roads, 
under  the  appropriations  of  th«  General  .^sembly,  from  1804  to  the 
25th  day  of  May,  1814;  and  the  8econd,,tha  amount  apportioned  and 
paid  to  the  several  couBtie^  in  etich  year,  fronl  that  date  to  the  pre- 
sent time.    The  Whole  is  recapitulated  as  foUliirs:

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable 

rte  Legislaiure  of  the  State  of  Okio: 

The  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  presenting 
their  third  annual  report  on  the  Condition  of  this  mstitution, 
have  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  it  has  continued  (liaring  the 
past  year  "to  confer  on  the  public  the  benefits  anticipated  uom 
Its  establishment.  A  period  of  three  years  has  tested  its  suc- 
cessful operation,  and  inspired  the  puplia  mind  with  increased 
confidence  in^its  future  usefulness* 

The  treatment  of  insanity  in  aU  its  varioas  forms,  as  practiced 
in  this  institution,  and*  in  others  of  a  similar  character,  in  the 
United  State?,  has  fully  establidied  the  fact,  that  this  disease  is 
curable  ii)  its.  commencement,  in  about  the  same  proportion  of 
cases  as  in  others  of  a  high  grade.  This  proportion  varies  ac- 
cording to  circumstances,  from  about  seventy  to  nindy  per.  cenU 
of  recent  cases,  or  such,  as  are  of  not  more  than  one^ears  stand- 
ing, while  in  others,  the  proportion  of  cures  dirhinishes,  accor- 
di^  to  their  duration. 

The  subjects  of  general  interest,  in  relation  to  this  Asylum, 
ftrfe  embraced  in  the  elaborate  report  of  the  Superintendent  t^ 
this  boarct,  which  is  herewith  presented.  Cnfe  subject  of  priiyia- 
ry  importaace,  to  which  the  Directors  would  particulariy  Mvert, 
it  the  necessity  of  enlar^ng  the  Asylum,  to  meet  the  prefient 
wants  of  the  public.  Independent  ojf  the  data  containeo  in  the 
report,  and  the  reasoning  firom  Aem,  showing  the  amount  of  in- 
sanity in  llus  state,  ^e  number  of  applications  for  admission, 
now  pending,  prove  Ae  insufiSciency  of  the  present  building8.-r 
The  extent  of  the  enlargement  may  be*  inferred  from  the  fs^i% 
contauied  in  the  report.  The  present  buildings  are  now,  or  will 
soon  be  required,  for  curable  patients  alone.  A  portion  of  these 
must  continue  to  be  excluded,  unless  a  numerous  class  of  incura- 
bles, now  in  the  Asylum,  and  annually  increasing,  are  furnished 
with  other  accommodations.  During  the  last  year,  the  Direc- 
tors have  discharged  a  number  of  incuYuble  patients  who  were 
harml^'  and  inoffensive,  but  those  reinaining  incurable,  are  gen- 
erally maniacal  periodically,  and  during  then:  paroxisms,  are  vio- 
lent and  ungovernable,  and  therefore  Unsafe  to  go  at  large. 
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A  few  cases  are  detailed  ia  the  report,  showing  their  com- 
'mencement,  process  and  termination*  These  are  highly  inter- 
estmg,  not  only  from  the  patients  having  been  restored  to  reason, 
but  as  exciting  sympathy  in  the  public  mind,  in  favor  of  all  oth- 
ers, in  similar  circumstances. 

The  treasurers  report  annexed,  exhibits  the  reaeipts  and  ex- 

f)enditures  of  the  last  year,  the  latter  amounting  to  $15,^13  13, 
eaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  last  appropriation  of 
|4,967  35. 

The  Directors  would  suggest  to  the  legislature,  the  expediency 
of  requiring  hy  law,  that  the  officers  having  charge  of  pauper 
lunatics,  should  make  more  ample  provision  for  them,  than  ex- 
it, .when  they  cannot  be  immediately  received  into 
such  as  secluding  them  in  a  proper  manner,  and 
ledical  assistance  for  them,  &c«    By  these  means, 
jases  m^ht  be  cured,  or  if  not  cured,  would  be  pre- 
becoming  incurable,  through  neglect  or  improper' 
management.    To  promote,  this  desirable  object,  the  Directors 
have  requested  the  Superintendent,  by  resolution,  to  address  a 
circular  to  the  proper  officers  having  charge  of  the  insane  in  the 
different  counties,  and  the  physicians  employed  to  attend  to  them, 
suggesting  in  general  terms,  the  manner  of  treating  them,  hav- 
ing reference  to  the  character  of  the  respective  cases,  especially 
in  the  incipient  stage.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


CONTINUED. 

To  the  Honorable  Directors: 

We  present  our  third  annual  report  of  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Ast- 
LXJMj  under  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
multiplied  favors  of  his  beneficent  Providence,  and  record  his 
special  mercy  and  protection  during  the  prevalence  of  a  severe 
and  jprotracted  epidemic. 

The  past  season,  remarkable  for  its  vicissitudes  and  extremes 
of  every  kind,  has  been  one  of  aflBiction  to  many  sections  of  the 
country.  Fevers  of  various  types  have  prevailed,  and  in  partic- 
ular districts  the  Dysentery  had  been  rife  and  severe.  This  pain- 
iiil  disease  made  its  appearance  in  the  Asylum  about  the  middle 
of  July,  and  continued  to  prevail,  with  greater  and  less  severity, 
for  a  period  of  nine  or  ten  weeks,  passing  from  gallery  to  gallery, 
and  throughout  every  department  of  the  house,  occasioning  the 
greatest  suffering  and  distress.  In  its  epidemic  character  this  is 
always  a  trying  and  obstinate  complaint;  but  co-existing  with 
the  previous  ill  health  and  long  continued  functional  disorders  of 
the  insane,  who,  in  their  chronic  state  of  disease  are  peculiarly 
obnoxious  to  affections  of  the  bowels,  we  have  found  it  exceed* 
ingly  unmanageable  and  difficult  to  cure.  Forty  of  the  inmates 
had  the  diseztse  in  a  severe  form.  Of  these,  seven  died;  all  of 
whom  were  deemed  incurable  of  their  insanity. 

Apart  from  this  special  visitation  of  a  disease  which  was  not 
confined  exclusively  to  this  particular  locality,  our  patients  have 
enjoyed  a  perfect  immunity  from  acute  disorders  of  every  kind 
throughout  the  entire  year. 

And  we  are  extremely  happy  to  add,  that  in  regard  to  the  sv^ 
stantial  improvement  and  recovery  of  its  inmates,  the  compara- 
tive success  and  prosperity  of  the  institution  are  fully  equal  to 
that  of  previous  years;  and  that  the  mortality,  notwithstandmg 
the  increase  of  our  average  number,  and  the  prevalence  of  a 
dangerous  epidemic,  is  npt  greater  than  last  year. 

A  single  glance  at  the  tabular  statements  will  be  sufficient  to 
show,  that  the  institution  has  continued  to  be  crowded  by  pa- 
tients; and,  amidst  all  its  favorable  results  and  blessings,  it  issdl 
matter  of  sincere  and  painful  regret,  that  we  are  compelled,  for 
want  of  room,  to  deny  its  comforts  and  prixileges  to  so  many

unfortunate  and  afflicted  citizens  in  the  different  counties  of  the 
state. 

Over  one  hundred  formal  and  informal  applications  for  admis- 
sion from  our  own  people,  have,  on  this  account,  been  refused  du- 
ring the  past  year;  and,  of  those  received,  we  have  in  most  cases 
been  compelled  to  postpone  their  admission  for  six,  nine,  and 
even  twelve  months  after  date.  This,  by  depriving  us,  in  many 
instances,  of  the  recent  and  curable  cases  as  they  have  occurred, 
has  had  a  very  important  and  unfavorable  influence  upon  our 
success,  and  is  the  chief  reason  why  the  ac^tual  number  of  recov- 
eries is  less  than  was  reported  last  year.  Besides,  the  necessity  of 
postponing  the  reception  of  many  applicants  has  occasioned  dis- 
appointment and  grief  to  the  friends  of  the  afflicted,  and,  we  may 
say,  the  public  at  large;  for  a  maniac  is  not  only  the  cause  of  e^^- 
traordinary  trouble  and  distress  to  his  own  immediate  connec- 
tions, but  he  very  frequently  disturbs  a  large  circle  of  friends, 
and  is  sometimes  the  source  of  anxiety,  if  not  alarm,  to  an  ex- 
tensive section  of  country. 

The  Board  of  Directors  are  acquainted  with  these  facts,  and 
they  have  been  faithful  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  stat- 
ute in  relation  to  such  lunatics  as  have  been  found,  ^  after  the 
expiration  of  sufficient  time^  to  be  incurable^  and  not  dangerous^  to 
go  at  large^^  in  order  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  institution 
and  make  it  accomplish  the  greatest  amount  of  good  that  circum- 
stances would  allow.  The  tabular  statement  No.  3,  will  show 
the  number  that  have  been  in  this  way  discharged.  But  this  un- 
pleasant application  of  the  law  is  comparatively  of  small  impor- 
tance, as  experience  proves  it  to  be  unpopular,  and  the  relief 
which  is  in  this  manner  obtained  is  not  unmixed  with  distress; 
for  some  of  these  forlorn  and  helpless  children  of  affliction  and 
misfortune,  having  lived  with  us  long  enougli  to  become  fixed  in 
their  habits,  and  attached  to  the  comfortable  home  which  the 
hand  of  public  benevolence  has  provided,  have  been  filled  with 
sorrow  on  receiving  the  unwelcome  intelligence,  and  have  left 
with  a  reluctance  alike  painful  to  us  and  them. 

Our  last  annual  report  upon  the  state  of  this  institution  con- 
tained some  brief  reflections  upon  the  number,  and  the  needy 
condition  of  the  various  classes  of  insane  persons  in  our  State, 
and  the  necessity  which  existed  for  an  extension  of  the  accom- 
modations and  benefits  afforded  them  in  this  Asylum.  The  ex- 
perience of  another  year  has  not  altered  our  views  in  relation  to 
the  subject,  and  we  therefore  think  the  present  a  suitable  oppor- 
tunity lor  a  more  distinct  and  general  examination  of  this  highly 
interesting  topic  of  political  economy,  and  public  philanthropy. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Elisha*  Whittlkset^  of  Washing- 
ton City,  for  a  copy  of  an  epitome  of  the  last  census  of  the  entire 
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population  of  the  United  States  and  tenritoriesi  which  exhibits 
we  general  ag^egate  amount  of  each  description  of  persons,  as 
compiled  from  the  official  returns  received  from  the  diflerent 
Marshals  at  the  state  department,  under  the  act  for  takmg  the 
census  of  the  United  States,  for  the  year  1840.  From  this  epit- 
ome we  have  compiled  the  table,  marked  No*  15.  By  an  exami- 
nation of  this  table  it  will  be  seen,  that  there  are  17,434  insane 
and  idiots  in  the  United  States,  and  that  the  proportion  of  these 
classes  to  the  rest  of  the  population,  is  as  1  to  978.  It  will  fiir- 
Uier  be  apparent  that«  as  a  state,  we  have  our  full  share  of  this 
kind  of  aJmictions;  our  entire  number  being  1,360,  and  the  pro- 
portion to  the  rest  of  the  population,  as  1  to  1,1 17.  By  allowing 
four  sevenths  for  ixbecilss  and  connate  (i>iots,  and  three  sevenths 
for  the  iNSANK  of  every  denomination,  as  shown  in  table  No.  16, 
which,  we  think,  will  be  found  to  be  very  near  the  correct  propor- 
tion of  these  classes,  this  estimate  gives  Ohio  583  lunatics,  or 
persons  who  are  sufiering  from  mental  derangement. 

These  estimates  may  be  taken  as  correct,  and,  so  far  as  our  pres- 
ent object  is  ccmcemed,  are  abundantly  sufficient  for  our  pur- 
pose* But  we  feel  confident  that  they  fall  short  of  the  actual 
number  of  this  class  of  community  in  the  state  of  Cttiio;  and,  as 
we  are  desirous  to  ffive  the  public  all  the  information  which  our 
position  has  enabled  us  to  obtain  upon  this  subject,  we  will  briefly 
advert  to  some  of  the  facts  which  have  led  us  to  infer  tliat  the 
late  census  returns  are,  in  these  respects,  inaccurate  and  deficient 
According  to  the  census  returns,  mere  are  542  insane  and  idiots 
in  the  state  of  Connecticut.  One  hundred  and  thirty^  eight  of 
these  are  reported  as  being  the  number  supported  at  public  charge, 
and  we  are  informed  by  the  intelligent  superintendent  of  ^  Thk 
Retreat,"  at  Hartford,  that  he  knows  "  this  to  be  considerably 
less  than  the  actual  number  in  that  state.''  In  the  state  of  New 
York,  according  to  the  same  authority,  there  are  but  739,  of  both 
classes,  reported  as  the  number  that  are  supported  at  the  puUic 
charg^e;  wnile^  by  the  late  returns  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
poor  in  that  state,  there  are  1,058.  In  1836  an  examination  was 
made  of  161  towns  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  containing 
a  population  of  193,569;  and  according  to  the  report  of  a  very  in- 
telligent committee  of  the  legislature  of  that  state,  the  insane 
alone  were  found  to  be  313,  wiich  will  give  their  s^pc^te  pro- 
portion, as  1  to  620,  of  this  number  of  imiabitaats.  In  1839  we 
also  have  an  able  report  upon  this  subject^  firom  a  committee  of 
the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  by  which  it  appears,  that  an  ag- 
gregate of  1,100  insane  and  idiots  was  found  in  nearly  half  the 
aunties  of  that  state,  containing  a  population  of  800,000,  which 
would  make  the  ratio  of  these  classes,  as  1  to  727  of  this  amount 
of  population.    And  in  1840  it  was  satisfactorily  ascertained,  in 
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a  very  careful  examination  of  the  entire  state  ^f  New  Jersey, 
by  a  board  of  scientific  gentlemen,  who  were  selected  by  the 
state  authorities  expressly  for  the  purpose,  that  there  were  696 
insane  wid  idiots  in  Ihai  state;  which, according  to  the  popula- 
tion of  New  Jersey,  gives  the  proportion  of  these  classes,  as  1 
to  536  and  a  fraction,  instead  of  1  to  844,  as  returned. 

.^;ain,  we  would  remark,  that  should  the  foregoing  estimates 
not  be  satisfactory  to  the  public  mind,  or  appear,  in  any  respect, 
visionary  and  extravag^mt,  we  have  only  to  invite  furtner  atten- 
tion to  the  subject,  whilst  we  examine  into  the  condition  of  thlt 
question,  as  it  is  presented  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  where> 
Kom  their  noble  couriSe,  and  exalted  position,  in  the  field  of  be- 
nevolence^ the  worid  can  have  an  opportunity  of  looking  at 
facts,  as  they  actually  exist.  The  population  of  Massachusetts 
16  737,699,  less  than  half  the  population  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
her  citizens  can  point  to  three  glorious  institutions  for  the  insane, 
{see  table  No.  16^  whose  average  extent,  and  ability  to  afford 
suitable  accommodations  for  these  persons,  are  severally  equal  to 
the  CKiio  Lunatic  Asylum;  and  we  have  repeatedly  been  informed, 
by  our  highly  esteemed  friend  and  co-laborer,  Savusl  B.  Wood- 
WARt),  M*  D.,  superintendent  of  ^^the  State  Hospital''  at  Wor- 
cester, that  this  noble  institution  is  not  only  at  all  times  full,  but 
that  they  are  obliged  to  refuse  numerous  applications  every 
year,  for  want  of  room.  We  also  have  the  means  of  knowing 
that  the  ^McLean  Astlum,"  at  Charlestown,  and  the  ^^Citt  Lo- 
jNATic  Hospital,''  in  South  Boston,  both  good  institutions,  are  also 
crowded  with  patients. 

In  a  late  report  to  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  it  is  stated, 
that  ^a  late  investigation  in  one  of  the  New  England  states,  is 
•aid  to  have  established  the  fact,  that  there  is  at  least  one  insane, 
or  idiotic  person,  to  every  four  hundred  inhabitants,  and  that  the 
annual  uicrease,  is  at  the  rate  of  one  fifth  per  cent,  of  the  popu- 
Uition."  But  we  trust  that|  enough  has  been  said.  However 
anxious  we  may  be  to  ascermin  tm  truth,  we  certainly  have  no 
disposition  to  become  extravagant  upon  the  subject.  Making, 
therefore,  all  allowances  for  inaccoracies,  and  deficient  computa- 
ti<m,  and  for  the  probable  fact,  that  a  greater  proportion  of  these 
afflicted  persons  are  to  be  found  in  the  older  states,  than  in  the 
]I6W,  still  we  fibrmly  believe,  that,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  there 
Q&aUestionably  is  1  to  every  1,000  of  our  population:  which  will 
make  1,519  idiots  and  lunatics  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  instead  of 
1,360,  as  given  in  the  census  returns. 

Three  sevenths  of  this  number,  will  give  651  as  the  propor- 
tion of  insane  in  our  state;  and  of  these,  we  may  safely  calcu- 
late, that  at  least  three  fifths,  or  390,  will  require  the  care  of  a 
puUic  institution,  with  our  present  amount  of  population,  either 
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for  their  restoration  and  return  to  the  blessings  and  privil^es  erf* 
society,  or  for  their  comfort  and  improvement,  ana  protection 
from  surroanding  dangers— or  the  dreadful  violence  of  their  own 
hands. 

Taking  the  subject  in  a  strictly  pecuniary,  and  economical 
sense,  we  think  it  can  be  shown,  that  this  institution  is  a  saving, 
as  well  as  blessing,  to  the  people  of  our  state;  and,  besides, hav- 
ing a  direct  tendency  to  lessen  the  amount  of  this  fearful  calaoii- 
tv,  its  further  extension  in  proportion  to  the  existing  wants  of 
tne  state,  is  both  frugal  and  wise.  With  this  view,  we  have  pre- 
pared the  table,  marked  No.  1 3,  showing  the  comparative  ex- 
pense of  supporting  old  and  recent  cases  of  insanity.  Twenty, 
old  and  incurable,  cases  are  taken,  who,  from  the  nature  of  their 
insanity,  the  character  of  the  attacks,  and  the  causes,  lead  us  to 
iifer  the  probabilitv  of  cures  in  a  large  majority  of  them,  could 
they  have  been  subjected  to  proper  treatment,  in  the  eariy  star 
ges  of  their  disease.  These  cases  have  not  been  particularly 
selected,  but  are  taken  in  their  order,  as  found  upon  our  books; 
and  the  circumstances  attending  the  disease,  in  a  majority  of 
them,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  their  history,  were 
not  more  unfavorable  than  the  like  number  of  recent  cases, 
which  are  placed  in  the  opposite  columns;  all  of  whom  wer« 
cured,  because  taken  in  the  recent  state  of  their  disease* 
.  At  three  dollars  per  week,  (every  item  of  expense  included^ 
the  expense  of  supporting  the  twenty  recent  cases  in  the  asylum, 
until  they  were  restored,  in  the  aggregate,  was  iwehe  hundred 
and  eighty  one  dollars — an  average  of  sixty  four  dollars  and  five 
cents^  for  each  case. 

At  two  dollars  per  week,  (certainly  a  very  low  estimate,)  the 
twenty  old  cases^  before  their  admission  into  the  asylum,  cost,  in 
the  aggregate,  twenty  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  agkt 
dollars — an  average  of  fourteen  hundred  and  fourteen  dol&rs 
and  forty  cents^  each — a  sum  Ijwger  than  necessary  to  defray  all 
expenses  for  the  cure  of  twenty  recent  cases,  and  almost  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  cost  for  twenty  three  cases,  chaiged  at  the 
rate  of  three  dollars  per  week,  which  is  something  higher  than 
the  precise  cost,  if  equally  divided  between  our  average  number 
during  the  past  year. 

And,  what  is  still  better  than  the  money — ^the  twenty  recent 
cases  have  suffered  from  this  awful  disease,  (since  their  admis- 
sion into  the  asylum^)  in  the  aggregate,  only  four  hundred  and 
twenty  seven  weeks — an  average  of  hut  ttoenty  one  and  three  quar- 
ter weeksf  for  each  person. 

While  the  twenty  old  cases  have  been  in  a  state  of  mental 
derangement,  for  a  period  of  ttso  hundred  and  seventy  two  yearsy 
in  the  aggregate-r-an  average  of  thirteen  and  Aree  fifths  yeart. 
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for  each  bidividaal.  And  what  pen  x^aii  write — what  tongue  can 
tell  the  sufTerings  of  a  mind  di^ased,  for  hours,  and  days,  and 
months,  and  years!  And  though  the  advantages  of  this  institu- 
tion be  great,  and  the  hand  of  kindness  is  now  busy,  in  the  dl^ 
viation  of  their  woes,  it  still  is  to  be  remembered,  diat  many 
years  of  sorrow  must  be  added  to  this  number,  from  the  incura- 
hie  character  of  their  disease;  and,  also,  a  corresponding  in- 
crease, of  expense  to  the  state. 

Those  cured'  are  no  longer  a  source  of  grief  and  danger  to  the 
firiends  to  whom  they  are  endeared — ^no  longer  an  expense  to 
their  friends,  or  the  public — biit,  relieved  from  th^r  misfortunes, 
and  restored  to  society,  thejr  occupy  their  proper  position,  and 
are  asisisting  in  the  accumulation  of  individual  and  public  wealth, 
send  adding  their  share  to  relative  happiness. 

Of  the  mcurable  forms  of  insanity,  likely  to  increase  and  re- 
naain  in  all  public  institutions  during  life,*  none  are  more  truly 
deplorable,  and  deserving  of  sympathy,  than  those  which  exist 
in  combination  with  epujcpst.  Confirmed  cases  of  this  descrip- 
tion are  rarely,  if  ever,  cured  under  any  circumstances;  and  it 
beinff  dangerous,  in  a  majority  of  instances,  to  aUow  those  who 
are  tnus  sdSected,  to  so  at  large,  they  must  be  provided  for,  in 
the  asyla,  which  are  designed  for  lunatics  of  every  grade  and 
form.  Persons  afflict^  with  this  distressing  species  of  insanity, 
are,  in  many  respects,  exceedingly  trouUesome  and  unpleasant 
to  their  associates  in  the  halls;  and,  as  they  commonly  possess 
a  morbid  sensibility,  and  are  highly  irritable,  and  wayward  in 
their  feelings  and  dispositions,  it  is  proper  they  should  mainly  be 
classed  by  themselves,  with  a  suitaole  atteiulant,  who  can,  at  all 
times,  be  provided  with  the  peculiar  arrangements,  and  proper 
apartments,  which  may  become  necessary,  during  thehr  dread 
fid  paroxysms  of  ungovernable  violence*  An  enlargement  of 
the  buildings,  as  it  would  provide  the  means  of  accomplishing 
this,  and  also  extend  and  improve  our  general  system  of 
classification,  would  be  every  way  important  to  the  prosperity 
and  usefulness  of  this  institution. 

The  H0Hicn>AL  are  another  class,  which  is  likely  to  increase 
upon  our  hands.  These  are  always  dangerous  to  the  peace  and 
safety  of  the  community,  and,  in  very  few  instances,  can  be  dis- 
charged from  confinement,  with  propriety,  during  life.  We  do 
not,  at  present,  think  we  shall  ever  be  willing  to  take  the  entire 
responsibility  of  their  release.  **  All  homicides,"  says  the  expe- 
rienced Doctor  Woodward,  "should  be  perpetually  confined^ 
no  argument  should  weigh,  for  a  moment,  with  a  court  of  justice, 
in  favor  of  liberating  such  an  individual.  The  fact,  that  Kfe  has 
been  taken,  should  overbalance  aU  motives  to  send  such  a  person 
into  society  again,  while  the  delusions  and  estrangeme9ts  of  in* 
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fty  QontiBUe;"  and,  wo  add,  nor  until  months,  if  not  Tears,  of 
peace,  and  freedom  frcmi  excitement,  shall  have  confirmed  their 
entire  release  from  this  dangerous  form  of  disease. 

We  recently  attended  an  mterestingirial  on  a  subject  of  this  na- 
ture, in  a  neighboring  county  of  this  state;  A  habitually  peacefid 
and  worthy  man  was  indicted  for  the  most  shocking  murder  of  his 
wife,  with  an  axe,  and  a  horrible  attempt  upon  the  lives  of  his 
children,  with  the  same  weapon.  The  mcts  were  not  denied, 
and  his  only  defence  was,  that  of  insanity.  He  was  accjuitted, 
principally  up<m  our  testimony  as  to  the  met  of  his  being  msane, 
at  the  time  the  murder  was  committed,  of  which  we  mive  not 
the  slightest  doubt;  but  our  astonishment  was  only  exceeded  bv 
our  al^rm,  when  subsequently,  informed  that  bail  had  been  ad^ 
mitted,  and  this  afflicted,  but  truly  dangerous  man,  wiss  pennitr 
ted  to  90  at  large.  This  ov^bt  not  to  be  so*  Science  and 
humanity  may  interpose  for  the  life  of  the  homicide,  but  sodety 
should  forever  be  protected  from  the  eflbots  of  his  dreadfol  dis- 
ease. The  lunatic  asylum  is  their  proper  place;  and  it  shooU 
be  duly  prepared  for  their  reception,  uid  detention. 

In  every  point  of  view,  this  is  a  l^ghly  interesting  and  import^* 
ant  sul^ect,  and  one  that  we  feel  we  can  press  upon  puUic 
attention,  without  the  danger  of  offence.  Oommunities,  like  ift«> 
dividuds,  rarely  impoveriw  thenuelves  by  the  extent  of  their 
dbarities;  and  when  we  think  of  the  value  of  reason,  and  the 
lofty  privileges  widi  which  we  are  indulged,  under  the  favor  of 
Heaven,  in  our  happy  form  of  government,  and  the  Uessioga 
which  flow  to  us,  as  mdividuals,  from  our  intdUectual  enjoyments, 
we  can  never*feeL  regret  if  «  free  and  liberal  hand  be  extended 
to  the  relief  of  all  the  suffering  insane  to  be  fou^d  in  onr  state* 
Let  us,  therefore,  lift  Up  our  voice,  as  one  man,  in  fevor  of  these 
children  of  sorrow  and  affliction;  that  they  mar  have  ample  and 
comfortable  buildings  to  protect  them  from  the  inclemencv  of 
the  weaUier,  and  tbat  abundant  [Nroraion  may  be  made  for  their 
daily  bread. 

In  connection  with  the  subject,  we  cannot  refrain,  upon  thia 
occasion,  from  inviting  the  attoiticm  of  the  christian  philanthro- 
pist to  th^  necessities  whteh  exist  for  a  cc^rporate,  or  private 
asylum  for  the  insane,  in  the  inunense  Ttmao.  watered  by  the 
navigable  rivers  flownig  south  and  west.  Aocordmg  to  our  cooh 
putation  upon  the  census  returns  for  1840,  (see  tabk  No.  16) 
there  are,  m  the  states  of  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  T^i* 
nessee,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Arkansasi 
and  the  territories,  Wiskonsan  and  lovra,  two  ikausand  one  htu^ 
dred  and  sixty  seoen  insane  ^sans^  exclusive  of  idiots  and  im« 
becfies;  and,  with  the  exceptton  of  the  three  state  institutions  in 
Kentucky,  Temiessee  and  Ohio,  which,  it  will  be  seen  can,  nni 
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tedly,  aditnt  but  Aree  hundred  and  eighty  persons  j  we  are  not 
aware  of  any  suitable  accommodations,  public  or  private,  for  the 
medical  and  moral  treatment  of  the  insane,  in  all  this  enterpris- 
ing, wealthy,  and  extensive  region  of  countr)-.  Two  or  three 
flourishing  cities  might  be  named  as  favorable  locations,  iand  con- 
mlering  tSe  deep  solicitude  which  must  exist  under  such  extra- 
onrdsnary  and  very  peculiar  circumstances  of  distress,  there  could 
not  be  a  single  douot  as  to  the  support,  which  a  private  or  cor- 
{>orate  asylum  of  high  character,  and  undoubted  moral  reputa- 
ticm,  would  immediately  receive. 

ISuch  an  institution  would  greatly  relieve  the  pauper  asylums 
of  the  severrf  states,  and  might  be  made  a  desiraole  and  profita- 
ble retreat  for  the  restoration  of  a  certain  class  of  inebriates, 
who  frequently  require  as  much  treatment  and  restraint  as  the 
insane. 

PROSPKRITT  OF  THB  INSTrPtmON^ 

A  period  of  tfiree  years  has  now  elapsed  since  this  asylum 
first  opened  its  doors  to  the  insane  of  our  state,  and  a  reference  to 
the  tables  will  show,  that  (me  hundred  and  tijoenty  four  persons, 
who  were  wretched  and  miserable,  and  the  occasion  of  innu- 
merable trials  and  afflictions  to  their  friends,  through  the  blessing 
of  heaven  have  been  restored  to  society;  and  above  all,  to  the 
distmguishing  prerogatives  of  a  rational  mmd. 

We  are  aware  that  some  few  of  these  have  relapsed,  and  three 
or  four  have  been  returned  to  the  institution.  This  was  expect- 
ed. The  proportion,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
their  number,  is  hot  greater  than  occurs  in  other  diseases  of  a 
hi^  grade;  and  we  have  the  unspeakable  satisfaction  of  knowing, 
from  themselves  and  their  friends,  that  nearly  all  the  restored 
are  now  filling  their  places  of  respect  and  usefulness  in  the 
world. 

Many  of  our  former  patients  in  this  and  previous  years,  cor- 
respond with  us  freely,*  and  not  unfrequentiy  visit  the  institu- 
tion, in  the  most  cordial  and  friendly  manner,  and  inquire  for 
then*  former  associates  with  the  deepest  interest,  and  for  their 
attendants,  to  whom  their  attachments  are  unusually  strong — re- 
ferring to  their  residence  and  treatment  with  satisfaction  and 
gratitude,  and  without  any  of  that  morbid  sense  of  delicacy  and 
mortification,  which  might  be  supposed  to  exist,  in  connection 
with  the  feelings  of  injustice  or  dis^ce.  They,  on  the  con- 
trary, appear  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  and  prosper-

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ity  of  the  institution^  on  all  occattons^  and  very  generally  ex- 
press their  willingness  to  return,  should  their  heavy  afflictions 
unhappily  visit  them  again. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  statistics,  (see  iable^  No^  7^ 
it  will  be  seen,  that  there  have  been  admitted  into  the  asylum 
one  hundred  and  ihiriy  six  cases,  in  whom  the  duration  of  insan- 
ity was  for  a  less  period  than  one  year;  of  which  there  are  re- 
covered, or  supposed  to  be  curable  in  a  short  period,  one  hundred 
and  thirteen^vnnch  is  eighty  three  per  cent* 

Of  fifty  six  cases,  from  one  to  two  years  duration,  twenty  one 
have  been  restored,  or,  are  supposed  to  be  curable,  which  is 
thirty  seven  and  fifty  hundredths  per  cent. 

Of  seventy  six  cases,  fjrom  two  to  five  years  duration,  eleven 
have  been  restored,  or,  are  supposed  to  be  curable,  which  is 
fourteen  and  a  half  per  cent* 

And  of  forty  cases,  from  five  to  ten  years  duration,/tmr  have 
been  cured,  which  is  \mttenper  cent.^  &c. 

These  estimates,  it  will  be  observed,  are  made  upon  the  entire 
number  admitted  into  the  asylum  since  its  commencement;  m- 
cluding,  of  course,  every  description,  grade,  and  condition,  which 
have  been  committed  to  our  care  ^d  direction. 

These  facts  demonstrate  the  necessity  and  import^mce  of  ear- 
ly treatment,  and  the  extreme  dai^er  of  procrastination,  under 
the  afflictive  circumstances  of  this  disease,  in  the  clearest  and 
strongest  manner. 

During  the  present  year,  eighty  one  cases  have  been  dischai^ 
ed  from  the  institution,  including  eighteen  that  were  dismissed 
by  the  directors  in  order  to  make  room.  Of  this  number, /or^ 
four  were  recovered  ;^t>e  were  improved,  but  removed  by  their 
friends;  eighteen  were  discharged  as  harmless  and  incurable,  and 
fourteen  died. 

The  percentage  upon  all  the  cases  dischai^ed  the  present  year, 
13 fifty  four  and  thirty  two  hundredths^  Upon  the  old  onses,  it  is 
twenty  three  and  eighty  hundredths;  and  upon  the  recent,  or  ca- 
ses of  less  duration  than  one  year  before  their  admission,  it 
amounts  to  eighty  seven  and  seventeen  hundredths j  which  is  but 
one  per  cent,  and  forty  six  hundredths  less  than  last  year,  not- 
withstanding all  the  unfavorable  circumstances  of  an  increase  in 
the  average  number  of  patients,  and  a  house  overcrowded  widi 
chronic  and  incuraUe  cases. 

It  may  here  be  appropriately  remarked,  that  the  favorable  re- 
sults of  this  institution  are  calculated  to  strengthen  and  enfonse 
the  opinion  now  very  generally  entertained,  that  mental  deran^ 
ment  is  strictly  and  entirely  a  physical  disease,  and  that  its  im- 
mediate cause  is  the  direct  obstruction,  or  impairment,  of  one  or 
more  organs  or  tissues  of  animal  life.    ^The  whole  head  may  be 
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sick,  and  the  vfhsAe  heart  &int,"  but  the  immortal  spirit  itself 
can  iieither  waste  with  corruptible  flesh,  nor  be  stricken  in  years. 
It  is  equally  clear  that,  when  properly  understood,  insanity  is  as 
capable  of  being  cured,  in  its  early  stages,  as  any  other  disease 
of  the  same  force  to  which  our  nature  is  exposed.  The  experi* 
ence  of  this  institution,  also,  demonstrates  its  value  and  blessing 
to  the  lar^e  and  unhappy  portion,  which  time  and  disease  have 
rendered  mcurable;  and  we  hope  we  may  venture  to  add,  thai 
its  reputation  and  prosperity  strongly  appeal  to  the  wisdom  and 
liberality  of  an  enlightened  public,  for  the  continued  means  of 
support. 

The  following  cases  have  been  selected  from  the  recoveries 
of  the  past  year,  and  are  reported  for  publication  by  my  faithfid 
assistant,  Samuel  Mf  Smith,  M.  D.,  whose  ability  in  the  discharge 
of  bis  various  duties,  it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge. 

*'No.  1.  This  was  a  faithful  and  reputable  clergyman^  in  whom 
there  existed'  a  strong  hereditary  predisposition  to  insanity* 
The  initiatory  attack  had  been  marked  by  very  great  violence, 
and  had  come  on  subsequent  to  a  camp-meeting,  at  which  he 
had  manifested  much  interest,  but  had  been  prevented  from  par- 
ticipating, by  his  friends,  who  had  observed  in  him  the  wildness 
of  manner,  and  unaccountable  eccentricities,  indicating  the  ap- 

E roach  of  disease.  These  rapidly  crew  into  violent,  insanity. 
[is  condition  now  required  personalrestraint,  untfl  he  could  be 
received  into  the  asylum.  At  the  time  of  his  admission,  the 
violence  that  had  rendered  him  dangerous,  had  subsided,  by  be- 
ing removed  from  the  annoyances  of  confinement  in  a  position 
exposed  to  the  heartless  curiosity  and  vexations  of  the  rude 
and  unfeeling^  To  a  stranger,  the  full  extent  of  insanity  exist- 
ing, would  not  have  been  apparent.  Though  loquacious  and 
excitable,  his  manner  and  opinions  seemed  rather  the  extrava- 
gance of  an  ill-balanced  mind,  under  the  impulse  of  a  warm 
temperament.  But  beneath  this  comparatively  smooth  surface, 
there  was  a  mass  of  d^usions,  and  a  dismal  foreboding  of  some 
fearful  fate,  with  an  entire  misapprehension  of  his  condition  and 
relations.  These  the  excitement  of  disease  occasionally  reveal- 
ed. Unable  fully  to  appreciate  the  necessity  of  his  confinement, 
this  seeming  act  of  injustice  was  resisted  hy  a  somewhat  warm 
avowal  of  his  privileges.  This,  however,  bemg  met  by  a  decided 
course  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  superintendent,  he  began, 
in  some  measure,  to  realize  the  folly  of  hjs  delusions.  Kind  and 
soothing  treatment,  and  directing  his  mmd  to  other  topics,  by 
degrees,  lured  him  away  from  his  gloomy  contemplations.  As 
he  gradually  recovered,  he  looked  back  and  recounted  the  past 
as  a  fearful  dream  of  dangers  escaped.  The  distorted  imagin* 
ings  of  a  diseased  mind  had  moulded  him  into  the  haunted  vie- 
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tim  of  a  wicked  persecution  that  was  waging  a  relentless  war- 
fare against  his  dearest  interests;  and  the  shaft  that  wounded 
deepest,  was  the  supposed  participation  of  friends,  who  had  been 
endeareid  by  delightful  companionship  in  the  sacred  ministratbin 
of  religion*  In  addition  to  this  connict  of  dismal  misappreheD- 
sions,  he  considered  his  committal  to  the  asylum  as  the  last  ad 
in  this  tragedy  of  woes,  and  that  he  must  here  sufler  death  hj 
whatever  of  torture  envenomed  skill  could  devise.  Such  ■ 
often  the  hidden  woe  of  the  poor  lunatic,  that  Kes  voiceless  ifi 
his  bosom,  unable  to  make  a  single  note  that  will  wake  up  sym- 
pathy with  his  silent  sufferings. 

^A  kind  attention  to  his  wants, dissipated  his  delusions;  proper 
medical  treatment,  restored  impaired  health;  the  delists  of  ^ 
mmd  at  ease''  returned,  and  in  two  months  from  the  tm^e  of  hii 
admission,  he  left  us,  appreciating,  with  a  grateful  heart,  the  ben- 
efits he  had  received,  again  to  xSke  his  place  at  the  altar  in  the 
solemn  responsibilities  of  its  ministrations. 

^No.  3.  This  was  a  roan  of  athletic  strength,  possessing  a 
physical  constitution  capable  of  enduring  great  fatigue  and  ex- 
posure. This  natural  advantage,  aided  by  constant  labor,  en- 
abled him  long,  apparently,  to  resist  the  usual  impairing  effects 
of  intemperance— -a  habit  m  which  he  had  long  mdulged.  Aware, 
however,  of  the  injury  he  was  sustaining^,  he  resolved  to  abstain, 
and  for  a  year  was  faithful  to  his  resolution.  But  a  false  fhead 
presented  the  poison  with  pressmg  solicitation,  and  in  an  evi 
nour  he  yielded.  This  merciless,  exacting  habit  revived,  brook- 
ed no  control,  and  soon  he  was  a  sot — and  then  a  fiarious  ma- 
niac. Thou^  naturally  possessed  of  an  amiable  dispositioD, 
associated  with  that  good  natured  independence  that  results  from 
a  conscious  ability  to  defend  against  all  aggression,  yet  insanitr, 
at  its  very  onset,  submerged  all  these  excellences.  When  broi^ 
to  the  asylum,  he  was  secured  in  a  manner  that  indicated  the 
terror  which  tus  fury  and  strength  had  inspired.  As  usual,  we 
removed  his  irons,  and  thus,  for  the  time  being,  seemed  to  secafe 
his  good  will.  But  disease  obey^  the  impulse  of  gratitude  only 
for  a  short  time;  and  soon  we  were  visited  with  a  torrent  of 
unrestrained  abuse,  marked,  as  is  usual  in  cases  from  i]ltempe^ 
ance,  with  the  lowest  vulgarity* 

^Medicine,  however,  b^n  to  produce  its  desired  effect;  the 
excitement  was  in  a  measure  subdue^,  and  he  could  with  safety 
assoQiate  with  the  other  patients.  The  vein  of  good  humor 
running  through  his  character,  became  apparent,  yielding  to  al 
requests,  and  willingly  assistoig  in  any  thing  required  of  hinu 
This  improvement  continued  gradually  to  progress  until  we  con- 
sidered him  nearly  well,  when  the  remedies  were  partially  widi- 
drawn.    But,  disease  again  making  its  appearance,  they  were  rt 
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somed  and  persevered  in  until  sanity  was  entirely  established; 
when  he  left  us  grateful  and  happy,  with  the  full  purpose  forever 
to  eschew  the  cup  from  which  he  had  drank  all  his  woetf. 

"No.  3.  This  was  an  interesting  case,  from  the  circumstances 
connected  with  the  attack,  its  violence,  and  happy  termination. 
She  was  a  lady  of  an  amiable  disposition,  and  a  retuing  modesty; 
but  insanitjr  left  no  traces  of  her  natural  character.  The  ten- 
deriy  afiectionate  mother  and  devoted  wife,  became  suddenly 
the  furious  maniac.  During  a  short  absence  of  her  husband  a 
stranger  stopped  at  their  residence,  and  announced  himself  in 
the  double  ca{)acity  of  Mormon  preacher  and  physician.  After 
administering  in  the  latter  capacity,  he  commenced  a  harrangue 
of  a  denunciatory  and  alarmmg  character,  uttering  many  of  the 
conditional  curses  detailed  in  the  28th  chap,  of  Deuteronomy, 
and  denoimcing,  particularly  upon  die  mother,  that  contained  m 
the  53d  verse.  The  result  of  this  startling  message  upon  a  nat- 
ural timidity,  made  more  sensitive  by  impaired  healui,  was  to 
produce  the  greatest  distress;  which,  in  its  mtensity,  acting  upon 
a  mind  for  the  moment  unsupported  by  the  cahn  decision  and 
direction  of  the  judgment,  swept  away,  Mrith  a  tornado  force,  all 
the  suggestions  of  reason.  Her  husband  retumed  to  find  her  in 
a  most  deplorable  condition,  with  the  mere  instinct  of  affection 
stru^ling  against  the  delusipns  of  insanity,  prompting  her  to 
stainner  hands  in  the  blood  of  her  child. 

"When  brought  to  the  asylum,  she  was  wild  and  frantic,  talking 
and  screajming  incoherently,  and  so  entirely  uncontrolable  as  to 
require  to  be  confined  in  a  separate  room.  She  was  immediate- 
ly subjected  to  treatment,  and,  under  its  influence,  became  more 
quiet;  and,  upon  promise  to  control  herself,  she  was  admitted 
into  a  gallery  with  a  number  of  other  patients.  Here  she  con- 
ducted  herself  with  every  propriety,  manifesting  a  willin^ess 
to  engage  at  work,  and  was  soon  a  regular  attendant  at  the  iron- 
ing or  sewing  rooms,  where  she  gave  cheerful  assistance  in  what- 
ever was  assigned  her*  By  degrees,  retuming  affection  revealed 
the  longings  of  the  mother's  heart,  and  she  oegan  anxiously  to 
inquire  for  her  family  and  friends,  and  to  express  a  strong  desire 
to  see  them.  From  this  time  she  rapidly  improved,  and,  every 
trace  of  insanity  disappearing,  she  left  us  to  return  to  the  dis- 
charge of  her  duties,  and  to  rejoice  the  little  circle  that  mourned 
her  absence. 

^No.  4.  This  was  an  unmanied  lady,  whose  insanity  was  of 
four  years  duration  at  the  time  of  her  admission  into  the  asylum* 
Her  recovery  was  a  happy  illustration  of  the  power  of  moral 
means,  independent,  in  a  great  measure,  of  medical  treatment. 
Possessed  of  a  sensitive  pnde,  the  sudden  loss  of  property,  upon 
which  she  was  entirely  dependent,  threw  her  upon  the  mercies 
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of  public  charity,  and  this  was  followed  by  mental  derangement. 
She  was  at  no  time  so  violent  as  to  be  dangerous,  but  noby  and 
restless;  sometimes  jumping  and  singing,  at  others  patching  to- 
gether all  the  pieces  of  rags  and  calico  she  could  procure,  and 
then  arraying  herself  in  this  fantastic  appareL 

**From  the  length  of  time  that  had  intervened  since  the  attack, 
the  prospect  of  cure  was  unfavorable.  With  care,  however, 
she  was  induced  to  engage  in  some  light  employment,  and  soon 
it  was  found  that  an  appeal  made  to  her,  as  to  the  inconsbtency 
of  her  conduct,  with  the  propriety  expected  from  a  lady,  had 
taken  effect.  She  almost  immediately  laid  aside  every  thing  like 
trifling  and  buffoonery,  assumed  a  thoughtful  and  modest  air, 
willingly  complying  with  all  directions,  and  rendering  a  ready 
and  available  assistance  about  the  house.  A  change  was  soon 
realized  by  herself.  The  natural  pride  and  sensitiveness  that 
first  wounded,  had  occasioned  her  misfortune,  returned,  and  no 
traces  of  insanity  remaining,  she  left  us  entirely  recovered. 

**No.  5.  The  leading  feature  of  this  case,  was  a  strong,  un- 
governable propensity  to  suicide.  He  had  been  insane  some 
months  previous  to  his  admission,  all  of  which  time  had  been 
spent  in  the  solitude  and  gloom  of  a  county  jail.  When  brought 
to  the  asylum,  his  condition  was  truly  deplorable.  A  fixed  a&d 
cheerless  melancholy,  unvisited  by  a  single  hope,  had  settled 
down  on  his  mihdj  making  existence  so  dreadful  that  but  one 
thought  and  one  desire  seemed  to  possess  him,  and  that  the  ^ain 
wish  to  drop  the  ills  he  had  and  fly  to  worse,  by  terminating  hii 
own  existence. 

'^Medical  treatment  was  long  persevered  in  with  but  little  en- 
couragement. The  suicidal  tendency  remained  strong;  and  sev- 
eral unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  accomplish  his  purpose. 
At  one  time,  he  suddenly  jumped  up  from  the  table,  seized  a 
knife,  and  fled  to  the  water  closet,  where  the  attendant,  who 
immediately  pursued,  found  him,  with  a  commendable  care  of  a 
clean  floor,  leaning  over  a  tub,  and  vainly  endeavoring  to  cut  his 
throat  with  the  dull  blade.  Finding  the  tool  insufficient,  he  sur- 
rendered it,  requesting  one  sharper,  as  that  would  not  answer  his 
purpose.  On  another  occasion,  impelled  by  the  same  blind  im- 
pulse, he  succeeded  in  dropping  himself  down  the  large  iroH 
pipe,  by  which  heat  is  conducted  into  the  gallery.  Having  re- 
mained in  this  uneasy,  confined  posture  for  some  time  before  he 
was  discovered,  he  was  drawn  out  with  some  difliculty,  and  in 
rather  an  amusing  style.  Fortunately,  it  was  at  a  season  when 
there  was  no  fire  in  the  furnace.  When  released  from  this  dis- 
agreeable confinement,  his  only  feeling  seemed  to  be  that  of 
regret  that  his  efforts  were  of  so  little  avail. 

♦'By  a  faithful  perseverance  in  the  medical  treatment,  with  a 
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constant  appliance  of  moral  means,  some  little  improvement 
was  secured.  Inducements  to  labor  were  held  out,  and  this  best 
of  all  moral  means  had  the  happiest  effects.  Suddenly  he  seem- 
ed to  wake,  as  from  a  dream,  happy  to  find  that  the  fearful  delu- 
sions of  the  past  were  not  realities.  With  a  full  realization  of 
the  change,  he  rapidly  improved,  and  soon  left  us  entirely  well. 

"No.  6.  This  was  an  dderlv  man,  and  a  farmer  of  robust 
constitution,  who  had  long  indufj^ed  in  habits  of  intemperance. 
The  consequence  was  a  gradual  impairment  of  general  health, 
terminating  in  disease;  and  insanity  was  the  result  of  a  more 
daring  and  obstinate  frolic  than  usual.  The  attack  was,  from  the 
first,  violent,  requiring  personal  restramt  to  prevent  injury  to 
hnnself  and  others.  Wlien  brought  to  the  asylum,  he  was  noisy, 
abusive  and  vulgar,  and  so  violent  and  impatient  of  restraint 
that  it  was  necessary  to  place  him  in  solitude  in  one  of  our 
strongest  rooms.  He  was  immediately  subjected  to  active  rem- 
edies, which  but  slightly  moderated  the  excitement;  and  some 
time  elapsed  before  decidedly  beneficial  results  v^ro  observable 
firom  the  boldest  and  most  persevering  treatment.  An  improve- 
ment was,  however,  after  a  time,  so  lar  effected  as  to  render  it 
entirely  safe  to  remove  him  to  the  company  of  other  patients. 
Hfere  the  mind  began  to  return,  but  the  progress  was  so  slow  as 
scarcely  to  warrant  the  hope  that  it  would  ever  regain  its  wont- 
ed vigor  and  clearness.  Time  was  necessary  to  restore  the 
ravages  made  by  Uhe  long  contmued  operation  of  a  cause 
so  fatal  and  yet  so  insidious.  The  complete  prostration  of 
all  ^e  faculties  had  ensued,  and  the  subsidence  of  the  violent 
excitement  was  followed  by  a  state  bordering  on  imbecility. 
From  this  point,  it  was  interesting  and  curious  to  mark  the  first 
childish  and  tender  efforts  of  mind  in  this  robust  man,  as  rea- 
son dawned  upon  this  second  infancy.  By  degrees,  he  gained 
strength,  became  interested  in  surrounding  objects,  and  very 
gradually  mind  returned  to  its  accustomed  channels  of  thought 
and  feeling.  Labor  improved  his  health,  and  confirmed  the 
happy  result;  and,  at  the  end  of  five  months,  he  returned  to  his 
family,  in  the  enjoyment  of  reason  and  health. 

**No.  7.  This  lady  was  received  under  our  care,  about  five 
months  after  an  attack  of  insanity,  which,  partaking  at  first  of 
the  character  of  religious  despondency,  soon  sunk  into  gloomy 
melancholy,  darkened  by  a  multiplicity  of  horrid  delusions. — 
The  state  of  health  had,  no  noubt,  at  first  induced  a  susceptibil- 
ity to  the  influence  of  moral  causes,  which,  in  their  results,  again 
exerted  a  reciprocal  effect.  The  impaired  health  which  thus 
followed,  confirmed  the  insanity.  Her  condition,  when  admit- 
ted into  the  Asylum,  loudly  bespoke  commberation  from  the 
feeling  heart.    The  perversions  of  a  morbid  fancy  transformed 
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every  thing  around  her  into  instruments  of  death  and  torture* 
The  confinement  was  a  deliberate  preparation  for  some  cruel 
fate.  The  swing,  with  which  others  amused  themselves,  wis 
to  her,  the  gibbet  upon  which  she  was  to  su&r  a  disgracefol 
death*  The  medicine,  daily  administered,  was  but  repeated 
portions  of  poison,  with  which  a  delaying  cruelty  was  workina 
its  slow,  but  certain  purposes.  Even  the  kind  offices  of  firieo^ 
ship  were  but  the  artifice  of  the  same  cruelty  perfecting  its 
wicked  designs,  and  were  shrunk  from  with  every  sign  of  a  tor- 
turmg  fear.  She  avoided  the  company  of  her  fellow  patienti, 
and  seemed  to  dread  the  approach  of  any  one. 

^^But  medicine  had  its  desired  eflfect,  disease  silently  yielded 
to  its  persevering  application,  and  retumin^  health  was  accom- 
panied by  a  corresponding  improvement  of  the  mind*  A  con- 
munity  of  affliction,  begat  a  sympathy  with  those  around  her«-* 
Some  of  these  she  foimd  suffering  from  the  same  unfounded  ap- 
prehensions with  herself;  a  comparison  of  troubles  seemed  to 
correct  delusion.  Fear  gradually  subsided,  and  she  becanie  a 
pleasing  companion  to  allaround  her.  She  began  to  express  aa 
mterest  in  her  former  pursuits;  bein^  fond  of  music,  and  having 
given  some  attention  to  its  cultivation,  she  now  amused  faersett 
and  friends  at  the  piano,  attended  the  Matron's  weekly  parties, 
engaged  with  delight  in  all  the  amusements  of  the  buo^se,  alio 
giving  a  cheerful  and  valuable  assistance  in  the  sewing  rooiBi 
A  complete  restoration  soon  followed  this  rapid  iminrovemeat, 
and  produced  as  great  a  change  as  could  be  conceiveid  o^  Her 
own  sense  of  the  change,  and  her  grateful  feelings  may  be  inferred 
from  her  letter,  appended  to  the  report.  When  she  left  us,  she 
distributed  to  her  friends^  and  companions  m  the  house,  noa&y 
little  mementoes,  in  the  form  of  paintings;  the  labor  of  her  leisore 
hours  during  her  recovery,  which  still  recall  the  meiiKNry  of  bar 
sojourn  among  us*'' 

CAUSKs  OF  iNSANrrr. 

The  supposed  remote,  or  excitmg  causes  are  generally  such  as 
were  assigned  in  the  official  papers,  accompanying  thepatients, 
at  the  time  of  their  admisission  into  the  Asylum.  They  are 
doubtless,  in  many  instances  correct.  But  the  mmd,  and  its  di^ 
eases,  are  alike  mysterious,  and  the  subject,  however  interesting 
and  important,  cannot  be  freed  from  obiscurity  and  difficulty*— 
The  common  error  in  relation  to  the  causes  of  insanity,  is  to 
mistake  the  efiects  of  the  disease  for  its  cause,  by  an  inconsid- 
erate and  hasty  judgment  from  the  conduct  and  mental  abera- 
tions  of  the  person  afflicted,  than  which,  nothing  can  be  more 
uncertain  and  deceptive*    Because  a  lunatic  happens  to  rave  up- 
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on  thtf  subject  of  re%ioD,  which  is  a  sufficientljr  common  one  for 
any  man  to  think  about,  it  is  no  conclusive  evidence,  that  this  is 
the  cause  of  the  disorder  which  is  raginff  in  his  brain;  and  thus 
of  others,  which  are  commonly  assigned  dv  the  friends  and  com- 
panions of  those  who  become  deranged**  "When  Veason  is  gone, 
the  helpless  and  distracted  mind  is  driven  by  the  ruling  passions. 
and  feelings  of  our  nature,  and,  like  a  rudderless  and  lost  ship 
ufjon  the  ocean,  must  be  at  the  mercy  and  direction  of  eyery  * 
wind  that  blows. 

With  certain  constitutions  there  is  an  evident  predisposition 
to  insanity,  which  is  very  frequently  hereditary,  and  in  such 
case3  the  susceptibility  is  so  active  and  strong,  that  a  i^gto 
cause  may  be  sufficient  to  excite  the  disease.  Ih  other  circuir^ 
stances  it  may  depend  upon  the  combined  action  of  a  great  va-^ 
riety  of  causes,  both  moral  and  physical,  and,  in  not  a  few  in- 
stances, its  approach  and  development  are  so  gradual  and  im-  ■ 
perceptible,  that  the  most  observing  and  intimate  friends  can 
assiga  no  'particular  reason,  or  cause,  for  such  an  unexpected 
and  wonderful  state  of  disease. 

In  table  No.  5,  we  have  endeavored  to  make  a  general  classi- 
fication of  the  numerous  causes  which  have  been  assigned,  in 
order  to  make  this  subject  as  interesting  as  possible,  by  showing 
tfie  relation  between  cause  and  recovery,  in  all  the  cases  tkat 
have  been  received  into  this  institution.  ^  .-^ 

It  will  1)e  seen  that  the  number  of  cases  of  mania,  jfnolf  delirium 
tremens^)  caused  by  intemperance,  has  been  ttDentyJtve^  of  which 
number,  eighteen  have  been  recovered^  or  will  shortly  recover  j 
which  is  seventy  two  per  cent,  upon  this  wretched,  and  alas,  too 
common  cause  of  mental  derangement. 

The  number  of  cases  arising  from  the  various  conditions  of 
ffi  health,  &c.,  is  one  hundred  and  one^  oi  Vihom  forty  eight  and  a 
kalfp^  cent,  have  been  restored,  or  are  in  a  curable  conditioa* 

Of  those  admitted,  the  causes  of  whose  diseases  are  the  nu- 
merous domestic  afflictions  to  be  met  with  in  life,  there  have 
been  for/jjr,  of  whom,  forty  tvx>  and  a  half  per  cent,  have  been, 
or  will  be  restored. 

From  religious  causes  of  every  variety,  the  number  which  we 
have  received,  is  forty  one,  of  whom  we  are  happy  to  say,  that 
sixty  threeper  cent,  have,  or  will  recover. 

C3f  the  next  class  mentioned  in  our  table,  forty  iux)  per  cent 
are  the  recoveries,  &c. 

In  regard  to  those  of  the  sixth  class,  of  whom  tv^enty  five  per' 
cent,  have  most  fortunately  been  cured,  it  is  correct  to  observe,* 
that  this  is  one 'of  the  particular  conditions  in  which  it  is  im- 
possible, at  all  times,  to  decide  whether  this  be  the  cause  or  effect 
ai  the  mental  derangement.    When  reason  is  dethroned,  from 
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any  cause,  the  strongest  passions  rule  without  restraint,  and  it 
is  quite  probable  that  this  secret  viae  is  frequently  the  result^ 
rather  than  the  legitimate  cause  of  disease*     Very  few  recovtr  • 
from  this  cause;  and  it  is  positively  certain  that  all  are  tncumble 
who  do  not  abandon  tiie.  practice* 

LABOR  ANH  SafPI^OTMXNT* 

We  have  continued  and  extended  our  system  of  labor,  aad 
out  door  exercise  for  the  male  patients,  during  the  past  season, 
with  increased  advantage  and  the  most  satisuictory  rewilts. — 
If  any  of  the  inmates  are  themselves  so<  wdl  pleased  with  th» 
beneficial  effects  of  steady  labor,  in  reeving  their  minda  firooi 
the  power  of  morbid  associations,  and  inv^orating  their  bodies, 
that  we  usualhr  have  more  volunteers  than  we  can  find  uaeAd 
employment  for,  during  the  day.    Patients  always  sleep  well 
who  are  usefully  employed,  and  they  are  so  much  more  ooBr 
tented,  and  quiet,  and  peaceful,  and  happy,  that  we  not  oidy 
have  the  benefit  of  their  tailor,  which,^if  tairly  eatimated,  would 
amoimt  to  a  considerable  sum  of  money;  but  we  positively  re- 
oetye  from  their  emfdoyment  a  double  profit,,  'm,  the  great  rriief 
which  it  a£brda  to  the  general  peace  and  man^ement  of  the 
house^  smdthe  evident  c^vancement. and  steady  improvement 
of  every  one  who  becomes  regularly  enga^* 
'   ^  We  shall  take  this  occasion  to  reuite  a  su^e  instance  of  their 
disposition  and  ability  to  make  themselves  useful*    In  the  early 

Sart  of  the  season,  it  was  observed  by  several  of  them,  in  thev 
-eauent  walks  about  the  prenuses,  that  the  large  staUin^  of  the 
asylumt  consisting  of  a  heavy  frame  centre  buildti^,  thirty  by 
forty  feet,  with  its  two  winffs,  each  of  forty  feet  fr<mt,  had  been 
placed  so  low  upon  its  founution,  that  the  timbers  were  in  con- 
imot  with  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  woidd  soon  decay. 
They  appeared  much  concerned  to  think  that  so  valuable  a 
building  should  be  permitted  to  remain  in  that  condition,  and 
very  eafnestly  requested  permission  to  raise  it  up,  assuring  us, 
that  some  of  them  were  workmen  and  understood  the  matter 
perfectly,  and  that  vire  need  have  no  fears*  It  was  a  heavy  job, 
and  our  cotisent  was  not  immediately  obtained,  nor  witboot 
some  apprehension  of  danger;  but  it  was  at  length  given,  aad 
eighteen  or  twenty  of  them  immediately  commenced  the  work, 
wnich  was  undertaken  in  the  most  orderly  and  ff^stematic  maih 
aer,  and  contmued  fr<naday  to  day,  without  con&ifflon,  until  the 
larffe  fabric  was  handsomely  and  securely  devated,  ftiU  ^tteea 
indhes  from  its  former  position* 

They  have  been  chiefly  engaged,  during  the  past  season,  ia 
grading  and  arranging  tha^groimdm  front  of  the  asylum^^rtudv 
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by  accurate  measurement  and  calculation^  they  hare  found  to 
cffiitain  exactly  eight  acrjes*  And  here  is  the  amount  of  this  la- 
bor,  as  estimated  by  a  committee  of  themselves,  ^hich  we  should 
think  exceedmgly  moderate,  if  we  had  to  foot  thebfll:  ^Asnear 
as  can  be  calcmated,  three  acres  of  ground  on  the  east  half  ef  lot. 
in  front  of  L.  A.,  have  been  filled  up  to  the  average  depth  of 
nine  inches,  amounting  to  3,637.  cubic  yards.  And  taking  into 
ctonsideration  the  extra  labor  of  leveling  the  same,  together  with 
leveling  the  ground  from  whence  the  earth  was  taken,*  it  should 
probably  be  estimated  at  sixteen  cents  per  yard,  which  w31  amount 
to  five  hundred  eighty  one  doUars^and  ninetv  two  oei^ts." 

Hie  gardens  have  also  received  thehr  frill  share  of  tttentioai 
and  we  have  had  an  abundant  supply  of  all  the  smaller  vegeto- 
H$B  for  this  lai^  iamfly,  dArmg  the  whole  seai^n.  Thehr  sin- 
§^  crop  of  cabbage  is  worth  sixty  dollars;  &eir  turnip  crop  ex- 
ceeds one  hundred  bushels,  and  other  thii^  are  in  the  like  pro- 
portion* As  a  common  rule,  a  crazy  i)nan  is  best  satisfied  with 
neefril  labor,  the  value  and  profit  of  which  is  apparent,  or  easily 
ez^ained. 

The  female  patients  under  the  immediate  direction  of  our  prov- 
ident imd  most  excellent  Matron,  supported  by  the  cheerful  aid 
of  the  various  female  attendants  and  assistants  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  institution,  are  even  more  extensively  and  rejB;u^ 
larlv  employed  than  the  males.  Havhig  their  en^ements  with- 
in doors,  every  variety  of  weather,  and  season  Inds  them  busy 
with  their  work.  They  assist  in  the  .kitchen;  they  help  in  the 
bake  room;  they  bear  a  stiroQg  part  at  the  wash  house,  and  in  the 
ironing  department;  and  all  the  making  of  clothing  for  the  indi* 
gent,  and  the  entire  mending  for  this  extensive  household,  passes 
throu^  their  diligent  fingers.  It  may  be  truly  said  of  woman, 
■ane  or  insane,  that  ^he  seeketh  wool  and  flax  and  worketh 
wilHngly  with  her  himds.'' 

&ELIGIO0S  SBRVtCtS^ 

These  have  been  regularly  ecaitinued,as  heretofore,  during  the 
past  year^and,  so  for  as  we  have  been  able  to  understand  their 
efibcts  upon  the  OMane  mind,  with  decidedly  beneficial  results. 
Religious  ieelings  have  a  deepi  root  in  the  heart  of  man.  They 
are,  in  fact,  a  part  of  his  very  constitution  and  x^ture;  and  so 
connected  and  interwoven  with  all  the  hopes  and  fears,  which 
actuate  him  in  life,  that  no  changpe  of  condition,  or  circumstance 
of  disease  in  his  bodily  org^,  can  entirelv  obliterate  and  re- 
move their  influence  from  his  memory.  And  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Cbrist,  as  it  accommodates  itself  with  ^eat  tenderness  and  mer- 
oy  to  every  punful  and  distressed  condition  of  the  mind,  is  pecul- 
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iarly  worthy  of  serious  attention  in  the  moral  treatment  of  those 
who  are  intellectual^  derailged.  Our  patients,  indeed,  in  most 
cases,  e3teem  this  service  as  a  privilege,  and  their  applications 
for  permission  to  attend,  are  frequently  urged  in.  the  most  press- 
ing and  interesting  manner*  We  are,  of  course,  not  unwillmg  to 
grant  their  request,  but  as  we  like  to  take  ad  vantage  of  this,  and 
every  other  occurrence,  to  encourage  self  restraint,  the  terms 
of  good  behavior  J  strict  attention^  4*c.,  are  sometimes  considered 
to  be  fiufBciently  extravagant.  It  is  a  fact,  that  many  who  are 
restless  and  uneasy,  and  even  nojsy  in  the  Halls,  will  enter  the 
place  of  prayer  with  sufficient  self  control,  not  only  to  remain 

3uiet  and  *give  audience,  but  to  regard  the  (Jac^  and  unite  in 
tie  service  of  our  Father  in  Heaven.. 

And,  in  respect  to  the  governme^it  of  a  public  institution  of  this 
description,  our  judgment  and  experience  still  continue  to  view 
these  periods  of  devotion  as  highly  important  and  interesting; 
though  brief  and  simply  in  themselves,  they  certainly  add  solem- 
nity to  moral  virtue,  and  while  they  cherish  and  give  encourage- 
ment to  piety,  they  have  a  strong  tendency  to  strengthen  uie 
social  connections  vin  life,  and  produce  a  linppy  influence  upon 
th^t  friendly  intercourse,  which  is  necessary^amo^g  those  who 
find  employment  in  the  same  line  of  duty. 

CONCLUSION. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  expenditures  during  the  past 
vear,  wilt  be  found  with  the  tables  accompanying  this  report. — 
It  is  taken  from  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Steward,  Mr. 
Georo^  S.  Fullerto^,  who  has  conducted  the  business  of  his 
department  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  end  is  a  kind  and  at- 
tentive officer.  By  this  analysis,,  it  appears  that  the  total  an- 
nual expense  of  the  institution,  for  the  fiscal  year,  .ending  Nov. 
15, 1841,  is  $16,200  00,  which  is  $351  87  less,  than  the  amount 
expended  in  the  previous  year,  with  the  addition  of  twelve  to 
our  average  number  of  patients.  And,  judging  from  the  amount 
received  into  the  treasury  from  pay  patients,,  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  sums  still  due  upon  their  accounts,  togethy  with  the 
unexpended  balance,  remaining  out  of  the  appropriation  received 
last  year,  we  feel  warranted  to  state,  that  the  sum  of  $13,500 
will,  probably,  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  wants  of  the 
coming  year;  which,  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  is  1,500 
less  than  the  appropriation  generously  voted  by  the  honorable 
l^islature,  for  the  support  of  this  institution,  at  their  last  ses- 
«on. 

The  various  difficulties  heretofore  experienced  in  our  efibrts 
to  furnish  a  supply  .of  Water  for  the  use  of  the  baHs,  have  been 
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pincipalhr  surmounted;  our  arrangements  for  heating  the  house 
m  a  satisUictory  manner,  are  also  completed,  and  we  feel  greatly 
relieved  from  care  and  anxiety  in  these  respects.  Our  inmates 
now  wijoy  every^  advantage  and  convenienoe  nfecessary  for  the 
promotion  of  health  and  comfort,  and  the  experience  of  three 
years  fully  proves  the  Asylum  buildings  to  be  judiciously  ar- 
ranged, tod  wellada/jpted  to  the  purpose  for  whi<?h  they  were  de- 
signed. • 

We  take  pleasure  in  ^ain  returning  our  thanks  to  the  peri- 
odical press,  £^nd  other  friends,  for  the  renewed  obligations,  un- 
der which  they  have  placed  us,  by  a  most  liberal  contribution 
of  maps,  booksj  pamphlets  and  newspapers,  during  the  past  year, 
for  the  use  of  the  patients  in  this  institution^    We  can  say  noth- 
ings which  their   kind  generosity  will  more  highly  appreciate 
than,  that  their  favors  have  beguiled  many  a  wearisome  hour, 
soothed  to  quiet  many  an  anxious  heart,  and  been  a  most  availa- 
ble'help  in  our  efforts  to  relieve  and  improve  the  diseased  and 
safl'ering  mind.

health,  1  am  happy  to  inform  you,  is  still  Excellent,  and  my  busi- 
ness capacity,  regularly  improving.  I  feel  very  anxious,  occa- 
sionally^ to  see  you  all,  and  shall,  if  I  ever  visit  your  city,  a;nd 
pertiaps  take  a  throw  at  back  gammon,  to  revive  old  times. 

You  must  not  ne^ect  vniting  to  me,  as  it  will  give  me  much 
pleasure  to  hear  from  you,  wd  my  unfortunate  friends,  with 
whbm  I  was  so  long  associated  in  misfortune;  but  still  memory 
reverts  to  the  asylum  as  a  home,  rather  than  a  prison.  Give 
my  respects  to  the  attendants,  fee.

Mt  Dear  StR: — I  am  now  engaged  in  writing  to  some  of  my 
friends  at  the  asylum;  and  though  you  may  not  be  expecting  a 
letter  from  me,  yet  I  must  ever  consider  myself  under  obl^ 
Uons  to  you,  as  the  instrutnent,  in  the  bands  of.  Providence,  in 
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restoring  me  to  health,  reason,  and  my  family.  Of  course  yoa 
do  not  rank  least  m  my  affections,  when  I  remember  my  friends 
at  that  truly  benevolent  institution,  for  I  am  ftdly  confident,  that 
had  I  not  been  placed  there,  I  a^tdd  never  have  recovered  from 
the  torments  ot  a  deranged  mind. 

Should  I  undertake  to  describe  to  you  the  ang»i«h  which  I 
suffered  befbi'e,  and  for  several,  weeks  after  I  became  your  p&r 
tient,  my  language  would  fall  so  far  short,  that  I  should  convey 
no  idea  of  it;  but  in  our  hall  I  found  those  who  were  under  the 
seme  delusions  that  I  was;  One  would  say,  her  chfldren  i^ere 
murdered,  and  she  had  eat  them.  Another  would  say,  she  was 
to  be  burned  alive,  and  she  was  brought  there  to  be  boiled,  and 
the  doctors  were  to  make  an  anatomy  of  her,.&G.  AU  these, 
tcigether  with  hundreds  niore  of  the  most  horrid  d|luaions  that 
can  possibly  enter  the  imagination  of  the  crazed  Inrain,  bad  haunt- 
ed me  for  months.  My  brother,  m^  husband,  and  even  my  pwn 
son,  a  child  of  ten  years,  I  was  a&aid  oL  .  I  thought  ev^ry  body 
on  earth  knew  (ny  thoughts,  and  that  I  was  not  a  human  being; 
that  I  was  the  devil !  and  that  I  oudit  to  kill  mvself  and  chHdren. 
1  once  told  my  husband  I  would  kSl  my  bo v,*  tor  he  had  already 
been  murder^  and  he  was  only  the  ^ost  oi  my  child.  The  poor 
boy  cried,  and  came  to  me,  and  said,  ^yes,  mother,  I  am  yoor 
boy;"  so  I  could  not  do  it  then;,  but  myself,  I  was  fully  deter- 
mined to  murder,  before  I  got  to  the  adykun;  for  I  believed  th^ 
people  of — ^—  had  called  a  meeting  on  my  account,  and  had 
resolved  to  send  me  to  Columbus,  to.  be  bum^i  and  naade  an 
aaatomy  of;  but  when  I  found  others  ia  the  asylum  who  seemed 
to  suffer,  in  a  d^ree,  the  same  fears  and  torments  as  myself^  I 
was  led  to  try  to  think  I  might  be  wrong  in  some  things,  until 
gradually  reason  retunied,  md  with  it,  the  affections  pf  the  heart. 

When  I  entered  the  asylum,  my  suffering  cannot  be  descri- 
bed; and  though  I  do  not  believe  that  any  being  <hi  earth  ever 
suffered  Bjsty  tning  to  be  compared  with  my  anguish  and  tor- 
ments, yet,  if  persons  who  are  derajaged,  do  suffer  even  a  thou- 
sandth part  as  much  as  I  dki,  I  am  sure  I  pity  them  from  my  very 
soul. 

I  learn  that  there  are  now  man^  anplications,  from  persons 
who  cannot  get  their  friends  adihitted  to  the  privileges  of  the 
institution,  for  want  of  room.  Thi9,  my  dear  sir,  I  am  certain  ii 
not  as  it  should  be,  could  the  people  of  the  beautifiil  state  of 
Ohio  be  awakened  to  the  importance  of  the  subject.  Ck>uld  they 
but  feel,  for  onf  moment,  what  I  indured  for  months  aftec,  mv 
husband  aad  friends  tell  me,  application  had  been  made  f(»r  ad- 
mittance,! do  beUeve  it  would  pe  the  first  subject  they  would 
take  into  consideration,  and  ibe^  delc^gates  would  receiv:e  is- 
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atruction  to  extend  the  institution  to  whatever  distance  might  be 
Becessary  to  admit  every  suffei^r  in  the  state. 

I  arrived  safe  home,  and  found  my  children  and  friends  well, 
and  not  a  little  astonished  iq  see  me  so  soon,  and  so  well,  too;  I 
could  scarcely  make  them  know  me.  Before  I  left  them,  and 
since  last  Febru9.ry,  I  scarcely  ever  spoke  to  any  one  of  them,  and 
they  seem  surprised  to  hear  me  tell  how  much  I  suffered;  and 
they  wonder,  when  I  try  to  convey  to  them  some  faint  idea  of 
the  many  awful  and  horrid  delusions  I  was. under.  What  a 
dreadful  tlmiff  it  is  to  have  had  my  children  afraid  of  me!  Now 
they  are  so  happy,  and  say,  ^  now^  mother j  we  mil  keep  house 
good  the  nexf  time  u>e  tr^;^^  and  they  tell  the  neighbors,  *^fny  mo- 
ther hcts  come  home^  and  she  is  not  crazy  at  aiV^ 

I  think  of  visiting  you  all  this  fall,  &c.  Give  my  love  to  all 
my  female  acquaintances,  and  also  your  children,  little  Mary^ 
John^  and  Woodward.

January  21,  1841. 


DftARSiRi — ^Ab  you  desired  tne  to  give  you  some  account  oi 
the  manner  in  which  I  was  taken  sick,  and  the  circumstances 
attending  my  long  affliction,  1  will  now  endeavor  to  state  them 
as  near  as  my  recollection  of  things  will  perolit* 

In  the  fall  of  1839, 1  wste  much  exposed,  and  labored  exceed- 
in^y  hard,  which  broi^ht  on  aft  aUack  of  fever,  that  seemed  to 
spend  its  force  principodly  in  my  bead.  I  ako  had  a  severe 
cough,  and,  at  one  time,  spit  hlood.^  As  the  fever  increased,  I 
experienced  a  kind  of  stupor,  and  derangemetU  of  mhid%  In  this 
state,  I  had  tiie  most  singular  dreams,  or  visions  of  things*  One 
peculiar  thought  that  entered  nty  mind,  was,  that  my  body  was 
<livided  into  four  parts;,  the  legs  being  cut  off  at  the  knees,  and 
my  head  and  breast  severed  from  the  body,  which  appeared  to 
me  to  be  real  and  true;  and  I  suffered  ^eat  anxiety  as  U> 
h0m  the  parts  of  my  body  should  be  reunited,  and  made  to  grow 
together  agafii.  A  physician  was  employed,  and  he  ordered 
plaisters  to  be  applied  to  my  ankles,  ana  a  blister  to  my  brea«t, 
and  one  on*  the  top  of  my  bead,  and  gave  me  several  emetics; 
and  the  pain  of  all  these,  and  the  distress  of  Uie  fic^er  in  my 
bead,  wag  enoudi  to  render  the  strongest  man,  with  the  best 
constitution  in  the  world,  senseless  and  delirious. 
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I  continued  in  this  condition  some  time,  sometimes  pretty  sen- 
sible, and  at  others;  indifferent  to  what  presented  itself  before 
me.  At  length,  through  the  advice  of  some  friends,  I  believe,  I 
was  taken  to  your  asylum.  As  near  as  I  can  recollect,  I  was  ta- 
ken twice.  The  first  time,  there  wasr  no  room  for  me,  .nnd  my 
father  had  to  take  me  home  affam.  I  remember,  on  my  first 
visit,  of  seeing  the  four  round  pillars,  in  front  of  the  building,  and 
of  walking  up  the  steps  into  your  room.  At  this  time  I  enter- 
tained the  opinion  ot  having  just  landed  in  the  city  of  Rome; 
find?  from  the  circumstances  of  noticing  those  pillars,  and  the  im- 
mense 6ize  of  the  building,  I  was  induced  to  entertain  the  belief 
of  itff  being  a  house  used  by  the  Rom^h  catholics,  for  their  reli- 
gious services.  I  thought  it  was  a  monastery.  I  also  thought 
th^  piece  of  ground,  in  front  of  the  bailding,  was  holy  and  con- 
secrated ground,  used  by  them  for  the  interment  of  the  dead.  I 
suppose  tlie  reason  why  I  thought  so,  was,  because  the  ground 
between  the  gate  and  the  house  had  been  fresh  ploughed,  and 
it  looked  yeltow.    IJiad  an  idea  that  the  Romans,  and  some  otb- 


through  purgatory.  After  I  arrived  ftife  second  time, 
thought  that  the  building  was  used  for  a  medical  college,  and  the 
inmates  were  going  through  a  certain  preparation,  or  process  of 
experiments,  rendering  them  fit  subjects  for  dissection  and  m- 
vestigation.  After  that,  I, concluded  it  was  c^kind  of  a  fort,  for 
the  protection  of  the  people  of  the  country,  for  1  expected  that 
France  had  united  with  the  southern'  part  of  the  United  States, 
and  we  were  suffering  the  unpleasant  consequences  of  a  war. 
These,  and  a  great  many  other  curious  and  singular  notions,  not 
necessary  to  mention,  I  entertained  through  the  winter  and 
spring,  and  until  I  began  to  get  better. 

My  greatest  trouble  was,  as  to  the  place  ifl  which  I  was,  and 
the  true  use  made  of  it.  I  made  various  inquiries  of  my  compan^ 
ioiftf,  {the  other  patients^)  for  correct  information.  I  asked  them 
often  wh^re  1  was,  but  the  answers  whioh  they  gave,  induced  me 
to  disbelieve  every  word  they  said;  and  it  was  a  long  time  be- 
fore I  could  credit  any  thing  I  was  told.  When  I  reflect  on  the 
many  incidents  connected  with  my  sickness  imd  recovery,  I  am 
amazed. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  attention  that 
you  rendered  me,  hopms  that  vour  skill  and  practice  in  dife  res- 
toration of  the  afilicteamay  be- always  attended  with  success; 
and,  in  the  end,  promote  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  mankind,  ii 
the  earnest  desire  of

We  stated  in  our  last  annual  report,  that  our  road  was  fin- 
ished,  said  under  toll  from  Cincinnati  to  Waynesvflle,  a  distance 
of  thirty  eight  mile^;  about  the  last  of  April,  nine  additicmal 
miles  were  put  under  tdl,  and  the  remainder  of  the  load  to  X#- 
nia,  in  Green  county,  which  is  about  five  miles,  w  nearly  fotshed, 
and  will  be  under  toll  in  January  next. 

There  is  nothing  done  towards  constructing  that  pfrFt  oi  the 
road  lying  between  Xenia  and  Springfidd.    The  want  of  stock, 
without  a  considerable  addition  to  tb3  present  subscr^tion,  will 
prevent  any  fiu*ther  prosecution  of  the  wosk.

Twenty  miles  of  the  road,  from  Chillicothe  west,  is  com- 
pleted, and  has  been  yielding  a  revenue,  during  the  two  past 
years;  and  there  is,  now,  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  O.  T. 
Reeves,  of  Chillicothe,  tolls  to  the  amount  of  $1,404  20.  No  tolls 
have  been  received,  by  the  company,  since  the  26th  of  Septem-

REPORT: 

On  the  receij^t  of  tho^  foregoing  resolution  from  the  Senate,  the 
board  addressed  the  following  note  to  Leander  Ransom,  acting  com- 
nissioiier  in  charge  of  the  Ohio  Canal :  * 

*To  Lbanpee  Ransom, 

Jjclmg  Conmissianer.' 

Dbab  Sir: — ^Enclosed  is  a  resolution  this  day  received  from  the 
Senate.  You  will,  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  place  before  the 
board  such  information,  in  your  possession,  as  will  enable  the  board 
to  make  a  report  to  the  Senate.'' 

To  this  communication,  Mr.  Ransom  returried  the  following  answer, 
with  the  accompanying  documents,  which  contains  alt  the  infbrma- 
tion  the  board  possess,  that  is  sought  in  the  resolution  of  the  Senate.

Gentlemen: — Your  cornmunication,  enclosing  a  resolution  from 
the  honorable  Senate,  was  duly  received,  and  in  answer  thereunto, 
permit  me  to  present  you  with  the  following  statement  and  accompa- 
11  ring  documents: 

The  resolution  above  referred  to  could  be  answered  ih  few  words, 
but  as  it  originated,  as  I  am  informed,  in  consequence  of  the  presen- 
tation to  the  'Senate  of  a  memorial  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Brad- 
ley Buckingham,  J.  Van  Buskirk  and  Wni.  Van  Buskirk,  I  ha?e 
deemed  it  my  duty  to  go  more  into  detail,  Ihat  the  subject  may  be  bet- 
ter understood. 

In  the  construction  of  the  Ohio  canal  in  the- vicinity  of  Newark,  it 
hecamip  necessary  to  construct  a  feeder  from  the  North  Fork  of  Lick- 
ingCreek^  of  about  2i  miles  in  length. 

From  the  point  of  erecting  the  dam,  and  the  introducing  of  the  wa- 
ter into  the  feeder,  to  its  connexion  with  the  Ohio  GanaU  a  fall  of 
about  20  feet  was  obtained;  and  as  much  more  water  could  be  safely 
passed  along  the  feeder,  than  was  necessary  for  feeding^  the  canal,  a 
valuable  water  power  could  be  obtainedi  by  securing  the  exclasife 
right  to  the  use  of  the  water  of  the  creek,  betw^^i  these  two  pointa. 
At  the  time  the  feeder  was  constructed,  the  Van  Quskirks  had  an 
okl  mill  in  operation  on  the  creek,  a  short  distance  above  the  canal. 
The  acting  commissioner,  then  in  charge  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  Alfred 
Kelley,  F-sq.,  endeavored  to  procure  of  the  Van  Buskirks  their  right 
to  the  use  of  the  water  of  the  creek,  and  made  some  preliminary  ar- 
rangements, but  becoming  satisfied  that  they  were  not  thp  sole  owners, 
the  arrangement  was  not  perfected* 

On  the  10th  day  of  May  1832,  Mr.  Kelley,  as  agent  of  the  state, 
leased  to  Messrs.  Buckingham  and  Van  Buskirks,  the  privilege  of 
passing  the  waters  of  the  creek  along  the  feeder,  to  be  used  for  pro- 
pelling mills  near  the  lower  end  of  the  feeder,  for  which  they  were 
to  pay  to  the  state  a  yearly  rent  of  one  bundred  and  twenty  dollars; 
and  at  the  time  of  making  the  lease,  he  urged  upon  them  the  impor- 
tance of  their  securing,  by  purchase,  all.  conflicting  rights  along  the 
stream,  between  the  head  of  the  feeder  and  the  pjace  of  returning  the 
water  into  the  crisek.    [See  document  marked  A.] 

I  took  charge  of  the  Ohio  Canal  in  June  1834,  and  some  time  in  the 
summer  of  1836,  was  informed  by  Messrs.  DiJleand  Smith  that  they 
were  the  owners  of  a  mill  site  on  the  North  Fork  of  Licking,  between 
the  feeder  dam,  and  the  Buckinghani<Ss  CoV  mills;  that  if  the  agents 
of  the  state  continued  longer  to  permit  Buckingham  &  Co.  to  divert 
the  waters  of  the  North  Fork  of  Licking  from  the  original  channel, 
that  damages  would  be  claimed  of  the  stale. 

In  a  subsequent  conversation  with  Messrs.  Buckingham  &  Co.,  they 
were  informed  of  the  notice  given  me  b^Dille  and  Smith,  and  the  at- 
titude in  which  the  agents  of  the  state  would  be  placed  by  permittiof 
them  to  introduce  water  through  the  feeder  for  the  use  oif  their  milJ^ 
should  the  claim  of  Dllle  &  Smith  be  established;  and,  further,  that 
I  should  consider  it  my  duty  as  an  agent  of  the  state,  to  see  that  there 
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should  be  no  just  cause  for  damages  being  chiimed  of  the  state  from 
individuals,  in  consequence  of  their  neglect  to  quiet  conflicting  rights 
along  the  stream.  Other  conversations  were  had  at  the  time,  not  now 
recollected.     [See  document  B,] 

The  re3ult  of  several  suits  that  have  been  subsequently  brought,  is 
tt  decision  of  the  supreme  court,  in  December  last,  in  which  it  is  be- 
Hered  the  claim  of  the  plaintiffs  is  fully  made  out.    [See  document  C] 

To  the  month  of  September  last,  I  received  the  following  communi- 
cation from  Messrs.  Dille  &  Smith. 

-^Newavlk,  September  ISi  IS4\. 
"Deae  Sir: — Under  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  Buckingham  &  Van  Busk  irk  for  an  injunction,  the  lease,  or 
rather  claim  under  the  lease,  to  withdraw  water  from  the  North  Fork 
of  Licking,  by  means  of  the  feeder,  to  propeltheir  raillsj  was  not  sus- 
tained. They,  however,  continue  to  withdraw  water  from  the  feeder, 
fbr  the  use  of  their  mills.  This  can  only  be  done  by  express  suflTer- 
ance  Or  permission  of  the  acting  canal  commissioner,  in  having  their 
gage  below  the  canal  lev^l,  which  the  court  has  determined  to  be  be- 
yond their  authority.  Nor  have  I  ^er  understood  that  6uch  power 
was  clctimed,  either  by  yourself,  or  your  predecessor.  As  the  con- 
tinoance  of  their  gages,  and  the  abstraction  of  the  water  by  a  dam  ot 
onneoessary  height,  at  the  head  of  the  feeder,  is  working  us  an  injury, 
you  would  very  much  oblige  us,'at  your  early-convenience,  to  deter- 
mine the  quantum  of  water  required  for  the  canaU  and  make  such  ar- 
rangements as  will  divert  from  the  etream  no  greater  flow  of  water 
than  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  state.

Od  the  receipt  of  the  foregoing  letter,  1  examined  the  decision  of 
the  court  in  the  case,  and  consulted  competent  cbunsel,  who  advised, 
that  no  more  water  be  introduced  into  the  feeder  than  sufficient  to  feed 
the  canal. 

The  superintendent  was  aocordingly  instructed  to  so  arrange  the 
head  gate  to  the  feeder,  that  the  introducing  of  the  water  could  be 
properly  regulated,  and  to  raise  the  waste  weirs  in  front  of  Bucking* 
ham  ds  Ws,  mills  to  such  height,  as  to  permit  only  the  surplus  water 
that  might  accumulate  in  the  feeder,lo  pass  over  to  their  mills.  In  doing 
this,  it  has  become  necessary  to  abstract  the  water  from  the  feeder  a 
short  time,  and  as  soon  as  these  necessary  works  are  completed,  and 
a  few  bars  of  earth,  that  have  been  for  years  accumulating,  are  re-^ 
moved,  the  water  will  be  again  introduced,  and  'Allowed  to  flow  down 
said  feeder,  as  heretofore  it  has  been  accustomed  to  do.'' 

In  the  performance  of  what  was  considek'ed  my  duty  as  an  agent  of 
the  state,  my  object  has  at  all  times  been  to  endeavor  to  shield  the 
state  from  any  claims  for  damages,  by  an  infringement  of  its  agenta 
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on  the  rights  of  individaals,  and,  at  the  same  time,  not  to  interfere 
with  ooonlcting  rights  between  individuals  further  than  my  duty  to 
the  state  required.  Whether  1  hltve  pursued  a  correct  course,  or  not, 
I  leave  for  the  board  and  the  honorable  Senate  to  determine.  [See 
sketch  of  feeder  and  creek  marked  D<}

Deposition  of  Alfred  KelUy^  Bsq.j  read  before  the  court. 

Alfred  Kelley,  a  witness,  produced  by  the  plaintiff^  being  duly 
sworn,  deposeth  and  saith: 

Th^t  he  was  acting  canal  commissioner  for  the  jstate^  and  as  sueb 
was  agent  for  the  leasing  of  water  privileges  belonging  to  .the  state. 
That  as  such  agent  he  made  a  lease  to  Bradley  Buckingham,  Joba 
Van  Buskirk,  and  William  Van  Buskirk,  (the  date  of  the  4ea8e  not  re* 
collected,  but  believed  to  be  in  the  year  1832  or  1833,)  of  the  right  of 
conveying  water  along  the  North  Fork  feeder,  so  called,  at  and  near 
the  town  of  Newark,  in  the  county  of  JUoking,>  for  the  parpose  of  be- 
ing used  to  propel  mills  or  machinery  at  the  said  town  of  Newark. 
That  it  was  distinctly  understood  by  the  parties  to  the  lease,  that  the 
state  leased  no  right  or  privilege  except  that  of  conveying  water 
along  the  feeder — in  other  words,  ^Hhe  we  of  ike  feeder  at  a  h^  race^ 
together  with  such  surplus  water  as  might  happen  to  be  in  the  canal 
or  feeder  at  that  place.  The  lessees  or  their  agent,  with  whom  the 
preliminary  arrangements  were  made,  the  Hon.  Elias  Howell,  I  am 
not  positive  which,  were  distiiictlyinformed,by  me,  that  as  the  North 
Fork  of  Licking  was  considered  a  private  stream,  (not  navigable  or 
a  public  highway)  the  canal  commissioners  did  not  claim  the  right, 
under  the  canal  laws  of  the  state,  of  taking  from  it  mbre  water  thaa 
should  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  canal  navigation.  In  doing 
this  so  as  to  render  the  navigation,  at  all  times,  secure,  it  would  some- 
times occur  that  there  would  be  a  surplus  which  might  be  used  for 
mill  purposes — but  the  commissioners  did  not  claim  the  right  to  talce 
for  the  avowed  purpose,  or  for  the  intent  of  supplying  mills,  water 
from  private  streams.  And  in  writing  thelease  I  endeavored  so  to 
word  it  as  to  convey  no  right  to  the  lessees  which  would  interfere 
with  individual  rights  upon  the  stream.  I,  also,  advised  the^  lessees 
or  their  agent,  (according  to  my  present  recollection,  Mr.  B.  Bucking* 
ham,)  to  secure  any  conqicticig  rights  between  the  head  of  the  feeder, 
and  the  place  proposed  for  returning  the  water,  used  at  the  mill,  into 
the  stream,  so  as  to  prevent  any  dispute  as  to  the  right  of  the  lessees 
of  directing  its  waters  to  their  milU  The  reply  was,  in  snbstance, 
that  "there  was  no  intermediate  right  of  any  value  on  the  stream  for 
which  damages  wou[d  or  could  be  claimed*^ 
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First  question  by  eouasel  for  defeodaat — Did  Aot  the  coDstruetion 
of  the  North  Fork  feeder  destroy  or  injure  the  water  privilege  of  the 
VanBuskirks? 

First  answer^-The  construction  of  the  North  Fork  feeder  did  not 
destroy  or  injure  the  privilege  of  the  Van  Buskirks^  materially,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  the  water  of  tho  North  Fork  of  Licking  should^  through 
it,  be  diverted  from  the  natural  channel  of  the  strean;i  for  the  purpose 
of  supply  ing  the  canal. 

Second  question  by  same — Did  you,  as  the  agent  for  the  state  in  the 
year  1831,  make  a  contract  with  the  Van  Buskirks  for  the  purchase 
of  their  propeirfy,  through  which  the  feeder  was  constructed?  Please 
to  state  the  terms  of  said  contact,  and  the  reason  that  induced  you  to 
make  it. 

Second  answer — I  made  a  conditional  contract  with  the  Van  Bus* 
kirks,  the  date  of  which  is  mot  recollected,  probably  in  1831,  for  the 
purchase  of  their  mills  and  privilege,  including  upwards  of  thirty 
acrss  of  land,  as  well  as  I  recollect,  with  a  view  of  unitinjg  the  rights 
of  the  state  with  those  of  the  mill  owners,  so  as  to  make  the  mill  priv- 
ilege, obtained  by  means  of  the  feeder  more  valuable,  and  of  prevent- 
tj^^  unpleasant  claims  for  damages,  I  was  then  informed  that  the 
privilege  of  the  Van  Buskirks  was  the  onjy  one  improved  or  of  value 
between  the  head  of  the  feeder,  and  the  town,  and  the  only  one  for 
which  damages  would  be  claihoed  on  account  of  the  divertion  of  a  por* 
tioB  of  the  waters  of  the  stream  for  mill  purposes,  or  otherwise.  This 
agreement  was  so  made  that  I,  as  agent  of  the  state,  had  the  privilege 
of  purchasing,  at  a  certain  rate,  for  a  limited  time;  but  not  being  able 
to  make  a  satisfactory  lease  of  the  mill  privilege  within  tbe  time  lim* 
ited,  the  contract  or  agreement  was  nevet  perfected.  The  price  to 
be  isiven  was  either  6,000  or  5.600  dollars. 

Third  question  by  same— rDid  you,  in  the  month  of  April«  1831, 
cause  an  advertisement  to  be  inserted  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  New- 
ark, called  the  Advocate,  inviting  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Van  Buskirks  property,  and  the  water  power  created  by  the  North 
Fork  feeder — and  look  at  the  paper  marked  A^  and  state  whether  it  is 
a  copy  of  the  advertisement? 

Third  answer-^I  did  so  advertise,  and  I  believe  the  paper  marked 
A,  to  be  a  copy,  in  substance  at  least,  of  that  advertisement. 

Fourth  question  by  same-^At  the  time  you  caused  tbe  advertise^ 
ment  to  be  inserted  in  the  newspaper,  had  the  state  made  any  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  any  other  right' of  using  the  water  of  the  North 
Fork,  either  above  or  below  the  property  of  the  Van  Buskirks?. 

Fourth  answer — The  state  had  niade  no  such  purchase  other  than 
that  of  the  Van  Buskirks,  as  before  stated)  to  my  knowledge.  I  did 
not,  at  the  time,  suppose  that  there  was  any  pther  privilege  x>n  the 
stream  with  which  the  proposed  divertion  of  its  waters  would  inter- 
fere, and  did  not,  therefore,  attempt  to  make  any  other  purchase. 

Fifth  question  by  same — In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  rent  in  the 
lease  granted  to  defendants,  did  you  consider  the  rent  an  equivalent 
to  the  ,value  of  thd  water  leased,  apd  was  it  not  fixed  at  a  low  price  in 
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consequence  of  the  Van  Buskirks  reKnquishing  their  claims  for  dsm- 
ages  against  the  state,  for  the  destruction  of  their  water  pewer? 

Fifth  answer — I  did  not  consider  the  rent  reserved  as  equivalent  to 
the  value  of  the  privilege  leased.  The  rent  reserved,  or  the  sum  to 
be  paid  semi  annually,  was  so  fixed  in  consideration  of  the  Van  Bus^ 
kirks  releasing  their  claim  to  damago  on  aocount  of  the  divertion  of  so 
much  of  the  water  of  the  stream,  for  canal  purposes,  as  might  be 
found  necessary,  and  so  as  to  warrant  tbem  in  securing  or  purchas- 
ing any  other  rights  or  privileges  on  the  stream  with  which  a  diver- 
tion  of  its  waters  might  conflict — for  at  the  time  of  making  the  lease, 
I  had  reason  to  suppose  that  there  were  owners  along  the  stream,  be- 
tween the  points  of  taking  water  frbmand  returning  it  into  the  stream, 
who  might  claim  damages  or  attempt  to  prevent  such  a  divertion  of  the 
water  as  would  be  desirable  to  the  lessees.  I  then  considered,  and 
now  consider,  the  value  of  the  privilege  sufficient  to  repay  any  dam- 
age sustained  by  the  Van  Buskirks,  by  taking  water  for  canal  purpo- 
ses, to  defray  the  expense  bf  purchasing  conflicting  rights,  and  to  pay 
the  rent  to  the  state. 

First  question  by  counsel  for  plaintiffs — Was,  or  was  not,  the  con- 
ditional contract  or  arrangement  referred  to  in  yieur  third  answer, 
and  in  the  copy  marked  A,  made  in  writing? 

Answer — According  to  my  present  recollection,  there  was  a  writ- 
ten memorandum  of  the  conditional  agreement  referred  to;  but  as  the 
agreement  was  not  perfected,  this  memorandum  was  not  preserved, 
and  I  cannot  now  say  whether  it  is  in  existence,  or  if  hi  existence, 
where  it  is. 

Second  question  by  same — Was,  or  was*  not,  the  advertisement,  a 
copy  of  which  is  marked  A,  as  above,  published  by  you,  under  the  im- 
pression and  understanding  that  no  other  water  privilege  existed,  be- 
tween the  head  of  the  North  Fork  feeder  and  the  mill  site,  proposed 
for  sale  in  said  advertisement;  and  was,  or  was  not,  the  contemplated 
sale  to  be  made  subject  to  all  rights  other  than  that  of  the  Van  Bus- 
kirks, between  said  points? 

Answer— This  question  has  been  as  fully  answered  as  I  am  able  to 
answer  it.  1  do  not  recollect  that  there  was  at  the  time  of  making 
the  advertisement,  any  understaadinff  as  to  rights  on  the  stream  other 
than  Van  Buskiirks.  I  was  then  inibrmed,  and  believed,  that  there 
were  no  such  rights  (to  be  eflfeCted)  of  any  value.     . 

Third  question  by  same — Did,  or  did  not,  the  board  of  canal  com- 
missioners, subsequent  to  the  publication  of  the  foregoing  advertise- 
ment marked  A,  and  prior  to  the  making  of  the  lease  to  iM  said  de- 
fendaots,  decide  that  the  state  had  no^wer  to  make  sale  of  privile- 
ges of  the  use  of  surplus  water,  taken  as  contemplated  in  said  adver- 
tisement? 

Answer — ^I  am  not  aware  that  the  board  made  such  a  decision  as 
that  above  referred  to.  There  was,  at  one  time,  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion among  the  members  of  the  board,  as  to  the  right  of  the  commtmon- 
ers  to  take  water  from  streams,  not  navigable,  for  mill  privileges. 
The  question  was  discussed  in  the  board,  and  a  majority  canae  to  the 
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conclusioQ  that  this  canal  laws  did  not  authorize  the  hoard  to  divert 
water  from  private  streams  for  mill  purposes,  or  any  purpose  other 
than  that  of  supplying  the  canal.  I  think  this  concluaion  was  formed 
before .  making  the  lease,  and  as  well  as  I  recollect,  suteequently  to 
the  date  of  the  advertisement  referred  to.

Extract  from  the  Deposition  of  John  McCarthy^  resident  Engineer,  read 
before  the  Court 

Deponent  further  states,  that  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  A. 
D.,  1836,  Bradley  Buckingham  and  Wm.  Van  Buskirk  came  to  his 
(deponent^s)  house,  to  see  Leander  Ransom,  Esq.,  acting  commission- 
er, who  was  then  there:  they  brought  their  lease,  as  deponent  thinks, 
from  Alfred  Kelley,  late  canal  cammissioner,  under  which  they  . 
claimod  the  right  to  use  the  water  of  the  North  Fork  of  Licking  for 
propelling  their  mills  on  the  North  Fork  feeder.  The*<jonversation 
between  said  Buckingham  and  Ransom,  led  to  an  argument  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  rights  conveyed  to  said  Buckingham  and  Van  Buskirk 
by  the  state,  by  virtue  of  that  lease,  and  in  the  course  of  the  con- 
versation Mr.  Ransom  observed,  '^hat  he  thought  Mr.  Kelley  could 
not  be  mistaken  as  to  the  value  of  the  water  privilege — that  it  was 
worth  a  great  deal  more  than  they  were  paying  for  it."  Mr.  Buck- 
ingham replied,  "that  Mr.  Kelley  told  them  while  they  were  negotia- 
ting for  their  said  lease,  that  if  the  state  had  a  right  to  control  the 
whole  water  of  said  creekj  the  privilege  would  be  worth  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.'' 

Deponent  further  states,  that  the  privilege  claimed  by*  said  Buck- 
ingham and  Van  Buskirk,  if  sold  as  similar  privileges  are  by  the 
atate,  would  be  worth  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

Decision  of  the  CourL 

<'The  canal  commissioners  are  authorized  by  law  to  take  water 
enough  from  a  stream  for  canal  navigation,  but  not  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  hydraulic  powor,  to  sell  or  lease  on  behalf  of  the  state. 

*'An  acquiescence,  in  order  to  raise  the  presumption  of  a  license  to 
use  a  stream  of  water,  must  be  with  a  knowledge  of  the  owner's 
rights.'' 

This  is  a  bill  in  chancery  from  the  county  of  Licking. 

Wood,  Judge. — In  this  case,  the  pleadings,  exhibits  and  depositioni 
are  within  no  ordinary  compass.  Volumes  have  been  ably  wrtttea 
by  counsel,  and  we  have  derived  great  aid  from  their  assistaoee,  ia 
extracting  from  the  mass  of  papers  the  real  merits  of  this  controversy, 
by  no  means  unimportant,  or  inconsiderable. 

The  first  inquiry  which  arises  is — What  were  the  rights  conferred 
upon  the  complainants,  by  the  lease  from  the  acting  comnaissioner* 
executed  in  May,  1832? 

This  instrument  is  an  exhibit  in  the  case,  and  its  terras  cannot 
easily  be  miiunderstood.  After  disposing  of  the  surplus  water  to  the 
complainants,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  $120,  it  recites,  "That  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  is  to  have  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  surplus 
water,  which  may  flow  in  the  North  Pork  feeder,  over  and  above  what 
may  be  required  to  supply  the  canal  with  water  for  navigation;  the 
party  of  the  second  part  having  the  right,  aafar  om  the  rights  amd  into- 
rests  of  the  stale  are  concerned^  to  cause  so  much  of  the  water  of  said 
Fork  to  flow  in  said  feeder  as  can  flow  therein  with  safety;  and  to 
use  all  of  said  water  for  hydraulic  purposes,  excepting  so  uwch  as  it 
wanted  by  the  state  for  navigation." 

If  the  acting  commissioner,  at  any  period  anterior  to  the  execution 
of  this  lease,  entertained  the  opinion,  that  as  the  agent  of  the  state,  he 
had  an  unlimited  control  over  the  waters  of  private  streams,  not  ooly 
suflicient  to  insure  the  safe  and  steady  navigation  of  the  canal,  but  to 
their  exclusive  appropriation,  as,  in  his  discretion,  the  interests  of 
the  state  would  be  best  promoted  and  secured,  it  is  certain,  when  the 
lease  was  given,  he  claimed  no  such  authority.  By  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  the  complainants  purchased  only  the  use  of  the  surplus  water, 
after  the  canal  was  supplied,  and  the  right  to  flow  through  the  feeder 
any  quantity  that  could  safely  flow  therein^  so  far  as  the  interests  of  the 
stale  were  concerned.  The  acting  commi^ioner,  whose  deposition  is 
before  us,  also,  swears  that  he  informed  the  complainants  distinctly, 
that  he  could  only  convey  the  surplus  water,  as  the  state  claimed  no 
further  right  to  the  use  of  the  stream,  than  to  take  sufficient  from  it 
to  supply  the  canal,  and  that  he  then  advised  the  complainants  to  pur- 
chase in  the  rights  of  intermediate  riparian  proprietors,  in  order  to 
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guard  against  contingencies,  and  to  insure,  on  future  occasions,  water 
aufRcient  for  the  propelling  of  their  said  mills.  How,  then,  were  the 
plaintiffs  deceived? — or  what  reason  had  they  to  suppose  they  pur- 
chased any  thing  more  than  the  surplus  water^  and  the  use  of  the  feed- 
er?   There  is  surely  nothing  in  the  case  to  lead  to  such  conclusion. 

But  suppose  the  acting  commissioner  had  assumed  to  sell  all  that 
the  complainants  charge  in  their  bill,  that  they  believe  was  conveyed, 
would  it  lay  the  foundation  for  relief  against  these  respondents?  It 
is  clear,  nothing  would  have  passed  by  such  sale  but  what  the  com- 
plainants have  acquired.  The  state,  notwithstanding  the  sovereignty 
of  her  character,  can  take  only  sufficient  water  from  private  streams 
for  the  purposes  of  the  canal.  So  far  the  law  authorizes  the  commis- 
sioners to  invade  private  right,  as  to  take  what  may  be  necessary  for 
canal  navigation;  and  to  this  extent,  authority  is  conferred  by  the 
constitution,  provided  a  compensation  be  paid  in  money  to  the  owner. 
The  principle  is  founded  on  the  superior  claims  of  a  whole  community 
over  an  individual  citizen;  but  then,  in  those  cases  only  where  private 
property  is  wanted  for  public  use,  or  depnanded  by  the  public  welfare. 
We  know  of  no  instances  in  which  it  has,  or  can  be  taken,  even  by 
state  authority,  for  the  mere  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue,  by  resale, 
or  otherwise;  and  the  exercise  of  such  a  power  would  be  utterly  de- 
structive of  individual  right,  and  break  down  all  the  dtstinctions  be- 
tween meum  et  iuum^  and  annihilate  them  forever,  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  state,  (5  Ohio  Rep.,  392.)  The  uses  of  the  waters  of  private 
streams  belong  to  the  owners  of  the  land  over  which  they  ffow,  (4, 
Ohio  Rep.,  253;  3,  Kent's  Com.,  344.)  They  are  as  much  individual 
property  as  the  stones  scatterred  over  the  soil.  If  such  streams  can 
be  passed  with  boats  and  rafts,  the  public  has  the  right  of  passage; 
but,  subject  to  sqch  easement,  the  owner  of  the  land  may  appropriate 
the  use  of  the  water  in  his  own  discretion,  taking  care  not  to  ffow  it 
on  the  proprietor  above,  and  to  return  it  to  its  natural  channel  before 
it  leaves  his  own  lands,  (8,  Eng.  Com.  Law  Rep.,  371.)  It  follows, 
if  such  waters  should  be  taken  by  the  state  for  the  mere  purpose  of 
creating  hydraulic  power,  and  rented  to  an  individual,  the  transaction 
would  b^  illegal,  and  no  title  would  pass  as  against  the  owner,  (Idem,) 
In  conducting  water  through  the  feeder,  a  discretionary  power  must 
necessarily  rest  in  the  agents  of  the  state;  and  in  making  provision  for 
a  supply,  it  must  frequently  occur  that  a  surplus  will  accumulate,  and 
it  was  the  right  to  the  use  of  this  surplus  water,  which  the  lease  con- 
veyed. There  is  surely  no  evidence  that,  when  the  lease  was  executed, 
the  acting  commissioner  made  any  false  or  fraudulent  representation, 
nor  that  the  lease  itself  does  not  contain  the  real  contract  between  the 
parties;  and  thus  far,  we  cannot  perceive  any  ground  of  relief,  upon 
any  of  the  reasons  assumed. 

But  it  is  claimed  that  Schmucker  and  the  Wilsons  acquiesced  in 
the  erections  made  by  the  complainants,  and  the  use  they  made  of  the 
water;  saw  them  make  their  improvements  and  expressed  their  ap- 
probation, and  that  they  and  their  grantees,  are,  therefore,  estopped 
from  setting  up  any  conflicting  rights.     The  respondents,  doubtless, 
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stand  in  the  situation  Schmucker  and  the  Wilsons  would  occupy 
were  they  still  in  possession.  The  Wilsons,  when  they  purchased 
of  Schmucker,  and  the  respondents,  when  they  bought  of  the  Wil- 
sons, knew  that  the  complainants  were  in  the  possession  of  this  water 
power,  and  it  is  a  well  settled  principle,  which  has  been  repeatedly 
recognized  by  the  courts  of  equity,  that  the  purchaser  of  what  is  in 
another^s  possession,  and  with  knowledge  of  such  possession,  is  bound 
by  all  the  equities  which  existed  between  the  vender  and  the  occupier. 
Indeed,  it  has  often  been  said,  that  notorious  possession  of  real  prop- 
erty must  be  considered  as  constructive  notice  to  the  purchaser,  and 
that  he  takes  it  subject  to  the  equities  of  the  possessor.  If  the  ood- 
duct  of  Schmucker  and  the  Wilsons  was  such  as  to  raise  the  presump- 
tion of  a  /z>en«e  to  the  complainants,  such  license  would  not  only  bind 
Schmucker  and  the  Wilsons,  but  all  claiming  under  them.  It  would 
run  with  the  land,  and  be  deemed  irrevocable.  I  may  say,  however, 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  evidence,  in  this  case,  to  raise  the  pre- 
sumption of  any  such  license.  But  if  Schmucker  and  the  Wilsoas 
stood  by  and  saw  the  complainants  expend  their  money  in  improve- 
ments, when  in  justice  and  equity  they  ought  to  have  disclosed  to 
them  conflicting  rights,  ftnd  put  them  on  their  guard,  the  complain* 
aqts  acquired  an  easement  in  the  use  of  the  water  of  which  they  can- 
not be  divested  by  the  respondents.  The  rule  is,  if  one  is  silent  when 
he  should  speak,  that  justice  will  compel  him  to  silence  when  he  would 
speak. — "There  is  no  principle,"  says  the  chancellor,  in  Wendell  vu 
Van  Rensdtaer,  "better  established,"  or  "founded  on  more  solid  con- 
siderations of  equity  and  public  utility,  than  that,  which  declares  that 
if  one  man  knowingly^  though  he  does  ii  passively  by  looking  on,  suf- 
fers another  to  purchase,  and  expend  money  on  land,  under  an  erro- 
neous opinion  of  his  title,  without  making  known  his  claim,  he  shall 
not  afterwards  be  permitted  to  exercise  his  legal  right  against  such 
person.  It  would  be  an  act  of  fraud  and  injustice,  and  his  conscieDce 
would  be  bound  by  such  equitable  estoppel." — 1  Johns.  Ch'y.,  353. 
Many  authorities  are  cited  in  support  of  this  position,  a<>d  it  must  be 
considered,  not  only  as  a  salutary,  but  a  well  established  rule  of  equi- 
ty, and  is  sustained  by  many  analagous  cases.  It  remains  to  be  con- 
sidered, whether  the  complainants  have  brought  themselves  within  it. 
The  evidence  is,  that  while  the  complainants  were  expending  th^ir 
money  in  the  erection  of  their  mills,  Schmucker  and  the  Wilsons 
were  in  utter  ignorance  that  they  possessed  any  rights  to  the  use  of 
the  waters  of  the  stream,  until  both  the  canal  ancj  the  complainants 
mills  were  supplied.  Is  a  man  compelled  to  disclose  his  rights,  or 
lose  them,  when  he  is  not  conscious  they  exist?  Such  a  position  is 
sustained  by  ho  authority.  It  is,/r«/ty,  the  knowledge,, and,  secondly, 
the  concealment,  which  estops  one  from  setting  up  his  title.  It  is 
fraudulent  so  to  act,  and  against  such  conduct  equity  will  relieve, 
where  the  other  party  goes  on  under  an  erroneous  opinion  of  his 
rights,  and  expends  his  money.  The  complainants  do  not,  however, 
appear,  to  us,  to  occupy  this  position.  The  acting  com  miss  ioner-s 
deposition  must  be  laid  entirely  out  of  the  question,  before  we  can 
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adopt  any  such  oonclusion.  He  swears  that,  at  the  execution  of  the 
lease,  he  advised  them  that  he  did  not  assume  to  sell  any  thing  but  the 
surplus  water  in  thefeedtr^  ^c,  and  the  lease  itself  shows  that  such 
surplus  water,  and  the  use  of  the  feeder  to  flow  more^  was  all  that  it  im- 
ports to  convey.  If  the  complainants  believed  they  purchase  any 
thing  more,  and  that  tlie  state  had  a  right  to  convey  it,  their  silence 
as  to  the  clause  in  the  lease,  ^^so  far  as  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
state  are  concerned,'*^  and  their  not  objecting  to  it,  are  unexplained, 
and  are,  in  fact,  irreconcilable  with  any  other  hypothesis,  than  a  fall 
knowledge  of  the  rights  they  thus  acquired. 

The  remaining  point  requires  but  little  more  than  a  single  remark. 
A  right  to  the  use  of  this  water  is  asserted  by  the  complainants,  by 
reason  of  an  occupancy  of  more  than  twenty  one  years,  by  the  Van 
Buskirks.  There  is  no  evidence,  however,  to  sustain  any  such  claim. 
An  occupancy  to  confer  title  must  continue,  at  least  substantially,  in 
the  same  mode.  If  the  complainants  had  acquired  the  right  to  set 
back  the  water,  and  overflow  the  defendants  mill  site,  and  render  the 
wheels  of  the  mill  powerless,  by  more  than  twenty  one  years  exercise 
of  such  right,  they  coukl  not,  at  pleasure,  change  that  right  by  the 
substitution  of  a  new  one  and  draw  the.  water  from  the  stream  above 
the  respondent's  mill. — 2  McCord,  450;  Yelveston,  163.  Such  rights 
must  be  strictly  construed. 

On  all  the  grounds  assumed  for  relief  we  are,  therefore,  clear  in 
the  opinion,  that  the  bill  ought  to  be  dismissed,  with  costs;  but  with- 
out prejudice  to  any  legal  rights  of  the  complainants.

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REPORT  OF   DIRECTORS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Genial  Assembly 

of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

The  undersigned,  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary^  in  sub- 
mitting their  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the  institution 
for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1841,  would  respectfully 
remarL  that  the  earnings  of  the  institution,  for  the  past  year, 
are  fully  equal  to  what  might  have  been  anticipated  from  the 
general  depression  of  prices  and  embarrassment  of  busmess.  It 
will  be  seen,  by  the  report  of  the  Warden,  hereto  appended,  that 
the  total  earnings  during  the  year,  over  and  above  the  expenses, 
have  been  $18,331  78.  To  this  should  be  added,  the  amount 
paid  for  new  engine,  fixtures,  &c.,  amounting  to  $3,565  54i, 
that  amount  being  charged  with  the  ordinary  expenses,  where  it 
does  not  properly  belong,  and  would  make  the  total  earnings, 
over  and  above  the  ordmary  expenses,  $21,897  32*.  There 
should  also  be  added,  3,463  days  of  lost  time,  for  want  of  em- 
ployment, which,  at  37*  cents  per  day,  would  make  $1,298  62*. 
This  amount  of  labor  was  lost  during  last  spring  and  the  early 
part  of  the  summer;  and,  to  obviate  like  difficulties,  which  might 
arise  hereafter,  the  contract  with  Hall  and  Jenkins  was  entered 
into,  and  some  of  the  former  contracts  enlarged. 

There  are  now  confined  in  the  prison,  480  convicts.  The 
number  of  convictions  during  the  past  year,  has  been  121;  bemg 
a  decrease,  from  that  of  1840,  of  16.  The  number  of  convic- 
tions during  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1837,  was  145;  in 
1838,  155;  in  1839, 172;  m  1840,  137;  in  1841, 121.  Many  of 
the  convictions  which  occurred  during  the  three  former  years, 
were  of  those  who  had  formerly  been  inmates  of  the  old  prison. 
It  is  Ratifying  that,  but  few  convicts  who  have  once  been  con- 
fined in  the  present  institution,  have  been  tjonvicted  and  return- 
ed to  the  prison  a  second  time,  which  shows,  conclusively,  the 
salutary  effect  the  discipline  adopted  in  the  institution  is  exer- 
cising upon  those  who  are,  and  have  been,  its  inmates. 

The  health  of  the  prison,  during  the  past  year,  has  not  been 
so  good  as  that  of  the  year  preceding.  The  number  of  deaths 
has  been  thirteen,  principally  of  old  chronic  diseases.  The  reports 
of  the  physicians,  hereto  attached,  will  show  the  state  of  health

during  the  various  portions  of  the  year.  The  report,  commoie^ 
ing  on  the  first  day  of  December,  I84O9  and  ending  on  the  16th 
of  June,  1841,  has  been  taken  from  the  hospital  books  kept  by 
Dr.  p.  Sisscm,  who  was  physician  to  the  prison  during  that  pe- 
riod, and  who  has  made  no  report  officially.  The  report  of  Dr. 
Irons  embraces  the  balance  or  the  year. 

An  unfortunate  occurrence  took  place  in  the  prison  on  the  9th 
of  June  last.  A  prisoner  named  Clark,  sentenced  from  the 
county  of  Scioto,  wantonly  and  inhumanly  murdered  a  yoons 
man  named  Sells,  who  was  a  guard  in  the  stone  shop.  Qark 
was  indicted,  at  the  July  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Franklin  county,  for  murder  in  the  first  degree.  He  elected  to 
be  tried  in  the  suprmne  court,  and  at  the  laii  term  his  cause  was 
continued.  ClarK  is  now,  and  has  been,  since  he  was  indicted, 
confined  in  jail  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  by  carder  of  the  court 
The  statute  of  our  state  makes  no  provision  for  trying  convicts  in 
the  Penitentiary  for  ofiences  committed  while  there.  As  to  their 
being  amenable  to  the  laws,  for  offences  committed  under  such 
circumstances,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  But  should  the  individu- 
al thus  chained,  be  acquitted,  a  question  might  arise  whether  he 
could  be  remanded  to  the  penitentiary,  and,  if  bo,  whether  be 
would  be  chargeable  with  tn»  lost  time  while  in  jail.  It  would, 
therefore,  seem  that  some  legislative  action  would  be  necessary 
on  Hiis  subject. 

Duriog  uie  summer  and  fall,  anew  shop  has  been  erected  oh 
the  ground  formerly  occupied  by  the  cQoper  shop,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  yard;  a  substantial  brick  structure,  one  hundred  and  * 
sixty  feet  long,  forty  five  feet  wide,  and  two  stories  high.  There 
hag  also  been  placed  in  the  new  shop,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
vard,  a  new  steam  engine  of  sixty  six  horse  power.  Aboutone 
half  <tf  the  power  h^  been  rented  to  contractors,  and  it  is  in 
contemplation  to  attach  the  com  miU  of  the  prison  to  it.  There 
is  also  attached  to  the  engine,  leaden  pipes,  which  extend  to  the 
Scioto  river,  for  the  [Hirpose  of  supplying  the  engine  with  water, 
and  also  a  protection  against  fire,  and  which  can,  in  that  event, 
be  used  to  great  advantage.  There  has  also  been  erected  a  hath 
house,  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners,  wrhich  is  not  entirely  cobi- 
pleted,  and  which  is  considered  by  the  physici^,  to  be  indispen- 
sably necessary  to  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  men  during 
the  warm  season.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  construct  a 
wall  in  the  rear  of  the  female  prison,  extending  firom  the  outer 
wall  of  the  yard  across  to  the  hospital,  so 'as  effeclually  to  ex- 
clude all  communication  to  and  from  the  yard;  diid,also,an  inner 
wall,  in  front  of  the  gateway  at  the  west  end  of  the  prisob,  80 
as  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  escape  by  mutiny  or  other- 
wise.   These  improvements  are  substantial  and  permai^at,  and 
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suoh  as  the  interest  of  the  institution  require.    It  is  anticipated,, 
with  certainty,  that  full  employment  can  be  found  for  all  the  c<m. 
▼icts  during  the  coming  year.    There  might  at  this  time  be  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred  hands  employed  more  than  are  now  in  the 
prison. 

Having  for  the  last  two  years  been  impressed  with  the  neces- 
sity of  adopting  some  more  eoonomical  mode  of  procuring  stone, 
and,  also,  fuel  mr  the  prison,  we  have  procured  the  survey  of 
two  routes  for  a  railroad*  The  report  of  the  engineer  is  hereto 
attached,  and  the  map  and  profile  of  the  survey  is  on  file  in  the 
penitentiary  oflUce;  to  which  report  and  survey  the  attention  of 
the  legiriature  is  respectfully  invited.  We  would,  however,  sug- 
gest, that  should  a  railroad  ever  be  constructed,  that  the  con- 
templated route  to  the  Renick  quarry  is  much  preferable  to  the 
other.  It  will  be  seen,  by  the  report  of  Mr.  Stodkton,  the  en- 
gineer, above  referred  to,  that  a  railroad  on  that  route  would  in- 
tersect the  quarry  about  three  miles  from  the  prison.  The  stone 
procured  at  that  quarry  is  of  a  much  better  quality  and  more 
easily  obtained  than  at  Sullivan's;  and  it  commimicates  with  a 
section  of  country  abounding  with  timber,  whi^h  can  be  procured 
for  fuel  at  a  cheap  rate.  It  is  also  ascertained  from  experience, 
that  it  costs  the  institution  more  to  cut  their  fuel  by  the  convicts, 
than  to  hire  it  performed  by  free  labor.  We  are  also  of  opinion, 
that  a  road  can  be  constructed,  to  answer  all  the  purposta  for 
which  it  is  intended  to  be  used,  on  a  much  cheaper  plan  than 
that  proposed  by  the  report  of  the  engineer.  Should  the  legisla- 
ture deem  it  advisable  to  construct  such  a  road,  at  this  time,  no 
3>propriation  would  be  required  at  their  hands,  other  than  to  ap- 
y  ttfe  surplus  labor  and  means  of  the  institution  to  that  object. 

Much  com^daint  has  occasionally  been  made  in  consequence 
of  prison  labor  coming  in  competition  with  the  mechanical  labor 
of  the  state.  This  is  a  subject,  we  are  well  aware,  that  has  excited 
much  discussion  in  some  places,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  proper 
that  we  should  state  a  few  facts  in  connection  therewith. 

We  have  taken  some  trouble  to  ascertain  the  effect  which  it 
really  has,  so  far  as  our  limited  means  enable  us  so  to  do.  Messrs. 
P.  Hayden,  &  Co.,  have  in  theur  employ  at  this  time,  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  hands.  The  amount  of  goods  manufactured 
by  them,  is  about  ^75,000  per  annum;  about  thr«e  fourths  of 
which  amount,  is  made  up  of  stirrups,  bitts,  buckles,  &c.,  &;c., 
which  are  not  manufactured  to  any  extent  in  this  country,  but 
are  chiefly  impoited  from  Europe.  Mr.  H.  has  about  thirty 
hands  employed  hi  the  manufietcture  of  saddle  trees;  the  balance 
on  hard  ware.  He  formerly  employed  about  seventy  five  in  that 
branch  of  business,  but  owin^  to  the  reduced  prices  at  which 
other  manufaeuurers  in  the  neighborhood  of  Cincmnati  are  sell- 
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ing  them,  (uniformly  one  doilar  per  dozen  less  than  Hayden,)  he 
has  been  compelled  to  reduce  his  business,  or  come  doMrn  to  the 
prices  of  others,  which  he  could  not  afibrd  to  do.  He  mteiids 
during  the  next  year,  to  employ  near  two  hundred  convicts  in 
manufacturing  hardware,  although  he  has  a  rich  English  bouse  to 
contend  with;  one  of  the  firm  living  in  England  im.  th»  other 
in  Cincinnati,  who  have  nearly  three  hundred  hsiids  at  wcd^ 
making  the  same  kind  of  goods  as  those  manufactured  by  him, 
which  are  sent  direct  to  Cmcinnati.  They  boast  that  they  can 
undersell  him,  even  should  he  get  his  bands  at  20  cents  per  day. 
These  iacts  can  be  established  by  fetters  from  that  house,  now 
in  the  possession  of  Air.  Hayden.  Thus,  it  will  be  se€n,that  lie 
is  competing  with  foreign  manufacturers,  and  not  with  the  me- 
chatiics  of  our  own  country*  There  are  about  thirty  shoemft- 
kers  employed  on  the  contract  of  Messrs.  Kimball  and  Jones. 
The  gross  amount  of  work  Haanufactured  by  them  per  annum, 
we  are  unable  to  state  with  any  degree  of  precision;  but  one 
thing  is  certain,  that  it  does  not  amount  to  one  tenth  of  the  work 
imported  into  the  citi^  of  Columbus  from  the  east,  and  a  consid- 
erate part  of  which  importation,  we  are  warranted  in  saying,  is 
made  in  eastern  prisons. 

There  are  in  tiie  employ  of  Messrs*  Hall  and  Jenkins,  some 
thirty  or  forty  convicts  at  tool  making  and  x^abinet  woric.  To<da, 
such  as  manufactured  by  them,  are  not  made  in  the  state,  so  far 
as  we  are  advised,  but  have  been  princmally  supplied  from  the 
Auburn  prison,  in  the  state  of  New  York.  Smce  they  com- 
menced their  cabinet  work,  they  have  made  about  one  thirdas 
much  of  the  same  description  of  furniture,  as  has  been  imported 
into  the  city  of  Columbus  from  New  York,  daring  that  penod. 
Them  are  employed,  under  {he  contract  of  A.  H.  Finney,  in 
coopering,  about  sixty  hands.  Mr.  P.  has  invariably  sold  his 
work  at  much  higher  prices  than  the  coopers  in  this  section  of 
the  country,  and  has  sold  no  work  of  any  consequence  at  Co- 
lumbus within  the  last  year,  for  the  reason,  that  he  could  not  af- 
ford to  sell  at  the  prices  at  which  others  would  -  fumiMi  it,  and 
has,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  seek  another  market.     The 

Crincipal  part  of  his  work  is  now  sold  at  Circleville,  and  at  as 
igh  prices  a^  the  coopers  at  that  place  sell  for.  From  all  the 
facts  within  our  knowledge,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  that  mudi 
of  the  injury  complained  of  is  .imaginary.  And  in  saying  this, 
we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  attemptmg  to  ^stHy,  m  aay 
way  whatever,  the  competition  of  prison  labor  with  that  of  m 
mechanics  of  our  state;  hut,  on  the  contrary,  we  would  gladly 
do  any  thing  in  oar  power  to  prevent  such  an  occurrence.  Omr 
great  object  has  been  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  engaging  'm 
business  that  would  do  so,  and  to  employ  the  men  at  suda  twsi- 
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nes3  as  was  not  carried  on  in  the  country;  but  it  is  found  to  be  a 
very  difficult  matter,  if  not  impossible,  to  so  employ  the  whole 
of  them.  The  law  for  the  regulation  of  the  prison,  requires 
that  they  should  be  k^pt  at  labor,  and,  consequently,  must  be  em- 
ployed at  something 

In  our  report  of  December,  1840,  we  called  the  attention  of 
the  legislature  to  the  fact,  that  webflbd  di^ensed  with  the  serviees 
of  a  criaplahi  at  the  prison.  Since  that  time,  none  has  been  em- 
ployed. We  have  received  a  communieation  from  the  Bev.  JSam- 
uel  F.  Mills,  on  that  subject.  Mr.  M*  haff  for  some  time  past 
been  gratuitously  officiating  as  chaplain^  We  have,  however, 
made  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars,  since  the  perform- 
ance of  the  services  by  him,  bemg  unwilling  that  they  shodd  go 
entirely  unrewarded.  We  refrain  from  §ivmg  any  opinion  as  to 
the  propriety  of  employing  an  individual  m  that  capacity*  We 
consider  it  a  matter  entirely  with  the  legislature,  and  thi^  we 
have  no  discretion;  and  we  are  not  disposed  to  make  any  ap- 
pointment witliout  beine  expressdy  directed  by  law. 

We  would  respectfidly  call  your  attention  to  the  law  provid- 
im;  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  conviction  and  transportation 
of  prisoners.  We  are  inclined  to  believe,  that  much  injustice  is 
frewently  done  to  the  state  in  this  particular,  and  in  none  more 
80  man  in  cases  of  writs  of  error.  ^  It  frequently  happens,  th&t 
individuals  are  brought  to  prison,  when  very  heavy  biUs  of  cost 
aie  required  to  be  paid  by  the  state,  and  in  a  few  days  the  su- 
preme cfDurt  directs  the  Warden  to  return  them  to  the  county 
from  which  they  were  sent.  Thus,  in  the  first  instance,  com- 
pelliag  the  state  to  pay  a  heavy  bill  of  costs,  and  dien  the  ex- 
pense of  returning  them  to  the  proper  county,  which  is  an  entire 
loss.  We  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  requiring  the  county  to 
pay  the  costs  in  sucn  cases.

Gbntlehsn: — la  the  following  table  will  be  shown  the  general 
health  of  the  iBstttutioD,  and  the  character  of  the  diseases,  from  the 
16th  of  June  last- (o  the  present  date,  embracing  the  time  1  have  had 
charge  of  the  hospital,  aadittso,  showing  the  time  lost  by  the  convicts^ 

A&ot  the  last  of  June,  dysentery  made  its  appearance  in  the  prison, 
ai^  continued  more  or  less  violent  until  the  first  of  September,  when 
it  disappeared  entirely*  during  which  time,  there  was  scarcely  an  in- 
dividual in  the  institution  #hat  was,  not  affected,  more  or  less,  with  the 
premonitory  symptoms.  There  were,  generally,  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  daily  applicants  for  medical  aid,  exclusive  of  those  that 
were  admitted.  There  were  many  that  spent  from  one  to  three  days 
in  the  hospital  that  d(»  not  appear  in  this  report.  We  seldom  admitted 
an  individual  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary. 

There  isy.atpresent,  one  individual  laboring  under  mental  derange- 
Haent,  but  such  is  the  situation  of  the  hospital,  that  such  cannot  receive 
that  treatment  that  would  be  necessary  to  restore  them  to  reasen. 

It  is  well  known  to  all  those  who  have  charge  of  the  insane,  that 
the  most  mild  and  gentle  means  should  be  made  use  of  toward  persons 
laboring  under  r^oental  derangement;  and  any  thing  like  severity  or 
coercion  only  tends  to  aggravate,  rather  than  alleviate,  their  su&r- 
ings. 

it  t{)erefore  appears  to  me  indispensably  necessary  that  some  place 
should  be  provided  for  the  treatment  of  those  who  may  become  insane 
in  this  institution. 

Icannot  close  this  report  without  adding  my  testimony  in  favor  of 
the  excellent  manner  in  which  this  institution  is  managed  by  its  pres- 
ent most  worthy  Warden;  and  I  trust  it  may  long  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
his  supervision,  and  the  attendance  of  its  urbane  and  gentlemanly  of- 
ficers.

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STOCKTON'S  REPORT. 


CoLxamaB^  DecMiber  9, 1841. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  PtnitenUary: 

Gentesnen — I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  yoa  the  results  of  a 
survey  recently  made  by  Mr.  L.  Ransom  and  myself,  for  a  railroad 
route  to  connect  the  Penitentiary  with  the  Sullivant  and  Renick  lime- 
stone quarries,  bordering  on  the  Scioto  river.  This  survey  was  in* 
stituted  at  your  request;  and,  with  the  acoompanying  map,  profiles, 
and  ^timateyherewith  presented,  I  l)eg  leave  to  offfer  the  fbllowiog 
report: 

The  chief  object  cpntemplated  to  be  attalnecj^  by  the  proposed  work, 
being  to  furbish  the  Penitentiary  with  a  permanent  and  expeditiotts 
means  of  transporting  stone  for  building,  and  other  purposes,  and 
firewood,  (no  inconsiderable  item  in  the  economy  of  tha.t  institution,) 
renders  it  one  essentially  of  a  public  character,  and  of  general  utility 
to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  strongVy  commends  itself  to  the  early 
and  favorable  attention  of  the  Legislature.  ' 

Let  this  road  be  constructed,  and  within  a  year  from  its  compjetioii, 
the  various  departments  of  business  and  trade  now  enjoyed  by  thii 
institution  will  be  doubled;  her  resources  increased;  and  the  ^bue 
and  cry"  of  /'prison  monopoly*'  forever  hushed. 

The  survey  was  commenced  at  tjie  N.  W.  corner  of  the  prisoQ 
wall,  and  was  first  directed  to  Renick's  quarry,  crossing  the  Whet- 
stone near  Mrs.  Hunter's.  A  point  some  distance  south  of  this  cross- 
ing, eligible  for  a  bridge  site,  had  beeti  previously  selected,  but  owing 
to  a  misapprehension  when  leaving  the  prison,  a  much  greater  de- 
flection to  the  north  was  made  than  was  intended,  which  will  aocoant 
for  the  direction  of  the  red  line,  east  qf  ^he  creek,  as  exhibited  oa 
the  map.  In  locating,  definitely,  a  line  of  railroad,  should  the  Ren- 
ick quarry  be  selected,  the  route  would  coincide  very  nearly  with  the 
black,  broken  line  A.  B.,  passing  to  the  south  of  Mrs.  Hunter^ 
This  change  materially  shortens  the  extent  of  road,  and  places  it  on 
much  more  favorable  ground;  diminishes  the  prime  cost  of  construc- 
tion, and  the  perpetual  cost  of  transportation  and  repairs.  After 
crossing  the  Whetstone,  the  line  runs  nearly  due  west,  and  enters  the 
«mall  valley  or  deprBssion  south  of  the  old  poor  house;  thence,  in  a 
direction  generally  parallel  to  the  Scioto  river,  it  strikes  the  river 
road  in  front  of  Mr.  Sperry's  about  three  miles  from  th^  Peniten- 
tiary. At  this  point  the  line  is  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the 
river,  and  where  may  be  said  to  commence  a  limestope  quarry,  ex- 
tending to,  and  terminating  near  Renick's  mill,  five  and  one  foufth 
miles  from  Columbus.  i 
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The  question  might  here  occmr^-why  not  trtke  the  more  direct 
route,  leading  north  of  the  poor  house  to  Renick's  quarry?  In  reply, 
I  would  briefly  remark^  that  such  a  Tonte  might  be  constructed,  but 
it  would  induce  much  steeper  grades  than  are  deemed  advisable,  in- 
volve a  mucfh  heavier  expense  in  the  original  outlay — greater  than 
by  the  proposed  course — ^and  lead  to  but  one  qumrry;  while,  by  the 
line  as  delineated,  a  Mico^Miofi  of  almost  inexhaustible  quarries  of  as  ' 
fine  building  stone  as  can  be  found  in  the  state,  are  skirted  for  a  dis- 
tance of  nearly  two  miles,  with  easy  grades,  which  conform  very 
closely  lo  the  natural  surface  ofthe  ground,  and  are  peculiarly  adapt- 
ted-  to  the  motive.power  (horse)  contemplated  to  be  used. 

On  the  Sullivant  route,  the  Hoe  was  run  as  direct  as  the  general 
contour  of  the  ground  would  admit.  It  diverges  from  the  same  point 
at  the  Penitentiary,  as  on  the  Renick  route;  crosses  theSoioto  river  ■ 
near  the  mouth  of  the  ^halstone;  tbencQ  near  the  old  church,  north 
of  Franklinton,  in  a  due  west  coprse;  whence,  at  a  dietance  of  two 
and  one  half  miles  from  the  prison,  it  enters  the  quarry,  north 
of  Mr.  SuUivant^s  house.  In  the  location  of  this  line,  a  slighC  change 
would  be  made  in  crossing  the  river,  as  denoted  by  the  broken  line 
C.  D.,  in  order  to  establish  the  bridge  at  right  angles  with  the  stream, 
and  thus  diminish,  the  cost  Of  bridging,  both  in  masonry  and  super-* 
structure,  which  items  now  constitute  nearly  ofie  half  of  the  expense 
of  gtadinff  on  this  route. 

n  has  been  suggested,  that  this  line  should  be  traced  from  the 
quarry,  as  exhibited  on  the  map,  to  the  village  of  Franklinton,  and 
thence  down  the  river  to  appoint  opposite  the  prison,  and  across  to  a 
small  island;  ffom  thence  to  the  prison.  Should  it  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, the  road  may  be  constructed  ob  trestles.  In  addition  to  this 
.  chaj^e  of  location,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  grades  90  as  to  more 
closely  approximate  to  the  natural  surface  of  the  groimd.  This 
change  would  unquestionably  greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  road  form-  ^ 
ation,  and  induce  grades  not  incompatible  for  railroad  purposes;  but 
from  information  derived  Irom  the  warden,  Gol.  Van  Hc^J^,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  facilities  afforded  on  the  above  island,  as  a  depot  for  stone, 
or  work-shop  fbr  the  convicts,  and  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  this  * 
route  is  subject  to  the  inundations  of  the  Scioto  river,  varying  from 
one  to  three  feet  in  depth,  I  do  not  feel  authorized  to  reoommend  such 
change  in  either  the  location  or  grades.  The  gfades,  as  now  estab- 
lished and  shown  on  the  profile,  place^the  ^rface*  of  the  railroad 
aboijit  two  feet  above  high  water  mark,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained, and  when  the  necessary  culverts  are  introduced,  the  road  bed 
would  he  effectually  protected  against  any  freshet  that  might  occur.. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  add,  that  the  elevation  of  the  ground  at 
either  quarry,  above  meii^oned,  is  such,  that  the  road  may  be  graded 
with  a  regular  descent  to  the  Penitentiary;  but  in  both  ca^es,  it  would 
greatly  enhance  the  cost  of  construction,  and  be  of  questionable 
economy. 

With  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  stone  from  these  quarries,  I 
would  respectfully  refer  you  to  Col.  Van  Hook,  in  whose  knowledge 
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and  experience,  on  this  subject,  I  have  the  fullest  confidence,  and 
whose  decision,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  perfectly  fair  and  impartial, 
and  afibrd  ibe  safest  criterion  for  your  action. 

The  supply  of  stone  at  either  quarry,  appears  to  be  inexhaustible, 
and  presenu  itself  in  such  shapes,  that  it  may  readily  be  obtaioedof 
almost  any  size  or  pattern;  and,  as  this  stone,  for  ediii^es,  public 
works,  flagging  and  curb-ston^^  in  fact  for  any  purpose  for  which 
flat,  hewn,  or  cut  stow  can  be  required,  can,  upon  the  eompletitm  of 
the  railroad,  be  delivered  at  the  head  of  the  feeder,  in  this  city,iiHich 
cheaper  than  any  other  buildiiig  stone  now  in  use,  there  appears  to 
be  no  practicable  limit  to  the  business  (hat  may  badone  in  this  article 
alone.

,.  The  aggregate  payments,  for  superintendence,  and  making  repairs 
on  this  canal,  for  1841,  exceeds,  a  small  amount,  those  of  1840,  yet 
fall  far  below  the  expendituresof  1838,  or  1839;  and  even  th«n,  they 
were  much  less  than  the  expenditures  on  the  s*me  extent  of  similar 
works  in  New  York,  or  Pennsylvania. 

Spme  of  the  more  importsvnt  items  of  expenditure,  for  the  past  sea- 
son, are  the  following:— ^R^building the  west  abutment,  and  upper 
lock,  at  the  Walhonding  aqueduct;  rebuilding  a  large  culvert  at 
Gaadenhutten  blufis;  changing  course  of  river  and  embankment  at 
the  foot  of  the  lower  Massillon  lock;  making  preparations  for  re- 
Jbi^ilding  two  locks,  near  Adams' .^^lll,  and  one  on  Columbus 'feeder; 
rebuilding  pier,  and  other  repairs  to  Tinkers  creek  aqueduct;  placing 
additional' protection  around  ^undations  of  Tuscarawas,  Walhonding, 
and  other  acqueducts;  making  repairs,  and  protecting  Cuyahoga,  Su- 
gar creek,  Walhonding,  Scioto,  and  Columbus  feeder  dams;  facing 
lour  locks  with  timber  and  plank;  repairing  locks,  and  rebuilding 
lock  gates;  placing  crib  protection  at  head  and  foot  of  locks;  repair- 
ing guard  gates  and  culverts;  increasing  height  and  width  of  em- 
bankments; lAaking. additional  protection  to  banks;  removipg  bars 
and  depodts  from  canal  and  feeders. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Ohio  canal,  as  stated  in  the  last  annual  report 
of  the  Board,  was  the  aggregate  of  payments  made  on  account  of  con- 
struction, up  to  November*  15,  1840,  and  included  every  expenditui^e 
for  original  work,  such  as  constructing  additional  reservoirs  and 
feeders,  erecting  lock  houses,  and  the  payments  foi:  lands  taken  for 
reyservoirs,  feeders,  lockhouses,  and  for  hydraulic  purposes!

WALHONDING  CANAL. 

This  work  is  now  completed,  and  will  be  in  readiness  for  early 
spring  navigation.  Water  has  been  several  times  partially  introduced 
into  all  the  levels,  and  again  withdrawn  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
erobanl^ments  more  permanency  before  the  introduction  of  a  Ml 
head  for  navigation. 

No  breach  has  occurred  by  the  introduction  of  the  water;  and  so 
far,  appearances  indicate  that  the  earth  work  has  been  permanently 
copstructed.  Damages  by  floods,  were  sustained  at  few  points  da- 
riilg  the  winter  and  spring,  from  the  unfinished  state  of  the  work. — 
The  most  important  of  which,  wa9  the  undermining  of  one  of  the 
abutments  of  the  dam  at  the  crossing  of  the  Walhondiog.  This  dam 
was  originally  constructed  too  short,  which  at  the  time,  could  not  be 
remedied  without  too  great  an  expense  in  excavation.  In  repairing 
the  breach,  the  dam  has  been  increased  in  length,  to  the  extent  ori- 
ginally desired. 

This  canal  is  26,  miles  lon^,  extending  firom  the  Ohio  canal,  at 
Eoscoe,  up  the  valley  of  the  Walhonding  river,  to  the  junction  of  the 
Vernon  and  Mohican,  19}  miles;  thence  up  the  valley  of  the  Mohican, 
3}  miles,  where  it  enters  the  pool  of  a  da,m  constructed  across  the 
Mohican;  thence  there  is  si aqk  water,  U  miles.  ,  . 

•  Six  riiiles  above  Hoscoe,  the  Cfl^aal  crosses  frorn  the  right  to  the  left 
bank  of  tbe  Walhonding,  in  the  pool  of  a  dam,  which  affords  the 
means  of  crossing  the  river,  and  a  supply  of  water  for  feeding  the 
canal  to  Roscoe» .  This  dam  is  305  feet  long,  and  4A  feet  high,  aboye 
the  surface  of  low  water.  The  foundation,  for  about  one  half  the 
distance  across  the  stream,  is  solid  rock,  and  the  remaining  portion 
is  composed  of  sucpessive  layers  of  tree?  with  the  tops  up  stream. — 
Three  string  pieces  of  square  timber,  are  then  placed  across  the 
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9treftin,  Bolted  aeearely  to  the  rock  and  tree  foundation;  i^nd  on  these 
are  placed  a  eentinuous  course  or  layer  of  square  timber,  securely 
bolted  to  the  string  pieoes,  forming  an  apron  for  the  dam;  and  on  this 
apron,  is  i^onstructed  a  crib  of  square  timber,  twelve  feet  wide,  tied 
together  by  cross  timbers  once  in  ten  4eet«  filled  with  stone,  and  cover- 
ed with  four  inch  pliuik»  forming  the  the  breast  or  tun^bleof  the  dam. 
The  ends  of  thetlam  are  secured  by  cribs  of  timber  filled  with  stone, 
in  lieu  of  stone  abutments.  At  the  termination  of  the  canal  on  the 
Mohican,  the  dam  is  276  feet  loog,  imd  4  feet  7  inches  hj^h,  above  low 
water,  and  constructed  similar  to  the  one  across  the  Walhonding.^— 
This  dam  affords  the  means  of  'slack water  navigation,  U  miles  above 
^he  termination  of  the  canal  to  the  village  of  Bocnester,  and  a  sup- 
H4y  of  water  for  feeding  the  canal  to  the  point  of  crossing  the 
Walhonding,  174  miles  below.  The  .total  descent  in  this  canaf,  is 
89  feet  10  ifiehes,  which  ii^  overcome  by  U  lift  iocka  of  cut  stone  ma- 
sonry. There  is  also  a  guard  lock,  near  the  point  of  introducing  this 
water  from  the  podl  of  each  dam,  to.guard  against  the  iuflux  of  water 
in  time  .of  Hoods,  and  at  mtek  iimes,-  to  serve  as  a  lift  bek. 

For  the  purpose  of*passing  the  small  streams  under  the  canal,  sev- 
enteen cut  stone  culverts  have  been  constructad,  besides  three  wood 
culverts  to  serve  as  land  drains.  There  are  also,  eleven  road  bridges 
with  a  wood  superstructure  of  fifty  feet  span,  ;resting  on  hammer 
dressed  stone  abutmej^ts. 

In  the  construction  of  the  masonry  on  this  canal,  such  improve- 
ments have  been  made,  as  experience  in  the  construction  and  super- 
intendence of  the  Ohio  canal  had  suggested. 

The  immediate  valley  of  the  Walhonding,  through  which  this  canal 
pa^s,  though  eeneralFy  extensive^  is  bounded  in  maiky  places,  by 
nigh,  rocky,  and  precipitous  bluffs,  and  from  the  serpentine  co^rse  of 
the  stream,  it  became  necessary,  either  to  cross  it  very  often,  of  con- 
struct the  canal  in  its  bed,  where  a  wash  bank  presented  itself.  The 
Utter  alternative  was  adopted,  and  five  and  one  half  miles  of  the  tow- 
ing path  embankment,  have  been  constructed  entirely  in  the  bed  of 
the  stream,  with  a  protection  wall  of  stooe  on  the  outside,  to  guard 
against  abrasion  from  water  and  ice  during  floods. 

The  other  portions  of  the  Hoe,  are  located  along  alluvial  bottom 
lands,  forming  a  canal  of  cheap  construction,  and  one  that  will  be  easily 
kept  in  repair. 

Subsequently  to  the  commencement  of  this  canal,  laws  have  been 
passed,  authorizing  the  board,  under  certain  restrictions,  to  construct 
branches  of  this  >¥ork  to  extend  up  the  valley  of  the  Vecnon  river, 
to  Mgunt  Vernon,  in  Knox  county,  a  distance  of  21  miles;  up  the  val- 
ley of  Mohican,  to  Londonville,  in  Richland  county,  a  distance  of  234 
miles;  and  up  the  valley  of  Killbucky  to  Millersburg,  in  Holmes 
county,  a  distance  of  26  miles. 

The  Walhonding  canal  of  itself,  will  not  produce  a  large  amount 
of  revenue,  except  from  the  water  power,  until  at  least  one  of  these 
branches  is  constructed;  but  it  is  believed^  that  when  the  system,  of 
which  this  canal  forms  a  part,  or  the  main  branch,  shall  be  comple- 
ted, it  will  be  a  work  of  very  considerable  importance. 
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There  will  be  sufficient  water  power  on  this  canal,  when  it  shall 
all  be  brought  into  reqidsltioo,  to  propel  at  least  95  pairs  of  mill 
stones. 

There  has  been  paid  on  this  canal,  during  the  year  eoding  Nov,  15, 
1841,  by  Leander  RansopH  acting  commissioner —

HOCKING  CANAL. 

.  Forty  four  miles  of  this  canal,  extending  from  Carroll,  on  the  Ohio 
canal,  to  Monday  creek,  four  miles  below  Nelfconville,  are  completed 
and  navigable.  Of  the  remaining  eleven  miles,  extending  to  the  town 
of  Athens^  the  southern  termination  of  this^canal,  three  fourths  of  the 
work  is  already  performed?  several  of  the  sections  being  entirely  fin- 
ished, and  others  nearly  done. 

This  canal  appears  to  be  permanently  constructed,  as,  since  the  in- 
troduction of  water,  more  than  a  year  since,  not  a  single  breach  has 
occurred  on  that  portion  constructed  by  the  state. 

A*  very  serious  breach  occurred  at  the  town  of  Lancaster,  in  May 
last,  in  the  embankment  of  the  Lancaster  lateral  panal  portion  of  this 
work,  which  was  built  by  the  company.  In  repairing  it,  such  pre- 
cautions have  been  taken,  by  increasing  the  width  of  the  embank- 
ment and  securing  the  out  toe,  as  to  insure  it  against  iUrther  acci- 
dents of  the  kind. 

The  work  of  increasing  the  width  and  depth  of  the  Lancaster  side 
cut  summit  having  been  very  much  retarded,  during  the  winter,  by  a 
succession  of  wet  weather,  it  was  suspended  for  the,  purpose  of  open- 
iqg  the  canal  for  spring  navigation^  On  the  10th  of  July  the  water 
was  again  withdrawn  from  this  scunmit,' and  the  remainder  of  the 
work  completed  so  as  to  introduce  the  water  for  navigation,  about  the 
15th  of  September. 

The  amount  received  by  the  collector,  on  this  canal,  for  the  time  it 
has  been  navigable,  during  the  year  ending  Nov.  30th,  1^41,  is  j|^- 
740  91. 

The  reveaue  to  be  derived  from  this  canal,  for  a  few  years,  must 
necessarily  be  light  compared  with  other  worki  at  presen^more  favor 
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ably  situatcidf  bat  it  is  believed  that  so  soon  as  the  natui'al  resdurces  of 
this  hitherto  neglected  portion  of  the  state  shall  be  duly  appreciated^ 
audits  inexbaustable  beds  of  iron,  coal,  and  salt  shall  be  properly  de* 
yeloped,  that  the  anticipations  of  the  fridhds  of  this  work  will  be  fully 
realized.  •       ' 

The  whole  work  is  now  so  nearly  completed,  that  0yery  effort 
should  be  m^de  to  furnish  funds  for  completing  it.

MUSKINGUM  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  unfinished  condition  in  which  many  of  the  damson  this  im- 
provement were  left  at  the  close  of  last  year,  necessiarily  subjected 
them  to  damages  from  the  successive  floods  of  the  lyinter  find  spring. 
Two  of  these  dams  were  very  seriously  injured  and  many  of  the  olh-. 
ers,  more  or  less  damaged.  ^ 

To  repair  and  complete  these  dams  necessarily  caused  much  delay, 
as  the  work  was  of  such  a  character  that  but  little  could  be  eflfectu- 
ally  done  until  the  river  approached  the  low  water  point.  Nearly  all 
the  dams  have  bqpn  more  or  less  repaired ;  and  in  making  these  re- 
pairs, such  additional  security  has  been  extended  to  them  by  increas- 
ing the  gravelling  above,  and  placing  brush,  stone,  and  other  protec- 
tions below,  as  tl^  action  of  the  floods  indicated  as  necessary. 

This  work  is  now  completed,  and  steamboats  of  the  ordinary  size, 
running  in  the  "upper  trade,"  on  the  Ohio  river,  pass  from  Marietta 
to  the  pool  of  the  dam,  above  Zanesville.* 

At  the  Simms' creek  dam,  between  Dresden  and  Zanesville,  the 
look  which  was  c6nstructed  prior  to  the  improvement  of  the  river  be- 
low, is  120  feet  long  in  the  chamber,*and  22  feet  wide,  and  only  ad- 
mits of  the  passage  of  the  ismaller  class  of  stedmboats. 

The  board  have  been  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, passed  March  16,  1839,  to  enlarge  this  lock  "so  as  to  make  it 
<^rrespond  with  the  other  locks  on  the  Improvement,  provided  that 
the  board  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the  state  require  it." 

It  will,  perhaps,  not  be  necessary  to  enlarge  tys  lock  until  the  char- 
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actor  of  the  IknlproTtment  sbaU  be  more  fully  developed,  apd  the  ban* 
neee  6ik  the  riTor  very  much  inoreaaed. 

The  Improvement  of  the  Muckiog um  river  extends  from  the  nda 
out  at  Dreaden,  which  obnaedts  tt  with  t  he  Ohio  oanal,  to  Marietta,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river,  where  it.cpnnects  wilh  the  Ohio  river.  The 
dittmaoe  from  Dreadeo  to  Marietta,  by  way  of  the  Iioprov^flMQt,  is  91 
miles.  The  descent  is  1261  fiset,  whidi  is  ov^roome  by  11  danas 
with  U  lift  locka.  Theee  locks  a^e  built  of  <nit  stone  masonry,  and 
with  the  exception  of  the  lock  betwean  Dresden  and  ZaoeavUle,  are 
each  176  feet  Ions  fn  the  chaml)er,  and  36  feet  .wide. 

Dam  No.  1,  is  located  near  Simms^  creeks  6  miles  below  Dresden. 
It  is  686  feet  long,  composed  of  a  perpendicular  crib  of  square  timbec, 
tied  together  with  oross  ties  and  mled  with  atone;  the  whole  restinf; 
on  a  foundation  of  brush,  stone  and  trees.  The  lock  wal|  forms  ods 
of  the  abutments,  and  the  other  is  composed  of  square  timber  fonaing 
a  crib,  and  filled  with  stone.  '    ,        i 

The  Ipck,  at  this  place,  is  120  feet  long  in  the  chamber  and  22  feet 
wide,  with  a  lifl  at  low  water  of  8  (bet  1  Ipch.  .It  has  a  timber  aod 
plank  foundation  resting  on  soil  rock* 

Dam  No.  2,  is  located  at  ZanesviUe,  10  miles  below  the  former.  It 
is  610  feet  long,  constructed  of  timber,  resembling  in  form  the  roof  of 
a  cabin,  tied  with  cross  ties  of  timber,  and  filled  with  stone,  having  a 
slope  of  li  to  1  on.  the  upper,  and  2  to  1  oa  the  lower  si^es,  with  a 
level  sur&ce  on. the  top  of  6  feet  in  width.  The  slopes  and  top  are 
covered  with  6  inch  oak  plank.  This  dam  is  constructed  oq  a  rock 
foundation  of  not  a  very  durable  quality,  and  to  prevent  the  toA 
from  being  removed,  by  the  action  of  the  water  in  passing  over  the 
dam,  a  crib  of  timber,  filled  with, stdne  and  planked  on  the  top,  has 
been  introduced  at  the  toe  of  the  dam  in  lieu  of  an  apron.'  The  abut- 
ments are  of  cut  stone  masonry.  The  side  cut  originally  oooimenoed 
by  an  iqcorporated.<compi^7,  has  been  very  much  increased  in  width, 
and  extended  along  the  river  in  front  of  the  town,  making  the^bole 
length  of  the  side  cut  or  canal  63  chains. . 

*'At  the  Wrminlitioq  of  this  canal,  there  are  two  combined  lift  locb 
overcoming  a  descent  of  17  feet  2  inches.  The  lower  lock  has  a  rock 
foundatioYi,  but  owing  to  the  fViable  nature  of  a  portion  of  the  rock 
above,  timber  and  plank  were  placed  on  top  of  it,  for  the  foundatioa 
of  the  upper  lock.  At  the  head  of  this  cut  is  a  guard  lock,  of  cut  stone, 
on  a  rock  foundatioqf,  to  guard  against  breacjies  in  the  embankxnent 
of  the  side  cut  fVom  excessive  floods. 

Dam  No.  3,  is  located  at  Taylorsville,  10  miles  below  ZanesviUe; 
it  is  840  feet  loos  and  constructed  similar  to  the  one  at  ZanesviUe, 
with  a  rock  foundation.  The  side  cut  is  87  chains  long,  at  the  head 
of  which  is  a  lock  or  gate  to  guard  gainst  the  influx  of  floods.  .\t 
the  termination  of  this  cut,  id  a  lock  0(13  feet  1  inch  lifu  The  foaa- 
datiOn  is  rock  with  about  forty  feet  lepgth  of  tiinber  and  plank  under 
and  about  the  lower  mitre  sill,  aflfording  greater  security  to  this  por- 
tion of  the  foundation. 

Dam  Na4,  is  located  at  Rokeby,  10  mile^  below  Taylorsville;  it 
is  609  feet  long,  and  similar  in  construction  to  the  ZanesviUe  dam. 
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excepting  that  it  is  situate  on  gravel,  and*  has  a  tree  fonnclatioB.  The 
west  abutmetat  >3  constructed  o^  ctit  stonoi  and  there  being  no  side  out 
at  this  place,  the  wall  of  the  lock  forms  the  oth^r.  The  lock  is  on 
gravel,  with  a  timber  and  plank  ibandation.  It  Ints  a  lift  of  6  feet  10 
inches.  '  ; 

Darn  No.  5,  is  located  at  McConnelsriUe,  7  miles  below  Bokeby. 
The  dam  is  4t6  feet  longiand  of  similar  oonstruction  tot  the  one  abore. 
The  west  abutment*  which  is  of  out  stoae^and  dl  the  dam  except 
about  30  feet  of  the  east  end,  have  a  rock  foundation.  The  remainder 
of  the  dam,  and  the  east  abutment  which  is  a  ctib  filled  with  stone, 
have  a  tree  foundation.-  •The -side  cut,  at  this  place,  is  23  chains  long, 
with  a  guai^  gate  at  the  head,  and  a  lock  at  the  termination  with  a 
lift  of  9  feet  9  inches.  The  guard  gate  has  a  timber  foundation  resting 
on  gravel.    The  lock  has  a  rock  foundation. 

D^m  No.  6,  is  located  at  Windsor,  10  miles  froiti  MoConnelsville. 
The  dam  is  482  feet  long,  constructed  similar  to  the  others,  and  rest' 
ing  on  a  roek  foundation.  The  west  abutment  is  cut  stone,  and  the 
east  is  formed  by  the  lock  ¥^1.  There  i^  no  side  cut  at  this  place. 
The  lock  has  a  rock  foundation,  and  a  lift  of  1 1  feet. 

Dam  No.  7,  is  located  at  Luke^s  Chote,  6i  miles  below  Windsor. 
The  dam  is  369  ^t  long,  with  a  tree  fimndation,  resting  on  gravel 
and  rock,  conforming,  in  construction,  to  the  dams  above.  The  eaisft 
abutment  is  formed  fr^n^  the  lock  wall;  the  wedt  is  a  crib  of  timber 
filled  with  stone.  The  cut  stone  abutment  having  been  undermined 
and  thrown  donte  during  its  construction.  There  is  no  sideout  at  this 
point.    The  lock  has  a  lift  of  1 1  fe^t  10  inches,  and  a  rock  foundation. 

Dam  No.  8,  is  looited  at  Beverly,  9*  i)niles  below  Luke^s  Chute. 
This  daip  is -459  feet  long,  * 60  feet  of  which  and  the e&st  abutment  - 
are  on  rock,  the  remainder  of  the  dam  and  the  west  abutment  are  on 
gravel,  with  a  tree  foundation.  This  -dam,  as  well  as  the  ono  at  Lukie^s 
Chute,  were  very  much  dafcnaged  by  the  floods  of  last  winter.  The 
foundation  having  been  so  much  disturbed  by  the  high  water  il  was 
thought  best,  in  repairing  it,  to  introduce  a^crib  filled  with  stone  at  the 
toe  of  the  dam»as  a  further  security  against  its  being  undermined, 
and  to  form  a  permanent  apron,^  which  Eas  been  accomplished.  The 
side  cut,  at  this  point,  is  39  chains  long.  The  lock  at  the  lower  end, 
has  a  lift  of  10  feet  1 1  inphes ;  it  is  constructed  on  gravel  with  a  tithber 
and  plank  foundation.  '  ' 

Dam  No.  9,  is  located  ht  Lowell,  11  miles  below  Beverly;  it  is  8$8 
feet  long,  constructed  like  the  others,  with  a  rock  foundation  for  the^ 
dam  and  cut  stone  abutments^    The  side  cut  is  80  chaind  long.    The  * 
lock,  at  the  terminati<^,  is  on  gravel,  with  timbSr  and  plank  founda- 
tions, and  a  lift  of  12 feet  1  inch. 

.  Dam  No.  10,  is  located  atDevoPs,  7  mites  below  Lowell;  it  is  433 
feet  long,  corresponding  in  plan  with  the  other  dams.  The  west  abut- 
tnent  and  the  lock,  which' forma  the  east  abutment,  and  the.dam,  are 
all  on  a  rock  foundation.  There  is  no  side  cut  at  this  point.  The 
lock  has  a  lift  of  10  feef  8  i&ches. 

.Dam  No.  It,  is  located  at  Marietta,  5  miles  below  Devoirs.     This 
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dam  ia  541  feet  loog,  with  a  tree  foundation  resting  on  grayel  and 
sand.  The  east  abutfhent,  which  is  of  cut  sione^  and.  also  the  lode, 
which  forms  the  west  abutment,  are  .constructed  on  graved,  with'  tim- 
ber and  plank  foundations.  This  lock  has  a  lid  of  12  feet  1  inch,  wh^i 
the  Ohio  river  is  at  its  lowest  stage. 

Theie  are  on  the  canals^  or  side  cuts  of  this  ImfNrovemeot,  5  draw 
bridges  and  one  stationary  bridge;  two  at  Zanesville;  one  at  Taylors- 
Tills;  one  at  McConnelsviUe,  and  two  at  Lowell.  There  has,  also, 
been  oonstrttcted,  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  WAtel*  power,  1 1  culverts 
or  sluices;  one  at  2^esville;  two  at  Taylorsville^  two  at  McCoBoels- 
ville;  two  at  Windsor;  one  at  Beverly;  one. at  Lowell;  one  at  De- 
voPs,  and  one  at  Marietta. 

Water  power  has  already  been  leased  on  tliis  Iipprovement  capable 
of  prropelling  30  run  of  stone,  and  which  will  yield  an  annual  rent  of 
$6,000.  Applications  are  at  present  before  the  boajcd  for  aa  equal 
quantity,  to  he  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

If  this  improvement  shall  be  made  to  stand  the  efieots  of  the  floods, 
without  serious  damages,, (which  the  board  believe  can  be  effected,) 
it  will  be  a  very  important  work,  and  one  that  will  not  only  afibrd 
vecy  great  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  the  exports  and  imports 
of  ihe  country  adjacent  to  the  valley,  hut  incalculable -benefits,  from 
the  extebsive  water  power  created  by  it,  which,  at  no  distant  day, 
must  make  this  valley  one  of  the  most  important  manufacturlDg  dis* 
tricts  in  the  Union. 

Tolls  have  been  collected  on  the  Improvement,  from  Zanesville  to 
Dresden,  during  the  year;  and  from  Zanesville  to  Marietta,  since 
about  the  first  of  October  last.

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MIAMI  CANAL. 

.  This  work,  which  now  includes  that  of  the  Warren  cDunty  canal, 
was  made  ready  for  navigation  during  the  latter  part  of  February. 
The  business  upon  it  opened  with  its  ordinary  activity,  and  continued 
until  the  latter  part  of  July,  when  ftWame  necessary  to  draw  off  the 
water  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  a  lock  and  some  water  guages,  which 
had  become  so  much  dilapidated  as  to  be  unsafe.  The  lock,  which 
was  among  the  first  constructed,  was  built  of  the  free  stone,  quarried 
on  the  Ohio  river,  about  one  hundred  miles  from  Cincinnati.  Expe- 
rience has  shown  that  this  material  is  unfit  /or  works  intended  to  be 
pexxnanent. .  The  lock  has  been  rebuilt  in  a  superior  style  of  wojrk- 
manship,  of  excellent  limestone^  procured  from  the  quarries  near 
Dayton.  Six  water  guages  have  also  been  rebuilt  of  the  same  ma* 
terial,  and  these  works  mayjiow  be  considered  permanent.

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The  pond  drains  in  Butler  oeMDty,  the  constmction  of  which  was 
authorized  hy  a  law  of  the  Legislature,  were  completed  in  November 
last.  These  drains  have  been  construoted,  partly  by  the  State,  and 
partly  by  the  conaty,.ili  the  proportion  of  one  third  by  the  former, 
and  two  thirds  by  the  latter.  These  works  will  open  a  large  anoaat 
of  land  for  cultivation,  and  efibctan  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
a  large  portion  of  Butler  county,  which  h^  hitherto  been  extremely 
unhealthy.  The  total  cost  of  the  work*  to  the  State,  has  been

MIAMI  CANAL  EXTENSION.  ' 

All  the  work  upon  this  Canal  that  hl&s  been  placed  under  contract, 
is  now  so  nearly  completed,  that,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
sections,  it  might  be  prepared  for  navigation  as  early  as  the  first  6[ 
August  next. 

The  ^'Extension  of  the  Miami  canaP  is  that  part  of  the  Miaai 
canal  which  extends  from  Dayton  to  its  intersection  with  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  canal,  about  eight  miles  west  of  Defiance.  The  distance 
firoip  Dayton  tx)  the  junction,  is  about  113  miles,  exclusive  of  the  Sd* 
ney  feeder,  which  is  fourteen  miles  in  length.  That  portion  which 
lies  between  Dayton  and  the  mouth  of  Loramie^  creek,  a  distance  of 
thirty- three  piles,  was  placed  under  contract  in  1853,  ^4,^  and  comple-  i 
tod  in  1 837.  AU  that  part  between  i\\e  mouth  of  the  tioramie  and  the  ' 
town  of  9u  Blarys,  including  the  Sidney  feeder,  was  put  under  con- 
tract in  September^.  1887.  Twelve  miles  in  addition,  continuoesly 
north  of  St*  Marys,  were  placed  under  contract  in  the  winter  of 
1839.  These  two  last  portions  of  the  line,  embrace  all  the  contracts 
now  in  operation,  and  are  by  faif  the  most  espensive  portions  of  tht 
work.  No  contracts  have  been  inadn  since  the  last  named^  in  the 
winter  of  1839,  except  for  alMUKlbned  work. 

That  portion  of  the  fli^e  extending  from  the  '*Deep  Cut**  to  the 
junction^  about  thirty- three  miles  in  lengthy  is  all  that  now  remains 
to  be  put  ubder  contract.  This  section  consists  of  light  work,  and 
can  be. constructed  very  cheaply!  There  are  no  very  heavy  or  ex- 
pensive jobs  upon  it  I  and  when  this  shaU  have  been  completed,  the 
communication  between  the  Ohio  river>  at  Cincinnati,  and  Lake  Erie, 
will  be  perfected  in  a  manner  which  Will  have  an  important  bearing 
upon  the  interests  ojf  the  whole  western  portion  of  the  State. 

Two  regular  payments,  only,  have  been  made  upon  this  work 
during  the  past  year;  both  of  them  occurring  at  periods  long  after 
the  estimates  were  made  upon  which  they  were  predicated.  This 
manner  of  paying,  though  unavoidable,  is  attended  with  much  incon- 
venience to  the  contractor,  inasmudi  as  he  19  compelled  to  pay  his 
hands  up  to  the  time  of  the  pa3rnMaBt,  thereby  laying  out  of  the  nse 
of  so  much  of  their  expendrturesas  may  hav^  accrued  between  the 
time  of  ihe  estimate  and  the  time  of  payment.

This  work,  since  the  last  anitoal'  report  of  Ae  Board,  has  been 
presecQted  mi%  as  innoh  industry  as  the  siaiation  and  diffiirettt  kinds 
of  urork  in  progress  would  petrnlt.  '  .   . 

Setenty  miles  of  difi^rent  portions  of  the  line  are.fininhed,  learing. 
about  twenty  n^Ies  to  be  completed. 

From  Manhattan,  the  eastern  termination  of  the  oaaaH  to  the  head 
^f  the  Rapids,  a  distance  of  thirty-one  miles,  the  earth  Vrork  and  cul- 
terts  are-  completed,  and  all  of  the  locks  on  the  main- line,  eotwisting 
of  eight  Hft  and  one  giiaird  Ipeh,  are  nearly  so^  and  will  be  finished  at 
the  opening  of  navigation. 

The  two  Iqol^s  on  the  Toledo  side^nt,  and  five  on  th^  Aiaumee 
sideHm^are  atoo  finished,  with  the  exception  of  the  gal^  which  will 
.  bis  comp^ed  this  winter. 

'The  ottt-let'lockxm  the  Manmee  side-eut  will  be  finished  next  May, 
and  the  aqueduct  across  Swan  creek,  which  completes  the  catial  cqdi- 
Hiunication  with  Manhattan,  will  not  be  finished  .before  the  month  of 
July  next.  •  It  may,  therefore,.be  confidently  expected  that  the  cpn* 
nexion  betweea  the  eatial  and  Maumee  river  wal  be  completed  and 
ready  for  navigation,  at  Toledo,  in  the  month  of  April;  at  Maumee 
City  in  the  month  oi  May;  and  at  Manhattan,  not  until  the  month  of 
July  next.  j  '    • 

The  water  has  been  let  in,  and  the  canal  used  for  the  purposes  of 
navigation^  the  past  season,  from  the  bead  of  the  Itapids  to  Maumee 
City,,a distance  of  eighteen  miles;  and  during  the  present  month,  it 
is  oxpeoted,  the  water  will  be  let  into  the.canal  from  Maumee  City  to 
the  head  of  the  locks  at  ToledX),  an  additional  distance  of  nine  miles. 
'  From  tiie  head  of  the  Rapids  to  the  foot  of  Flat  Bdck,  a  distance 
of  twenty-two  miles,  there  i^retlu'ee  locks  ^nd  six  culverts  unfinish- 
ed. They  are  in  different  stages  of  progress— some  nearly  comple* 
ted,  others  partially  so;  and  it  will  take  until  the  month  of  July  next 
to  prepare  this  portion  of  the  canal  for  navigation.  The  reason  why 
tile  work  on  this  portion  of  the  canal  is  dot  in  as  forward  a  state  as 
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tbe  balanoe  of  Uie  line,  is  on  aooouot  of  the  delay  in  procariog  alone 
for  the  masonry.  This  unavoidable  delay  in  procuring  stooe  has  pre- 
vented its  completion  early  next  spriqgt 

Prom  the  foot  of  Fkt  Rock  to  the  Indiana  State  linot  a  distance  oC 
thirty-five  miles,  the  canal  can  be  con>pl^ed  for  navigation  by  the 
fir9t  of  May  next.  Th^rct  is  no  difficult  or  important  work  on  this 
portion  of  the  line^.  which  will  prevoot  its  being  used  fotf  navigation 
at  that  time. 

On  the  six  miles  of  canal  adjoining  the  I^diaiia  lioey  the  water  was 
let  in  last  June;  and  since  that  time^  it  has«  in  oonnazion  with  the 
Indiana  canal,  been  used  for  the  purposes  of  navigation,  inaking,at 
thiB  time,  thirty-three  miles  of  canal  prepared  for  use. 

At  the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring,  and  until  the  oompletion 
of  the  whole  line  in  July,  the  inhabhants  of  Indiana  can,  withoat 
much  difficulty,  avail  themselves  of  that  portion  of  this  canal  which 
will  be  in  opexatioo,a&d  of  that  pottion  of  the  Maumee  river  between 
the  head  of  the  Rapids  and  foot  of  Flat  Rock,  which  is  at  all  times  of 
sufficient  depth  to  float  a  canal  boat^  to  ship  their  produce  io  an  east- 
em  markeU  For  the  purpose  of  having  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
for  the  canal,  from  the  State  line  to  Defianoe,  it  was  a  part  of  the 
original  plan  of  this  improvement  to  oonatruet  a  reserroirw  During 
the  last  sumiper^  coQtraots  were  let  for  oonstrueting  thia  reservoir  of 
about  twenty-&re  hundred  acres  in  arear  It  is  located  six  oulesoa 
ibis  side  of  the  State  line,  and  adjoining  the  canal.  The  eetiioated 
cost  of'  ^is  reservoir  was  $170,000;  but  the  contrada  for  constmci- 
ing  the  same,  \acwe  been  let  for  the  sum  of.  $156,000.  This  work  is 
now  progressing,  and  will  be  ceippleted  the  ensuing  aumraer. 

.  With  i^  necessary  ^leans  provided  for  completing  this  canal,  it 
may  be  reaift>nably  expected  that  its  whole  length  noay  be  [prepared 
fdr  navigation  in  the  moi^th  of  July  next;*  which  will  open  a  canal 
communication,  in  connexion  with  the^  Indiana  canal,  of  two  hundred 
and  thirty-three  miles.

WESTERN  EESERVE  An5  MAUMEE  EOAD. 

Tbat  portion  of  the  road  from  Perrysburg  to  Lower  Sandudcy,  a 
disunce  of  thirty-one  miles,  is  noostly  completed..  The  metal  is 
placed  on  the  road  the  whole  distancoi  with  the  exception  of  two 
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miles,  which  lacks  the  second  coat,  and  which  will  be  completed  tbe 
ensuing  spring.  Before  this  portion  of  the  rodd  is  fully  <x)mpleted, 
it  will  require  the  construction  of  two  bridges— one  across  the  Portage 
mer,  and  the  other  across  the  Sandusky  river — which  latter  bridge 
iain  proffress.  of  construction;  and  in  order  to  complete  these  bridges, 
it  may  require  an  additional  appropriation  of  six  or  eight  thousand 
dollars.

The  whole  length  of  .this  road,  from  the  westejn  line  of  the  Con- 
necticut  .Western  Reserve  Xq  the  Mapmee  I'iver,  is  forty  five  miles. 
Thirty  one  miles  lie  between  the  M«umee  and  tbe  Sandusky  rivers, 
and  fourteen  miles  between  the  Sandusky  rrver  and  tbe  eastern  ter- 
mination of  the  road; 

By  the  act  of  March  14th,  1838,  this  road  was  adopted  as  one  of 
the  public  works  of  the  state,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  were 
directed  to  cause  the  ^me  to  bo  thoroughfy  drained  and  gt*aded,  and 
to  take  all  the  proper  steps  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  McAdamized 
road*  ,  They  wei;e  also  directed  to  commence  at  the  Maumee  river, 
ind  to  proceed  tl^nce  towards  the  Sandusky  river,  and  cotistruct  a 
|ood  McAdamized  road.

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  mentioned  acti  an  es- 
timate of  iho  cost  of  llie  construction  of  the  road  between  the  Maa- 
mee  and  Sandusky  rivers,  (a  distance  of  thirty  one  miles,)  was  made, 
which  amounted  as  above,  to  $238,000.  The  work  on  this  portion 
of  the  road  is  nearly  complete,  and  will  be  done  within  th&original 
estimate.  Bight  miles  of  the  worst  portion  of  the  fourteen  miles  of 
the  road  on  the  east  side  of  the  Sandusky  river,  have  been  graded  and 
.drained,  and  did  means  permit,  should  be  covered  with  stone.  No 
estimates  have  been  made  for  continuing  the  McAdamizing  of  this 
road  east  of  the  Sandusky  river,  and  it  is  eubmittedi  whether  at  pre- 
sent, this  work  shall  be  further  prosecuted. 

NATKDNAL  ROAD. 

The  receipts  of  tolls  upon  this  road  have  incr6ased'conslderab1/ 
during  the  year  ending  Nov.  15,  1841,  above'  those  of  the  foroiet 
year,  and  the  repairs  have  been  of  such  a  character,  as  render  its 
condition  much  better  than  it  has  been%for  many  yeisirs  previous. 

Incompliance  with  the  law,  the  number  of.  superintendents  was 
reduced  to  one,  on  the  fifteenth  of  May  latit.  Seve^at  important  im- 
provements have  been  adopted  in  the  system  of  repairs,  and  it  is  sop- 
posed  that  the  condition  of  the  road  will  be  so  much  improved  during 
the  present  year,  as  thereafter  to  justify  a  considerable  reduction  of 
the  tolls. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  debt  reported  as  due  contractors  'n  our 
last  annual  report,  has  been   paid  off  during  the  year,  und  in  future 
It  will  not  be  necessary  toanticijiate  the  revenues  of  ihe  road.

It  is  with  exfVeme  regret,  that  the  Board  are  compelled  to  announce 
to  the  legislature,lhat  in  consequence  of  a  notice  from  the  Board  of 
Food  Commissioners  to  the  efiect,  th«Lt  funds  could  not  be  obtained  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  work«  under  the'  authority  conferred  by  the 
existing  laws,  iu  became  their  duty  to  notify  the  contractors  upon  thor 
Extension  of  the  Miami  and  the*  Hocking  canals,  of- the  fact, and  to 
take  measures  for  arresting  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  conse- 
quences of  this  unpleasant  duty  will  be  severely  felt,  not  only  by  the 
contractors  themselves,  but  by  the  whole  community. 

Tho  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  tho  legislature,  made  it  the 
duty  of  the  Board  so  to  apportion  the  labor  upon  the  line  of  the'sevot 
ral  works,  as  not  to  exceed  the  amount  procured  to  make'  the  pay- 
mentd';  but  this  was  found  impracticable,  as  in  all  cased  the  work  was 
performed  long  before  the  •money  was  procured.  The  Board  can  ex- 
ercise no  control  oyer  the  contractor,  other  than  such  as  is  specified 
in  his  contract,  and  he  Would  scarcely  be  expected  to  diminish  his 
force,  when  it  is  very  much  for  his  interest  to  increase  it.  Upder 
these  circumstances,  all  the  acting eommissioners could  do,  was  toad* 
vise  than  they  should  diminish  the  number  of  laborers  as  much  as 
possible.  It  is  needless  to  slate,  that  this  advice  was  but  slightl/ 
ittended  to. 

On  the  extension  of  the  Miami  canal,  as  is^hown  by  this  repor^  . 
here  has  already  been  expended  a  surh^  nearly  equal  to  $2,000,000. 
There  is  now  due  te  the  contractors,  including  the  money  retained  to 
nsure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  contracts,  about  $300,000|' 
vbich  must  be  paid  promptly  even  if  tho  work  shall  be  discoDtinued. 
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To  complete  the  balance  of  the  line  will  only  re.quire,  at  the  highest 
estimate, $750,000.  If  the  work  be  sufTered  now  to  stop,  the  dam- 
age caused  by  the  decay  of  structures,  the  washing  of  the  banks,  fcc^ 
wiU  increase  this  amount  to  upwards  of  $1,000,000,  whenever  it  shall 
be  again  resumed.  Iti  the  mean  time,  the  contractors  will  yery  satr 
uraly  and  very  justly  consider  themselves  entitled  to  damages  suffi- 
cient to  remunerate  them  for  the  loss  of  tools,  and  putlay  for  boiki- 
ings,  teams,  provisions,  dec,  to  which  may  be  added  all  their  antict- 
pated  profits.  Also,  th^  damages  that  individuals  nmst  necessarilj 
sustain,  through  whose  land  this  canal  passeer,  wh^,  by  the  su^ten- 
sion  of  the  work,  advantages  resulting  from  its  completion  cannot  be 
urged  as  a  set  off  to  their  claims.  These  claims, having,  in  many  in- 
stances, justice  on  their  side,  will  be  urged  with  such  energy  that  the 
legislature  wiH  find  it  difficult,Jf  not  impossible,  to  evade  them.  If, 
to  this,  s|iall  be  added  the  interest  upon  the  money  expended,  it  will 
be  safe  to  say,  that  the  damage  which  will  be  caused  to  the  state  by  a 
suspension  of  only  two  yearns  duration,  will  amount  to  a  sura  suffi- 
cient to  complete  the  whole  work.  .  The  Board  do  not  present  this  as 
an  idle  estimate  intended  to  deceive  or  alarm  \he  legislature;  it  is  the 
result  of  earnest  deliberation  and  honest  isonviction. 
•  The  difficulty  of  procuring  money  by  ordinary  means,  has  become 
so  great,  that  it  is  presumed  that  some  other  mode  will  have  to  be  re- 
sorted to  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  amount  sufficient  for  the 
cbmpletion  of  our  present' works.  If  the  selling  of  state  stocks,  or 
the  making  of  ternporary  loans,  based  upon  anticipttted  sales,  shall  be 
found  impracticable,  some  other  plaii  should  be  adopted.  There  is 
one  among  the  many  that  have  been  suggested,  wbichlin  the  opioioa 
of  the  Board,  is  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  legislature.  The 
lands  granted  by  Congress  to  aid  in  the  construction  of-  the  IV abash 
and  £rie  c^nal,  may  be  put  in  market  at  a  fair  valuation,  and,  it  is 
confidently  believed,  that  if  they  are  properly  .managed,  they  will 
produce  a  sum  sufficient  to  complete  both  those  works.  •  -But  as  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  the  lands  ^ill  sell  sa  rapidly  as  to  enable  the 
Board  to  complete  the  works  within  a  reasonable  time,  it  mrill  be- 
come necessary  to  anticipate  the  sales,  by  an  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  as  it  may  become  necessary^  of  bond^or  scrip,  bearing  interest, 
and  payable  periodically.  These  bonds  may  be  received  in  paymast 
for  the  lands,  and^  as  the  amount  will  be  limited,  it  is  thought  that 
theircredit  will  be  sufficient,  without  making  them  receivable  at  the 
treasury  in  payment  for  other  state  dues. 

The  Board  are  al^o  of  opinion,  that  if^  all  other  means  should  fail, 
that  part  of  ^he  line  Jiot  under  contract  may  be  let^  simply  by  giving 
notice  fhat  the  contractors  will  receive  their  pay  in  ordinary  state 
•bonds  at  par.  It  is  believed  that  the  work  would  be  taken  by  indi- 
viduals upon  fair  terms,  who  w6uld  negotiate  the  bonds  upon  their 
own  kjxount,  arid  thereby  release  the  state  from  i]\e  trouble  and  ez- 
))en8eof  further  negociation,)Bxeept  for  that  part  of  the  work  now 
under  contract. 

These  matters  are  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  legiaia- 
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ture  with  the  greatest  diffidence.  The  members  of  the  Board  are  not 
attached  to  any  particular  plan  of  operations.  They  firmfy  believe, 
however,  that  a  suspension  of  the  works  at  this  time,  would  operate 
most  iftjutiously  to  the  best  interests  of  the  state.  Tliey  would,  how- 
ever, gladly  execute  their  duties  in  any  forni  the  legislature  may 
pointout,  and  they,  therefore,  respeptfully  subjoait  the  whole  matter 
to  the  wisdom  of  your  honorable  body.

^  Resolved^  That  the  Warden  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary  be  in- 
structed tp  furnish,  for  tt^e  information  of  thia  House,  at  as  early 
a  day  as  pj^cticable,  the  answers  to  the  followfng  interrogatories: 

^1^  Upon  what  branches  of  the  mechanic  arts  are  the  con- 
victs now  employed? 

"2d.  What  number  of  convicts  are  employed  upon  each 
branch;  the  amount  of  woilc  turned  off;  and  the  amount  paid 
by  contractors  for  thefar  hire,  per  day,  month,  or  year? 

"3d.  The  date  of  each  contract,  for  labor  of  convicts;  when 
entered  into,  and  when  they  shall  expire;  the  number  of  convicts 
stipulated  to  be  employed  on  each  contract;  if  any  contracts 
have  been  made  without  reference  to  a  given  number,  then,  how 
many  have  been  employed  on  ^uch  contract? 

"4th.  Whether  the  convicts  could  be  profitably  employed  at 
other  labor,  which  Would  not  come  in  competition  with  that  of

It 
will  be  readily  admitted,  that  no  system  of  labor  can  be  adopted 
in  the  prison,  but  what  must  interfere  with  the  labor  of  others,  to 
some  extent.  To  suggest  any  change  to  be  made  in  the  employ- 
ment of  the  convicts  woiild  only  be  transferring  the  cause  of

The  president  and  trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Ohio, 
respeetruUy  report: 

That  the  institution  is  steadily  increasmg  in  usefulness.  It 
will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  fac- 
ulty, that  the  number  of  students  this  session  is  one  hundred  and 
forty  six  (146.)  .  It  is  proper  here  to  state,  that  the  cabinets  re- 
ferred to,  belong  to  the  members  of  the  faculty,  with  the  excep- 
tions as  contained  in  the  report  of  last  year. 

The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  some  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  library,  and  that  the  number  of  volumes  is  now 
1^49. 

On  the  ?4th  inst.,  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  treas- 
urer $1 13,49,  after  paying  all  charges  and  expenses. 

For  the  value  of  the  personal  property  belon^g  to  the  college, 
except  the  few  volumes  added  to  the  library  within  the  last  year, 
raferehce  is  made  to  the  report  of  1 840.

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

By  a  reference  to  the  studies  and  authors  as  arranged  under  the 
respective  departments,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  aim  at  a  thorough 
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classical  and  scientific  education.    We  wish  to  exemplify  the  nmztm, 
that  ^'whatever  is  worth  doing,  is  worth  doing  well;^  and  so  demon- 
strate the  wisdom  of  that  precept,  "never  sacrifice  great  general  prin- 
ciples to  temporary  expedienis.^'    We  cannot  assent  at  all  to  the  sug- 
gestion, that  however  the  learned  professions — Law,PhysiCj  Divinity, 
and  Education,  in  the  Eastern  sections  of  this  great  Western  empire 
— may  require  in  order  to  insure  success,  a  full,  liberal,  and  thorough 
course  of  classical  and  scientific  instruction,*^  yet  these  preparatives 
are  not  equally  necessary  in  the  central  and  western  regions  of  oar 
American  empire.     On  the  contrary,  as  it  is  no  longer  problematical 
over  what  section  of  our  vast  territory  the  star  of  empire  wWi  ascend 
to  her  zenith,  every  consideration  of  prudence  and  of  wisdom  would 
seem  to  dictate,  that  the  foundations  of  social  order  should  there  ^e 
laid  broad  and  deep,  on  the  eternal  principles  of  true  religion  and 
morality,  literature  and  science.     We  are  not  believers  in  the  doc- 
trine, that  religion  and  morality,  literature  and  science,  either  are, 
or  ought  to  be,  a  monopoly.     And  we  are  very  sure  that  the  omission 
or  defect  of  either,  in  the  foundation  of  our  social  fabric,  must  endan- 
ger the  permanency  of  the  structure.     Hence  we  deprecate,  as  fraught 
with  great  evils  to  our  common  countrv,  every  thing  that  tends  to 
promote  the  idea,  that  for  the  West,  a  diminished  standard  of  educa- 
tion will  answer  all  purposes.     Hero,  where  must  rest  that  pyramid 
which  is  destined  to  bear  the  glory  of  the  great  Republic  to  the  roost 
distant  generations  of  men,  should  be  laid  the  nK>st  substantial  founda- 
tion.   Nor  can  we  approve  of  any  schemes.or  plans  whose  view  and 
tendency  is  to  create  a  wettem  literature.    To  us  there  appears  no 
greater  wisdom  or  propriety  in  speaking  of  a  western  literature  than 
there  would  be  in  speaking  of  a  western  morality,  religion  and  sci- 
ence.    On  the  contrary,  it  shall  ever  be  our  aim  to  fix,  in  the  minds 
of  our  pupils,  the  conviction  that  religion,  morality  and  science,  and 
the  general  principles  of  literature,  are  the  common  property  of  all 
mankind. ,  Whilst,  at  the  same  time,  we  are  aware  that  from  the  ne* 
cessities  resulting-  from  the  diversity  of  languages,  habits^  and  cus- 
toms of  nations,  each  must  have,  in  some  respects,  a  literature  of  its 
own.    This  by  no  means  hoWever,  either  implies,  or  justifies,  the 
conception  of  a  sectional  literature  that  is  not  common  to  our  entire 
country.    The  same  blood  which  circulates  through  the  heart  must 
pervade  the  extremities,  if  the  healthful  action  of  the  whole  system 
be  kept  up.    Let  us,  therefore,  aim  at  a  general  uniformity  in  the 
character  of  our  literature  over  the  entire  Union.    And  let  as  see  to 
it  that  our  section  sink  not  below  the  common  level.

On  the  Sabbath  all  the  classes  have  Bible  Recitations,  which  they 
are  required  to  attend.  Original  Essays  and  declamation  are,  from 
time  to  time,  required  of  all  the  Students. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  French,  Spanish,  and  Italian  languages, 
at  the  Students  own  cost. 

STUDENTS. 

It  is  required  of  all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  rnstitution,  thi! 
they  present  written  t<>8timonials  of  good  moral  eharacter;  which  tes- 
timonials shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  President.  For  admission  into 
any  of  the  classes,  the  applicant  shall  stand  an  examinalion  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Faculty;  and  shall  in  no  case  be  admitted  unless  tbey  are 
fully  satisfied  that  he  is  able  to  keep  his  work  before  him.  Again; 
we  would  urge  upon  parents  and  guardians  most  earnestly,  not  to  en- 
courage their  sons  and  wards  to  enter  higher  in  the  cUfeses  than  their 
substantial  attainments  will  justify.  Codld  the  number  of  those  who 
become  discouraged  and  abandon  their  regular  course  of  studies,  be 
defined,  and  also  the  number  who  are  led  to  this  course  by  the  orif^i- 
nal  error  of  entering  too  far  forward,  this  latter  class,  we  feel  fully 
persuaded,  would  nearly  equal  the  former.  A  young  man  enters,  at 
a  stage  in  the  course  of  studies,  in  advance  of  his  real  atiamments. 
By  necessity  he  is,  therefore,  compelled  to  make  extraordinary  exer- 
tions even  from  the  beginning.  He  braces  himself  up  for  a  time  to 
these  extra  efibrts;  but  with  his  most  persevering  exertions,  he  finds 
himself  unable  to  make  any  advances  upon  his  class,  or  which  is  more 
frequently  realized,  he  is  mortified  with  the  conviction  that  he  is  rela* 
tively  losing  ground.  He  is  speedily  shut  up  to  the  dire  nece^|6tj  of 
abandoning  the  pursuit  altogether,  dropping  into  the  class  next  be- 
liind  him,  or  occupying  a  degraded  standing  in  his  class;  eithet  of 
which  alternative  is  sufficient  lo  break  the  spirit  of  a  youth  of  ordina- 
ry firmness  of  character.    And  thus,  annually,  many  young  men  of 
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Doble  promise,  who,  but  for  this  unhappy  mistake,  would  have  run 
the  entire  college  course  with  hopor  to  themselves,  their  parents,  and 
the  Institution,  and  have  secured  to  themselves  extensive  usefulness  in 
professional  life,  are  driven  away  with  a  spirit  chafed  and  disappoint- 
ed, and  never  overcome  the  injuries  of  this  first  mistake. 

For  ourselves,  we  are  determiotd  to  adhere  rigidly  to  the  laws  pre<4 
scribing  the  course  of  studies,  and  thus  save  ourselves  from  the  guilt 
of  literary  assassination. 

UNNECESSARY  EXPENDITURE. 

By  our  advertisement  on  the  back  of  title  page,  parents  and  guar- 
dians will  be  enabled  to  form  a  pretty  accurate  estimate  of  necessary 
cost,  beyond  which  the  expenditure  of  money  is  not  only  unnecessary 
but  injurious.  It  is  not  possible  for  a  young  man  to  squander  away 
large  amounts  of  money,  and,  at  the  «ame  time,  to  acquire  large 
amounts  of  information  and  mental  discipline,  and  to  secure  his  own 
iporal  character.  Beyond  simple  necessities,  the  profiling  of  a  stu- 
dent is  inversely,  as  the  money  lavished  upon  him.  If  parents  will 
be  guilty  of  this  indiscretion,  the  Faculty  cannot  be  responsible  for 
the  attainments  of  their  sons  or  their  moral  standing.

ship the  President  and  each  member  of  the  Faculty  are  willing  to  ex- 
ercise, in  all  cases  where  no  acquaintance  or  friend  of  the  student  is 
resident  in  Oxford.  We  are  persuaded  that  such  an  arrangement  will, 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  savQ  thousands  of  money,  and  hundreds 
of  valuable  youQg  men. 

RELIGIOUS   INSTRUCTION, 
Am  extract  from  the  Statutes  of  tJk  University ^  passed  September y  1824. 

1st.  There  shall  be  prayers  every  morning  and  evening  by  the 
President,  or  his  substitute,  at  such  hours  a«  the  faculty  may  appoint 

2d,  All  the  students  shall  be  required  to  attend  divine  service  twice 
every  Sabbath,  in  the  chapel,  or  such  other  places  as  their  parents  or 
guardians  may  direct. 

3d.  The  f> acuity  may  appoint  such  other  religious  exercises  that 
shall  not  interfere  with  the  regular  studies.

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RULES 

RESPECTING  THE  ADMISSION   OF  FUPILBL 


L  Pupils  are  admitted  into  the  Asylum  for  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  the  session,  of  ten  months,  payable  auarteriy,  in  advance. 
This  sum  co\rers  all  expense,  except  for  clotninff,  traveling  to  and 
ft'om  Columbus;  and,  in  case  of  sickness,  the jmysician's  bilL 

II.  The  annual  session  commences  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
and  ends  on  the  first  day  of  August.  Pupils  are  admitted  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  in  ex- 
traordmary  6ases.  This  rule  ou^t  to  be  carefully  observed,  and 
those  who  delay,  may  be  altogether  excluded,  even  if  they  bsjt 
been  previously  in  the  Asylum. 

III.  The  vacation  lasts  from  the  first  of  August  to  the  first    ^ 
of  October.    Payment  must  be  made  at  the  rate  of  $1  50  per 
week,  for  those  pupils  who  are  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Asylum 
during  the  vacation. 

IV.  Application  for  admission  ncHiy  be  made  to  the  Rev. 
James  Hoge,  Columbus,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  w  to  Mr.  H. 
N.  Hubbell,  Principal  of  the  Asylum;  and  every  applicatioii 
should  be  accompanied  by  testimonials  from  the  Associate  Judges 
of  the  proper  county,  or  other  responsible  persons,  respectk^ 
the  suitableness  of  the  applicant  to  be  received  and  educated* 
agreeably  to  the  design  of  the  L^slatore. 

y.     All  applicants  must,  in  order  to  be  admitted,  be  free  from 
immoralities  of  conduct,  and  from  contagious  and  oflfensiTe  di»-    | 
eases. 

VL    It  is  expected  that  all  pupils  shall  come  at  the  very  be-  ^ 
ginninc  of  the  term,  and  continue  until  its  close,  and  that  they  i 
all,  and  especially  the  State  pupils,  shall  remain  in  the  Institutioii 
during  the  entire  course  of  study — five  years — unless  provider 
tially  prevented. 

Yll.  It  is  recommended  that  pupils  shoold  be  sent  at  the  age 
of  ten*  or  twelve  years,  and  that,  previously,  they  ahooU  be 
taught  to  v^ite,  and  to  know  their  own  name,  and  the  names  ^ 
their  parents,  and  brothers,  and  sisters,  and  place  of  residence. 

VIlI.  The  clothes  of  the  pupils  which  require  washing,  Aodi 
be  marked  with  the  full  name  of  the  owner. 
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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  (he  State  of  Ohio: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  re- 
spectfully present  their  annual  report. 

As  this  institution  has  been  in  operation  about  fourteen  years, 
it  is  to  be  supposed  that  it  has  nearly  reached  maturity,  both  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  except  the  natural  annual  increase,  and 
mode  of  instruction  and  management.  We  have  not,  therefore, 
to  report  any  material  changes,  during  the  year  which  has  just 
closed.  ,  Indeed,  the  history  of  one  year  is,  substantially,  the 
history  of  several.  And,  through  the  kindness  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence, we  have  the  satisfaction  of  recording  the  enjoyment  of 
life,  and  health  by  all  in  connexion  with  the  Institution,  and  the 
continued  prosperity  of  all  its  interests. 

The  teachers  are  the  same,  in  ilumber,  as  last  year,  and  the 
same  persons,  with  the  exception  of  two.  One  assistant  left  the 
Institution  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  had  mad^ 
an  engagement;  and  another,  because  his  further  services  were 
not  needed.  Two  other  persons,  occupying  their  places,  who 
have  in  view  a  permanent  connexion  with  the  Asylum,  perhaps 
for  life,  and  they  give  promise  of  success  and  usefulness. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  present,  in  the  Asylum,  is  seventy  sev- 
en; of  these,  sixty  are  supported  by  the  state  bounty,  as  indigent 
pupils,  being  the  full  number  allowed  by  law;  and  seventeen  are 
sustained  by  their  friends;  a  greater  number  than  in  any  prece- 
ding year. 

In  the  arrangement  of  the  business  of  the  Institution,  the  Prin- 
cipal is  the  superintendent,  and  steward,  also^  and  is  responsible, 
both  for  the  thorough  instruction,  and  the  comfortable  accommo- 
dation of  all  the  pupils.  As  principal  teacher,  he  receives  a 
moderate  salary;  and,  as  steward,  he  furnishes  board  and  lodg- 
ing at  a  fixed  price,  by'  contract,  per  week,  to  every  pupil;  and 
this  has  somewhat  varied,  according  to  the  price  of  provisions, 
&c;  and  has  always  been  kept  as  low  as  the  Board,  in  tlie  ex- 
ercise of  their  best  judgment,  believed  to  be  a  reasonable  comr 
pensation.  In  this  contract  (it  ought  to  be  stated)  it  is  stipulated 
that  he  shall  furnish  bedding,  fuel,  light  &c.,  at  his  own  expense; 
the  institution  is  at  no  charges  on  this  account. 
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It  has  been  under  consideration  at  different  times,  whether  it 
would  not  be  better  to  make  a  change  in  this  arrangeiQent,  and 
employ  a  steward  on  some  suitable  terms.  That  there  might  be 
some  advantages  thus  gained,  is  admitted;  but  also  disadvanta- 
ges would  be  incident  to  the  change,  particularly  an  increased 
expense,  perhaps  equal  to  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and 
this,  the  present  funds  of  the  institution  would  not  allow.  And 
it  probably  would  be  found  highly  inconvenient  to  have  another 
family  m  the  same  building,  without  making  a  considerable  en- 
largement; and,  besides,  some  difficulty  might  be  found  in  har- 
monizing the  two  departments. 

During  the  last  year,  it  has  been  found  practicable  to  place 
the  shoemaker's  shop  under  fovorable  management,  so  that 
about  fifteen  boys  are  now  learning  that  trade.  This  has  been 
done  at  no  expense  to  the  asylum,  except  a  small  sum  advanced 
for  the  purchase  of  tools,  materials,  &;c.,  at  the  beginning.  The 
mechanic  receives  the  labor  of  the  pupils,  as  his  compensation. 
Other  kinds  of  business  have  not  yet  proved  successful,  and  at- 
tempts to  establish  these,  which  were  made,  were  necessarily 
abandoned.  The  first  opportunity  of  enlarging  these  operft- 
tions  in  an  advantageous  manner,  that  may  offer,  will  be  imme- 
diately embraced.  This  is  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  plan 
which  has  been  adopted  for  the  preparation  of  the  deaf  nnutes, 
for  future  life.  Few  mechanics  appear  to  be  willing  to  furnish 
stock,  and  receive  the  avails  of  labor,  as  their  reward  for  time 
and  expense;  and  if  the  institution  should  purchase  stock,  and 
hire  the  mechanics,  the  loss,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  sales, 
must  be  very  considerable.  One  consideration,  however,  di- 
minishes the  importance  of  a  failure  to  carry  out  the  mechanical 
instruction  as  is  desired;  the  greater  part  of  the  pupils  are  not  too 
iar  advanced  in  life,  to  learn  a  trade,  after  leaving  the  asylum. 

The  business  of  instruction  has  been  performed  as  faithfully, 
and  successfully,  as  at  any  former  period.  And  it  is  believed 
that  the  pupils  have  been,  generally,  diligent  and  attentive  to 
instruction  imparted,  and  orderly  in  their  conduct.  They  have 
made  commendable  progress;  perhaps,  no  similar  institution  in 
our  country  excels  this  in  respect  of  the  substantial  advanta- 
ges of  education,  intellectual  and  moral.  And  it  may  well  be 
expected  that  hundreds,  nnd,  ultimately,  thousands,  of  this  class 
of  youth  will  rejoice,  through  life,  for  the  blessing  of  that  educa* 
tion  of  which  they  must  have  been  entirely  deprived  but  for 
the  ample  provision  made  by  the  state  for  their  welfare.  For 
further  and  more  particular  information,  reference  is  made  to 
the  report  of  the  Principal  to  tho  board,  with  the  accompanying 
documents,  herewith  submitted. 
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The  report  of  the  treasui*er,  accompanymg  this,  shows  the 
manner  m  which  the  pecuniary  afiairs  of  the  Institution  have 
been  conducted*  It  will  thus  bo  seen  that  the  amount  received,

In  our  last  report  the  propriety  of  erecting  some  additional 
building  was  suggested;  and,  as  no  provision  was  made  for  this 
purpose,  by  the  General  Assembly,  at  that  session,  the  Board 
deem  it  their  duty,  respectfully  and  earnestly,  to  recommend  this 
subject,  at  the  present  time.  Every  portion  of  the  buildings  is 
now  fully  occupied;  and,  with  the  present  number  of  inmates, 
inconvenietice  will  be  felt,  seriously,  during  the  summer.  It  is 
thought  that,  with  the  expenditure  of  six  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  ample  accommodation  can  be  provided  for  any  number  of 
pupils  that  may  be  expected  for  a  number  of  years,  and,  for  a 
steward,  if  it  snail  be  tnought  best  to  make  such  an  arrangement. 
We  most  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  building  might  be  erected 
by  the  Warden  of  the  State  Prison,  during  the  ensuing  season, 
at,  comparatively,  small  expense  to  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
beyond  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  the  materials  now  on  hand, 
in  connexion  with  the  prison,  if  he  shall  be  authorized  by  law  to 
Ehake  such  contract,  for  this  purpose,  with  the  board,  as  may  be 
reaspnable*  Other  materials,  and  work,  can  be  obtained  at  a 
very  low  rate.  Probably  no  future  time  will  be  more  favorable 
to  the  accomplishment  of  this  work. 

'  The  term  of  service  of  the  following  persons,  as  Trustees,  will 
expire  on  the  18th  of  March  next,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to 
appoint  four  persons,  as  Trustees,  for  the  succeeding  three  years:

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REPORT    OF    PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  Trustees  of  ike  Ohw  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum: 

Gentlshen: — With  j^easore  I  present  you  with  the  fifteenth 
annual  report  of  the  Ohio  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum. 

To  give  an  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  Asylum,  woM 
be  but  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  said,  from  year  to  year,  ia 
our  annual  reports.  The  usud  good  health,  for  which  the  insti- 
tution has  been  always  remarkable,  has,  through  the  divine  good- 
ness, been  continued  to  the  pupils  the  last  year;  and  the  usual 
degree  of  success  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  teachers,  ia 
their  several  classes.  No  untoward  event  has  happened  to  the 
asylum,  during  the  past  year;  but  general  prospenty,  in  all  its 
mterests,  seems  to  attend  it. 

I  had  hoped  to  have  received  the  returns  of  the  general  oGt 
•us,  of  the  year  1840.  Those  returns,  though  ordered  to  be 
printed,  by  Congress,  have  not  yet  been  given  to  the  poUic 
They  will  prove  an  interesting  item  for  the  next  annual  repmt. 

Appended  to  this  report,  will  be  found  the  census  returns  of 
Ohio — the  number  in  each  county,  within  certain  aces,  end  the 
aggregate  number  of  all  ages,  and  the  number  of  ^ose  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  under  twenty  five  years,  and  over  four- 
teen, and  the  number  of  those  who  are  upwards  of  twenty  fire 
years  of  age. 

This  document  was  procured  at  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court.  The  whole  number  of  mutes  in  Ohio,  accoiding 
to  this  paper,  is  five  hundred  and  eighty  five,  including  nineteen 
blacks.  This  number  exceeds  that  of  the  published  statement  'm 
the  newspapers,  by  sixty  four.  The  errors  originated  in  not 
bringing  the  whole  numl!er,  from  the  diflerent  counties,  forward. 
This  whole  number,  as  now  published,  doubtless  falls  very  con- 
siderably short  of  the  real  number,  unless  some  causes,  not  now 
known  to  exist,  have  happily  diminished  the  proportion,  and, 
consequently,  the  whole  number,  during  the  last  ten  years. 

In  one  of  the  appended  documents  will  be  found  one  relative 
to  two  of  the  American  deaf  and  dumb,  who  were  the  first,  so 
far  as  known,  who  were  ever  educated;  and  are  gratifying  and 
hiteresting  examples  of  the  success  which  attended  the  first  at- 
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tempts  of  this  nature^  at  that  early  day,  and  of  the  first  attempts 
that  were  made,  in  the  United  States,  for  the  establishment  ot  a 
school  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb.  Having  authen- 
tic information  on  this  subject,  in  my  possession,  I  cannot  with- 
hold from  the  puMic,  as  the  subject  has  heretofore  been  envel- 
oped in  much  obscurity,  and,  as  all  matters  relative  to  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  mode  of  instruction,  and  history  of  the  art  of  teach- 
ii^,  are  subjects  of  interest  to  the  instructors  in  the  several 
institutions,  to  the  deaf  and  dumb  themselves,  and  their  relatives, 
respectively. 

On  the  subject  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  generally,  modes  of  in- 
struction, and  other  subjects  of  interest,  I  beg  le^ve  to  refer  you 
to  the  Appendix,  a  Lecture,  recently  delivered  in  the  hall  of  the 
House  01  Kepresentatives,  at  Columbus,  as  embracing,  essential- 
ly, all  that  I  could  have  said,  had  it  been  prepared  specifically  for 
this  report. 

Instructing  the  deaf  and  dumb  to  speak,  or  articulation,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  much  mterest,  and  is  often  a  subject  of  conversation,  as  to 
its  practicability  and  expediency.  The  appended  documents 
will  show  how  the  success  that  attends  the  effort  in  Europe, 
where  this  plan  is  almost  universally  adopted,  and  strenuously 
advocated,  is  regarded  by  intelligent  American  tourists;  leav- 
ing little  occasion  for  regret  that  that  does  not  constitute  a  fea- 
ture in  our  plan. 

The  instructors  of  the  Asylum  remain  the  same  as  last  year, 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  William  Willard,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Mclntire,  whose  connexion  with  the  institution  ceased  at  the 
close  of  the  last  term.  Their  places  have  been  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  Horace  S.  Gillet,  and  Mr.  James  S.  Brown. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  editors 
kad  proprietors  of  the  Cleveland  Herald,  Stark  County  Demo* 
crat,  Mt.  Vernon  Democratic  Banner,  and  Ladies'  Repository, 
who  have  gratuitously  sent  their  several  publications  to  the  Asy- 
lum, during  the  last  year. 

As  the  loss  of  hearing,  and,  consequently,  dumbness,  is  to  be 
traced  to  the  ear,  I  have,  in  the  proper  place,  inserted  a  plate  of 
that  organ,  taken  from  Dunglison's  Human  Physiology,  as  it  may 
be  interesting  to  many. 

On  the  subject  of  the  restoration  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  to 
hearing  and  speech,  I  am  indebted  much  to  an  article  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Science  and  Arts,  for  July,  1836,  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  George  E.  Day.

Extracts  from  the  tour  ofHeman  Humphrey^  D.  D.j  when  speak' 
ing  of  Asylum  for  Deaf  and  Dumb^  Kent  Boad^  Surrey^  -Biig^ 
land^  remarks: 

"In  regard  to  the  expediency  of  teaching  articulation  to  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  I  do  not  feel  competent  to  decide.  Certainly* 
the  opinion  of  those  who  have  tried  the  system,  for  a  series  of 
years,  is  entitled  to  great  consideration;  and,  it  must  be  highly 
desirable,  literally,  to  teach  the  dumb  to  speak,  if  it  can  be  suc- 
cessfully accomplished,  and  without  too  great  a  sacrifice  of  time^ 
and  of  other  more  essential  branches  of  their  education.  That 
there  are  many  who  never  can  be  taught  to  read  and  speak,  is 
admitted  by  the  most  sanguine  advocates  of  the  systeqn,  and  I  sus- 
pect this  class  is  so  numerous  as  to  constitute  the  general  rule, 
and  not  the  exceptions.  Perhaps,  with  great  pa  ins- taking,  a 
majority  might  be  taught^methmg  like  articulation.  But  I  am 
sure  that  if  1  had  a  cmild,  or  a  friend,  deaf  and  dumb,  I  should 
much  rather  he  would  confine  himself  to  signs  and  to  writing,  in 
social  intercourse  with  him,  than  to  have  my  car  pamed  with 
those  uncouth  and  imperfect  sounds,  to  which  it  would  always 
be  exposed  by  his  attempts  at  audible  communication.'^

Esxtracts  of  the  report  of  Revm  James  Mtlnor^  D.  J9.,  made  to  the 
directors  of  the  New  York  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution^  datedj 

New  York,  November  8,  1830. 

Speaking  of  Liverpool,  Enj^and,  remarks: 

**being  very  solicitous  to  obtain  information,  as  to  the  prevail- 
ing sentiment  abroad,  on  the  subject  of  articulation,  I  asked  his 
opinion  as  to  the  practicability  and  advantage  of  teaching  the 
dumb  to  speak.  I  found  he  was  a  decided  advocate  of  the  plan; 
32— PUB*  ©00. 
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considered  it  altogether  feasible,  and  supposed  its  accom}Ji^ 
ment  to  be  an  object  of  great  importance*  I  stated,  as  objec- 
tions, the  labor  and  difficulty  attending  it,  the  limited  extent  to 
which  it  can  be  carried,  and  the  impenect,  disagreeble,  guttural, 
•nunciation,  apparently  ppinful,  both  to  the  sp^er  and  bearer, 
which  I  observed,  in  our  country,  in  all  with  whom  the  exper- 
iments had  been  tried;  for  which  reason,  I  presumed  it  had  not 
formed  a. part  of  the  system  of  the  Abbes  De  L'Epee  and  Sicard. 
To  convince  me  Aat  our  failure  must  have  been  for  want  of  pro- 
per instruction,  he  proposed  that  I  should  visit  with  him  a  family 
of  his  acquaintance,  in  which  there  were  a  youn^  gentleman  and 
his  sister,  deaf  mutes,  tin  £»tner  of  whom,  had  learned  to  speak 
in  a  manner  free  from  the  objections  which  1  had  urged.  We 
found  them  at  home,  and  had  an  interview  of  some  length  with 
them.  I  was  much  gratified  with  the  talent  exhibited  by  both, 
and  theu:  great  advancement  in  various  brandies  of  education*. 
We  were  shown  a  number  of  drawings  and  paintings  copied  by 
them,  and  beautiful  specimens  of  ornamented  writmg,  to  which 
the  young  lady  added  some  ingenious  work  in  worsted,  which 
she  had  just  completed.  The  latter  had  made  very  little  profi- 
ciency in  speaking,  and  the  young  gentleman's  attempt,  instead 
of  removing  my  difficulties,  was  calculated  to  increase  them. 
His  voice  was  so  weak,  and  his  articulation  so  indistinct,  that, 
when  he  addressed  himself  to  the  members  of  his  family  presenU 
I  could  distinguish  scarcely  a  single  word,  and  when  he  spoke, 
immediately  to  me,  it  wa»  but  little  better.  He  repeated  the 
Lord's  prayer,  in  a  tone,  by  no  means  pleasant,  and  with  an  artic- 
ulation Ua  from  distinct."  •

•BoLUNo  Hall,  Va.,  Mardi,  1841.         ] 

^'That  portion  of  the  'Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Tms- 
tees  of  the  Ohio  Asylum  for  the  education  of  thaDefif  and  Dumb,' 
on  page  11,  to  which  you  call  myTparticular  attention,  is  errone- 
ous in  several  respects,  as  well  as  your  own  recollection  of  the 
date  of  the  return  of  my  brothers  and  sister  from  Scotland.  The 
first  I  shall  notice  is,  our  family  name,  which  n)a^  be  admitted 
trivial,  but  as  the  hjmjly  of  Boiling,  (n^t  Bowling)  is  directly  de- 
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cended  from  Pocahontas,  and,  we  are  somewhat  tenacious  of 
ur  ancestry,  should  any  public  notice  be  taken  of  my  present 
ommunication,  it  would  be  gratifying  to  the  family,  which  if 
lOTV  very  numerous,  that  it  should  be  corrected. 

*'My  elder  brother,  John,  (whom  you  never  saw)  went  to  Ed- 
nburgh,  in  the  year  1771,  and  was  placed  under  the  care  and 
uition   of  John  Braidwood,  tlie  elder;  my  brother  Thomas, 
whom  you  knew  well,)  and  sister  Mary,  followed  him  in  1775; 
they  all  remained  at  Mr.  Braidwood's  school,  during  the  whole 
3ftne  revolutionary  war,  indeed,  were  detained  two  years,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  war,  and  all  returned  to  Gobbs,  in  Chesterfield 
county,  the  then  residence  of  my  fisrther,  in  the  month  of  July, 
1783.     John,  whose  acquirements  were  eaual  to  those  of  Thomas, 
was  attacked  with  billions  fever,  soon  after  his  return,  and  died 
in  the  month  of  October,  following.     My  brother  Thomas' ac- 
quiremeets  were  most  extraordinary,  as  you  can  testify;  he  was 
a  ready  and  correct  pensman,  of  nice  discriminating  judgment^ 
with  the  manners  of  the  most  poKshed  gentleman.    His  intelli- 
gence and  tact,  in  communication,  was  such  as  to  attract  the 
attention,  entertain  and  amuse  every  company,  wherever  he 
went;  his  articulation  was  so  perfect,  that  when  reading  a  news* 
paper  or  book,  in  an  adjoining  room,  loud  enough  to  be  heard,  I 
could  understand  every  word,  with  as  much  precision,  as  1 
should  any  other  person,  similarly  situated;  and,  he  possessed  the 
faculty  01  modulalmc  his  voice  from  a  low  whisper  to  a  loud 
call  to  a  person  at  a  distance.    No  JJerson',  on  his  first  introduc- 
tion, would  understand  one  word,  he  uttered,  yet,  every  one 
would  understand  him«  more  or  less,  perfectly,  in  proportion  to 
the  time  they  were  togetlier,  and  felt  a  desire  to  do  so.     My  sis- 
ter's acquirements  were  nearly;  or  quite  equal  to  those  of  my 
brother;  her  voice  was  not  so  pleasant,  and  it  took  a  stranger 
longer  to  understand  her  in  conversation.    She  wrote  a  good 
haml— a  good  letter;  was  very  ingenious  with  her  needle,  &c., 
and  very  industrious.    My  ^brother  resided  with  me  for  many 
years  preceding  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  1 1th  January, 
1836,  at  Port  Royal,  where  he  was  on  a  visit  to  his  niece.  Mrs. 
Bernard.    My  sister  died  in  April,  1826,  at  Mrs.  Murray's,  her 
sister,  with  whom  she  resided. 

*^oon  after  the  return  of  my  brothers  and  sister  from  Edin- 
burgh, Mr.  Braidwood  moved  his  school  to  London,  where  it 
has  been  continued  since  his  death  by  his  family. 

^In  the  spring  of  181^,  John  Braidwood,  grandson  of  the  elder 
J.  B.,  who  taught  my  brothers  and  sister,  arrived,  unexpectedly 
to  me,  in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  late  Gov.  Pleasants,  then 
K  the  representative  of  this  district  in  congress,  knowing  the  situa- 
tion ofn^  family,  immediately  apprised  me  of  the  fact.   By  my 
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invitation,  he  yisited  me  in  May  of  that  year.  I  found  his  views 
were  to  commence  operations  upon  a  **great  scale,-"  although 
destitute  of  funds*  His  plan  being  to  rent  a  large  house  in  Bal- 
timore, hire  servants,  and  purchase  every  thing  necessary  to 
board  all  his  scholars,  saying,  that  several  were  already  engaged, 
whose  friends  were  to  make  advances  of  money  to  enable  hia 
to  carry  out  his  views;  in  all  this,  he  deceived  me,  yet  I,  anxious 
to  procure  the  education  of  my  son,  advanced  him  a  consid- 
eraole  sum  of  money,  expecting  him  to  open  his  institution  on 
the  1st  Julv,  following.  I  heard  nothing  farther  from  him  til 
October,  when  he  wrote  to  me  from  the  jail  in  New  York, 
where  he  was  confined  for  debt,  after  having  squandered,  in  dissi> 
pation,  the  $000  I  had  advanced  him;  i  paid  the  debt  for 
which  he  whs  confined,  together  with  his  expenses  here,  whick 
amounted  to  more  than  a  like  sum;  and,  thus  it  happened,  thit 
he  had  no  resort,  but  to  come  as  private  tutor  in  my  family*  For 
some  time  he  was  diligent,  faithful,  and  successful,  so  far  as  to 
demonstrate  his  competency,  and  my  son^s  capacity.  Being  caB- 
ed  off,  the  next  year,  into  military  service  for  six  months,  and 
three  months  more  on  the  general  assembly,  I  found,  to  my  great 
mortification,  on  getting  home,  that  he  had  shamefully  neglected 
his  duties,  and  that  little  or  no  progress  had  been  made  during 
my  absence.  My  mother  died  during  this  time,  and  I  thea 
established  him  at  Cobbs,  in  Chesterfield,  which  had  become  my 
property;  giving  him  that  large  establishment,  furnished  with 
servants,  stock,  furniture,  and  plantation  utensils,  nearly  as  she 
left  it.  Here  he  got  four  or  five  scholars  besides  my  son;  began, 
as  he  did  with  me,  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and  ended  as  be 
had  dona»  by  neglecting  his  duties,  and  becoming  so  largely  in 
debt,  in  Petersburg,  as  to  be  obliged  suddenly  to  abandon  hit 
school  and  fly  to  the  north. 

^Some  time  after  this,  he  returned  to  Richmond,  friendless  and 
pennyless,  and  sent  for  me;  1  again  went  to  his  rescue,  formed  a 
connexion  between  him  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rishpatrick,  of  Man- 
chestei',  which  commenced  and  ended,  as  had  all  bis  prerio« 
efforts.  After  this,  he  became  bar-keeper  in  a  tavern  m  BfaA- 
Chester,  where  he  in  a  few  moaths  died  a  victim  to  the  botde.^

A  LECTURE, 

Ddivered  in  t/te  hall  of  the  Hortse  of  Rqpreseniaiives^  at  Colum- 
bus^ on  the  evening  of  December  24,  lQ4lj  by  H.  N.  Hubb£ll. 

No  apology,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  necessary,  for  rising  to  ad- 
dress An  audience  at  this  time,  on  the  subject  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb;  so  widely  prevalent,  and  so  deep  is  the  current  of  sym- 
pathy for  this  unfortunate  class  in  all  civilized  lands,  that  an  apot 
oey  for  introducing  the  subject  on  this  occasion  would  be  out  of 
place. 

It  is  niy  purpose  and  earnest  wish,  not  to  weary  the  patience 
of  this  audience,  but,  in  as  condensed  a  manner  as  possible,  glance 
at  a  few  topics  of  interest  connected  with  this  subject,  which, 
from  my  post  of  observation,  have  presented  themselves  to  my 
mind  during  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  years. 

It  will  be  my  purpose  to  ^eak  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  as  they 
are  by  nature,  physically,  mentally,  and  morally;  mode  of  edo 
cation,  and  results;  to  view  them  as  they  are,  uncultivated  and 
unenlightened,  and  notice  the  means  employed  in  effecting  the 
transformation  which  is  accomplished  by  education. 

Misconception  and  prror  are  sometimes  superinduced  by  the 
use  of  a  term.  The  word  **  dumb,"  when  applied  to  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  has  led  many  persons  to  associate  the  idea  of  them 
with  brutes.  But,  like  other  human  beings,  the  mute  has  noth- 
ing in  common  with  them,  but  his  animal  nature.  He  is  by  na« 
ture,  a  moral  and  intelligent  being,  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
term,  equal  to  his  more  fortunate  fellow  man;  but  there  is  a  veil 
thrown  over  his  intellectual  nature,  and  thick  darkness  rests  on 
his  soul,  in  all  its  faculties,  from  the  fact  of  his  being  deaf,  which 
only  can  be  dissipated  by  the  lights  of  knowledge  conveyed  by 
this  mysterious  method  of  instruction. 

In  his  external  form  and  features,  the  mute  appears  like  his 
fellow  man.  To  all  visible  appearances,  at  least  at  first  view, 
nature,  or  the  God  of  nature,  has  been  as  liberal  to  him,  in 
all  respects,  as  to  others.  To  him  the  beauties  or  sublimities 
of  nature  are  spread  out  as  to  others.  The  opening  landscape^ 
the  lofty  mountain,  the  thundering  cataract,  the  storm,  the 
whirlwind,  or  earthquake,  attract  his  attention.  With  others,  he 
is  delighted  with  the  balmy  breezes  of  spring,  and  grateful  to  him 
18  the  fragrance  of  its  flowers.  He  is  delighted  with  the  pli>- 
mage  of  the  birds  as  they  flit  among  the  forest  trees,  and  with 
all  the  endless  variety  ot  the  animal  kingdom,  and  knows  not 
diat  he  diflers  from  the  bird  or  the  beast,  except  in  size  and  form^

or  that  he  has  a  different  destiny.  The  world  is  to  him  a  blank, 
his  pleasures  are  mere  animal  pleasures,  nor  does  hope,  as  it  docs 
for  others,  scatter  flowers  in  his  pathway,  or  gild  his  future.  He 
casts  his  eye  to  the  firmament,  but  his  is  as  the  stupid  and  va- 
cant glare  of  the  idiot.  He  looks  at  the  stars,  as  mere  openings 
in  the  azure  canopy  of  night,  or  as  a  few  moons  broken  up  and 
scattered  hi  disorder  on  its  surface.  The  wonderful  mechanism 
of  the  heavenly  bodies,  on  then*  axes,  and  in  their  orbits,  their 
nature,  magnitudes,  their  amazing  distances  from  him.  or  from 
each  other,  lie  far  beyond  the  ken  of  his  natural  and  menial  vis- 
ion. Ue  supposes  the  sun  a  small  ball  of  fire  at  a  little  distance 
from  the  earth,  and  a  new  one  formed  for  daily  use;  or  the  old 
one,  by  stealth,  finds  his  way  to  the  east,  when  people  are  asleep, 
ready  on  each  successive  morning  to  commence  anew  bis  daily 
course. 

The  lightning's  flash  is  to  him  the  sparks  firotn  the  anvil  of 
some  tall  Vulcan  in  the  sky.  These,  and  similar  ideas  of  an  un- 
educated mute,  are  the  struggling  efforts  of  an  imprisoned  mind, 
cut  oflf  from  intercourse  with  his*  fellow  mind,  unaided  and 
thrown  back  on  his  own  native  resources,  attempting  to  account 
for  some  of  the  usual  phenomena  of  nature. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  books  of  the  kind  that  coold  be 
given  to  the  world,  would  be  a  history  of  an  uneducated  mute, 
recording  his  views  and  reflections  on  various  matters  that  at- 
tract his  attention;  b»t  that  book  is  unwritten.  The  mute  finds 
himself  a  foreigner,  at  home,  a  stranger,  at  -his  father's  fire«de. 
Though  in  the  midst  of  society,  isolated  by  some  frowning  des- 
tiny, doomed,  by  an  unmitigated  sentence,  to  be  forever  the  mere 
spectators  of  other's  joys  and  happiness,  and  be  separated  from 
them  by  an  unapproachable  distance.  The  past  history  of  the 
world  is,  to  him,  a  sealed  book.  He  knows  nothing  of  the  rise 
and  fall  of  nations,  of  the  wars  which  have  deluged  the  earth  in 
blood,  or,  of  the  world's  sreat  ones,  who  have  enjoyed  their 
ephemeral  celebrity,  and  have  passed  away  like  the  noorning 
cloud. 

The  present  division  of  the  earth  into  nations,  by  artific»l 
metes  and  bounds,  or,  to  us,  the  more  natural  division  by  langua- 
ges, is  to  him  unknown.  The  extent  and  population  of  the  earth, 
or  the  extent,  population,  and  political  divisions  of  our  own 
country  even,  and  the  mechanism  of  human  society;  the- exiSf 
tence  of  laws,  and  their  administration  by  courts  and  juries,  are 
to  him  unknown  and  unthought  of.  He  sees  the  prison  and  its 
inmates  lookbff  through  its  grated  windows,  and  can  be  made  to 
understand  why  they  were  confined  there;  but  why  the  acts 
which  lead  to  their  imprisonment  were  crimes,  and  of  such  a  na- 
ture as  should  r^ndeir  their  incalrceration  just  and  necessary,  and 
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the  various  grades  of  cnooeS)  as  they  are  dtstuq^uisbed  in  our  stat- 
ute books,  the  various  steps,  forms,  and  processes  necessary*  to 
establish  the  guilt  of  a  prisoner,  are  to  him  mystery  and  dark** 
ness. 

As  a  social  and  intellectual  being,  he  is  not  aware  of  the  place 
^vhich  his  race  occupies  in  the  creation.     He  looks  upon  him- 
self and  others  as  mere  animals,  and  knows  not,  and  dreams  not, 
of  his  better  part,  the  soul,  that  deathless  spirit  within  him.    He 
is  \inconscious  of  his  own  mental  exercises.    Yet,  in  his  nature, 
he  is  kindly.    Treat  him  so,  and  he  is  lamb-like.    Soiiles  have 
attractions  for  him.    They  find  a  response  in  his  bosom,  and  are 
sunbeams  to  his  desolate  soul,  and  throw  into  its^das-k  recesses 
joy  and  gladness,  and  chase  away  melancholy  from  his  heart 
and  his  brow.    He  can  be  led  by  a  gentle  hand,  and  is  easily  won 
by  friendship  and  affection;  yet  he  is  a  being  of  impulse,  and  it 
is  as  easy  to  rouse  within  him  a  hurricane  of  passion.     He  is, 
particularh', an  imitative  bemg,  affected  much  by  example;  a 
creature  of  circumstanoes;  a  mirror,  reflecting  the  character  and 
manners  of  his  associates. 

Ld  the  moxsi  classification  of  beings,  man  is  called  a  religious 
animal.  This  cannot  include  the  deaf  and. dumb.  They  are 
necessarily  atheists,  and  atheistical  for  the  want  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  existence  of  God.  They  have  not  even  the  dim 
traditionary  light  of  the  heathen,  to  lead  them  to  an  idea  of  the 
possibility  of  his  existence.  The  moral  darkness  is,  if  possible, 
ten  fold  deeper  than  their  intellectual  darkness. 

It  is  profound — enveloping  all  hi?  moral  faculties  in  one  long 
Egyptian  niaht  of  cloom,  and  the  charis  which  has  held  his 
power  in  such  thraldom,  pan  only  be  broken  by  education. 

The  uneducated  mutes  are  not  led  '*  from  nature,  up  to  na- 
ture's God."     He  does  not  "see  God  in  clouds;"  and  could  he 
thus  see  hfm,  he  would  obtain  a  very  imperfect  idea  of  his  char- 
acter mA  perfections  from  a  view  of  the  world  which  we  inhab- 
it.  Dependant  on  his  own  reflections,  merely,  for  %ht,  it  would 
be  difficult  for  him  to  decide  whether  there  was  more  pleasure  or 
pain,  happiness  or  misery,  joy  or  sorrow,  in  our  world;  and  if 
nis  ideas  should  extend  so  Ihr,  he  would^  on  that  account,  find  it 
a  difficult  question  to  settle,  as  to  the  character  and  attributes  of 
Deity.  He  would  hardly  expect  that  pleasure  and  pain  were  dis- 
^  peaied  by  the  same  hand,  and  that,  the  hand  of  a  being  of  in- 
finite goodness.    If  he  could,  by  any  means,  be  brought  to  this 
state  of  knowledge  and  religious  light,  he  would  be'a  Manichean, 
a  believer  in  a  douWe  God — a  God  of  two  principles,  of  good  and 
evil,  to  whose  several  agencies  the  pleasure  and  the  pain,  the 
ffood  and  the  evil  that  exist  in  this  world  are  to  be  attributed* 
If  he  thought  or  reasoned  at  all  on  these  subjects,  he  would  nat- 
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uraHy  syppote  iksX  nature  and  pvovideoee  were  under  the  eofi- 
trol  of  some  wrathful,  being,  but  the  deaf  and  dumb  do  not 
leem  to  reason  at  all  on  this  subject.  He  does  not  infer  causes 
from  effects;  much  less  can  his  mind,  in  its  imbecility  and  weak- 
ness, reach  out  towards  grasping  the  idea  of  the  Great  First 
Cause. 

The  mute  is,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  an  atheist,  not  from  choice, 
but  from  necessity,  unless  by  direct  interposition  of  God,  who, 
departing  fromr  his  ordinary  methods  of  dealing  with  men,  shoufd, 
in  a  miraculous  manner,  enlighten  him  on  this  all  important  sub- 
ject. As  he  is  by  nature,  morally  and  intellectually,  he  is  like  the 
flower  bud  of  spring,  never  opened  to  summer  suns,  summer 
breezes,  or  summer  showere;  always  a  bud,  never  to  be  redolent 
with  frasrance,  or  opening  to  the  admiring  eye  of  the  observert 
its  matchless  but  mysterious  beauty.  Like  a  ship  launched  cm 
on  the  ocean,  without  a  chart,  anchor,  helm,  or  compass.  like 
a  planet  created  and  thrown  into  the  great -congregation  of 
worlds  independent  of  the  laws  of  gravi^tion,  forever  ^runnmg 
lawless  through  the  sky." 

ThQ  doctrine  of  a  future  state  of  existence  after  death,  is  one 
of  the  most  consoling  of  divine  revelation,  to  the  devout  believer* 
It  is  the  everlasting  verdure  of  this  heavenly  oasis  in  the  spirit's 
existence;  this  endless  dream  of  the  savage;  this  Paradise  of  the 
Mussulman;  this  beatific  vision  of  the  christian,  that  makes  ex- 
istence at  all  a  blessing,  even  in  this  world.  This  state  of  being, 
with  all  it«  glories,  which  the  apostle  found  human  language  too 
powerless  to  describe,  is,  to  the  mind  of  the  mute,  as  though  it 
were  not.  He  approaches  death  blindfolded,  not  knowing  the  leap 
his  spirit  will  then  take, and  awakes  a. disembodied  spirit  in  tm 
full  blaze  of  eternity. 

It  was  told  me  by  one  of  the  returned  missionaries  from  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  that  when  first  visited  by  chrisUari  missiona- 
ries about  twenty  years  since,  and  where  Christianity  has  sinee 
met  with  such  sis^nal  success,  that  such  was  the  besotted  de* 
basement  of  the  mhabitants  in  all  their  social  feelings,  such  an 
absence  of  even  all  the  elements  of  kindly  intercourse  with  each 
other,  that  they  had  no  word  in  tlieir  language  to  express  the  feeling 
of  gratitude,  nor  did  they  appear  to  possess  or  exercise  the  feeling; 
and  that  that  was  not  one  of  the  most  remarkable  features  in 
their  moral  and  social  debased  character.  Dark  must  be  auch 
a  state  of  society. 

Desolate  as  is  the  mute^s  condition,  such  is  not  his  state* — 
Dark  as  their  minds  are  by  nature,  and  small  as  are  the  ncces- 
sions  which  their  intercourse  with  their  fellow  man  makes  to 
their  knowledge,  yet  a  mute,  in  a  civilized  land,  is  immeasurably 
above  such  a  state  of  feeling.    They  are  natorally  as  ammiye  as 
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>ther  children,  unless  when  injured  by  the  injudicious  indulgence 
>f  their  friends.  An  instance  of  their  affection  for  their  teacher 
s  now  a  matter  of  history.  It  was  d«ring  what  was,  emphat- 
cally,  the  reign  of  terror ^  when  the  best  blood  of  France  was 
lowing  in  torrents,  at  the  bidding  of  a  monster  in  human  shape, 
Hobespierre  byname— a  name  that  has  become  synonymous  with 
luman  blood  hound — when  the  Abbe  Sicard,  the  celebrated 
leacher  of  the  deaf  and  dumb^  was  arrested  as  a  non-juring  priest, 
while  peacefully  and  silently  engaged  in  his  most  benevolent 
ivocationsin  his  school  room  among  his*  mute  pupils,  maturing 
lis  system  of  deaf  and  dumb  education,  thus  opening  a  new 
*,hannel  to  human  philanthropy.  He  was  hurried  off  to  jjrison, 
md  to  undergo  a  mock  trial,  intended  only  as  a  prelude  to  the 
^illotine;  when  his  pupils,  in  a  body,  of  their  own  accord,  it  is 
[)elieved,  appeared  at  the  prison  gates,  and  besought  the  release 
>f  their  more  than  father.  So  powerful  a  demonstration  of 
;rief  did  they  make,  that  the  populace  was  moved  in  their  be- 
lalf,  and  Sicard  was  liberated.  These  pupils  were  some  small 
leaf  and  dumb  children,  collected  by  Sicard's  benevolence,  and 
for  whose  moral  and  intellectual  salvation,  he  had  consecrated 
lis  days.  To  think  of  the  bloody  and  tragical  horrors  of  the 
time,  and  the  attending  circumstances  of  Sicard's  liberation,  it 
IS  doubtful  whether,  m  the  world's  history,  a  scene  of  more 
thrillinff  interest  of  the  kind  could  be  produced,  than  was  pre- 
sented by  these  children  at  the  prison  gates,  with  their  wailihgs 
ind  other  frantic  demonstrations  of  grief,  demanding  the  life  ami 
liberation  of  their  benefactor. 

These  emotions  of  gratitude  and  thankfulness,  though  happily 
aot  seen  in  the  same  form,  are  entertained  to  the  fullest  extent 
by  our  pupils.  To  the  Ohio  public,  and  to  the  legislative  body 
18  the  organ  of  the  public  will,  their  emotions  of  gratitude  and 
thankfulness  flow  out  in  one  broad  and  deep  current.  When 
enlightened  by  education,  and  thd  heavy  shackles  which  had  so 
ong  we^ed  them  down  to  the  dust,are  unriveted,  and  removed 
from  their  understandings,  they  see  by  contrast  how  deplorable 
0vas  their  former  conditiop,  and  gratitude  and  thankfulness  are 
the  spontaneous  risings  of  their  souls. 

In  our  mode  of  instruction,  so  peculiar  is  the  condition  of  the 
pupil's  mind,  that  he  reauires  extraordinary  means  to  reach  it. 
By  the  ordinary  methods  of  instruction,' the  teacher  has  no  ac- 
cess to  it.  The  precepts  of  the  sage,  addressed  to  him  in  tones 
such  as  angels  use,  are  lost  upon  him.  Vocal  language,  accord- 
ing to  the  mocje  of  instruction  adopted  by  us,  is  of  no  use.  No 
combination  of  language  or  force  of  utterance  is  of  any  avail; 
nor  has  music,  sublime  and  enrapturing,  any  more  effect.  The 
tiarp  of  Orpheua  might  melt  rocks,  and  so.  bold  the  listening  riv- 
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ers  under  iW  enchaatmeftt^  that  they  might  forget  ta  flow,  jet  it 
would  be  powerless  on  the  ear  of  a  mute.  We,  therefore  take 
his  own  language  of  aignsiy  whidH  in  our  uneducated  mute, »  bia 
scanty,  inconsequence  of  liis  mind's  vacuity,  and  absence  of  ideas. 

The  deaf  and  dumb,  or  any  others,  of  course,  before  educa- 
tion or  afterwards,  neither  need,  have,  nor  can  have  any  more 
repreisentations  of  ideas,  than  they  have  ideas  to  be  represented. 
This  is  true  both  m  vocal  and  in  sign  language.  In  the  teacher's 
intercourse  with  his  pupils,  this  sign  lai^uage^  such  as  it  is,  is  his 
vestment  of  thought.  .  Such  as  he  wishes  it  to  be,  his  ingeooity 
and  patience  makes  it,  and  supplies  it  with  all  the  parts  that  are 
wanting  to  make  it  correspond  with  written  and  spoken  lan- 
guage* This  sign  language  of  the  mute,  improved  as  we  use  k, 
IS,  however^  a  very  expressive  and  forciUe  language,  and  in  co- 
piousness and  variety  of  expressbn,  is  adequate  to  the  wa&ts  of 
the  human  mind  on  all  occasions,  and  with  it  thou^ts  are  com- 
municated with  equal,  or  vnth  more  rapidity  than  they  are  by 
vocal  language.  This  language  constitutes  onr  medium  of  coa> 
munication  with  our  pupils. 

This  is  the  pantomime  of  the  ancients;  em  art  that  they  stu- 
died, and  carried  to  great  perfection*  With  it  theatrical  r^re- 
sentations,  and  dumo  shows,  were  made,  at  which  spectatois 
wept  and  applauded,  as  they  did  in  the  theatres.  Nature  was 
the  instructor  of  the  ancients  in  all  arts;  so,  doubtless,  she  was 
in  the  pantomimic  art*  And,  as  nature  was  the  same  with  the 
Greeks  and  KonjKms,  as  with  us,  the  representations  of  their  actr 
ors  would  be  perfectly  and  immediately  understood  by  our  naod- 
em  deaf  and  dumb.  Sign  language  seems  admirably  adapted  for 
histrionic  effect,  both  in  tragedy  and, comedy.  A  pantomime 
always  figured  in  the  triumphs  of  their  conquerors,  to  insult  the 
captives;  and,  the  teacher  of  the  deaf  smd  dumb  can  well  con* 
ceive  what  were  the  signs  employed  on  such  occasions* 

Cicero  tells  us  of  his  dispute  with  Roscius,  the  comedian,  and 
a  master  of  the  pantiDmimic  art,  whether  the  announcement  of  a 
fact,  or  a  statement  of  a  proposition,  could  be  made  in  more  dii^. 
forent  ways,  by  sign  or  by  vocal  knguage. 

The  Roman  actors,  doubtless,  borrowed  their  signs  from  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  although  no  notice  is  taken  of  them,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  extends,  tui  the  decline,  and  near  the  fall,  of  the  west- 
ern empire.  Then,  in  the  code  of  Justinian,  they  are  menti<med, 
to  deprive  them  of  their  civil  ri^ts.  No  school,  however,  of 
the  deaf  and  dumb,  existed  in  all  antiquity;  and,  it  would  have 
been  perfectly  consonant  to  the  spirit  of  the  heathan  reUgion,  to 
either  have  persecuted  and  destroyed  them  as  demons,  or  to 
have  worshiped  them  as  gods.  It  is  not  till  since  the  revmd  of 
letters  in  Burope,  imd  the  refonsaation  of  Lutheri  that  aBy  atton- 
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an  has  been  paid  to  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb;  and^ 
kc  the  art  of  printing,  several  nations  claim  the  honor  of  the  dis- 
3very.  Among  the  competitors,  are,  France,  Spain,  England, 
[olland,  and  Germany. 

Bat,  it  is  pleasing  to  the  philanthropist  to  observe,  that  while 
16  boundaries  of  thought  have  been  so  much  enlai^ed  during 
ic  above  mentioned  period,  and  a  new  momentum  has  been 
iven  to  mind,  in  whatever  direction  its  powers  have  been  put 
:)rth,  that  humane  considerations  yet  find  a  place  in  the  human 
osom;  that  our  prisons  are  no  longer  places  for  the  exercise 
f  petty  tyranny,  nor  their  cells  **  committee  rooms  of  iniquity;" 
tiat  the  blind  can  be  instructed  in  all  branches  of  useful  knowl- 
dge;  and,  the  violent  maniac  of  our  lunatic  asylum  may,  under 
lodern  medical  and  moral  treatment,  be  found  clothed,  and  in 
is  right  mind,  and  restored  to  society;  and  the  forlorn  mute 
aken  by  the  hand,  and,  in  a  mysterious  manner,  led  up  the  ac- 
livities  of  the  hill  of  science,  instead  of  being  left  a  nuisance  in 
he  world,  a  willing  prey  to  ever^  vile  passion  of  his  nature — 
an  learn  thmgs  of  high  import,  his  duty,  and  his  destiny. 

The  main  business  of  our  pupils,  at  school,  is  the  acquisition 
»f  language.  The  mute  studies  the  English  as  a  foreign  language, 
.nd  the  magnitude  of  the  task  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those 
vho,  with  dictionary  and  grammar  in  hand,  have  studied  foreign 
anguages.  But  no  parallel  case  of  difficulty  can  be  adduced. 
The  greenest  aspirant  for  a  knowledge  of  the  languages,  and  who 
jomfhences  his  labor  by  decluaing  Latin  nouns,  has  his  own  moth- 
er tongue  to  commence  with,  grammatically  constructed,  hi 
nost  respects,  like  all  other  languages.  But  the  mute  has  no 
idvantages  of  the  kind.  His  own  language,  however,  forcible 
md  expressive,  has  nothing  in  common  with  other  languaces, 
except  that  it  is  a  vehicle  of  thought.  It  has  no  letters,  s}rllables, 
>r  words.  It  is  composed  of  si^ns  for  ideas  only.  It,  therefore, 
IBS  no  analogy  to  vocal  and  writt-en  language,  and  they  render 
10  assistance  to  the  student.  I  m%ht  here  remark,  that  there  is 
}ut  one  deaf  and  dumb  language  in  the  world.  That  if  the  five 
lundred  and  fiftv  thousand,  deaf  and  dumb,  who  are  supposed  to 
sxist  in  the  world,  could  be  brought  together,  scattered  as  they 
ire,  in  the  palaces  of  the  great,  among  enlightened  nations,  down 
to  the  most  cast  off,  and  woe  begone  of  all  God's  rational  crea- 
tures; the  poor  mute  in  a  Hottentot's  kraal,  they  could  immedi- 
itely  converse  together,  though  coming  from  all  nations  and  tribes 
jnder  heaven.  A  teacher  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  so  general  is 
lignlaaguage  among  speaking  persons  of  all  nations,  even  would 
aeed  no  interpreter,  on  most  necessary  topics,  whether  in  travel- 
ing on  a  tour  of  observation,  through  the  Celestial  Ernph^,  con- 
versing and  associating  with  Mandarinsi,  or  hunting  and  trapping

among  the  Esqaitnaux  of  Labrador.  Each  lonely  mute  b  tin 
architect  and  builder  of  his  own  language.  As  necessity  compds 
him  to  use  some  langua^,  dame  nature  kindly  instructs  him, 
whether  on  the  bleaK  pmnacles  of  arctic  mountains,  or  in  the 
wild  and  spontaneous  luxuriance  of  tropical  plains,  her  instruc- 
tions are  the  same. 

In  teaching  the  mute  written  lan^oge,  the  principal  difficul- 
ties which  we  encounter,  are  its  idioms  and  figures,  and  the 
meaning  and  use  of  the  particles,  of,  but^  as^  6fc.    We  speak  of 
the  heart  of  a  country,  of  the  moutk  of  a  river,  and  the^bo^  of  a 
mountain.     We  speak  of  a  father  land,  and  mother  country. 
We  speak  of  a  fail  of  snow-fall  of  prices^  fail  of  man^  of  persons 
falling  away^  in  falling  in  the  way^  of  falling  in  love.    We  speak 
of  raising  corn,  raising  an  objection,  raising  an  army,  raising 
the  wind,  raising  the  price,  raising  cattle,  and  we  in  the  west, 
(I  think  it  is  a  western  provincialism,)  speak  of  raising  children; 
we  say,  grow  ^mall,  and  grow  large,  grow  old,  and  grow  young. 
We  speak  oi^reen  grass,  green  apples,  gr^en  country  boy,  green 
cheese,  gre%n  old  age.     The  color  of  green  iZacAberries  is  retL 
These  words  have  quite  a  different  meaning  from  what  then" 
spelling  indicate.    It  may  not  be  apparent  to  this   audience, 
that  there  is  any  difficulty  in  teaching,  or  the  mute  in  learning, 
these,  and  a  multitude  of  similar  phrases  and  words,  with  i^hich 
the  language  abounds;  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  ^^e  are 
accustomed  to  these  from  infancy,  and  have  no  conception  of 
the  difficulty  whicha  foreigner,  or  deaf  and  dumb  person  realizes, 
in  order  to  understand  and  use  them.  Though  spelled  in  the  same 
way,  and  consequently  speak  to  the  eye  of  the  mute,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  the  same  force,  yet,  frequently  have  no 
resemblance  in  meaning;  and  to  make  the  same  signs  for  a  word 
spelled  in  the  same  manner,  would  be  erroneous,  and  often  ludic- 
rous.   This  view  of  the  subject  is  but  a  specimen  of  our  numer- 
ous difficulties. 

In  our  instruction,  we  make  great  use  of  the  countenance. 
Indeed;  we  could  not  teach  the  deaf  and  dumb  without  it.  We 
need  it  to  modify  and  accentuate  the  sign  language.  It  was  a  re- 
rtiark  of  Talleyrand,  and  characteristical  of  him,  that  the  human 
countenance  was  given  to  man  to  conceal  and  disguise  his  real 
feelings.  This  might  be  an  idea,  that  a  courtier,  such  as  Talley- 
rand, would  embrace,  and  the  countenance  would  no  doubt  be 
employed  by  him  for  this  purpose,  but  an  instructor  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  makes  quite  a  different  use  of  this  most  wonderful  part 
of  the  works  of  God,  the  human  countenance,  and  forms  a  very 
different  estimate  of  its  value. 

The  cause  of  the  dumbness  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  is  doubtlctss, 
in  nearly  all  cases,  to  be  traced  to  the  ear.    It  is  barely  possible. 
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that  a  person  by  a  paralysis  of  the  tongue,  muscles  of  the  larynx, 
or  the  parts  connected  with  the  vocal  organs,  might  be  dumb, 
but  no  such  instance  has  come  under  my  notice,  rcrsons  may 
be  dumb,  but  not  deaf,  but  in  such  cases,  so  far  as  my  observa- 
tion extends,  there  is  total  or  partial  idiocy. 

When  application  is  made  for  the  admission  of  merely  dnmb 
persons  into  the  asylum,  the  first  idea  that  occurs  is,  if  there  is 
no  positive  knowledge  to  the  contrary,  an  apprehension  of 
idiocy. 

Deafness  in  our  pupils  is  congenital,  or  occasioned  after  birth, 
by  disease  or  accidents  during  infancy  and  childhood.  Of  the 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  difierent  pupils  that  have  been  m  the 
asylum,  since  its  first  establishment,  ninety  five  were  deaf  from 
birth;  in  the  remainder,  deafness  was  occasioned  by  disease  or 
accident;  sometimes,  slight  causes,  such  as  a  fall,  a  blow,  or  a 
cold,  produce  deafness,  and  consequently  dumbness.  Fevers  of 
various  kinds  are  the  most  prolific  cause  of  deafness.  Disease 
teems  to  make  frightful  ravages  among  the  senses.  It  appears 
to  take  possession  of  these  delicate  organs,  these  avenues  to  the 
mind,  and  here,  often  spends  its  fury.  Hearing  soob  falls  before 
the  destroyer,  and  when  this  occurs  in  early  childhood,  dumb- 
ness is  the  inevitable  consequence.  Sometimes  the  sense  of 
smell,  is  simultaneously  destroyed.  We  have  an  instance  of 
that  kind  now  in  the  asylum;  and  we  have  had  repeated  in- 
stances of  the  loss  of  one  eye.  There  are  rare  instances,  and 
happily  they  are  very  rare,  in  which  persons  are  deaf,  dumb,  and 
blind.  There  is  an  instance  of  this  kind,  six  miles  from  Colum- 
bus, in  the  case  of  a  boy,  whose  brother  is  now  in  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Asylum,  which  is  the  only  one  that  has  come  to  my 
knowledge  in  the  state. 

The  restoration  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  to  hearing  and  speech, 
is  a  subject  of  much  interest.  Those  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  anatomy  of  the  ear,  know  it  to  be  a  delicate  and  complicated 
organ.  Causes  of  deafness  are  doubtless  very  various.  Some- 
times the  stoppage  of  the  external  ear,  by  the  concretions  of  ear 
wax,  or  the  introduction  of  some  foreign  substance  into  it» 
Sometimes  the  membrane  of  the  tympanum,  may  become  so  in- 
durated as  to  lose  its  functional  power.  Sometimes  the  cavity 
of  the  tympanum,  or  the  labyrinth  may  be  filled  with  some  for- 
eign substance,  or  the  auditory  nerve  paralyzed  by  disease,  or  the 
Eustachian  tube  contain  some  obstruction.

To  those  acquainted  with  the  ear,  it  will  be  apparent,  that  it 
would  be  easy  to  destroy  so  delicate  an  organ;  and  the  greatest 
matter  of  wonder  will  be,  not  that  the  organ  is  sometimes  ren- 
dered useless,  by  a  great  variety  of  causes  that  operate  to  affect 
it,  but  that  these  cases  are  not  ten  times  as  numerous  as  they  are. 
It  is  only  when  there  exists  some  obstructions,  in  the  outer  ear, 
and  which  are  removable,  that  there  is  much  probability  of  a 
cure.  This  is  apparent,  from  .the  little  success  that  has  attended 
the  means  adopted  to  effect  n  restoration.  For  the  last  hundred 
years,  in  Europe,  science,  the  most  distinguished,  has  directed  in- 
vestigations in  this  matter,  attended  by  great  skill,  zeal,  and  inge- 
nuity. 

Electricity  and  the  galvanic  battery  have  been  resorted  to. 
Instruments  have  been  invented  to  inject  water  and  air,  tj^rough 
the  nose  and  mouth,  into  the  cavities  of  the  ear.    The  tympan- 
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urn  has  been  perforated,  and,  to  prevent  the  orifices  from  grow- 
ing up,  gum-elastic  tubes  have  been  inserted*  In  short,  every 
thmg  which  human  ingenuity  could  do,  in  these  cases,  seems  to 
have  been  done;  and  I  regret  much  to  be  obliged  to  say,  that 
little  or  no  success  has  attended  the  efforts.  Among  the  multi- 
tude of  cases  that  have  been  treated  in  this  way,  or  in  any  other,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  find  ten  well  authenticated  instances  of  cure* 
The  accounts  which  wo  sometimes  see,  goiuj^  the  rounds  of  the 
newspapers,  giving  accounts  of  the  wonderml  cure  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  belong  to  the  same  class  of  things  as  the  ^Sea  Serpent," 
the  ^^Moon  Hoax,"  the  floating  away  of  Niagara  Falls,  much  to 
the  disappointment  of  its  visitors !    The  name  of  all  these  things 


The  appearance  of  these,  and  similar  accouots,  in  the  public 
prints,  is  evidence  of  a  credulous  and  gullible  age;  and,  that  edi- 
tors shouM  feel  themselves  constrained  to  admit  them  in  thdr 
columns,  bespeaks  a  morbid  taste  in  their  readers*  I  make  these 
remarks  in  consequence  of  parents  being  duped  by  traveling 
quacks,  who  occasionally^  itinerate  through  the  country,  who  not 
only  fSail  of  success,  but  inflict  pain,  in  their  operations,  on  those 
who  already  have  their  full  share  of  human  ills* 

Akin  to  this  subject,  in  interest,  is  the  question,  can  the  deaf^ 
dumb,  and  blind  be  instructed,  so  that  they  can  receive  what  is 
usually  termed  an  education?  There  is  only  one  instance  on 
record,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  of  any  success,  at  all, 
attending  efibrts  of  this  nature,  and  that  is  in  the  case  of  Laura 
Bridgman,  of  the  New  England  Bl'md  Asylum,  at  Boston,  Ma8t»> 
chusetts*  Some  wonderful  accounts  have  been  published,  by 
visitors,  respectmff  her,  doubtless  honestly,,  but  evidently  very 
much  exaggerated*  In  this  case,  partial  success,  and  to  an  ex- 
tent that  is  quite  remarkable,  has  crowned  the  teacher's  efforts. 

She  appears  to  be  a  child  of  uncommon  interest;  but  that  she, 
or  any  other  deaf  and  dumb,  and  blind  child,  can  be  made  able  to 
read  and  understand  language  to  a  necessary  extent,  and  receive 
what  is  usually  denominated-  an  education,  is  what  no  teacher  of 
the  deaf  and  dumb,  who  has  a  full  knowledge  of  all  the  difficulti^ 
attending  the  attempt,  can  believe.  He  would  say  with  Hoi^e, 
^Credat  Judasus  Apella."  Let  the  circumcised  credulous  Jew 
believe  it;  or,  as  a  modem  sailor  would  say,  Hell  that  to  the  ma- 
rines*" In  teaching  the  deaf  and  dumb,  who  have  the  important 
sense  of  sight  left  them,  we  And,  as  I  have  stated,  not  a  little  dif- 
ficulty in  explaining  the  meaning  and  use  of  even  the  woni  if. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  t/*,  as  a  sensiUe  object*  We,  there- 
fore, resort  to  many  examples,  to  illustrate  its  meaning.  As,  if 
there  should  be  war  with  England,  Bufialo  might  be  burned 
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again.  In  this  oRse,  and  in  all  other  cases  of  illustratioa,  we  have 
not  only  to  explain  the  contingency  represented  by  the  word  ^, 
but  the  language  employed,  word  by  word,  and  the  facts  refer- 
red to — in  this  case,  the  geo^aphy,  situation  and  size  of  Btifiab. 
The  language  of  the  illustration  implies  that  Buflalo  has  already 
been  b»arned  once,  or  more.  When  was  it?  Why?  By  whom? 
How?  It  would  be  necessary  to  explain  England,  her  national 
existence,  distance  from  us,  power,  the  nature  of  war,  imple- 
ments of  death.  All  this  is  but  a  part  of  the  explanation  of  one 
word,  and  must  all  be  accomplished  by  the  aid,  only,  of  the  sen- 
ses of  smell,  taste,  and  touch,  and  the  whole  language  must  be 
traveled  through  with  in  the  same  way.  To  believe  all  this  is 
taxing  a  person's  credulity  too  much.  This  child  evidently 
learned  much,  and  every  benevolent  heart  rejoices  at  it. 

The  accounts  that  are  abroad  are  evidently  humbuggish^  to 
some  extent,  and  tend  to  mislead;  and  these  remaiks*are  made 
to  disabuse  the  public,  mind. 

The  question  of  the  comparative  difficulty  of  instructing  the 
deaf  and  dunU),  and  blind,  is  often  introduced  by  visitors.  rHiere 
would  be  but  one  opinion  on  this  subject,  were  both  modes,  and 
the  circumstances  of  both,  understood.  From  what  knowledge 
I  possess,  of  the  mode  of  instructing  the  blind,  I  conceive  the 
difficulty  of  instructing  the  dumb  and  the  deaf,  as  immensely  the 
greatest;  owing,  principally, to  the  vast  difference  which  exists 
between  the  two  classes  when  they  first  enter  school,  as  to  their 
mental  conditiori,  and  the  labor  and  difficulty  we  experience  in 
teaching  the  deaf  and  dumb  the  meaning  and  use  of  written  lan- 
ffuage;  a  labor  for  which  there  is  no  necessity  in  instructing  the 
blind.  They  have,  and  always  have  had,  a  language  in  common 
with  others,  who  enjoy  the  sense  of  sight,  and  have  always  used 
it,  like  others,  as  a  medium  of  intercourse.  In  the  case  of  a  new 
pupil,  the  teacher  of  the  blind  finds  a  mind  prepared  to  receive 
mstruction,  and,  at  once,  commences  his  labors.  This  is  far 
from  being  the  case  with  the  deaf  and  dumb.  If  there  is  any 
striking  characteristic  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  it  is  that  of  blank- 
ness  and  desolation.  The  teacher  finds  the  mind  of  his  pupfl, 
what  there  is  of  it,  a  chaos;  and,  like  the  great  Architect  and 
Builder  of  the  universe,  in  his  first  work  of  creation,  the  teach- 
er's first  business  is  to  establish  order,  where  there  had  been 
confusion,  and  to  scatter  light  on  all  subjects,  where  there  had 
previously  been  darkness,  dense  and  deep,  and  to  fill  out,  in  mind, 
what  had  previously  existed  only  in  outline.  And  this  is  but  the 
first  lesson.  Then  comes  the  delicate,  and  of^en  jarring  and 
conflicting,  mechanism  of  language;  and  to  teach  that,  which, 
according  to  most  vrriters  on  the  subject,  at  first  required  divine 
inspiration.    In  all  this,  the  pupQ  is  never  to  hear  the  sound  of 
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his  teacfaer's  voice.    It  is  to  be  accompUahad  by  educajtiag  the 
eye,  and  ccmstituting  that  the  principal  avenue  to  the  soul. 

Such  is  our  subject,  and  mode  ef  instructioii.  The  pupil  is 
unapproachable  by  others*  The  hand  is  substituted  kir  ]tbe 
toufloe.  -Signs  aze  for  sounds;  and  as  many  signs  are  employed 
as  wre  are  thou^ts,  and  shades  of  thought,  among  men. 

In  the  preceding  remarks,  it  is  hoped  that  none  will  under- 
stand me  as  instituting  a  comparison  as  to  the  merits  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  and  blind  institutions.  1  am  speaking  only  of  the  com- 
parative difficulties  in  the  two  modes  of  education,  as  that,  I 
conceive  to  have  been  but  imperfectly  understood. 

I  might  add,  that  the  blind,  and  the  deaf  and  dumb,  look  on 
each  other  with  mutual  pity.  Neither  would  be  willing  to  ex- 
change situations  with,  each  other.  The  advantages,  and  disad- 
vantages, appear  to  be  quite  diverse.  The  blind  much  excel  as 
intellectual  beings,  and  the  deaf  have  physical  advantages,  or 
animal  superiority. 

In  this  connexion,  I  cannol  forbear  making  a  remark  on  our 
pubHc  institutions.  THey  are  the  pride  and  glory  of  the  state; 
and  every  citizen  feels  it  so,  when  pointing  them  out  to  strang- 
ers. Whose  bosom  has  not  swelled  with  pleasurable  emotions, 
when  answering  such  familiar  and  often  repeated  questions  as 
these : — What  large  tmilding  is  that  ?  The  Lunatic  Asylum.  That 
other?  The  Institution  for  the  Blind.  That  other?  The  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Asylum.  That  other?  The  Ohio  Penitentiary — and 
it  has  no  superior  in  existence.  And  there  is  always  a  luxury 
in  adding,  these  are  state  msiitutions^  These  institutions  I  be« 
lieve  to  be  the  most  perfect  of  their  kind.  They  are  verdant 
spots,  on  which  the  eye  of  the  philanthropist  rests  with  pleasure. 

As  to  educating  the  deaf  and  dumb,  there  exists  but  one  opin- 
ion in  the  civilized  world,  at  the  present  time.  Europe  is  thickly 
dotted  over  with  institutions  for  this  purpose;  some  sustained  by 
royal,  and  some  by  private  munificence^  In  these  United  States, 
ample  provision  has  been  made  for  the  education  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  by  fourteen  of  the  twenty  six  states^  By  the  la*t 
census,  Ohio  had  about  six  hundred  mutes;  and  there  are,  proba- 
bly, about  eight  thousand  in  the  United'States. 

By  the  aid  of  these  institutions,  the  (jurse  of  the  apostacy  is, 
SQ  far  as  these  can  afiect  it,  removed,  and  darkness,  is  driven 
back.  Light  radiates  from  them  in  soft  and  berign  effulgence, 
and  the  human  mind  is  dis^thralled  from  its  cruel  bondage. 

We  are  encouraged,  by  many  considerations,  to  go  on  in  this 
work  of  mercy  with  which  we  have  been  entrusted.  It  is  an 
interesting  labor  for  the  teacher  himself.  As  a  philosopher,  he 
watches,  with  interest,  the  workings  of  the  human  mind  under 
such  extraordinary  circumstances.  As  a  philanthropist,  here  he

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finds  enough  for  his  heart  and  hands  to  do.  We  are  eccooragedf 
by  all  considerations^  to  go  forward;  and,  that  while  the  Khkg 
of  Denmark  has  made  a  fbimal  decree  that  every  mute  bom  in 
his  kingdom  shall  be  educated,  we  feel  a  pride,  we  trust  a  lauda- 
ble pride,  that  the  people  of  Ohio,  the  real  sovereigns,  have  made 
a  similar  decree  respecting  oar  Ohio  dsaf  and  dumb.

During  the  past  year,  such  poriiona  of  the  work  along  the  line  as 
had  been  left  unfinished,  have  been  mostly  completed,  and  a  collect- 
pr^s  office  has  been  built  at  Warren  on  land  donated  to  the  company. 

T^e  character  of  the  work  for  strength  and  durability,  so  far  as  two 
seasons  of  business  can  form  any  test,  has  fully  sustained  the  high 
reputation  of  the  engineer  under  whose  charse  it  was  constructed,  the 
navigation  having  been  kept  up  at  a  modera^xpense  for  repairs. 
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With  a  view  of  increasrag  the  business,  without  referenoe  to  imone- 
diate  returns,  the  board  of  directors,  at  the  opening  of  navigation,  re- 
vised, and  on  many  articles  reduced,  the  tariff  of  tolls,  and  on  others 
allowed  a  draw  back  equal  to  one-third  the  amount,  on  condition  of 
their  passing  through  the  entire  line,  and  also,  on  all  boats  passing  to 
or  from  Johnstown  with  their  cargoes,  without  transshipment.  The 
rates  of  toll  established  on  many  articles  are  lower  than  those  onihe 
Ohio  canal,  and  are  not  intended  to  exceed  them  in  any  case. 

The  amount  of  business  and  of  tolls  received  the  past  seasoa  basin- 
creased  more  than  one  hundred  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  preceding, 
notwithstanding  (he  navigation  was  suspended  about  four  weeks  it 
July  and  August  on  account  of  repairs,  rendered  necessary  on  the 
Beaver  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal. 

The  following  statement,  taken  from  the  collector's  returns,  com- 
prises the  principal  items  of  business  on  which  tolls  have  been  re 
ceived  during  the  present  season,  up  to  about  the  1st  of  November:

By  a  comparison  of  these  items  with  those  contained  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  preceding  year,  it  will  be  found  that  the  most  important 
ones  have  greatly  increased;  the  amount  of  merchandize  then  being 
less  than  four  millions  of  pounds,  wheat  about  sixty  thousand  bushels, 
and  mineral  coal  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  bushels. 

The  amount  of  tolls  collected  the  preceding  year,  was  $13,257 — 
the  present  year,  up  to  the  fore  part  of  November,  the  receipts 
amounted  to  more  than'  $26,000,  with  a  reasonable  expectation  that 

they  would  reach  $30,000  before  the  navigation  would  be  closed.

The  amount  of  expenditures  properly  chargeable  to  repairs  for  \he 
current  year  will  not  vary  much  frorr\  $13,000;  leaving  a  nett  income, 
arising  from  tolls  during  the  same  period,  equal  to  one  and  a  half  per ., 
cent,  on  the  capital  slock  fully  paid  up;  and  such  dividend  has  already 
been  declared  by  the  board  of  directors,  payable  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1842.  ^ 

A  portion  of  the  amount  which  the  state  is  entitled  to  receive,  being 

six  thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  has  been  placed  in  tite  hands  of 

the  Treasurer  of  State,  and  the  residue  is  expected  to  be  forwarded 

the  earliest  opportunity,  and  is  now  subject  to  his  order,  whenever  ii 

•shall  be  presented  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company. 

Five  substantial  covered  boats  have  been^ilt  by  the  company,  and 
fuiliished  with  furniture,  cooking  implem^s,  bedding,  6^.,  for  the 
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eoAvenience  of  boarding  and  transferring  haads  from  one  poi&t  to 
another  along  the  iine,  and  the  necessary  tools,  stone-boats  and  other 
machinery,  for  making  repairs. 

The  amount  of  these  expenditures  are  included  in  the  foregoing  ac- 
count of  work  or  contingencies;  and  in  practice  it  h  found  that  repairs 
are  made  with  much  greater  facility,  and  at  a  less  expense,  than  in 
any  other  method.  ^ 

The  whole  amount  of  expenditures,  including  work,  all  contingent 
expenses,  damages,  superintendence,  repairs,  boats,  dec.  &&,  up  to  the 
present  period,  will  not  exceed  $1,256,000;  being  less  than  $13,000 
per  mile  for  each  mile  of  navigation  created.  ^ 

The  amount  of  compenb*ation  paid  to  the  officers  proper  of  the  com- 
pany, including  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  principal  en* 
gineer,  for  the  current  year,  will  fall  short  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

Although  all  the  work  necessary  to  sustain  an  uninterrupted  navi- 
gation down  to  the  present  period  has  been  done,  and  the  accounts 
paid,  still  it  has  always  been  understood,  and  so  stated  in  previous  re- 
ports, that,  as  the  busines?  increased,  additional  feeders,  from  more 
remote  lakes  and«reservoirs,  would  ultimately  be  required.  On  tbe 
recommendation  of  the  principal  engineer,  this  work  has  been  post- 
poned until  the  amount  of  business  should  require  their  constructioo; 
and,  in  his  opinion,  it  should  not  much  longer  be  delayed. 

Until  this  work  is  undertaken,  no  further  call  will  be  made  on  the 
state  for  the  balance  of  its  subscription.  The  prospect  of  increasiog 
business  may  soon  render  it  expedient  to  put  it  under  contract.  Al- 
%  ready  has  the  amount  of  merchandize  passing  along  the  canal  the  past 
season  nearly  equalled  two-thirds  of  that  cleared  at  Cleveland,  on  tbs 
Ohio  canal,  for  the  same  period;  and  when  (he  Wabash  and  Brie,  and 
Miami  canal  shall  have  opened  new  markets  to  the  enterprising 
manufacturers  of  Western  Pennsylvknia,  the  business  must  rapidly 
increase. 

Since  the  closing  of  navigation,  somo  evil  disposed  persons,  by  wit- 
ting a  channel  around  the  abutment  of  the  feeder  dam  across  the  Cuy- 
ahoga river  at  Shalersville,  have  caused  the  waters  of  that  stream  to 
pass  out  of  their  natural  channel,  thereby  obstructing  the  communi- 
cation with  the  feeder,  by  which  tbe  reservoir  lakes  and  the  summit 
lefel  are  supplied.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  dam  and  abut- 
ment have  yet  sustained  no  essential  injury,  and  that  the  breach  may 
be  repaired  at  a  low  stage  of  water  without  incurring  any  great  ex- 
pense.
